Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman:—1 rise at this time to 
place in nomination for the office of 
President of Council a man who has 
served two full elective terms in this 
body, and today commences his third 
elective term. 

In placing this man’s name in nomi¬ 
nation, I want to cite a few facts. 

In 1933 the Pennsylvania Legislature 
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was In control of the Republican Party. 

In that year two members from Alle¬ 
gheny County were elected to the Legis¬ 
lature. These two members became out¬ 
standing because of their fight against 
sweat shops which then existed in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. They 
were also outstanding because of their 
fight and support for social and labor 
legislation. These two members later 
became members of City Council, and 
one has served continuously since. The 
other gentleman now holds the high¬ 
est elective office In Allegheny County. 

At that time the Democratic Party 
was not strong In the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Because of this the party 
nominated men who had the respect 
of the people of Pittsburgh. Both these 
men agreed to become candidates for 
City Council. The campaign was built 
around them, and they were elected 
by a large majority. They were fear¬ 
less, courageous and competent officials. 

Today, we are re-organizing the Coun¬ 
cil and electing a President. If the 
Democratic Party is to be successful in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and want to 
continue to hold office in the City of 
Pittsburgh, we must put men in office 
who will be independent and have had 
years of experience.

If this Council sees fit to elect the 
man I am going to place in nomina¬ 
tion as President, it will be giving the 
City of Pittsburgh a gentleman who has 
proven beyond all doubt his loyalty 
to his political party and his loyalty 
to the people, his loyalty to the tax¬ 
payers and home owners of the City 
of Pittsburgh, City Council as a legis¬ 
lative body must administer the office 
with fidelity and independence for the 
good of all people of this great city. 

I therefore take pleasure in present¬ 
ing the name of Thomas J. Gallagher 
for the office of President, because I 
believe this Council needs a man as 
presiding officer of his experience and 
background. He is fearless and courage¬ 
ous, and I believe will perform his 
duties In a manner befitting the office. 
Mr. McArdle arose and said: 


Mr. Chairman:—rise to second the 
nomination of Thomas Gallagher for 
President of this Council. I do so be¬ 
cause I believe that the election of 
Thomas Gallagher as President of this 
body will best serve the public inter¬ 
ests of the City of Pittsburgh. I be¬ 
lieve that by his experience and his 
record in this Council he is needed as 
the President of Council at this time. 

For that reason I intend to vote for 
Mr. Gallagher. 

While I was absent from the City 
this week. It has been brought to my 
attention that certain reprisals are go¬ 
ing to be levied upon certain people 
who intend to support the candidacy 
of Tom Gallagher. I want to say here 
and now that It behooves those who 
seek to make any reprisals to be very 
cautious. I believe that the members 
of this Council, and I expect that they 
all believe as I do, have the right to 
make their own selection of the man 
who is to be President of this Coun¬ 
cil. I believe the members should them¬ 
selves pick the candidate for President, 
and no one outside should tell them 
what to do in this body. So far as 
I am concerned I was elected along 
with five other gentlemen to serve in 
City Council, and for the next four 
years I am going to be the council¬ 
man that the people elected me to be. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman:—I rise to put into 
nomination the name of Thomas E. Kil- 
gallen. I have known Mr. Kilgallen for 
many years as a lawyer. He served the 
County of Allegheny and the City of 
Pittsburgh as an Assistant Solicitor, 
and in those offices he won the esteem 
of the public and the members of his 
profession. I have yet to hear any ad¬ 
verse comment either upon his char¬ 
acter or his ability as a lawyer. We 
all know that he served one term as 
a State Senator, and was a very active 
supporter of all the legislation which 
characterized the sessions of 1937 and 
1939. Since 1940 he has been a mem¬ 
ber of this body. We have found him 
to be co-operative in all respects. He 
is tolerant in his Judgment on those 
occasions when we differ with him 
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He Is very affable and considerate in 
his contact with the public; he Is a 
good parliamentarian. I say these things 
without disparagement of the other 
gentleman whose name has been placed 
In nomination. I admire him greatly. 
I am sorry that I cannot vote for both. 
I feel Mr. Kllgallen possesses all the 
qualifications to make hlni a com¬ 
petent presiding officer of this body. 
Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman:—It was fortunate that 
all candidates among us for the Presi¬ 
dency of Council this year were well 
qualified for the office. On the other 
hand, this fact places me in the un¬ 
enviable position of having to make a 
choice among several men, each of 
whom had claims to my support on 
account of friendship and esteem. 

It will be understood, I am sure, 
by Mr. Kllgallen that it was no re¬ 
flection on himself that my first and 
second choices for the Presidency were 
Mr. Evans and Mr. Gallagher. Nor is 
it necessary to give reasons here for 
such choices, even if It were appropriate 
to do so, their records of service being 
reasons enough. 

For my part I have tried to view this 
matter constructively and not as an 
opportunity to start trouble over a 
matter in which the public interest 
would not be adversely affected, re¬ 
gardless of the outcome. Accordingly I 
voted constructively in the caucus for 
my choices until it became apparent 
that neither could win, unless possibly 
by a movement which might be inter¬ 
preted as an effort to defeat rather 
than to elect someone, and consequent¬ 
ly destructive of harmony. 

I then voted for Mr. Kllgallen and 
he was selected by the caucus. In these 
circumstances it would seem proper 
that I second his nomination, and I 
gladly do so. 

Little attention will be paid to what 
we say or do here today, but in our 
own limited sphere we should do our 
best to work together for the good of 
all in these times. 

If Mr. Kllgallen is elected we shall 
have as our President a man with an 
excellent record in the State Senate 


and one who has served both the 
State Government and the City most 
ably as a lawyer. 

Mr. Wolk moved 

That the nominations close on 
the names of Thomas J. Gallagher and 
Thomas E. Kllgallen. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the result of the voting was as 
follows; 

For Mr. Gallagher: Messrs. Gallagher, 
Leonard, McArdle. 

For Mr. Kllgallen: Messrs. Demmler, 
Duff, Kllgallen, Weir, Wolk, 

(Mr. Evans not voting). 

Thomas J. Gallagher received three 
votes. 

Thomas E. Kllgallen received five 
votes. 

And Thomas E. Kllgallen having re¬ 
ceived five votes, a majority of the votes 
of Council, was declared duly elected 
President for the ensuing term. 

The Chair (Mr. Lindsay) appointed 
Messrs. Duff and Weir a committee to 
escort the President-elect to the Chair. 

The Committee performed the duty 
assigned it and presented Thomas E. 
Kllgallen to Council. 

And the Chair (Mr. Lindsay) ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Duff to administer the 
oath of office. 

And the oath of office as President 
of Council was administered to Thomas 
E. Kllgallen by John T. Duff, Jr. 

The Chair (Thomas E. KiJgalleil) 
said: 

Gentlemen:—The first statement that 
I shall make as the newly-elected Presi¬ 
dent of this Council is an expression ol 
my deep appreciation of the high honor 
that you have bestowed upon me. The 
gavel that today you place in my hands 
will be wielded during t.he next two 
years with as much candor, courage and 
courtesy as I possess. 

I humbly and respectfully request 
your co-operation and help in the ser¬ 
vice of Pittsburgh and Its people. With 
that co-operation, I shall strive to do all 
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that a President of City Council can do 
to meet the responsibilities and main¬ 
tain the authority which the Ijegislature 
has reposed in this body. 

Our Country is at war. This is a war¬ 
time Council, The first concern of the 
nation, and particularly of metropolitan 
Ptitstaurgh, is the production of war 
supplies in overwhelming quantities. 
The affairs of routine government, of 
municipal improvement, and of munici¬ 
pal expansion, are important today to a 
lesser degree than they were yesterday. 
There is a war to be won. We shall of 
course see to it that there is no inter¬ 
ruption of public services and public 
conveniences. But, in the main, it is 
no time for widespread public improve¬ 
ments, nor of widespread disburse¬ 
ment of public moneys, where such im¬ 
provement and such expenditures have 
no direct connection with the winning 
of the war. We should, therefore, con¬ 
serve our resources. We should husband 
our credit and our money so that we 
may be in position to meet any unto- 
^i^'ard event, or events, that may arise in 
the future. 

The next two years are not going to 
be easy ones for this Council. They are 
not going to be easy ones for any Coun¬ 
cil anywhere. In a rising market, and 
with no increase in income, we find our¬ 
selves faced with increased expenditures 
that we could not in all fairness, refuse. 
Then, too, nowhere in this country can 
a City Council chart a course with a 
sure knowledge that it will not meet 
with over-night interruption. The cir¬ 
cumstances of the times, the burdens 
which the larger problem may place 
upon our people, prevent us now from 
making pledges of a two-year term of 
governmental conduct. The citizens of 
Pittsburgh know this. They do not ask 
now for a program of conduct that will 
continue through the next twenty-four 
months, the life of this Council. They 
do ask, however, and they have every 
right to ask, that we shall diligently 
and intelligently apply ourselves to the 
work that comes to our hand day by 
day. Let us do that quietly, steadily, 
and without display. The people will 
know. 

As our problems arise, let us attend to 


them. This Council is composed of men 
of wide and varied experiences. There 
is practically an even balance here of 
men of business, men of the professions 
and men of labor. All of us are widely 
experienced in legislative matters. All 
of us know our City, love our City, and 
have faith in its splendid future. We 
are a representative, an American Coun¬ 
cil, and working hand in hand, we shall, 
in the days that are ahead, give this 
City good government. 

In conclusion, permit me once again 
to thank you and to say to you that I 
am happy and proud to be president of 
the highest legislative body in the city 
where I was born. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to be the first 
to congratulate you. I think you are 
capable, competent, honest, impartial 
and independent. And I want to pledge 
you my wholehearted support during 
your administration. 

I regret very much that your election 
could not have been unanimous. I did 
my best to bring this about. It was not 
brought about. I therefore took no part 
in the election. 

I want again to congratulate our 
President, and I will give him my pledge 
to help him in everything that is right 
and as God gives me power to see that 
right. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President and Members of Coun¬ 
cil:—I first want to take this opportun¬ 
ity to thank my colleagues, Messrs. Leon¬ 
ard and McArdle, for voting the courage 
of their convictions. 

I want also to congratulate you, Mr. 
Kilgallen, on your elevation to the Presi¬ 
dency of this Council. I was brought 
up the hard way. In the labor move¬ 
ment, we were taught obedience to the 
majority. It was one of my first lessons. 
The majority of this Council has de¬ 
cided that you should be the President 
for the next two years. 

I realize that we are going through 
critical times. Today we are fighting to 
do away with dictatorial powers and, 
with God’s help, we will accomplish 
that. 
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I know that the members of this 
Council were under pressure to make a 
choice. They have made the choice; 
and as I say, I was taught obedience to 
majority. I intend to carry on in this 
Council, God willing, for the next four 
years as I have carried on in the past, 
looking out for the interests of the peo¬ 
ple of Pittsburgh. 

The vote that I received shows that 
the people of Pittsburgh had confidence 
in me when they re-elected me to my 
third term as City councilman. I am 
proud that I have the confidence of the 
people of Pittsburgh, and I intend al¬ 
ways to strive to retain that confidence. 

I want to congratulate our new mem¬ 
ber of Council, Mr. McArdle, because I 
think everybody will agree that his 
father, the late P. J. McArdle, was the 
best councilman that the City of Pitts- 
burhg ever had. We know, and every 
member of this council will admit, in 
the loss of P. J. McArdle the City of 
Pittsburgh suffered a great blow, and 
while it may be sad for Mr. McArdle to 
Sit in the very seat that his illustrious 
lather occupied for so many years in 
this august body, on the other hand he 
should be proud that he is sitting in 
the chair that his father occupied. 

I am not a trouble maker, never was 
a trouble maker. I think that I had 
as much right to aspire for the Presi¬ 
dency of this Council as any other 
member. My length of service, my loy* 
alty to my organization, my political 
party, entitled me to that right, but 
when other people saw fit to deny me 
that right, then, as I say, as I was 
taught in the labor movement, obedi¬ 
ence to the majority in the vote taken 
here today. 

Mr. President, I hope that you have a 
successful term in office. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Galla¬ 
gher, Demmler and Evans as a Com¬ 
mittee on Rules. 

Mr. Evans moved 

That Council recess until 11:45 
o’clock, A. M. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And Council recessed. 


And the hour of 11:45 o’clock, A. M., 
having arrived, and the time of the 
recess having expired. Council recon¬ 
vened, and there were present: 

Messrs. Demmler, Duff, Evans, Galla¬ 
gher, Leonard, McArdle, Weir, Wolk, Kil- 
gallen (Pres’t). 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Demmler 
and Wolk as a Committee to escort the 
Mayor-elect, Hon. Cornelius D. Scully, to 
the Council Chamber. 

And the Committee returned and pre¬ 
sented the Mayor-elect to the Council. 
The Chair presented 
No. 7.

And the Mayor-elect, Cornelius D. 
Scully, having been presented to Coun¬ 
cil, took and subscribed to the oath of 
office which was administered to him 
by Hon. Ralph H. Smith, a Judge of 
Common Pleas Court of Allegheny 
County. 

Mayor Scully said: 

Judge Smith, President and members 
of Council, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The hearts of all of us today are far 
from these council chambers. 

Our hearts are in the mountains of 
Luzon with Douglas MacArthur’s out¬ 
numbered battalions of brave Americans 
and doughty Filipinos—men who are 
outnumbered but not outfought, men 
who are fighting off assault upon as¬ 
sault to win the time which is essential 
' for the re-establishment of allied control 
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of the far Pacific and the road to Singa¬ 
pore. 

Our hearts are In the burning deserts 
of North Africa where the troops of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, fight¬ 
ing men from England, Scotland, Ireland, 
and Wales, Anzacs from down under, 
hard-bitten South Africans and fearless 
Indian troopers. Free Frenchmen, Poles 
and Belgians are united In a bold cam¬ 
paign to carry the war to the soft un¬ 
derside of the Axis power—to Tripoli, 
the Jumping off place to Italy, the na¬ 
tion which Garibaldi built in the spirit 
of liberty and Mussolini betrayed to tyr¬ 
anny and oppression. 

Our hearts are ,wlth the soldiers of 
Russia’s stalwart army, fighting on the 
frozen plains of Russia where Hitler’s 
once invincible army has met in the 
Russian people —180,000,000 men and 
women of steadfast courage and indom¬ 
itable strength — an antagonist which 
has stopped the whole armed might of 
Germany dead in Its tracks and sent 
it reeling backward. 

Our hearts are in the gray waters of 
the Atlantic, where the men of the 
American and British navies and air 
forces, where our soldiers and marines 
in lonely Greenland and Icelandic bases, 
guard the bridge of ships which carries 
vital supplies to the island fortress of 
Great Britain. 

And most of all our hearts are in the 
training camps of this mighty nation 
where our young men—as brave and as 
patriotic a generation as their forefath¬ 
ers of Gettysburg and Valley Forge—are 
being taught the technique of modern 
war, are being schooled In the lessons 
of military science which will shape 
them into an army of freedom and lib¬ 
eration, whose name shall be blessed for 
many generations in many lands. 

They are our sons and brothers, these 
men In arms, and they are the shield 
of this nation’s liberty and the sword of 
Its avenging justice. I am proud and 
happy, like any American father, that a 
son of mine Is with them. 

We here at home will owe to them 
everything we have. 

We will owe to them the future of 
America. 

We must so conduct our affairs that 
every ounce of strength we have goes 


Into the cause which demands so much 
in sacrifice from them. 

Until this war is won, the people of 
this city must have one purpose ever 
foremost In their thoughts and In their 
actions—and that is victory. 

The Impact of this war was slow to 
come to Pittsburgh. 

In the days before Pearl Harbor, it 
all seemed far away to many of our 
people. 

'The great army camps were estab¬ 
lished in the Southland and along the 
coasts, so in Pittsburgh the uniform of 
our armed services did not throng our 
streets and public places as in Harris¬ 
burg, Norfolk, New York, Louisville and 
many another city near gigantic army 
training centers. 

So war and the preparations for war 
always seemed just a little more distant 
from us. 

Our industries—the nation’s primary 
producers—^are largely geared to the pro¬ 
duction of the initial processing of raw 
materials. We make the steel which 
goes into tanks and battleships and the 
varied ordnance of war, and we make it 
in enormous quantities. 

But the actual Implements of war are 
largely fashioned elsewhere, so here again 
the preparation of our country for war 
was distE^nt from us. 

For the same reason, we were fortu¬ 
nate here in Pittsburgh In that the 
growing shortage of strategic war ma¬ 
terials did not affect our mills and fac¬ 
tories, as it did the regions where lack 
of raw materials caused silk mills to 
close and metal fabricators to close up 
shop. 

So war seemed distant from Pitts¬ 
burgh, while its shadows grew ever 
closer to Washington, and New York, 
and the ship-building centers and air¬ 
plane factories of the seaboards. 

So distant did war seem that in the 
minds of many people here, civilian de¬ 
fense was a laughing matter, before Pearl 
Harbor. The minority of fanatical iso¬ 
lationists regarded it with suspicion as 
some kind of a propaganda campaign to 
make the people “war-minded.’* 

Many of those who supported the 
President, in his wise planning for our 
country’s safety, thought war was so 









































remote from Pittsburgh that civilian de¬ 
fense was unnecessary here. 

So this city owes thanks today to 
those of its citizens—and outstanding 
men and women they are—who took 
civilian defense seriously in the days 
when majority opinion thought it a 
waste of time. 

Without their work and without their 
planning, done without public funds and 
without a measure of support which 
should rightly have been theirs, this city 
today would be far behind its present 
state of preparedness for civilian de¬ 
fense. 

It would be folly for me to stand here 
today and tell you right now that Pitts¬ 
burgh is perfectly, or even adequately 
prepared to meet an emergency of war¬ 
fare. 

We are not so prepared, and it will be 
months before we are. 

Throughout this war, it has been 
proved time and again that the worst 
enemy which each democracy was called 
upon to face was not the enemy’s guns 
or the work of fifth columnists, but the 
fearful complacency of democratic mili¬ 
tary commanders and civil administra¬ 
tors. 

Our own surprise at Pearl Harbor, the 
foolish faith of the French in the Magi- 
not line, Chamberlain’s Munich agree¬ 
ment—all are tragic examples of com¬ 
placency before the terror tactics and 
the military efficiency of the Axis na¬ 
tions. 

I do not propose to be complacent 
about Pittsburgh. 

No American city has been bombed. 
Thank God for that. But this war is 
only a little more than four weeks old. 
No British city was bombed for eight 
months—a period which we called the 
phoney war, devilishly conceived by Hit¬ 
ler to lull his enemies to sleep. 

I propose to be an alarmist. I pro¬ 
pose to anticipate the worst. And I 
propose to do all in my power to shake 
up every man and woman in this town 
to the facts as we face them, and not 
to the hopes which wishful thinking 
may supply us. 

We are just beginning to enroll and 
train air raid wardens. 

We have Just completed cataloging our 
hospital facilities. 


We are just preparing to train aux¬ 
iliary police and firemen. 

Only after the formal declaration of 
war was a county-wide organization for 
the co-ordination of civilian defense in 
this vital area created. Fortunately, It 
is headed by a man who served the 
Pittsburgh Defense Council as its vice- 
chairman and chairman of its commit¬ 
tee on air raid precautions and who 
starts with a knowledge of the task at 
hand. 

The shock of the sudden outbreak of 
shooting war is now over. We do not 
have hysteria to fear today. Our enemy 
now is business-as-usual. 

So I think I can • be blunt, brutally 
blunt, today without throwing anyone 
into a panic. 

This city has not yet established a 
general air raid alarm signal system. 

This city has not yet conducted a 
genuine practice blackout. 

This city is totally unequipped to deal 
with a gas attack, because we not only 
have no gas masks available for the 
civilian population but we have none 
for our essential city safety crews. 

Either you think it is worthwhile to 
cover every bet you can against attacl: 
from the air, or you do not. 

If you do not, then you are gambling 
a great deal. The odds are on your side. 
You may come through without a 
scratch. Lloyd’s of London are betting 
99 to 1 against air raid damage to prop¬ 
erties in the New York City area, which, 

I wish to emphasize, is a 99 to I bet 
only that your particular property will 
not be damaged, not that the New York 
City area will not be bombed. 

I don’t like that kind of a gamble. 

I feel it my duty as the chief execu¬ 
tive of this city to see to it that we 
play it safe. 

I hope and pray that every bit of en¬ 
ergy we put into this thing, every cent 
of money, will prove energy wasted, 
money spent for no purpose, just as I 
hope and pray that my life insurance 
policies will not prove fruitful for * 
long, a very long, time to come. 

We have an excellent council for civil¬ 
ian defense, the best in the state, ac¬ 
cording to the vice-chairman of th? 
state defense council. With the help 
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this city administration, with the help 
oi the other agencies of government, 
county, state, and Federal, we can do a 
Job, 

We are moving fast now to make up 
for the slow-motion pace of yesterday. 

I hope we will move fast and ever faster, 
and I pledge again, as I have pledged 
before, the whole strength of the execu¬ 
tive branch of this city to our emer¬ 
gency war-time task of preparing the 
civilian defense of Pittsburgh. 

To do this job, the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and particrolarly, the men who 
represent the people either as elected 
officials or as public employees, will 
have to roll up their sleeves and go to 
work in earnest. 

Old habits of thinking, old ways of 
doing things, the everything-will-be-for- 
the-best psychology, are out-the-window. 

But important as is civilian defense, it 
will not win a war. 

We here at home have a job to do 
over and above protectng ourselves 
against air attack. 

We must do everything within our 
power to help our country take the of¬ 
fensive. 

We must help our men take this war 
to the enemy’s country and there, on his 


American community. 

We have been a nation on wheels. 
What will be the effects of a growing 
shortage of automobiles and of automo¬ 
bile accessories? Our transportation and 
traffic problems will undergo some start¬ 
ling changes. The demands upon our 
common carriers will greatly increase. 
The flow of traffic on our motor boule¬ 
vards may be expected to decrease. 

The municipal recreation facilities, li¬ 
braries. parks and playgrounds, which 
some of us thought should be curtailed 
sharply as non-essential Upon the out¬ 
break of war, may become more vital 
necessities than ever before, as our peo¬ 
ple will be forced more and more to 
take their fun where they find it, within 
walking distance of their homes. 

Thus far, city functions such as gar¬ 
bage collection, street cleaning, safety 
equipment, have been exempted from 
the ban on new tires and new motor¬ 
ized equipment. But no one can fore¬ 
see that increasing military stringencies 
will not cause the government to limit 
all civilian use of essential raw materi¬ 
als, which means that we may have to 
turn to makeshift methods and catch- 
as-catch-can techniques to provide es¬ 
sential services. 


own soil, fill our enemy’s belly full of 
the horrors of the war plague he has 
unleached upon the world. 

We must make the German nation 
and the Japanese nation—the nations 
that worship war, that regard peace as 
degenerate, that set up the military 
caste as the highest degree of men—we 
must make these nations so sick of war 
that they will shun it for a century to 
come, instead of visiting it, like a fell 
disease, upon each succeeding genera¬ 
tion. 

We must make sacrifices, we must 
provide for readjustments, we must ex¬ 
pect our normal course of private life 
and of civic activity to be overturned 
and diverted altogether, while our na¬ 
tion musters the offensive strength that 
will win this war. 

Today, the rationing of tires begins in 
Pittsburgh, as throughout the country. 

In ten days, new automobiles will be 
added to the ration list. 

'That is a major upset in normal eco¬ 
nomic life of this, as of every other, 


We should make every effort, however, 
to maintain and improve the city’s ser¬ 
vices, as long, as they do not take men 
and materials needed for the war effort. 

We still have many problems to solve 
in connection with the municipal col¬ 
lection and disposal of garbage, I hope 
that we can treat these problems from 
now on in a sensible spirit of what is 
best for the city, instead of the political 
atmosphere of charge and counter¬ 
charge which has served to hamper the 
installation of a better than adequate 
collection and disposal system to date. 

I have pledged a regular weekly col¬ 
lection system to the people of this city, 
and no person and no influence will be 
allowed to block fulfillment of that 
pledge. 

It would serve no purpose today to 
recall that this administration sought to 
build a 900-ton plant and was forced to 
accept a 600-ton incinerator. It would 
serve no purpose to recall that requests 
' for additional trucks, at a period when 























































trucks were available, were refused. It 
would serve no purpose to recall the 
carefully stimulated furor about dump¬ 
ing site to dispose of ash. 

All that Is over the dam. I know 
that I will have the cooperation of 
council and of the people of Pittsburgh 
as we move to smooth out all the rough 
edges of the garbage collection system 
and of the incinerator opei'ation. 

The city’s general physical plant 
should be maintained, Insofar as it is 
possible to do so. 

We should be foolish indeed should we 
wantonly permit deterioration of our 
plant, which could be checked at small 
cost now, to proceed to the point where 
large expenditures for replacement will 
become necessary in the years to come. 

In war-time, public health and safety 
assume aspects even more vital than in 
normal periods. 

The shockingly high percentage of re¬ 
jections for military service under the 
selective service act are a graphic illus¬ 
tration of the waste of human resources 
caused by Inadequate attention to the 
public health. 

Undoubtedly, there will be developed 
programs for the physical rehabilitation 
of rejected diaftees, and In these pro¬ 
grams, the city should be prepared to 
take its full share. 

And we have before us an object les¬ 
son to show us how vital It Is to the 
future security of America to safeguard 
the health of the children who are now 
being shaped into the manhood and wo¬ 
manhood of tomorrow. 

Accidents today bear a higher price 
than ever. We were fortunate in 1941— 
fortunate and careful. In the face of a 
national trend sweeping the country to 
a new high in traffic deaths, Pittsburgh 
established a record low list of deaths 
from traffic. 

This year has started with a gruesome 
warning. New Year’s day took a heavy 
toll. We must push our safety cam¬ 
paign ahead in 1942 with renewed 
strength and vigor, and with firm deter¬ 
mination that every aid of education, 
engineering, and law enforcement will 
be brought to bear to cut our death rate 
from traffic still further In this his¬ 
toric year. 


War, and the industrial activity inci¬ 
dental to war, have created grave prob¬ 
lems of housing and rent control. We 
are fortunate in having an able and 
hard-hitting, fair rent committee work¬ 
ing in Pittsburgh. It is my earnest hope 
that the Federal and State governments 
will implement that committee’s powers 
of moral suasion with the full author¬ 
ity of law. 

This administration will continue to 
give every aid to public low rent and 
defense housing. We equally favor the 
improvement of private honsing facilities 
nov/ available, and will give our full 
measure of co-operation to any well- 
planned attempt to expand and to make 
more useful those facilities. 

In 1941, we effected the transfer of 
the greater part of our Mayview Home 
and Hospital to the commonwealth. We 
were able to do this because we refused 
at all times to yield to the state admin¬ 
istration’s demand for postponement, a 
position which was upheld by the Dem¬ 
ocratic leadership of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 

The result has been a tax reduction, 
as pledged in the election campaign, for 
the real estate taxpayer in Pittsburgh. 

However, we are left with a rump hos¬ 
pital at the Mayview site, just as the 
county is left with a bob-tail Institution 
at Woodville. 

I have reason to believe that the state 
authorities would welcome a tri-partite 
arrangement between the city, county, 
and state which would solve the hang¬ 
overs left by the division of the hos¬ 
pitals. 

This could best be done by a merger 
of the city and county institution dis¬ 
tricts, and I shall ask Governor James 
to include such legislation in his call 
for a special session of the legislature- 
Such legislation would further improve 
the financial position of our city, which 
today, to repeat a phrase I have used 
before, is the happiest since the onset 
of the depression. 

The council chose to take a somewhat 
more optimistic view of the city’s reve¬ 
nue prospects for 1942 than did the ad¬ 
ministrative branch of the government, 
I and accordingly, has budgeted expend!- 
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tures in considerable excess of those rec¬ 
ommended In our estimates. In this 
procedure, I am informed, the city con¬ 
troller, withdrawing earlier estimates of 
revenue, Joined, and since both council 
and the controller then had the advan¬ 
tage of a month’s additional actual col¬ 
lection experience, I am sure that they 
do not feel their estimates reckless. 

This city is reducing its bonded debt 
and the interest on its debt each year. 
The war gives us a unique period in 
which to husband our resources of cre¬ 
dit, since no great public works program 
can he undertaken. The decline in debt 
service consequent thereto will undoubt¬ 
edly lessen the annual burden on the 
taxpayer. 

By the transfer of the assessment 
power to a county-wide body, we have 
relinquished control of the base on 
which the city’s whole financial struc¬ 
ture is fixed—the assessment rolls. 

I supported the legislation to effect 
this transfer fully knowing its dangers, 
but convinced that every step to consol¬ 
idate governmental functions in this 
metropolitan area is a step forward. The 
city government must trust that the 
new tax board will be considerate of the 
city’s needs and interests. It is within 
its power to utterly disrupt the finan¬ 
cial structure of this city. 

A reckless slashing of assessments on 
land values, on which the city levies a 
rate twice that it applies to buildings, 
will cause a transfer of the tax burden 
to the small homeowner, and will end 
all prospects of further general tax re¬ 
duction in Pittsburgh. 

It will be the responsibility of the 
new tax board to see to it that this does 
not occur. 

This city must continue its search for 
sources of revenue other than real estate. 
We must continue to press for a share 
of the state-collected liquid fuels tax—a 
revenue in which the city now gets no 
share at all. Legislation to effect this 
goal was recommended by the Joint 
State Local Government Commission at 
the last session of the legislature, and 
legislation was enacted, but the gov¬ 
ernor vetoed that legislation. 

I welcome the action of coimcll in in¬ 
creasing the license fee for amusement 


devices of the pin-ball and slot-machine 
type to $50.00. 

Council gratified us considerably by 
accepting the original $25.00 figure, and 
now the doubling of that figure may be 
expected to produce considerable addi¬ 
tional revenue. 

Our experiment in parking meters, 
planned not for revenue but for traffic 
control, has proved a pleasant surprise 
in its capacity to produce revenues. 

And the city has not, and never will, 
abandon its fight to put public utility 
properties on the tax list. 

A public utility problem today is per¬ 
haps the major issue now confronting 
the City. That Is the reorganization of 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company, 

The City government has refused to 
accept the dictum of the reorganization 
trustees and of the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission that the company 
can be reorganized on any sound finan¬ 
cial basis without a prior agreement 
with the city as to control, to financial 
payments, and as to service. 

We are confident that In this position 
we shall have the support of the Fed¬ 
eral agencies Involved, and we are not 
going to be Jockeyed out of our position 
before the race starts. 

The administration will need the help 
and cooperation of Council and of every 
citizen in this effort to establish a sense 
of public responsibility in the proceed¬ 
ings to reorganize our trolley system. 

This is a time for planning. We know 
that after this war is won, there will be 
a great deficit of public works accumu¬ 
lated. We know that there will be a 
concerted national effort to build a 
better nation and a better world out of 
the collapse of the world as we have 
known It. 

We know that men will be left with¬ 
out employment when we come to beat 
our swords into plowshares, when the 
switch from war to civilian production 
takes place. And we know that work 
must be found for those men. 

We know that then will be the time 
to begin to build in Pittsburgh the city 
we all know can be fashioned here—a 
city where traffic flows smoothly and 
without Interruption, a city which has 



























































banished its slums, a city which has 
cleansed Its rivers, a city which is free, 
completely free, of smoke, a city which 
cares for the health of its citizens ac¬ 
cording to the best knowledge of mod¬ 
ern medicine, a city of parks and recre¬ 
ation grounds. 

These things are all possible. The 
work of past years in housing projects, 
in flood control, in the first links of our 
loop system around the Triangle, give an 
inkling of what can be done. 

It will be our job to plan now, and 
plan in some detail, for what we shall 
set out to do when this war is over. 

I am no prophet. The war may drag 
on for weary and heart-rending years, 
all the years of the term of office which 
I begin today. But I do not think it 
will, if all the energies of this nation 
are harnessed to the work in progress. 

One thing I can assure you. The en¬ 
tire resources of this city are pledged to 
our commander-in-chief just so long as 
he needs our help. 

That is no new pledge. I count it as 
the chief honor of my life that as Mayor 
of this City, and as a citizen of this 
county, I have put every ounce of my 
poor strength in support of the greatest 
man of our time, our thrice-chosen 
President, Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Through all the turmoil of these 
years, he has been right, bountifully 
right, and his enemies and detractors, 
wrong, tragically wrong. 

He needs the help of all of us today. 
The chorus of criticism is stilled for 
the time. The great majority of Ameri¬ 
cans know that the President will guide 
us well. 

But as war goes on, and victory does 
not come in swift and crushing meas¬ 
ure, the detractors and the defeatists 
will arise. They will start with hole-in- 
the corner whispers as they are doing 
now, and they will pretend that they 
are only interested in the proper con¬ 
duct of a successful war. 

The congressional slackers who did 
not vote to fortify the island of Guam, 
who covertly fought every measure of 
defense and who openly fought every 
maesure of aid to our allies, the men 
who opposed the Selective Service Act 
and the lease-lend bill. These will be 


the first to shout that the country 
should have been better prepared, that 
we should have more airplanes, more 
soldiers, more ships, and more and 
stronger allies. 

Of course we should, but had it been 
left to them, and their friends in the 
pressure groups outside, we should have 
neither men nor ships nor allies at all. 

Pittsburgh, for the next four years, is 
subject to the orders of our Comman- 
der-in-chief. It marches in his army— 
the army of freedom, the army of lib¬ 
erty, the army of America.

duce the high temperatures obtained 
there at the present time. 

The drug room of the hospital ad¬ 
joins the boiler room making it neces¬ 
sary that proper insulation be provided 
on the surrounding walls of this room 
In order to exclude heat which is detri¬ 
mental to drugs stored there. 

It was originally estimated this work 
would cost approximately $2,000.00 and 
Ordinance No. 436, approved September 
5, 1941, provided the necessary funds 
and it is evident that the appropria¬ 
tion of $2,000,00 is inadequate. This 
Bill No. 93 now before you amends 
the original ordinance by increasing 
the sum of $2,000.00 to $3,600.00. 

I have examined the plans for this 
alteration and I agree that the sum 
ol $3,600.00 Is necessary and the work 
contemplated to be done is proper and 
should be provided for.

Gentlemen : 

Pursuant to your request of Jan¬ 
uary 21, 1942, for an opinion on the 
legality of Bill No. 95, “An Ordinance 
authorizing and directing the Director 
of the Department of Public Works to 
furnish water meters at City cost to 
all applicants for metered service, and 
providing for the payment of the cost 
thereof, etc.," we submit the following: 

The Act of May 12, 1911, P. L. 295, 
Section 3, as amended by the Acts cf 
May 31, 1923, P. L. 390, Section 1, June 
15, 1915, P. L. 976, Section 1, and July 
20, 1917, P. L. 1173, Section 1, 53 Pur- 
don’s Statutes 10051, provides in part 
as follows: 

“The city shall have power to pre¬ 
scribe, by ordinance, the time or 
times at which a meter shall be read, 
the terms and conditions on which 
water will be supplied on a metered 
service; and the time or times on 


which payment for such water shall 
be made." 

Construing this section, the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania in Barnes Laun¬ 
dry Co. V. City of Pittsburgh, 266 Pa. 
24, and. Consolidated Ice Co. v. City 
of Pittsburgh, 274 Pa. 558, has held, 
that the city has the power to pre¬ 
scribe the rules and regulations gov¬ 
erning the Installation and use of such 
meters so long as such rules and 
regulations are reasonable and not dis¬ 
criminatory. 

At the present time the city is re¬ 
placing and repairing water meters, at 
its own expense, and charging the prop¬ 
erty owners therefor, under the author¬ 
ity of Section 5 of Ordinance No. 183, 
approved April 25, 1930, Ordinance 

Book 42, page 80, which reads in part 
as follows: 

“The Department of Public Works 
shall at the expense of the con¬ 
sumer maintain, repair and replace, 
when necessary, in the opinion of 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Works, all meters heretofore 
and hereafter installed on all classes 
of service including domestic service." 
The cost of these repairs and replace¬ 
ments is recovered by the city by add¬ 
ing a charge of fifty cents to the 
quarterly bill of each consumer of 
metered water. 

Section 3. Article 19, Clause 40 of 
the Charter Act of 1901, authorizes the 
city to supply water to its inhabitants 
“and for the purpose to have at all 
times the unrestricted right to make, 
erect and maintain all proper works, 
machinery, buildings, cisterns, reser¬ 
voirs, pipes and conduits for the raising, 
reception, conveyance and distribution 
of water." 

Under this section the city can pur¬ 
chase, install and retain title to water 
meters, as a part of its water work's 
equipment. 

For this reason Bill No. 95 is not 
open to the objection that the city is 
lending its credit to the consumers of 
water. It is merely selling on an in¬ 
stallment basis items of water distri¬ 
bution equipment. 

Some difficulties may arise in the 
matter of the collection of these quar¬ 
terly installments, but these are ad- 
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minlstratlve and not legal matters, 
which may be worked out by the oX- 
fleers of the City charged with the 
duty of making, the collections. 

In this connection we suggest that 
Hens entered for delinquent water bills 
should not include delinquent pay¬ 
ments on the meters, because of the 
language of Municipal Liens’ Act which 
confers power upon the city to enter 
liens for water rates.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a point of 
personal privilege. In yesterday’s “Sun- 
Telegraph" Dr. Alexander, Director of 
the Department of Public Health flayed 
the critics of the Municipal Hospital. It 
was said, or purported to be said, that 
the charges as made were damnable 
propaganda. In that statement he chal¬ 
lenges the City Council to provide $144,- 
000.00 a year to pay for taking care of 
40 indigent children a day who need 
their tonsils and adenoids removed. I 
presented a resolution in this Council 
last week to investigate the conditions 
at the Municipal Hospital and also one 
to investigate or find out whether or 
not we could work out a plan that 
would put four-fifths of the hospital, 
that was paid for by the taxpayers of 
Pittsburgh, to some use. 

In the hearing of the sub-committee 
I asked Dr. Alexander whether or not 
we could use the hospital that is not 
now in use for some of our indigent 
people in the City of Pittsburgh, and in 
answer to my question he said we could 
render a good service to the people of 
the City of Pittsburgh, because a sur¬ 
vey made by the Medical Profession and 
the Board of Public Education showed 
there were 40,000 boys and girls in the 
city who needed medical attention, who 
needed their tonsils or adenoids removed, 
and our hospital could do that job. In 
answer to a question put to him by me, 
he said that it could be done at very 
little cost to the City. He promised our 
committee that he would go into the 
question and report to us what It would 
cost, and without reporting back to 
Council he says, in the public press, 
that he challenges this Council to pro¬ 
vide $144,000.00 a year for the service 
that he knew nothing at all about and 
for which he made no request in the 
last budget. If Dr. Alexander were on 
the job he would have brought it to 
the attention of this Council before I 
was elected as a member. So far 
as his challenge is concerned, I accept 


his challenge, and while I do not agree 
with him that it will cost $144,000.00, 
r will support legislation that will bring 
about relief to the boys and girls of this 
city who cannot afford to pay for hav¬ 
ing their tonsils and adenoids removed. 

Dr. Alexander is head of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health; is in charge of 
that hospital, and is responsible to the 
Council of the City of Pittsbvirgh and 
to the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 
for the oi)eraJtion of the hospital. The 
hospital has been in operation for ap¬ 
proximately 10 months, and I charge 
that if Dr. Alexander knew that this 
service was needed in the City and that 
our hospital could be used for that pur¬ 
pose, it was his duty as Director of the 
Department to call this to the atten¬ 
tion of Council and to ask Council for 
an appropriation in his budget at the 
time the budget was being made up. 
This he failed to do, and did not bring 
it to the attention of Council until he 
was practically forced to do so, when I 
insisted that the hospital could be put 
into service in the interest of the tax¬ 
payers of the city and to whom the City 
of Pittsburgh owes an obligation. When 
I asked him what the cost would be, he 
said it would be slight, and he thought 
that we could secure the medical sur¬ 
gery without any expense to the tax¬ 
payers as is done at the City Hospital 
at Mayview. 

I would like to know whether Dr. 
Alexander’s statement that an expendi¬ 
ture of $144,000.00 is a slight expendi¬ 
ture. I believe that Dr. Alexander owes 
to the Council of the City of Pittsbxirgh 
the courtesy of a report on the condi¬ 
tion of the Municipal Hospital rather 
than making public statements to the 
press. He promised to make such a re¬ 
port in the hearing last week.

Which was read. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Some time ago I voted 
No on an ordinance to purchase 20 beos 
for the City Home and Hospital at May- 
view. I intend to vote NO on Bill No. 
123 providing for the purchase of car¬ 
pets and rugs for the same institution. 

I want to give my reasons because 
there is a misunderstanding. 

In the first place, there Is not set 
forth in the detailed budget any request 
for these items. Secondly, rugs and car¬ 
pets are specifically set forth in a mo¬ 
tion that Council adopted directing the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
not to honor requisitions of that na¬ 
ture. I do not say that there may or 
may not be a necessity at times for 
such items that Council might desire 
to honor, but I am not convinced at 
this time, at least I have not the infor¬ 
mation (other members of Coimcil may 
have the information) of the necessity 
for these Items. And further when the 
Institution was run by the City as a 
whole, there were enough rugs and car¬ 
pets and beds to take care of all our 
employees who were living at Mayvlew. 
The Institution was divided and part 
of it is tEiken over by the State and the 
rest by the City. It seems to me that 
the City should have retained enough 
personal property to take care of Its 
needs. A further reason is that there has 
not been a binding agreement executed 
finally between the City and the State, 
and it seems to me that unless there 
is an absolute emergency, and until that 
binding agreement is made, that this 
Coimcil ought not to spend money for 
personal property, 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Welfare, I moved 
to hold this bill over when it was ih 
committee the first time, and I con¬ 
sulted with the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Welfare as to the nec¬ 
essity of purchasing rugs, carpets, etc., 
for the employees at Mayview. He (the 
Director) said It was absolutely neces- 
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sary. I raised the same question that 
Mr. Wolk brings up today about the 
division of the property between the 
City and the State, and it was specific¬ 
ally stated to me that the State is en¬ 
titled to all the property that was there 
at the time of the transfer. I presented 
another bill today for the purchase of 
chinaware, etc., for Mayvlew. 

In order to clear up this situation, I 
am going to move that the bill be re¬ 
committed to the Committee on Public 
Welfare, and that the Director of the 
Department of Public Welfare be asked 
to appear before the Committee tomor¬ 
row to make an explanation as to the 
necessity for purchasing these items. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—For some time it has 
been a bone of contention by this Ad¬ 
ministration and others that ohe pa¬ 
tients at the City Home and Hospitals, 
Mental Department, are the wards of 
the State. The people went to the Leg¬ 
islature at Harrisburg and asked it to 
pass an Act turning this portion of the 
Institution and the care of mental pa¬ 
tients over to the State. They suc¬ 
ceeded In having that law passed, and 
when that law passed, the now Governor 
of Pennsylvania refused to take over the 
Institution. 

I happened to be a member of the 
State Legislature when it was first dis¬ 
cussed, and in defense of our Director 
of Public Welfare he is bound as a pub¬ 
lic official to carry out what the State 
Legislature says he must carry out in 
the Act. I have Investigated the re¬ 
quests that were made by the Director 
of the Department of Public Welfare, 
and while it is true that we had enough 
equipment at Mayview to take care of 
our employees who are still there, never¬ 
theless the Act supercedes the power 
given the Director of the Department of 
Public Welfare, and he Is in duty bound 
to turn over to the State what the Act 
says we must turn over to it, and he 
finds himself in the position of having 
employees to take care of that we are 
compelled to house, and he doesn’t have 
any furniture and personal items to 
take care of them. I am satisfied to 
have the Director explain that to 
Council. 

It seems obvious to me that the Di¬ 
rector has followed the language of the 


Act, and I do not want to be a party to 
taking anything from the State that be¬ 
longs to the State. I think our Director 
of Public Welfare is a competent man 
and one of the best directors that we 
have had in that department. He made 
as good a bargain as any Director could 
have made under the circumstances. We 
cannot take something from the State 
that belongs to the State, and I think 
If he needs these things we ought to 
give him authority to purchase them, 
whether they are set up in the budget 
or not. There have been a lot of things 
passed over this table within the last 
month, since I have been a member, 
that were not set up in the budget, and 
not much fuss made about it. 

Mr, Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not want to get 
into any argument about the merits or 
demerits of this bill, since the Chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Public Wel¬ 
fare is going to move that the bill be 
recommitted to the committee for fur¬ 
ther consideration. 

I want to make this further observa¬ 
tion. Does any member of Council 
know how many beds are at Mayview, or 
how many rugs or carpets are at May- 
view, In order to determine whether we 
need any more or not? I think this 
question should be answered before we 
take action on this bill. I do not know 
what they have at Mayview. My re¬ 
marks are not intended as a criticism 
of the Director in asking for these items. 
My remarks have besn misunderstood. I 
' said it may or may not be necessary at 
some time to purchase these items, but 
for the present I do not think we have 
sufficient information to permit any 
member of Council to vote Intelligently 
on the bill. 

I want to further state that there is 
no binding agreement executed between 
the City and the State. If you want to 
find out whether that is true or not, 
consult the Department of Law. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President: — My reason to later 
move to recommit the bill to the com¬ 
mittee is to bring out these facts. Mr. 

■ Wolk says the final agreement has not 
] yet been executed. I want to state h^re 
. and now that every step taken with re¬ 
spect to the transfer of City property 
I over to the State has been approved by

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As I said before, I do 
not want to get into an argument as to 
the merits of the bill. I also want to 
say that I am not criticizing the action 
of the Director of the Department of ! 
Public Welfare in submitting this legis- j 
lation to Council. I am merely making j 
a statement citing the reasons which j 

influence me not to vote for this bill at j 
this time. I

Mr. Gallagher moved 

That Bill No. 123 be recommit¬ 
ted to the Committee on Public Welfare, 
and that the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Welfare be asked to ap- J 
pear before the Committee tomorrow 
(Tuesday, February 10, 1942) to make 
an explanation as to the necessity for 
purchasing these items. 

Which motion prevailed. 

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES 

Mr. Gallagher presented 
No. 235. 

To the President and Members of 
City Council: 

Your special committee appointed 
January 12 to investigate and report on 
the collection and disposition of garbage 
and rubbish In the city submits a pre¬ 
liminary report of its findings. A final 
report will be made as soon as studies 
now under way are completed. 

We investigated the methods, sched¬ 
ules and equipment used in the collec¬ 
tion of refuse and the efficiency and 
adequacy of the incinerator plant. 

We submit the following data, conclu¬ 
sions and recommendations. 

Conclusions: 

1. The basic program of collecting 
and disposing of garbage and rubbish in 
the City of Pittsburgh is sound. Sev¬ 
eral changes should result in more ef¬ 
ficient service and operation. 

2. The schedules of collections ap¬ 
pear to be reasonable and adequate. 

3. The equipment is modern but un¬ 
satisfactory. 

4. The personnel is generally compe¬ 
tent. Previous changes in supervisory 
personnel resulted in better operation; 
more such changes would further im¬ 


prove the service. 

Your committee has studied reliable 
and specific charges of inefficiency and 
mismanagement on the part of the head 
of the Incinerator plant. This is an ad- 
minlstratdve function and we strongly 
recommend to the Mayor and the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works that they give serious considera¬ 
tion to the appointment of an efficient, 
capable and experienced supervising en¬ 
gineer. This must be the first step to 
end the intolerable conditions that pre¬ 
vail in the administration of the city 
refuse division. 

5. The incinerator plant appears to 
be too small. 

6. The incinerator is not operating 
efficiently and fails to reduce the refuse 
to an ash. 

7. The cost of operating the refuse 
division has not been less than the cost 
of garbage and rubbish collection by 
contract. 

8. The City should not compete with 
private companies or charitable organi¬ 
zations in the salvaging of refuse ma¬ 
terials. 

9. A county-wide refuse system must 
be established before we can hope for a 
satisfactory solution of the problem. 

10. No disposal ground for incinera¬ 
tor ash can be found until a cleaner 
ash is produced. 

Costs: 

In 1941 the cost of collection and dis¬ 
posal of refuse was $1,235,844.24, includ¬ 
ing $208,000.00 paid to the Allegheny 
Garbage Company. The City collected 
158,282 tons and the Allegheny Company 
collected 30,333 tons. This averages 
about 600 tons a day; the same daily 
average for the past decade. Based on 
this daily tonnage the 600-ton incinera¬ 
tor was considered to be adequate. If 
the peak loads are properly distributed 
an additional incinerator plant may not 
immediately be necessary. 

FYom 1935 to 1939 the average coat 
per ton by contract was $6.78 and in 
1941 it cost the City $6.56 a ton, a sav¬ 
ing of 22 cents a ton. Adding interest 
charges and amortization of incinerator 
and vehicular bonds, amounting to 
$132,694 a year, the cost per ton is In¬ 
creased by 70 cents, or to a total cf 
$7.26. This would indicate that public 
operation is more expensive than by ph- 
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vate contract. It is not a fair conclu¬ 
sion. 

The "garbage headache” was trans¬ 
mitted to us by previous administra¬ 
tions. Engineering squabbles, dissen- 
tlon, among experts, assorted litigation 
and a three-year ride on the McNairlan 
merry-go-round left the problem in a 
very dizzy state when we determined to 
solve It. The grip of the private gar¬ 
bage monopoly was finally broken and 
the people’s own system Is now in oper¬ 
ation. That is the important point. 

Many 1941 items are non-recurring 
costs and should not be included in the ] 
calculations of comparative costs. This 
Includes overtime, extra employees and 
other items incident to a first-year oper- ■ 
atlon of any enterprise. The costly 
period of trial and error is over and its 
expensive bungles should not be re¬ 
peated. 

The old politically controlled garbage 
monopoly paid low wages. The City 
recognized the Unions of its employees, 
raised their wages and improved their 
working conditions. Of course, these 
higher labor costs are reflected in the 
comparative statistics. Had the con¬ 
tractors paid the present wage rates in¬ 
stead of the chiseling tonnage scales, the 
cost per ton by private contract would 
be much higher than the City’s cost. 

We reject as Infamous slander the as¬ 
sertion that drivers and helpers would 
collect more refuse per load if they 
were paid a tonnage rate instead of a 
daily wage. The vast majority of col¬ 
lection personnel is honest, capable and 
ambitious to give the City a full day’s 
work. 

We reaffirm our belief that more than 
1300,000 a year will be saved by an effi¬ 
cient operation of the municipal incin¬ 
erator. 

Collections: 

Weekly collections during the winter 
months, and every fifth day during the 
summer months, would be satisfactory. 
The incinerator plant and the collection 
system need only to be geared to absorb 
the peak loads. The increased use of 
fruits and vegetables result in peak 
garbage loads during July, August and 
September of about 50% above average. 
Winter months show below average. 
Late spring cleaning and May movings 
result In high rubbish collections dur¬ 


ing May. 

One of the causes of high rubbish 
loads in May could be removed by the 
establishment of a staggered lease sys¬ 
tem In the City. This would level off 
movings and reduce the resultant sea¬ 
sonal rubbish loads. 

Equipment: 

The City has 82 trucks for refuse col¬ 
lection, specially designed for this work. 
They were planned to conform to cer¬ 
tain theories but are not meeting the 
practical problems. They are satisfac¬ 
tory for wrapped garbage only. Designed 
to haul 5 tons they haul only two tons 
because the preponderance of loose rub¬ 
bish prevents compact packing of the 
load. 

The trucks are too high, causing 
waste of time and energy when the dri¬ 
ver climbs three steps to the high seat 
about 100 times a day. The heavy, 100- 
lb. ladder is on the side of the truck 
and must be moved about 40 times for 
every load. The trucks are too wide 
and cannot be driven into many narrow 
alleys and service drives. This com¬ 
pels the collectors to walk long dis¬ 
tances to load. The sliding doors at the 
top of the trucks add to the difficulty 
of proper loading in the middle of the 
truck, especially when the vehicle is al¬ 
most filled and an effort is made to 
push the refuse under the sliding doors. 
Traffic: 

Parking on both sides of the streets 
in many sections of the City prevent 
efficient collections. Trucks are com¬ 
pelled to i>ark in the middle of the 
street and when such action blocks 
traffic, they are forced to driv earound 
the block in another effort to load the 
truck. 

Heavy downtown traffic, through 
which refuse trucks must pass to the 
Incinerator plant, causes delays of 15 
minutes or more, as does freight traffic 
at the 29th Street railroad crossing. 

This waste of time and equipment 
can be avoided by enforcement of park¬ 
ing regulations and the rerouting of 
refuse trucks. 

I Incineration; 

The crux of the problem is found in 
tjtie abnormal rubbish loads. This ex¬ 
cessive rubbish results In losing three- 
fifths of the truck capacity and in Im- 











































































proper incineration at the plant. It is 
nece^ary to drop the ash before the 
garbage is completely destroyed in order 
to get rid of the rubbish, with the result 
that "toasted garbage" makes the incin¬ 
erator ash undesirable. If the refuse 
were completely incinerated, the City 
would have no difficulty in finding dis¬ 
posal grounds outside the City limits 
for Incinerator ash. 

Further study of this problem should 
bring specific recommendations. It will 
undoubtedly indicate a need to collect 
rubbish and garbage separately and to 
incinerate only enough of the rubbish 
with the garbage as may be necessary. 
Salvage: 

We should give further study to the 
problem of salvaging waste materials. 

It is our belief that the City should not 
compete with charitable organizations 
whose operating funds are derived from 
the collection and sale of these ma¬ 
terials. 

This committee will meet with repre¬ 
sentatives of the Salvation Army, the 
Good Will Industries, the St. Vincent De 
Paul Society and other charitable or¬ 
ganizations to determine how much of 
the salvaging work they are prepared 
to do. 

Until definite arrangements are com¬ 
pleted, we recommend that representa¬ 
tives of charitable organizations be per¬ 
mitted to pick the material they can 
salvage from city collections. House¬ 
wives should call those organizations 
and keep salvageable items out of the 
regular refuse cans. 

Hecommendatioiis: 

Pending further studies, we make the 
following suggestions, and recommend: 

1. A revision of the collection sched¬ 

ule to enable the City to include North 
Side Wards in its collections and to 
cancel the contract with a private com¬ 
pany as rapidly as possible. j 

2. The purchase of additional trucks, j 

with separate compartments for garbage ! 
and rubbish, and changes in size and j 
design of present equipment. | 

3. The drafting of new collection I 

rules and regulations based on the ex- i 
perience of the past year. An educa- j 
tlonal campaign to acquaint the people ' 
with the Importance of compliance with j 
the new regulations. | 


4. Separation of garbage and rubbish, 
bulky and non - combustible matter 
should not be collected. 

5. An adjusted schedule of charges 
for collection from commercial houses, 
hotels, apartment buildings and institu¬ 
tions. 

6. An amendment to the building 
code to compel certain owners of large 
apartment houses, buildings and other 
structures to install incinerators. 

7. Regular collections be maintained 
on February holidays, such as Lincoln’s 
Birthday, Registration Day and Wash¬ 
ington’s Birthday. Observance of three 
holidays in a ten-day period would 
seriously disrupt collection schedules for 
many weeks thereafter. 

8. The purchase in large quantities 
of all materials, supplies and equipment 
necessary for the operation, maintenance 
and repair of the incinerator so that 
the efficient operation of the plant 
would not be impaired by scarcity of 
certain items. 

9. Structural changes In the plant 
for direct "truck-to-hopper" incinera¬ 
tion. 

We intend to delve into many other 
matters directly or indirectly related to 
the collection and disposal of refuse. 

We believe this is a metropolitan 
problem. Disease resulting from Insani¬ 
tary conditions in adjacent communities 
respects no geographical boundaries. We 
envision a county-wide system with 
loading stations and Incinerator plants 
in strategically located sections of the 
metropolitan area. This problem de¬ 
serves deep study, comprehensive plan¬ 
ning and a long-range program. We In¬ 
tend to pursue our Investigation and 
will report from time to time.

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Please note that I have 
not signed the report. I was a member 
of the special committee, and my rea¬ 
son for not signing the report is that 
I do not agree with the conclusions 
stated therein. 

Mr. Gallagher moved 

That this preliminary report be 
adopted as read, and that copies be 
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transmitted to the Mayor and tjie Di¬ 
rector o! the Department of Public 
Works, and that they try to carry out 
some of the recommendations made by 
this committee. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—would like to read 
the report before I vote on it. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Unfortunately we do not have suffi¬ 
cient copies to furnish one to each 
member of Council. 

I move that the Clerk of Council fur¬ 
nish a copy of the report to each mem¬ 
ber of Council. I do not see why any 
objection should be raised at this time 
to adopting the recommendations con¬ 
tained in the report. 

Mr. Wolk: 

Here is Mr. Weir, who is a member of 
the special committee, saying he has 
not signed the report. Before I vote for 
it, I want to study both sides. We have 
a majority and minority report. I want 
to digest it. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. Weir did not hand in a written 
report. Mr. Weir, you did not agree 
with the conclusions reached in the re¬ 
port. 

Mr. Weir said: 

I see nothing wrong with the Clerk 
furnishing each member a copy of the 
report. 

Mr. Wolk said: 

Mr. President:—want to say this. I 
am not discussing the merits of the re¬ 
port. I have some ideas of my own. 
Certainly, on an important matter like 
this, I am not going to be forced to 
pass upon the details until the Council 
has had an opportimity to study the 
report. As I said before, one member of 
the special committee has not seen fit 
to sign the report. Without discussing 
the merits of it, I want the opportunity 
to read the report at my leisure and di¬ 
gest it thoroughly. I think it is un¬ 
fair to compel us to vote for it only 
after having heard it read hurriedly. If 
I sat down and tried to record hall of 
the recommendations, I could not do it. 
I am not voting against the report; I 
am not voting until I have an oppor¬ 
tunity to study the recommendations 
and make some suggestions of my own. 


Mr. Gallagher said: 

It is not the Intention of the com¬ 
mittee to railroad this through. 

Mr. Wolk said: 

You are making a motion that the 
Council adopt the report today. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

You can adopt It tentatively. Your 
committee was appointed to perform a 
certain function and we spent consid¬ 
erable time in gathering the data, and 
we make certain recommendations. It 
is an administrative affair. It does not 
belong in this Council. Certain specific 
recommendations are made which the 
Mayor and the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment ought to try to carry out. Your 
committee was appointed to find out 
what was wrong at the incinerator. We 
have done that partially. Other recom¬ 
mendations will follow later. This is 
merely a preliminary report. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President :—I agree with Mr. Wolk. 
This report contains numerous findings 
of fact and certain conclusions, I just 
got it at the beginning of the session. 
In the main I agree with the report. 

I think the committee Jias done a very 
creditable job, but because of the fact 
that there are certain conclusions in the 
report, we ought to be given a little 
time and opportunity to frame some 
Judgment on it before we adopt it in 
toto. That is my idea. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As a member of the 
special committee, it is immaterial to 
me whether Council adopts the report 
or not. Maybe somebody else has some 
idea with respect to this question. I 
have been a member of Council for 
three years and the incinerator was un¬ 
der construction when I came into this 
body. Having been appointed a mem¬ 
ber of this committee, I worked hard. I 
feel this report is not nearly half com¬ 
pleted, We are getting back to the old 
days of factions. Maybe some of us ‘ 
have disagreed with things around here, 
but I want to say that any disagree¬ 
ments I have had, have been jionest and 
were for the best Interests of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

As far as this report goes, a lot more 
could be added to this report. The 
question of the administration of the 
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City of Pittsburgji. This is the first 
time that anything openly has been ad¬ 
mitted to be done at the Incinerator. I 
found that there was a labor condition. 
Unless it has been settled within the 
last hour, a strike now exists at the in¬ 
cinerator plant. Something happened 
over the mechanics and other employees 
in the collection department. Every 
time something goes wrong out there— 
whether it is because of working condi¬ 
tions or the weather is five degrees be¬ 
low zero—strike is called. As a labor 
man and a member of this body, I want 
to see these strikes eliminated. I was 
elected to this body as a labor man and 
the people voted for me, not necessarily 
because I am a Democrat, but because 
I am a labor man, and a labor man was 
needed to succeed a labor man in this 
Council. 

Last Saturday it was known to the 
powers that be In Pittsburgh that there 
was going to be labor trouble at the 
plant. What is the result? It was not 
until this morning that the Administra¬ 
tion knew that a strike exists. 

The strike exists because there is too 
much interference by officers holding 
positions as secretaries. These are the 
fellows who create these labor troubles, 
and then the Council is accused of fo¬ 
menting them. It is often stated that 
these troubles generate in City Coimcil. 
Such is not the case. Council has al¬ 
ways been fair to labor with respect to 
working conditions and payment of 
wages. 

Today we are back in this incinerator 
again. This committee recommends that 
the Mayor appoint a capable manager of 
the incinerator plant and clear up the 
terrible condition that exists in the City 
today. The manager of the incinerator 
made this remark “If this sub-commit¬ 
tee doesn’t give me a break, I will have 
plenty to say.” Let him come before 
Council and tell Council what he can 
do to clean up the mess. If there is a 
^abor condition out there, it eventually 
comes back to City Council. There are 
members of Council to consider. I knew 
about this strike at 10:00 o’clock to¬ 
day, and with my experience, and Mr. 
Gallagher’s experience in labor matters, 
we could have considered the matters 
and had the trouble cleared up. But we 
were kept out of the picture because we 
did not see eye to eye with a lot of 


people aroimd City Hall. Mark me, 
some day the people are going to see 
eye to eye. 

For my part, I don’t care whether 
Council adopts the report of the special 
committee, or not. I think It is a sen¬ 
sible report. 

President Kllgallen called Mr, Wolk to 
the Chair, and taking the floor, said: 

Mr. President:—have relinquished 
the Chair for a moment or two so I 
can get some remarks into the record. 
I think it is a mistake to press the 
adoption of this report today, because 
none of us, with the exception of the 
members of the committee, has had an 
opportunity to study it. I have not 
even read it. My entire acquaintance 
with the report comes through my ears 
while sitting in the chair, and it does 
not seem quite right to compel me to 
vote upon such a serious thing without 
being given an opportunity to read and 
study it. I have some thoughts about 
this subject. We all do. And my ears 
heard some things with which I do not 
agree. I do not agree with this commit¬ 
tee that this is a matter for the admin¬ 
istration rather than for the legislative 
body. Mr. Chairman, I say to you that 
on your desk now we have legislation 
dealing with this very subject. It Is 
very easy for me to say that I, as a 
councilman, have nothing to do with it 
It is up to the Executive and his sub¬ 
ordinates. That is a very nice position 
for me to take. It is not the right po¬ 
sition, and the mere fact that today we 
have legislation presented dealing with 
this subject, is proof enough that we 
cannot pass it on to the Administration 
and say to them, “It is your baby and 
we have nothing at all to do with It.” 
Very clearly, Mr. Chairman, it is a ques¬ 
tion for all of us—the Legislative body 
and the Executive Department—and we 
must dispose of it. The Legislative 
Body ought not to say to the Executive 
Department, “It is a question for you to 
decide,” and the Executive Department 
ought not to say to the Legislative De¬ 
partment, “It is a question for you to 
decide.” 

Mr. Chairman, I am not disturbed 
about these discussions. This is a very 
healthy thing, and wholesome, and out 
of it will come good government. It 
does not worry me a bit. When some 
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councilman expresses himself vigorously 
as Mr. Leonard and Mr. Gallagher have, 
it is a good thing for Pittsburgh, and I 
hope we continue to do it. Basically, 
we have something about whicji I do 
not have sufficient knowledge at pres¬ 
ent, and out of courtesy to me, I am 
going to ask Mr. Gallagher to withdraw 
his original motion and give me an op¬ 
portunity to study this report. 

Mr. KUgallen resumed the Chair. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—In defense of the com¬ 
mittee, I want to differ with you when 
you say it is a legislative matter and 
not an administrative matter. What 
member of Coimcil has anything to do 
with the appointment of the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Incinerator? What mem¬ 
ber of Council can go out there and tell 
that man how to operate that plant? 

He Is appointed by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, and we 
have no jurisdiction over him. When 
the committee was appointed by the 
previous President of Council (Mr. 
O’Toole) he surely had in mind some 
of the things that this committee inves¬ 
tigated, He knew from common knowl¬ 
edge that things were not right at the 
incinerator, and every member of Coun¬ 
cil knows that the incinerator has not 
been operating in an efficient manner 
due to mismanagement. When I made 
the motion to adopt this partial report, 
it may not have been good parliamen¬ 
tary law, but I did it for the purpose 
of bringing before this body and the 
people of Pittsburgh the contents of the 
report. I will accede to your request to 
withdraw my motion, and I will make 
a motion that every member of Council 
receive a copy of this report to study. 

Mr. l^eonarcl arose and said: 

Mr. President;—To get into the rec¬ 
ord, on the 16th of November I brought 
up the question of incinerator ash being 
dumped at Herrs Island. I pointed out 
that there were probably 60 or 70 tons 
of ash dumped over there that had to 
be removed. The price is 85 cents per 
ton There has been nothing done as 
far as the Administration is concerned 
to remove the incinerator ash. I do not 
know whether any attempts have been 
made since last October, I drove by 
there last Friday and saw incinerator 
trucks dumping ash there. What is 


worrying me is the cost to remove that 
ash. It should have been removed last 
October, and now we are about to pass 
an ordinance to advertise for bids for 
the removal of the residue from the in¬ 
cinerator. I am worried about the cost. 

It is going to cost more money today to 
remove that stuff than it did last Oc¬ 
tober. Are we going to continue to fill 
the coffers of the Allegheny Garbage 
Company? The City should either buy or 
lease land on which to place this residue. 
Has any recommendation been made to 
you, Mr, Chairman, what to do with 
this incinerator ash? I have never 
heard of any. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—-I merely want to re¬ 
iterate something I said before. None 
of us is discussing the merits or de¬ 
merits of the recommendations made, or 
discussing the problem at all. As far 
as my own position is concerned, the 
courtesy was not extended to me to 
even give me a copy of the report, and 
I am not going to vote on something I 
have not even read. That is the only 
question involved; not the question 
whether the recommendations are cor¬ 
rect or not. Maybe after reading them 
I may, agree with them. I cannot do it 
at this time because I have not read 
the report. 

Mr, Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President: — I want Councilman 
Wolk and the other members of Council 
to understand that when this report 
was brought in, you nor any other mem¬ 
ber of Council were given a copy of the 
report. Unfortunately we had to go 
outside City Hall to get stenographic 
work done because if it would have 
been done here, people would have had 
it before the councilmen. 1 am making 
the charge that certain people supply 
material that belongs to this public 
body to people on the outside who are 
not entitled to it. I am referring to the 
Duquesne Light Company. I know a 
certain person got a copy of the electric 
light report for the Duquesne Light 
Company, and that is why I had to go 
out and get stenographic work done 
elsewhere. That is why we did not 
want to burden the person with too 
much work. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President :—I think I have been 
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as critical as any of my colleagues with 
respect to the operation of the inciner¬ 
ator plant. I agree that there are some 
administrative shortcomings in its oper¬ 
ation. I think there are certain find¬ 
ings here that are well sustained. There 
are others I want to study. I want to 
put myself on record in arriving at that, 
I am going to call the turn as I see it. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President: — A lot of talk Jias 
taken place today with respect to this 
report. If something is wrong at the 
Incinerator we ought to find it out. I like 
to be honest with myself. In the cam¬ 
paign last Fall, the garbage problem was 
thrown out by every candidate, whether 
Democrat or Republican. We ought to 
agree with Mr. Gallagher 100 per cent 
that it is an administrative function. 
Yes, we have oiir obligation only to the 
extent of providing an appropriation for 
its operation. There have been charges 
made. We need only to read the re¬ 
port of the committee to learn that 
something is wrong with our incinera¬ 
tor. You cannot get the people at the 
incinerator to tell Council what is the 
matter. One of them said they do not 
have enough trucks and others say 
there is waste. That is the reason we 
had to have this committee, and it was 
up to them to go out and find what is 
wrong with the incinerator. We have a 
Works Director and a Superintendent of 
the Incinerator who are well paid, but 
do they come in here and tell us what 
Is wrong? They don’t. I say the time 
has come to call a spade, “a spade.” 
What this Council needs to do is show 
a lot of people around here that we are 
the body that runs this city and not a lot 
of stooges. I believe every member of 
this Council wants to solve the prob¬ 
lem, and in my opinion the initiative 
has to start in this Council. The Amer¬ 
ican Reduction Company collected the 
garbage on this side of the river for 
years, and the Allegheny Garbage Com¬ 
pany collected it for years on the North 
Side, They had a monopoly. There 
were complaints made then about non- 
collections, Just as there are today. In 
order to get the Job done well, we must 
put a man out there who will respect 
this Council. We should see that the 
people get what they desire in the mat¬ 
ter of collecting and burning garbage 
and rubbish. 


Mr. Kilgallen called Mr. McArdle to the 
Chair, and taking the floor, said: 

Mr. President:—I want to plead with 
Council. I do not think we are going 
to get anywhere with this problem un¬ 
less Council cooperates with the ad¬ 
ministration and the administration co¬ 
operates with Council. I am not saying 
that the administration has nothing at 
all to do with this problem. They have 
They have certain things to do. It Is 
not right to take the position that it Is 
purely the administration’s problem and 
not in any degree ours. It is ours. I 
would say that if we had acceded to the 
demands of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and Mr. Agar, 
and had we given them the trucks and 
the equipment and the men that they 
demanded, the Job would have been 
done much better. Part of our diffi¬ 
culty is that this Council will not give 
the things to the Director that he and 
Mr. Agar are demanding. 

Now, gentlemen, this is partly a leg¬ 
islative matter and partly an adminis¬ 
trative matter, and there is a lot of 
heat being generated here and a fac¬ 
tionalism that is doing no good, and 
you to me and me to you, the taxpay¬ 
ers do not give a “damn” who is wrong. 
I am telling you that next June if our 
garbage is not collected; if our incinera- 
tor breaks down, John Doe or Joe 
Brown is not going to discuss who is to 
be blamed — we are all going to be 
blamed. I say the thing to do is to 
talk softly and sensibly and do this Job. 

All I say about Mr. Gallagher’s report 
is that I have not read and studied it 
I did not hear it until Mr. Lindsay 
picked it up and read it today. The 
sensible thing is to have Mr. Gallagher 
accede to my request hold this thing 
I off and let us study it. 
j Mr. Kllgallen resumed the Chair. 

I Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 
i Mr. President:—In my remarks, when 
j I was on my feet, I said I was going to 

I accede to your request. I said it might 

not be good parliamentary law, but the 
repKjrt ought to be adopted. The report 
is out in the open. It is up to every 
member of Council, whether he agrees 
with this report or not, to help bring 
about a better collection of garbage and 
rubbish in Pittsburgh, and to give the 
people what they desire. This report 
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proves that we can operate the Incinera¬ 
tor cheaper than the monopoly we had 
which robbed the people of millions 
of dollars. The committee finds that 
the plant Is not operated efficiently. I 
again say it Is an administrative mat¬ 
ter. I cannot go to the Director of the 
Department of Public Works and say, 

"Why did you appoint this or that 
man?" They have the appointive power. 

I move that a copy of this report be 
given to each member of Council, the 
Mayor and the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, to study.

Gentlemen: 

Seme time ago a resolution was 
adopted by CouncU requesting that a 
study be made of the situation relat¬ 
ing to the possibility of salvaging folded 
newspapers, magazines, cardboard, glass 
and cans. Pursuant to such resolution 
a special committee of three weis ap¬ 
pointed, and while this committee has 
made a study of the proposition as 
Council directed, the recommendations 
which follow are not the recommenda¬ 
tions of that special committee as a 
whole, but of myself. 

At first the committee was greatly Im¬ 
pressed with the possibility of salvaging 
til of the items mentioned and perhaps 
some others, including rags, rubber, etc. 
However, after thorough study we came | 
to the conclusion that any attempts to 
stimulate the collection of these things, j 
except those which were now arriving ; 

naturally at the incinerator plant and ! 

imnvedlalely picked out, would be im- j 
practical for the City with the exception 
of the tin cans. We would like to get 
all of these we can because it is our 
opinion that we have developed a sys¬ 
tem of separating them which can be 
operated at a profit and at the same 
time serve greatly the needs of National 
Defense. 

At present there are between four and 
five tons of cans reclaimed at the incin¬ 
erator each day. The City is receiving 
1351 a ton. A device Is now being in¬ 


stalled which will probably be completed 
within tCii days, and with this device 
it is believed that the cans reclaimed 
can be pushed up to approximately 20 
tons a day, and that we have been able 
to effect a contract on the basis of this 
tonnage which will pay the City about 
$6.30 a ton. 

It is still my idea that we should 
continue to study the possibility of 
other items, but for the present I be¬ 
lieve that the City could not equip 
itself, except at considerable expense, to 
make collections of bottles, glass, rags 
and other articles and handle them sep¬ 
arately. I strongly urge such collections, 
hut believe that It can be best done 
by charitable organizations and small 
business concerns engaged in this work, 
and it would be the duty of the Coun¬ 
cil and the City to help stimulate the 
saving of these Items. In other words, 

I believe a campaign can be developed, 
which would not cost the City anything, 
which would encourage people to take 
greater care in separating all manner of 
usable waste and that they would do 
this if they were assured that there 
would be a regular collection of it by 
any charitable organization or private 
business concern, which might, at a 
profit, see fit to interest itself in the 
work. 

The big point now is to save this 
waste. It is not a question of how it is 
sorted; it is vital to National Defense, 
and it is my individual opinion that we 
should do everything we can now, Pitts¬ 
burgh has already delayed too long. 
There are many cities far ahead of us 
making special collections of tin foil, 
rope, rubber and a dozen other things. 
We do not have facilities to separate 
these articles or even handle them ex¬ 
cept at great expense. 

It should be pointed out that all 
glass and bottles which are returnable, 
notably the bottles of standard bremds 
of bottled drinks, milk and tjtie like, 
should be returned to the companies 
from which they came. It would be 
possible, I believe, to Interest these com¬ 
panies and induce them to do some¬ 
thing perhaps to stimulate the return 
of this glass for use again until such 
time as the urgency of war might make 
this unnecessary. If these bottles were 
not thrown carelessly into the garbage 
the task at the incinerator would be 

















greatly relieved. 

I Jiave been reliably informed that 
two companies today will pay $8.00 per 
ton for glass and bottles delivered. 

Every newspaper in the City, I be¬ 
lieve, has been devoting considerable 
space and time to informing the house¬ 
holder on this subject, and, I believe, 
that, perhaps, with some supplemental 
advertising, through women’s clubs or 
parent teacher associations, that we 
could get a measure of cooperation 
which would amaze and delight us. 

For instance, it might be possible 
later on to induce the people to sort 
and bundle their newspapers, cardboard 
and packing materials, so that even 
some of this might be picked up in the 
hauling, of rubbish. Bundled, it would 
not present a serious labor problem, and 
the various items could be stored in 
separate compartments at the incinera¬ 
tor plant. In this latter suggestion, the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works and the Superintendent of the 
Incinerator Plant fully concur. 

It is my intention to pursue this 
study, and I believe that this is the 
wish of the Council as a whole. 

We are only in the first stages of this 
war situation. Later on certain items 
of waste may become so valuable that 
the City could afford, because of the re¬ 
turn it would receive, to spend much 
more money in the possibility of sal¬ 
vaging them. 

Let me repeat that it is our intention 
to continue to separate broken glass, 
rubber, rags, etc., at the incinerator as 
we have been doing, but that the ex¬ 
tent to which we can carry on this 
picking process is naturally limited. In 
the end it will be the duty of the house¬ 
holder to prevent the throwing of sal¬ 
vageable materials into the refuse re¬ 
ceptacles. Properly separated and bun¬ 
dled, there is little trouble in finding 
some organization to pick it up at rea¬ 
sonable intervals. 

As the Council already knows, the sal¬ 
vaging committee, which includes 
Messrs. Demmler and Evans and the 
writer, passed out of existence with the 
old Council. It was not re-appointed 
after the new year, but it is my under¬ 
standing that Council did not want to 
drop the idea, and therefore I have pur¬ 
sued my individual studies. If it is the 
judgment of the Council that the com¬ 
mittee should be restored, I will be very 


glad to work with it. In the meanxime, 
I I shall go ahead with my own investl- 
! gations.

The Chair presented Mayor Cornelius D. 

Scully, who said: 

Mr. President:—I have lately received 
from Edward W. Lindsay, City Clerk, 
under date of February 10th, a copy 
of Bill No. 235, “being a report of Spe¬ 
cial Committee appointed January 12, 
1942, to Investigate and report on the 
collection and disposition of garbage 
and rubbish.” 

The report, according to Mr. Lindsay’s 
communication, was read and a copy 
ordered sent to the Mayor. 

1 feel that in justice to your 
body, having received this communica¬ 
tion from you, my comment should be 
entered upon the records of Council. 

I read the report carefully. I note 
with interest that it bears the signa¬ 


tures of Thomas J. Gallagher, Chairman, 
and Edward J. Leonard, but that it is 
not signed by Fred W. Weir, the third 
member of the Special Committee. 

Mr. Weir’s well-earned reputation for 
business acumen and statesmanlike con¬ 
sideration of the City’s problems is 
thereby decidedly enhanced. 

For I regret to state that I find the 
report, indeed, a flimsy instrument, its 
conclusions unfounded in supporting 
data, and its statement of the problems 
Involved highly colored by political and 
labor-political special pleading. 

The report may well be divided into 
the obvious and the obviously untrue. 

It is the ordinary practice of responsi¬ 
ble legislative committees to hold hear¬ 
ings, to take testimony, and to supply 
a record with their report. 

The conclusions and recommendations 
of properly conducted Investigations do 
not, therefore, spring naked from the 
committee members’ brows; they are 
rather born of much labor and nour¬ 
ished by expert advice and a full study 
of the evidence. 

It Is a matter of regret to me that an 
official document of a sub-committee of 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
should be so poorly and so hastily com¬ 
piled and documented. It is a poor 
service to the citizens of this City. 
However, Gentlemen of the Council, it 
may not be necessary for me to tell you 
fhis,—^your action in refusing to recom¬ 
mend the report shows that a majority 
of your Body knows that just as well 
as I do. 

The “conclusions” in the report— 
which uniquely precede th^ remainder 
of the document—call the basic pro¬ 
gram which we have undertaken 
“sound.” It is then said that “several 
changes” in this basic program would 
“result in more efficient service and 
operation.” We are never told In the 
report just what specifically these 
changes in “basic program” are. 

The conclusions proceed to call the 
present schedules of collections reason¬ 
able and adequate. I regret that I can¬ 
not agree with this unexplained conclu¬ 
sion. If it were justified, there would 
be little to Investigate. I have said 
repeatedly that I would not be satisfied 
with these schedules unless they called

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for the weekly collection on the dot of 
the contents of every garbage and rub* 
bish receptacle in Pittsburgh. The re¬ 
port, strange to say, later contradicts its 
own “conclusions” and talks about col¬ 
lections every five days in the summer 
months. 

The third “conclusion” is that the 
equipment is “modern but unsatisfac¬ 
tory." Sherlock Holmes himself could 
not have done better. The discovery 
that the equipment of a system not in¬ 
stalled until April 1940 is “modern” 
must rank as the high point of the re¬ 
port. 

The statement that it is “unsatisfac¬ 
tory” is followed by a criticism of the 
type of truck in use, which is said to 
be “satisfactory for wrapped garbage 
only.” If the signatories of the report 
had read the files of the Body to which 
they belong, they would have found 
that in letter after letter and in state¬ 
ment after statement, the administra¬ 
tion recommend the separate collection 
of “non-combustible” materials. 

I shall have more to say on that a 
little later. 

But are the facts as stated in the re¬ 
port accurate, the result of investigation 
and research, or are they hearsay? 

One statement in the report throws 
doubt upon all its statements in regard 
to trucks. 

The report mentions “the heavy, 
100-lb. ladder.” 

I have had those ladders weighed and 
the scales say they weigh 40 pounds. 
Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Leonard are ap¬ 
parently poor judges of weight and a 
trifle careless in their statements. 

The report goes on to state that the 
personnel is generally competent. I 
believe that is true. 

“Previous changes in supervisory per¬ 
sonnel” the report then states, “resulted 
in better operation; more such changes 
would further improve the service.” 

I can recall only two cjianges in su¬ 
pervisory personnel since the establish¬ 
ment of the system. In one case, a 
foreman was dismissed at the request of 
the managing engineer, and in the other 
case, a foreman was removed from his 
job because the job was dropped from 
the budget in Councirs budgetary ses¬ 
sion. 


This “ripper” action was taken at the 
instigation and the urging of the sig¬ 
natories of this report. 

This foreman. Van Emburgh, was a 
man whose services were eminently sat¬ 
isfactory to superiors. Upon his elimi¬ 
nation from the budget, he immediately 
obtained a responsible job at a much 
higher salary with a leading industrial 
corporation. 

His only fault appears to have been 
his expectation that the employees on 
his shift at the incinerator plant should 
render a full day’s work for their wages. 

The signatories of the report led the 
maneuver which ripped this man from 
his employment, and they did it from 
motives which had nothing to do with 
the best interests of the City. 

The signatories of this report misled 
their colleagues into taking this action 
and only last week, when legislation to 
restore the foreman’s job was before 
Council, with the support of the ma¬ 
jority of the members, the Chairman of 
this sub-committee secured a delay on 
the grounds that courtesy demanded 
that action await the submission of his 
report. 

The signatories of this report, in this 
specific action, and in the report they 
have submitted, demonstrate clearly 
that they do not conceive their council- 
manic duty to include the representa¬ 
tion of all of the people of Pittsburgh. 

They purport to represent “Labor," 
and as self-styled labor leaders, they are 
more concerned with their position in 
the politics of labor factions than they 
I are in the welfare of Pittsburgh. They 
! are more jealous of their tactical posl- 
j tion in labor’s inter-union conflicts than 
I they are of the best interests of the City 
! of Pittsburgh. 

! The truth is that the true representa- 
j tives of labor in government realize that 
I the interests of working people are best 
served by good and efficient government 
I —government which protects and Im- 

j proves the standard of life of all of our 
! people. 

The attitude of the signatories of this 
report, however lead.*? to a complete 
white-washing in their report of the 
problems arising from the labor sltua- 
j tion as it affects the collection of rub* 

I bish aPd garbage in Pittsburgh. 
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It explains their hasty “brush-off” of 
the suggestion that a tonnage incentive 
wage would result in a better collection 
effort than we now get from our col¬ 
lectors. 

It explains their failure to analyze 
costs. 

It explains why there is no mention 
In the report of the lay-offs which fol¬ 
low paydays at the plant; it explains 
why there is no mention in the report 
of the practice of loading commercial 
rubbish into City trucks; it explains 
why there is no mention of the doc¬ 
trine which this City administration has 
established—that you can’t strike 
against the people. 

Xhe record of this administration in 
regard to organized labor is well known. 
Not a man has been killed or seriously 
Injured in a labor dispute since I have 
been Mayor of Pittsburgh. Civil liber¬ 
ties have been respected; collective bar¬ 
gaining has received the sympathy and 
encouragement of this administration 
and that applies to CIO and A. F, of L. 
alike. Scores of labor leaders in Pitts¬ 
burgh have testified to our assistance in 
their maintenance of peaceful collective 
bargaining relationships with employers. 

But when labor does not discipline it¬ 
self to render service when men on the 
public payroll shirk their responsibili¬ 
ties and find Councllmen to shield t.hem 
from the consequence of their acts, then 
public administration faces break-down. 

Dudley C. Agar is no favorite of mine. 
He was recommended to the City by 
the Koppers Company; the vote of Mr. 
Gallagher was one of those which raised 
the salary of his position from $4,400 
to 15,500 which was the figure he asked 
as a condition of employment by the 
City. 

He has been distinctly “on probation.” 
In many directions his performance has 
been disappointing. A public service 
enterprise presents many problems not 
found in private engineering. He has 
been slow to adapt himself to the reali¬ 
zation that you can’t serve 170,000 
homes with figures taken off a slide rule 
and convince their Inhabitants thereby 
that their garbage has been removed. 

He has found some difficulty in cop¬ 
ing with problems of administration. 

His hide has not been thickened by 
long years of public service, and his 


desire to avoid criticism In Council and 
in the press has sometimes led him to 
expedients which in the end produced 
service deficiencies provocative of the 
very criticism he sought to avoid. 

It is, however, most unfair and cow¬ 
ardly to make a scapegoat of the man¬ 
aging engineer and charge him publicly 
with “reliable and specific charges of in¬ 
efficiency and mismanagement” while 
leaving the so-called charges unnamed 
and unspecified and giving him no op¬ 
portunity to face his accusers. 

That is the technique of the Gestapo. 

Let’s see if all the blame devolves on 
Mr. Agar. 

The committee states that “the incin¬ 
erator plant appears to be too small.” 

That should certainly be no surprise 
to Mr. Gallagher. 

He stood on the floor of Council, and 
he seconded the motion of the late P. 
J. McArdle which resulted in legisla¬ 
tion which threw out the bids the City 
already had received for the construc¬ 
tion of a 900 ton incinerator plant. 

That was on August 16, 1938. 

That legislation I vetoed. 

He knows, or ought to know, that on 
September 20th of that year, I advised 
him, along with the other members of 
Council, that I would consent to the 
erection of a 600 ton plant “if your 
Honorable Body concurs in the sugges¬ 
tions of Director Roessing and makes 
necessary provisions for the separate 
collection of non-combustibles and 
ashes.” 

He remembers, or should remember, 
that on September 5, 1938, Director 

Roessing in a communication to Council 
recommended the construction of incin¬ 
erator facilities for 900 tons, and that 
the Director on August 16, 1938, warned 
Mr. Gallagher as a member of Council 
that “an incinerator, with a rated ca¬ 
pacity of 600 tons daily, would be suf¬ 
ficient to dispose of the refuse collected, 
if the non-c*ombiistlhlc refuse Is col¬ 
lected .separately and not run through 
the incinerator.” 

Director Roessing proceeded to state: 

“Work could be begun Immediately 
on the 600 ton plant and during the 
period of its construction, we could con¬ 
sider the advisability of acquiring addi¬ 
tional plant capacity in order to safe- 
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guard against any contingency sucji as | 
a temporary break-down or an increase j 
in tonnage. 

“In this connection, the following 
propositions should be considered: 

“1, Purchase of one of the rubbish 
incinerator plants of the American Re¬ 
duction Company or 

“2. Acquisition of a site for the 
building of another combined garbage 
and rubbish Incinerator not to exceed 
300 ton capacity, or 

“3. Increasing the capacity of the 
proposed 600 ton plant by building ad¬ 
ditional furnaces." 

Mr. Gallagher heard these words on 
August 16, 1938. He is very slow to 
catch on. 

The committee’s report then finds 
that the incinerator is not operating 
efficiently and does not produce clean 
ash. 

This likewise should come as no sur¬ 
prise to Mr. Gallagher in view of the 
communications before him in 1938. 
After three years elapse, he awakes to 
the usefulness of relieving the strain on 
the Incinerator by separating, through 
special collection, the material which it 
is useless to incinerate because it will 
not burn. 

As to costs, the report very properly 
points out that the City is paying top 
wages to its drivers and collectors. Their 
wages have been increased more than 
20 per cent (against an average increase 
of less than 10 per cent for other City 
employees) since the first salary ordi¬ 
nance for the refuse bureau was pre¬ 
sented to Council. 

I do not object to paying top wages. j 

Garbage collecting is hard work. But I | 

do object to paying top wages and get- I 
ting slack service in return, and the j 
people of Pittsburgh will not tolerate, j 
nor will I, a conspiracy to take advan¬ 
tage of the public good nature, j 

It is up to the drivers and helpers 
and the plant employees to return in 
service what they are getting in wages. 

For the sake of the record, it should 
be made clear that the full cost of gar¬ 
bage and rubbish disposal in Pittsburgh 
In 1941, including every item which can 
properly be charged to this account, was 
$1,358,802.16. 

This is more than $100,000 less than 


in 1939, the last full year of private 
collection; it is more than $400,000 less 
than it was during the 1920’s when the 
City's garbage and rubbish bill rode tho 
bull market to fantastic charges of more 
than $2,000,000 a year. 

That the City should not, as the re¬ 
port states, compete with private com¬ 
panies or charities in salvaging waste 
materials might he true In ordinary 
times. 

For two councilmen to say this, how¬ 
ever, In a time when we are being 
begged by the United States Govern¬ 
ment itself to save every piece of scrap 
or tin or other strategic material if we 
can do so, is shockingly xmpatrlotic. 
This war will not be won with dollars; 
it will he won with materials and our 
whole conception of values must be re¬ 
adjusted to war-time conditions. 

Things that are uneconomic in peace¬ 
time are vitally important today. 

The statement that a county-wide re¬ 
fuse system must be installed to solve 
Pittsburgh’s problem is an admission of 
inability to think things through upon 
the part of the signatories of the re¬ 
port. They advance no argument in 
support of their statement and it is 
difficult to see why they make it. Theif 
vision indeed needs “deep study, com¬ 
prehensive planning, and a long-range 
program" in view of the legal and gov¬ 
ernmental problems involved. 

To me, it looks like a neat end-run to 
avoid the responsibilities which fall 
upon the signatories, as officials of the 
City of Pittsburgh, to perform the du¬ 
ties which they were elected to fulfill 
and solve the problems which are in¬ 
cumbent upon the Council and the 
Mayor of this City. 

The only other important recommen¬ 
dation in the report is that dealing 
with the North Side area, where col¬ 
lection has been by private contract and 
has been even less satisfactory than in 
the area of City operation. 

The recommendation is that the City 
assumes the collection in the North Side 
as soon as possible. 

Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Leonard are 
indeed slow to react. 

As members of the Council of Pitts¬ 
burgh, they were in receipt of a com¬ 
munication from Director Roessing, on 
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the date of August 30, 1940, submitting 
an ordinance for the purchase of 20 
trucks “in the contemplation of the ex¬ 
tension of collection by City forces in 
the territory now served by a private 
contractor on the North Side/’ 

Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Leonard sat in 
Council while this ordinance was held 
over on September 10th; recommitted 
on September 23rd; laid on the table 
and killed on September 24th—and no¬ 
where in the records of Council will you 
find any protest from them. 

Other recommendations in the report 
are of a minor nature and two are ob¬ 
viously impossible of accomplishment. 

It is surprising, indeed, to find an 
official document, dated February 9, 
1942, talking irresponsibly of the pur¬ 
chase of new trucks and “the purchase 
In large quantities of all materials, sup¬ 
plies, and equipment necessary for the 
operation, maintenance, and repair of 
the incinerator.” 

I wonder if the signatories checked 
those recommendations with Donald 
Nelson, or if th6y took advice from 
their councilmanic colleague, who, being 
absent from the Congress for all three 
declarations of war, doesn’t yet know 
that America is struggling for her ex¬ 
istence. 

It is an absurd thing to talk of stock¬ 
ing up materials in these times when 
essential articles of every kind will be 
increasingly difficult to obtain, and by 
the President’s executive order oan be 
only supplied on a quarterly basis. 

Don’t these men know we have a war 
to win? 

I suppose not, for if they did, they 
would not waste the Council’s time nor 
the public’s funds in political chicanery, 
factional disruptions, and cheap “ex¬ 
poses" which expose only their own ig¬ 
norance of the problems under consid¬ 
eration. 

Speaking from the rostrum of Council 
on the day of my third Inauguration as 
Mayor of this City, I said: 

"We still have many problems to 
solve in connection with the municipal 
collection and disposal of garbage. I 
hope that we can treat these problems 
from now on In a sensible spirit of 
what is best for the City, instead of the 
political atmosphere of charge and 
counter-charge which has served to 


hamper the installation of a better than 
adequate collection and disposal system 
to date. 

“I have pledged a regular weekly col¬ 
lection system to the people of this 
City and no person and no influence 
'will be allowed to block fulfillment of 
that pledge.” 

Apparently, my hope is not to be ful¬ 
filled. 

Apparently, there axe still those who 
prefer discord and confusion to the 
proper management of the City’s busi¬ 
ness. 

The people will know how to judge 
them. 

As for the administration. I am con¬ 
fident that we will not thereby be de¬ 
terred from the duties which have been 
entrusted to us. 

There is nothing insoluble, nothing 
Impossible of accomplishment, nothing 
beyond the powers of honest men trying 
to do the right. 

The majority of the Council of Pitts¬ 
burgh are clear-thinking men of public 
spirit and skill and experience in mun¬ 
icipal management. 

The solution of our problems in con¬ 
nection with the disposal and collection 
of garbage will be found, and found 
with complete satisfaction, if we come 
to them with hands clean of cheap pol¬ 
itics, with minds clear of preconcep¬ 
tions, with a spirit of scientific inquiry 
and a determination to guide our course 
by the facts, 

I know that is the determination of a 
majority of the Council of Pittsburgh. 

Together, we will do the job—and do 
it right. 

I expect to make specific recommenda¬ 
tions to the Council. And I am sure 
that the Council will judge these rec¬ 
ommendations in the light of common 
sense and common honesty, and that 
the City will be well served. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^The phraseology of 
the Mayor's written statement to Coun¬ 
cil reminds me of the patriot who wraps 
the flag around himself to defend him¬ 
self. 

I resent one part of the Mayor’s 
statement where he brings in the 
Gestapo. I want to say that I am as 









































loyal an American citizen as he or 
anybody. 

The Mayor has used a lot of flowery 
phrases in his statement. I question 
whether he wrote it. The gist of the 
statement is false, and only proves 
his incompetence to solve the gar¬ 
bage mess. 

I say to the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh that I, as a member of Coun¬ 
cil and as a member of the Democratic 
Party, went along with every recom¬ 
mendation that came from the Mayor’s 
Office in our attempts to get away 
from the garbage monopoly. I am not 
an expert on garbage matters. A ma¬ 
jority of the Council accepted the 
recommendations on this matter as they 
came from the Mayor’s office. The 
Democratic Party pledged its support to 
build an incinerator, and as a member 
of that organization I helped keep that 
pledge. The incinerator has been the 
subject of debate ever since it has been 
built. The incinerator is not being oper¬ 
ated efficiently today. A lot of things 
could be brought out in an investiga¬ 
tion of the incinerator plant, I hope 
there will be a public hearing in Coun¬ 
cil on the subject. Some of the recom¬ 
mendations made by your special com¬ 
mittee have already been substantiat¬ 
ed—and I refer to the man who is 
the head of the plant—he is incom¬ 
petent. Mayor Scully and the Director 
of the Department of Public Works 
know this and yet have done nothing 
to correct the situation. I repeat that 
a public hearing should be held and 
the accused be given an opportunity 
to face his accusers on the charges 
that he is Incompetent. 

With respect to the appointment of 
this special committee, I want to re¬ 
mind the members of Council that the 
previous President of Council (Mr. 
O’Toole) appointed the committee, and 
I was named Chairman of that com¬ 
mittee. When the matter was brought 
up again this year you, Mr. President, 
appointed the same members on the 
committee. I feel It my duty as Chair¬ 
man of that committee and as a mem¬ 
ber of Council to bring these matters to 
the attention of all the members of 
Council and to the attention of the 
citizens of Pittsburgh who are vitally 
interested in the operation of the in¬ 
cinerator plant. The facts disclosed in 


the report were unearthed in our In¬ 
vestigations. 

I repeat, the Mayor made a flowery 
address, and I cannot recall all that he 
said. I wonder who wrote this speech 
for him, I want to answer him on 
another point, and that is his refer¬ 
ence to cheap labor leaders. I do not 
happen to be a labor leader. I happen 
to be a member of organized labor, I 
want to remind Mayor Scully that he 
was proud to have labor’s support in 
his campaign for re-election. I as one 
member of Council thought that he 
was fair to organized labor, and I hope 
I have not been disillusioned about 
that. Therefore, I resent his remark that 
I am a labor leader. 

Instead of the Mayor coming before 
Council and making a speech contain- 
I Ing a lot of flowery and patriotic 
! phrases, to cover up the incompetence 
' of the management of the incinerator, 
he ought to take steps to correct the 
i conditions which exist at the plant. 

: I repeat that we ought to have an 

I investigation of the city’s incinerator 
I plant. Let us lay the cards on the 
1 table. I voted for a lot of things 
recommended by the Mayor. I plead 
guilty to that. I did It because I was 
a loyal member of the Democratic 
Party. If an investigation is held, the 
evidence that there is mismanagement 
I of the plant will be produced—and 
I there is plenty of it, 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not have much 
to say in answer to the Mayor’s state¬ 
ment. The committee's report, good or 
bad, has woke up the Mayor. I hope it 
will result in a satisfactory solution of 
this garbage mess. It is distasteful to 
me. 

1 As to labor leaders, I am proud that 
I I am one. I was selected by the rank 
j and file in organized labor—the C. I. 
O. and the A. F. of L. I was elected 

to this Council to succeed a man who 

labored all his life in behalf of the 
working people, not only of Pittsburgh, 
but throughout the country. I am 
proud of my record as a leader In 
organized labor. I am proud to carry 
the ball for the working class of peo¬ 
ple. 'The Mayor was proud to have the 
j support of those in organized ' labor. 

I I have supported, every measure that 
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came before City Council affecting the 
laboring man, and as long as I am a 
member of this body I shall continue 
to do that. But I will not favor labor 
over the taxpayers. 

Getting back to the question of 
workers at the incinerator plant, I 
want to refer to this incident. When 
the incinerator was opened I made a 
lot of bad friends because I insisted 
that the city engage the men who had 
been employed by the American Re¬ 
duction Company in the collection of 
garbage and refuse, I was opposed on 
that move. Months later a lot of peo¬ 
ple came to me and patted me on the 
back for the stand I had taken. 

As far as being patriotic, I want to 
say that I am as patriotic as Mayor 
Scully—and I too resent his remark 
about the Gestapo. 

I want an opportunity to analyze 
his statement and after I have analyzed 
It perhaps I will have something to say 
about it next week. 

I want to say a few words in de¬ 
fense of Councilman McArdie. 

Mr. McArdie arose and said: 

I will rise to defend myself when I 
get the opportunity. 

Mr. Leonard continued: 

What Mr. McArdie did in Congress is 
Mr, McArdle’s business. If the Mayor 
is going to take personal shots at the 
members of Council, I have a few 
lulus in my back pocket that I can 
hand out. 

President Kllgalleii called Mr. Duff to 
the Chair, and taking the floor, said: 

Mr. President:—have relinquished 
my place for a moment as presiding 
officer of this Covmcil in order that 
I may come down here, to the floor 
and join the discussion. This Coimcil 
was sitting at the committee table in 
this same room less than an hour ago 
as the Committee on Finance, Mr. 
Chairman, and Mr. Gallagher was ex¬ 
pressing a keen desire that someone 
should discuss the report on garbage 
and rubbish which his special com¬ 
mittee submitted to Council last Mon¬ 
day. He expressed his disappointment 
that no one had talked about it or 
expressed any opinion on it. Now, so 
Boon after his request for discussion, 
some one has talked about it, some 
one has expressed on opinion on It, 


and Mr. Gallagher Is still disappointed. 

He has expressed his disappointment in 
words so loud that this room has 
thundered with his voice. The records 
of these proceedings will not show it, 
but the very walls of this Council 
Chamber have shaken. Just what he 
expected the Mayor of Pittsburgh to 
say after Mr. Gallagher’s committee, or 
rather after two members of Mr. 
Gallagher’s committee, had publicly 
condemned the Mayor as lacking in 
administrative ability, and had placed 
on his shoulders a great deal of the 
blame for the garbage situation, and 
had practically exonerated City Coun¬ 
cil and the working personnel of any 
responsibility whatever, is more than I 
can say. But we evidently did not expect 
the Mayor to talk as he did. The 
Mayor is angry. Mr. Gallagher is angry. 

I am not in the least angry, and I am 
not going to attempt to shout down 
this Council. I discovered long ago that 
it is very easy to be very wrong in a 
very loud tone of voice, I want to talk 
mildly. If any words of mine engender 
heat or cause irritation or create more 
bickering and bad feeling, I would 
better have stayed up there as presid¬ 
ing officer and kept my mouth shut. 

I am down here talking for the peo¬ 
ple and the taxpayers of Pittsburgh. 
They are displeased, or at least the 
public press says they are displeased, 
with the way garbage is being collect¬ 
ed; with the way it is being burned; 
with the way the ashes are being haul¬ 
ed away. Maybe they are right. I am 
not going to say they are wrong. The 
whole thing is a partial result of in¬ 
experience, bad publicity and a partisan 
stirring up of a hard problem. The 
job is really not being so badly done 
as some people would have you believe, 
but it is being badly enough done to 
call for some corrective action by the 
I Mayor, or by the Council, or by both, 
j No corrective action is going to be 
I taken if we quarrel and dispute and 
1 argue as factionallsts. 

Therefore, I am extending to this 
Council and to Mr, Gallagher’s com¬ 
mittee every co-operative assistance 
that I can possibly give. I repeat, I 
want to extend to Mr. Gallagher’s 
committee every co-operative assistance 
that I can possibly give. I do not want 
to criticize anybody, I am not interested 
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in what happened in the past. I am. 
very much interested in what is going 
to happen in the future. I particularly 
am interested in good collection. The 
housewife may not know much about 
incineration or ash disposition, but she 
is more of a judge of collection than 
any expert we can hire or any com¬ 
mittee we can appoint, because the 
garbage and rubbish cans are in her 
back yard and she can see them from 
her kitchen window. 

We have three problems: collection, 
incineration and ash disposition. If 
Mr. Gallagher’s committee can solve 
them, or any one of them, or partially 
solve them, or any one of them, or 
give better service than is now being 
given, I will be the first to commend 
the members and publicly give them 
full credit. 

I first want to take up ash disposi¬ 
tion. Since last summer we have been 
depositing on Herr’s Island all the ashes 
that have been coming from our in¬ 
cinerator. It is very convenient. It is 
just across the river. We have no 
other dump. We are paying nothing 
for the privilege. We paid nothing for 
the 1941 dumping privilege because of 
a disagreement as to contractual rights. 
On December 30, 1941, J. L. Perry, 

President of the Allegheny Garbage 
Company, owner, or in possession of, 
the Herr's Island Dump, wrote us a 
letter stating that if we continued to 
dump there, the charge will be 85 cents 
a ton. We continued to dump there, 
although the term of our written con¬ 
tract was ended, and the only thing 
we really had to go on was the 85 
cents a ton offer made by Mr. Perry. 
We continued to pay nothing. We 
have been talking about the situation, 
but we have paid nothing and we have 
done nothing. 

On today's calendar was an ordinance 
presented by me authorizing payment to 
Mr. Perry’s company for the January, 
1942, dumping, at the rate of 85 cents 
per ton. The ordinance has nothing to 
do with the 1941 dmnplng, as that is 
a matter of written contract, and, as I 
have said, the term of that contract 
is ended, and some of the clauses of 
the contract are in dispute. Six votes 
were needed to pass my ordinance. It 
only got five. Mr. Gallagher, Mr. 
Leonard and Mr. McArdle voted against 


it, and Mr. Evans is absent. The ordi¬ 
nance did not get enough votes for 
passage, although every councilman 
knew that we have been notified to 
stop dumping on Herr’s Island unless 
we are willing to pay. With this ad¬ 
verse vote, we have lost the only non- 
con troversial dump we had. Mr. Perry 
has notified us to get out Tomorrow 
we will be dumping somewhere else, 
and tomorrow some angry people will 
visit City Hall. I will be in my office 
as usual. I trust Mr. Gallagher, Mr. 
Leonard and Mr. McArdle will be In 
their offices. Into your laps, Mr. Galla¬ 
gher. Mr. Leonard and Mr. McArdle, I 
place this problem of getting a dump. 
I am sick of it. I have been all over 
this city; all over this county, and I 
have been in other counties, looking 
for dumps. You are going to find they 
are not so easy to locate. You can easily 
find the land, but there are other 
angles which are quite conflicting. With 
these adverse votes today, which have 
deprived the city of a dump, goes a 
great deal of responsibility, and I hope 
that Mr. Gallagher, Mr. Leonard and 
Mr. McArdle will help to shoulder it, 

As to the matter of collections, Mr. 
Chairman, it, in my opinion, is more 
important than incineration, because it 
Is the thing our womenfolk know most 
about. 

I want to put in the record some 
correspondence I Jaave had on this 
subject. Here is a copy of a letter I 
had written on January 16, 1942, to 
Mrs. Cecilia Wynne, 210 South Dallas 
avenue. I quote: 

“My dear Madam :—1 will not deny 
that our garbage collection is unsatis¬ 
factory. It is unsatisfactory to me and 
my councilmanlc colleagues. We are go¬ 
ing to solve this problem during 1942 
and give our citizens good garbage col¬ 
lection. If we do not we shall offer no 
excuses. 

“I have this moment dictated a strong 
letter to the Superintendent of Refuse 
Collection insisting that he send a 
truck to Dallas avenue and clean up 
the mess.

Here is a letter to D, C. Agar, Super¬ 
intendent, Bureau of Refuse: 
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"Dear Mr. Agar;—A particularly strong 
complaint as to Dallas avenue came 
over the phone a moment ago. Please 
do what you can. 

"Our collection is terrihle. I am 
touring the city myself and it makes 
me ashamed.

Here Is a letter to Mrs. Harry Dia¬ 
mond, 5440 Bartlett street^ dated Jan¬ 
uary 14, 1942: 

"Dear Madam; 

I will not deny that our garbage 
and rubbish collection is unsatisfactory. 

It is certainly unsatisfactory to City 
Council. We propose to do something 
about it and are now earnestly at work. 

It will be impossible to give an im¬ 
mediate and full correction. We are 
going to do all that we can and will 
be satisfied to be judged by results 
after a reasonable period of time has 
passed. It is going to be a matter of 
months, perhaps, twelve months. 

Sincerely, 

E. Kilgallen, 
President of Council.” 
Here is a letter to Thomas J. Galla¬ 
gher member of City Council, dated 
January 15, 1942; 

"Dear Tom:—^The garbage situation is 
really as much a mess as we have been 
told. I made a tour of the North Side 
last night and the back yards are in 
such condition as to make it a dis¬ 
grace. Our collection is terrible. 

Mrs. Jones, Chief Telephone Oper¬ 
ator, In the City-County Building, Is 
giving me the number of complaints 
that are going over the wire to the in¬ 
cinerator plant, and they are very 
large in number. They are coming in 
faster than the incinerator can handle 
them. 

I respectfully request that your com- 
auttee make its report as quickly as 
possible. Your colleagues do not want 
to interfere with your committee in 
the slightest and we will hold off our 
deliberations until you have a report. 

Sincerely,

And so on and so on through my 
files. 


Mr. President, a councilman who 
writes those kind of letters is not try¬ 
ing to whitewash anything, and on the 
face of it, is only interested in giving 
good service to the people. Let us not 
become confused by the heat which has 
been engendered here today. Our only 
Job is to give service to the people. 
To my mind it is poor policy to 
criticize anybody in this matter. I 
would like to make one concrete sug¬ 
gestion to Mr. Gallagher. Please do not 
criticize anybody in your next report. 
Please confine it to recommendations. 
Please come in with actual legislation 
that the committee has prepared or 
that the committee has sponsored. If 
the committee hereafter comes In with 
critical comments, those criticisms are 
sure to receive an answer, and we 
shall be talking until Doomsday. It is 
action that we need. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—In defense of my ac¬ 
tion in Council in voting against paying 
the Allegheny Garbage Company 85 
cents a ton for ash dumping privileges 
on Herr’s Island I asked a very simple 
question in the Finance Committee of 
Mr. Perry. “How are you going to dis¬ 
pose of this garbage or rubbish or in¬ 
cinerator ash which has been piled on 
top of the stuff that has been stored on 
the Island?” The only answer we got 
from Mr. Perry was, “We will take care 
of that.” 

Mr. Chairman, the record will show 
that on November 4:, 1941, In the budget 
hearings—It is almost four months ago 
—^I brought up the question that the 
City was being hi-jacked and that the 
members of Council seemed surprised. 

I asked Mr. Agar, “Is it true that the 
City of Pittsburgh has a contract to 
dump incinerator ash on Herrs Island?” 
and he said “Yes.” I asked him who 
signed the contract, and he answered 
that he did not know. I further asked 
him if it came before Council, and he 
said “No.” The price of 85 cents a ton 
for delivering “incinerator ash” to Herr’s 
Island was agreed upon by the Mayor 
and the Company. The members of 
Council will recall that during the bud¬ 
get sessions I reminded them that this 
service was going to cost a lot of money. 
At that time the price of $1.25 per ton 
was injected into the picture. 

From November 4th, 1941, to the pres- 
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ent time, the Mayor and the Director of 
the Department of Public Works con¬ 
tinued to have the incinerator ash 
dumped on Herr’s Island, and in. the 
meantime we were working under the 
assumption that it was costing the tax¬ 
payers $1.25. The owners said that the 
City must put the property back in the 
same condition in which It was found. 
Mr. Perry and the Allegheny Garbage 
Company can go around and laugh at 
the City of Pittsburgh. I pointed out 
in the Finance Committee that we 
would have to put the property back in 
the condition it was originally. I fur¬ 
ther said that it would cost $60,000.00 
or $70,000.00 to remove that incinerator 
ash from the island. I said that we 
must take bids on the removal of this 
stuff, and I pointed out that if firms 
came in and bid $1.00 a ton, Mr. Perry 
could very well bid 99 cents, and I 
further said that the City could very 
well give Mr. Perry 99 cents and allow 
the stuff to remain on the Island. 

Mr. Perry said It will cost 85 cents a 
ton to allow the incinerator ash to re¬ 
main on the Island. I think Mr. Perry 
is entitled to the money that is owed 
him, but before I vote for it, I want 
the question answered, What are we 
going to do with the 25,000 or 30,000 
tons of stuff that has been piled over 
there? I think John L. Perry has been 
fair to the City, He should be. His 
company got rich from the taxpayers. 
The Democratic Party broke up the gar¬ 
bage monopoly that robbed the city for 
30 years. 

I looked at the records of 1903, at the 
time the Allegheny Garbage Company 
had trouble. Mr. Perry will not stop 
the City from dumping on Herr’s Island. 

If he does, the City has a lot of land on 
which to dump this material. It Is not 
a question of where to dump the ma¬ 
terial; It is a question of protecting 
the taxpayers' money. 

If the worst comes to the worst, I 
win stand up and vote to dump the 
stuff in Schenley Oval before I will let 
them charge us 85 cents a ton for 
dumping on Herr’s Island. 

I want to make it clear that if we 
are stopped by the Allegheny Garbage 
Company, don’t let the Garbage Com¬ 
pany be bigger than the City Adminis¬ 
tration. Y^u are obligated to protect 
the taxpayers’ money. It is too bad 


that an injunction was issued against 
the City from dumping In Highland 
Park. I think, under proper manage¬ 
ment, the people in the Morningside Dis¬ 
trict would not have objected to using 
the Highland Park dump. 

Mr. Kilgallen, I am willing to vote for 
an emergency rather than paying the 
Allegheny Garbage Company $1.25 a 
ton for the removal of the incinerator 
ash which has been deposited on its 
property. I am willing to take my 
chance on putting it on Schenley Oval 
until we find the proper place on which 
to deposit it. 

I want to state further for the record 
that I am willing to cooperate to the 
fullest with all the members of Council 
to solve this garbage problem. It is a 
question in which the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh are vitally Interested. 

Mr. Kilgallen arose and said: 

Mr, President:—^The only question be¬ 
fore Council should be whether 85 cents 
a ton is a proper charge for depositing 
our incinerator ash on Herr’s Island. It 
is very easy to be led away from tjils 
main theme and discuss any one of the 
many elements entering into the gar¬ 
bage and rubbish situation. But the 
only important vital thing in today’s 
discussion is whether 85 cents a ton Is 
a proper charge for depositing ash on 
Herr’s Island. If we think 85 cents is 
a proper charge, under the circum¬ 
stances in which we find ourselves, then 
a motion should be made to reconsider 
our action in defeating the ordinance I 
have presented and give it a six-vote 
approval. Mr, Chairman, has anybody 
in this Council ever shown that 85 
cents is not a proper charge? Has Mr. 
Gallagher or Mr. Leonard or Mr. McAr- 
dle, in their talks today or in their dis¬ 
cussions at any other time, ever broken 
down this 85 cent charge by a cost 
analysis? Have they offered any amend¬ 
ment stipulating that the price shall be 
80 cents or 75 cents or 70 cents, or any 
other amoimt? 'They have not. They 
have not offered the slightest suggestion 
or recommendation. Have they shown 
by comparison what other cities are do¬ 
ing? What other cities are paying? Mr. 
Chairman, I say to you, that if these 
three gentlemen had given the slightest 
proof that they can obtain a better fig¬ 
ure, or that the present figure of 86 
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cents Is too high, under t^ie circum¬ 
stances, I would have joined in a fight 
against Perry. Up to this moment I 
have not heard a single, valid, sensible 
reason why we should refuse this offer 
oi 85 cents a ton. I do not pretend to 
know a whole lot about it. Out of my 
own knowledge, or out of my own ex¬ 
perience, I know very little, but I have 
been told by a number of men v^’ho are 
in this business that the charge of 85 
cents is reasonably fair. As a matter of 
fact, this Council has some data before 
it which would indicate that the charge 
of 85 cents is not excessive. Last 
summer we were dumping at Highland 
Park. The ashes were being carried 
there by a contractor who had obtained 
the contract under competitive bidding. 
We had three such contracts. One 
called for a stipulated charge of 75 
cents a ton, if memory serves me; an¬ 
other called for a charge of 65 cents a 
ton: another called for a charge of 48 
cents a ton. As to this latter contract, 
I understood from reliable information 
that the contractor was losing money. 
You will understand, gentlemen, that in 
these contracts we were using our own 
land and the haul was very short. You 
could get to Highland Park in less than 
twelve minutes. If our new dump is 
going to be somewhere out in the coun¬ 
try, as it likely will be, the hauling 
charges will rise considerably. Instead 
of making a dozen trips a day with 
each truck, the contractor will be able 
to make only, perhaps, five trips a day. 
The driver’s wages will be proportion¬ 
ately greater for the hauls he makes. 
Gasoline and Oil will cost more. Wear 
and tear on the vehicle will be more; 
and unless I am missing my guess no 
contractor can hope to dispose of our 
ash on a dump out in the country for 
the price of 85 cents a ton. Of course, 
we can get a farmer 15 or 20 miles out 
in the country to accept this incinera¬ 
tor ash for 10 or 15 cents a ton. It will 
be easy to buy or lease waste acreage, 
deep ravines, or the remains of a strip 
mining operation, for $50.00 an acre or 
less. But as soon as you get out of 
the city you get into legal difficulties. 
The townships and boroughs will have 
something to say about the matter. The 
people of those neighborhoods will have 
their comments and their recourse. 

I say to you, Mr. Chairman, that the 
sensible thing for us to do Is to recon¬ 


sider the adverse action taken on my 
ordinance and continue to pay Mr. Per¬ 
ry’s company 85 cents a ton until we 
have made other arrangements. 

I am glad to hear Mr. Leonard say 
that he is willing to co-operate with 
this Council. However, the co-operation 
he extends is not enough. He knows, 
we all know, that his proposition of 
dumping on Schenley Oval is nonsense. 
We cannot dump on Schenley Oval. Mr. 
Leonard knew tjhat we could not dump 
on Schenley Oval when he made this 
offer of co-operation. 

I respectfully ask you three gentle¬ 
men—Mr. Gallagher, Mr. Leonard and 
Mr. McArdle—to be realistic and move 
to reconsider your action. If you do 
not, the City is going to be in a critical 
situation and we are going to be com¬ 
pelled to dump this ash in places that 
will cause irritation, conflict and dis¬ 
pute. I am sure that none of you gen¬ 
tlemen want this ash in residential dis¬ 
tricts. You do not want it deposited in 
the Nineteenth Ward or the Twelfth 
Ward. I am sure that I do not want it 
deposited in the Eighth Ward. I there¬ 
fore plead with you gentlemen to recon¬ 
sider your action and pay Mr. Perry 85 
cents for the Herr’s Island Dumping pri¬ 
vilege until the bid proposals, which 
even now are being advertised in the 
public press, are received. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said; 

Mr. PresidentMr. Kilgallen, I don’t 
know how to express it, in a slick way. 
said that after today we would have no 
collection and disposal of garbage on 
the North Side. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President: — I contradict that 
statement. Mr, Kilgallen said we will 
have no place to dispose of our incin¬ 
erator ash. 

Mr. Gallagher continued: 

He left that impression with me, that 
if we did not pass this ordinance today, 
we will have no place to dump the gar¬ 
bage and rubbish collected on the North 
Side; that Mr. Perry will not let us take 
it to his place. 

Mr. President, I voted against this or¬ 
dinance because I think the price of 85 
cents a ton is too much. When the 
Department of Public Works entered 
into a contract with the Allegheny Gar- 
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bage Company to deposit residue or ash 
on the Island, nothing was said about 
removing it. If my recollection Is right, 
he wants $55,000.00 to remove it. I 
think he is taking an undue advantage 
of the City of Pittsburgh. Mr. Kilgallen 
tried to leave the impression that if the 
garbage is not collected and the Alle¬ 
gheny Garbage Company does not re¬ 
ceive the ash, it is our fault. That is 
not the reason. I still claim the Alle¬ 
gheny Garbage Company is charging ex¬ 
cessive rates to the City of Pittsburgh 
on its contract entered into with the 
Department of Public Works. As far as 
co-operation is concerned, I will go 
along 100 per cent, on any measure that 
will result in our Incinerator being 
operated efficiently. As Mr. Leonard has 
pointed out, we did break up the gar¬ 
bage monopoly, and if the cost of oper¬ 
ating our own incinerator plant is ex¬ 
cessive, it is due to mismanagement of 
the plant, and it is up to the Mayor 
and the Director of the Department of 
Public Works to remedy that condition. 
Therefore, I again repeat that if an in¬ 
vestigation is made, it will show up 
these glaring deficiencies, and then it 
will be up to Council to take steps to 
correct them. The operation of the 
plant is an administrative matter, not a 
legislative function. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I thought that we 
were going to confine our remarks to 
the eloquent speech that the great 
Mayor of Pittsburgh just delivered. 
Mr. Gallagher wisely said, “I wonder 
who wrote it.” Well, if he is running 
true to form, he didn’t, and of course 
we are at a little disadvantage, because 
we are not blessed with a lot of people- 
on the payroll to get information for 
us. We do not have a lot of people on 
the payroll who sit in as observers at 
every council meeting, who collect their 
salaries from the taxpayers of the City 
of Pittsburgh, and report back to the 
Mayor what the various councilmen do. 

The Mayor attacked my record in 
Congress. I would like to call the at¬ 
tention of the Mayor to the fact that if 
he will go over and look at the election 
return sheets in the Bureau of Elec¬ 
tions, he will find that more people 
voted for Joseph A. McArdle for Council 
than voted for Cornelius D. Scully for 
Mayor. And what I did in the Congress 


of the United States, and what I did in 
the State Legislature, and what I am 
going to do in this Council, I will be 
answerable to nobody but Joseph A. Mc¬ 
Ardle, and I think nobody knows that 
better than Cornelius D. Scully. It is 
all right for the Mayor to walk in here, 
read a speech, and attack members of 
this body, eulogize one, who I agree is 
a great councilman, because he didn't 
sign the report of the special committee, 
and hammer away at two others because 
they had the courage of their convic¬ 
tions to come in here and say what they 
thought was wrong with the incinerator 
plant. I happened to be on the same 
ticket with the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh in the last election, and I 
am not bragging about that. I know 
a little of what went on in the last 
Democratic campaign. He went out pre¬ 
vious to the November election—not the 
members of Council — the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor went all over the 
City of Pittsburgh and made promises 
to the people of the City of Pittsburgh 
that he was going to give them weekly 
garbage collections. Yes, I recall the 
election was on November 5. Where has 
he (the Mayor) been from November 5 
until February 16? During all that time 
he has not said anything about the gar¬ 
bage situation to any member of this 
Council in an official way. He did not 
say anything to them about it, to my 
knowledge. He has not said a word to 
this Council since I have been a mem¬ 
ber about the garbage situation until 
these two men, Mr. Gallagher and Mr. 
Leonard, who after an investigation, 
submitted a report to Council. Then 
only after a week has elapsed since the 
submission of the report does the Mayor 
come in and say he disagrees with the 
report and he does that only on the 
basis that it is a preliminary report, if 
my memory serves me well. I asked for 
a copy of his statement and was denied 
it, although it is a part of the record 
of this body. He came in here telling 
the people of Pittsburgh what he is 
going to do. 

He attacked my Congressional record. 

I want to say for the record, that the 
Mayor spent as much time on his farm 
in West Virginia picking apples In the 
last four years as Joseph A. McArdle did 
away from Congress in the last four 
years, and I am offering no apology. I 
have been elected three times. He has 
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been elected twice, and I do not think 
he is bragging about the last time. I 
question whether he will take a crack 
at It In the next Mayoralty election. 

I say the President of Council has 
made an honest effort to try to solve 
the garbage problem. But after all, 
Tom Kllgallen, who has wide shoulders 
can carry a load only so far. Tom Kil- 
gallen is a husky fellow, he has car¬ 
ried It so far; but so far as this situa¬ 
tion is concerned, I think he answered 
it pretty well himself. We are arguing 
about 85 cents a ton for ash deposited 
on the dump of the Allegheny Garbage 
Company. Mr. Kilgallen said that we 
had a price of 48 cents, one for 70 cents 
and another for 65 cents a ton from 
contractors to haul the ash to our own 
dump. Now, in order that the record is 
clear, I want to make it plain that the 
City in its own trucks hauled this ma¬ 
terial to the dump on Herr’s Island. 
What they are talking about in Council 
is ash, which is not ash. The Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works would not put 
the word “ash” in the specifications. 
They call it residue. I charge here and 
now that the incinerator plant is not 
reducing the garbage and rubbish to 
ash. That is where our trouble lies. If 
they reduced the garbage and rubbish 
In that plant to ash, we would not have 
had any difficulty dumping it in High¬ 
land Park. We built this plant, and I 
was out there yesterday, and what I saw 
them cleaning out certainly could be 
deposited in Highland Park. It was ash. 

I was on the Island. What I saw there 
is not ash. 

The Mayor Is talking about sorting 
these materials. Why doesn’t he take 
steps to reclaim usable materials? It is 
up to the administration. He has been 
in office since the incinerator plant has 
been in operation. I have only been 
here six weeks. During all this time I 
have never heard any reports or recom¬ 
mendations coming from the Mayor 
that the usable materials should be sal¬ 
vaged. 

The conferences we had on the gar¬ 
bage problem were arranged by the 
President of Council, Mr. Kilgallen. The 
Mayor never sat in conference with 
Council to try to solve this problem, 
and he is the only one who promised 
the people that this question would be 
•olved, It was the Mayor who went all 


over this City telling the people what 
he would do to solve the garbage prob¬ 
lem. 


Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am not going to dis- 


Getting back to the question of the 
payment of the claim of the Allegheny 
Garbage Company, I want to say that 
85 cents a ton, in my judgment, is too 
much to pay for the deposit of the in¬ 
cinerator residue—^mind you not ash, 
but residue, on the property of this 
company. What about the 27,000 tons 
of material that went over there? Who 
is going to pay for the removal of that 
material? When the Mayor was run¬ 
ning for re-election he was much con¬ 
cerned about this garbage question. 
After election, what interest has he 
taken in this problem until the special 
committee made its report? He doesn’t 
come in here with any constructive cri¬ 
ticism; he comes here attacking the 
members of Council because they had 
courage to condemn certain things per¬ 
taining to the operation of the incin¬ 
erator plant. The Chief Executive, not 
the Council, is responsible for the oper¬ 
ation of the incinerator plant, and it Is 
not our job to find a dump for the de¬ 
posit of the incinerator ash. The Mayor 
made certain recommendations with re¬ 
spect to personnel, and the Council ap¬ 
proved those recommendations. The 
Council granted the necessary appropri¬ 
ations for the operation of the plant. 
That, in my opinion, is all the Council 
has to do. All I want to do is call a 
spade a spade. 

If Council wants to come down here 
tomorrow at seven o’clock to look for 
a dump, I will donate my car and as¬ 
sist the members in finding such a 
place. I still charge that the responsi¬ 
bility for the efficient operation of this 
incinerator plant is up to the Mayor, 
and he accepted that responsibility in 
the last Mayoralty campaign. It is his 
job as the Chief Executive of this City 
to carry out the legislative actions of 
this body. 

So far as I am concerned, any time 
that I think the Mayor is wrong, I am 
going to tell him so, and any time he 
thinks I am wrong, he can do the same 
thing. I had hoped that the Mayor 
after delivering his speech would remain 
to be interrogated by the members of 
Council. 















































cuss at this time the Mayor’s report or 
the special committee’s report. As far 
as I am concerned, I want the courtesy 
of reading their report, and I suppose 
we are entitled to the courtesy of read¬ 
ing the Mayor’s report. At the proper 
time we should sit down and discuss 
the problem. I have looked at sites 
with Mr. Kilgallen which we thought 
might be used as a dump, but unfortu¬ 
nately we were not successful in ob¬ 
taining such a site. Unfortunately both 
sides have discussed this matter, and 
personalities have been engendered into 
the discussion. This I shall avoid. I 
want to make a motion. As Tom Kii- 
gallen has said, the taxpayers are not 
concerned with the squabbles among 
councilmen, or the council with the 
Mayor. They are only concerned with 
the question of our solving this partic¬ 
ular problem. I want to say that this 
problem is just as much our problem 
in Council as it is the Mayor’s. I do 
not know what all he said in the cam¬ 
paign. We are responsible. We are the 
Board of Directors of this municipal 
corporation. It is true that we do not 
administer the legislation that is passed 
in Council, but I believe the taxpayers 
expect us to sit down and try to solve 
these problems Just as much as they 
expect the Mayor to solve them. This 
body as a whole has to assume the re¬ 
sponsibility. I am not going to discuss 
at all the details of this problem, but I 
dc hope that this Council will sit down 
without any animus toward anybody 
and discuss this problem. If we have 
to make any further investigations, as 
far as I am concerned, this committee 
can hold public hearings. I have no 
objections to that. I say, Mr. President, 
that the taxpayers want this problem 
solved. We all realize that it is a seri¬ 
ous one. Councilmen time and time 
again and week in and week out, since 
election, have been attempting a solu¬ 
tion of this problem. We are awaiting 
the receipt of the final report of the 
special committee, and since the Mayor 
has stated in his message that he is 
going to have some recommendations to 
make, I hope he will make them very 
shortly. I v/ould like to see the mem¬ 
bers of Council sit down dispassionately 
with the Mayor in an effort to come to 
a conclusion on this whole subject. In 
the meantime, in deference to the mem¬ 
bers of Council, as in the last case. 


when the report was submitted. I move 
that a copy of the Mayor’s statement be 
furnished each member of Council. 

) Mr. Kilgallen arose and said: 

' Mr. President: — I should second Mr. 
Wolk’s motion before I sit down. How¬ 
ever, this discussion has made clear to 
me how helpful a thing it is for a 
member of City Council to have served 
in the State Legislature for a number 
of terms and to have been a member of 
the United States Congress. It is a 
very helpful experience. It gives sound 
training, it makes you articulate, skill¬ 
ful in debate, and with an ability to 
express yourself. Mr. McArdle has had 
that experience, and he is an able and 
articulate member of this Council. The 
same thing is true of Mr. Leonard and 
Mr. Gallagher. They have come up the 
hard way through union affiliations and 
no man gets anywhere in organized la¬ 
bor discussions unless he has the abil¬ 
ity, the knack and the complete willing¬ 
ness to get on his feet at any time and 
give vigorous expression to his views. 

i Mr. Leonard, Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle are the most outspoken and ar¬ 
ticulate members of this Council. 

But I, too, have had some training 
and experience in these matters. Mr. 
Chairman. I am not entirely deficient 
in this knack of getting on my feet and 
letting words fly, and hereafter I do not 
intend to be spoken down by any oppo¬ 
sition group. 

I am called a supporter of this Ad¬ 
ministration. The finger is pointed at 
me as being a supporter of Mayor Scully. 
Gentlemen, that is a charge that I smil¬ 
ingly accept. It is a high honor for me 
to be known as the friend of a Mayor 
of a great city. I admire Mayor Scully. 
I think he is a great Mayor, and any 
time a member of Council gets up on 
this floor and attacks him, I propose to 
get on my feet and defend him. I have 
noticed, time and time again, during my 
term of office in this Council, that there 
is a strategy of bringing Mayor Scully's 
public and private actions into our 
councllmanic discussions on every pos¬ 
sible occasion. 'There has been entirely 
too much of this business of bringing 
Mayor Scully’s name into every discus¬ 
sion which takes place in Council. At 
every committee meeting, in an artlfl* 
clal manner, Mayor Scully’s name is 
drawn into the debate. We may be 
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talking about peanuts or balloons or 
Dumbo, witb the big ears, the Elephant 
who Flies—and out of a clear sky, with 
no relation at all to the bill or proposal 
we are discussing—we will hear some 
sneering comment of Mayor Scully. That 
has been happening in City Council for 
two years. During these two years I 
have seen Democratic members of Coun¬ 
cil make a day by day and a week by 
week attack on a Democratic mayor, and 
we have all discovered that you cannot 
tear a man down for two years and 
expect to build him up in an election 
campaign of two months. Now, I think 
you will agree with me, Mr. Chairman, 
that I am in no way exaggerating this 
matter, or in any way overstating it. 
The Mayor has been constantly attacked 
In this chamber. It has made news. It 
has created a fiction that mere oppo¬ 
sition to the Mayor makes you a strong, 
independent, colorful man. I could be¬ 
lieve that, Mr. Chairman, if these same 
strong, independent, colorful men would 
talk that way during campaigns when 
they are on the same platform with 
Mayor Scully. 

I am known as a supporter of this 
Administration. I would be a poor sort 
of a man if I did not support this ad¬ 
ministration. I intend to support it 
imtil my commonsense tells me that it 
is not trying to do right. When, and If 
that time comes, Mr. Chairman, you will 
find me against it, and when that time 
comes I know you will be against it. 
It does not make news for me to be a 
supporter of the Administration. It only 
creates the opportunity to call me a 
stooge and a yes-man. I have never 
been a yes-man. I have never been a 
stooge. You gentlemen know, my col¬ 
leagues in the State Senate knew, how 
vigorously I fight In party caucus for 
the things in which I believe, but I am 
a party man and when my party in 
caucus adopts a policy differing from 
mine and after I have had a fair op¬ 
portunity of fighting for my views and 
after I have been overruled, I accept 
the will of the majority and my party's 
policy is my policy. During my public 
life that Is my position. 

There has been some discussion here 
of the contract under which we have 
been dumping on Herr’s Island during 
1941. Mr. Chairman, how can we as 
councilmen sit here and allow this 


charge to be made, without contradic¬ 
tion, that Mayor Scully made this con¬ 
tract without any knowledge of ours? 
We know that is not an accurate state¬ 
ment. We know that during last year’s 
campaign a critical situation arose when 
we were unable to obtain a dump for 
the incinerator ash. The securing of a 
dump became a political question. It 
was Democratic policy to secure one, 
and it was Republican policy to prevent 
the securing of one. 'The newspapers 
were opposed to us, and I might say 
here, Mr. Chairman, that so far as I 
am concerned, everything in Pittsburgh 
newspapers about party policy and party 
politics might as well be written by the 
Chairman of the Republican Party. I 
suppose that this is an indiscreet state¬ 
ment because it is concededly a foolish 
thing for any man to talk back to a 
policeman or to a newspaper. 

But to get back to my subject, Mr. 
Chairman, there we were in a political 
campaign, without a dump, and the 
people being aroused through partisan 
approaches. As a matter of party policy 
we met at Democratic Headquarters and 
we discussed the situation. At the con¬ 
clusion of the discussion, and after ref- 
I erence had been made to the 1941 con¬ 
tract, we all agreed that the only thing 
to do was to go along with Mayor Scul¬ 
ly’s suggestion and so interpret the 1941 
contract as to make Herr’s Island avail¬ 
able to us for 1941 dumping. W’e or¬ 
dered the Mayor and the Director of the 
Department of Public Works to contact 
the Herr’s Island people and use that 
property as a dump under the provi¬ 
sions of the written contract of 1941. 
Let no one deny it, because it is the 
truth. Mr. Gallagher has practically 
said the same thing in different lan¬ 
guage. 

Summing this situation up, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, I am saying to you and to the 
members of this Council that we cannot 
continue to use Mr. Perry’s dump unless 
we pay for the privilege. It is fantastic 
nonsense for us to think otherwise. On 
the stationery of the Allegheny Garbage 
Company Mr. Perry wrote us a letter 
under date of February 13, 1942, as fol¬ 
lows: 

“Honorable Members of Council 
City of Pittsburgh 
Pittsburgh, Penna. 

Gentlemen: 

On December 30, 1941 we wrote to 





















































Hon. Frank M. Roessing, Director, Dept, 
of Public Works, as follows: 

‘Dear Sir: 

On and after January 1, 1942, the 
price to the City of Pittsburgh for 
dumping ash from the city incinerator 
on this company’s dump, Herr’s Island, 
will be at the rate of eighty-five (85) 
cents per ton. 

Very truly yours,’ 

Since the above date, this matter ha^ 
been up in Council several times. We 
have submitted bill for dumping ash for 
the month of January, 1942, but up to 
the present time our bill has not been 
approved for payment. 

Please be advised if this bill is not 
approved for payment of this date by 
Council, our property is no longer avail¬ 
able for the dumping of ash. 

Very truly yours,

Perhaps, Mr. Gallagher, Mr. Leonard 
and Mr. McArdle think that we can 
continue to use Herr’s Island no matter 
what we do here today. Surely they 
must think so or they would not force 
the critical situation upon the city 
which leaves us with only controversial 
neighborhoods for dumping purposes. 
We shall see, unless this body reconsid¬ 
ers its action and passes my bill today, 
we are going to have trouble. We will 
be immediately compelled to find an¬ 
other dump. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President: — Mr. Kilgallen said 
that we went to Democratic Headquar¬ 
ters and gave the Mayor the authority 
to enter into this contract with the 
Allegheny Garbage Company. Mr. Kil¬ 
gallen cannot say I was present when 
that authority was given. I can only 
speak for myself. I was not there. It 
is all right for Tom to defend whoever 
he pleases. I think it is going a little 
too far for anyone to make a charge 
that there are factionalists in this 


Council. The first time I knew about 
it was today when he told me about it. 
I can truthfully say that I never at¬ 
tended a caucus of this so-called fac¬ 
tion. If you want to defend the Mayor, 
Mr. Kilgallen, you have that right; but 
when I think he is wrong, I have the 
right to criticize him. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not want to pro¬ 
long this discussion. Mr. Kilgallen said 
that no matter what we discuss in com¬ 
mittee—whether it is peanuts or flying 
elephants—^Mayor Scully is smeared. I 
I want to say for the record I never 

I smeared Mayor Scully. I had the cour¬ 

age to sign the report of the special 
committee, of which I was Chairman, 
and Mayor Scully came in here and 
smeared me. I defy Mr. Kilgallen or 
anyone else to state that at any time I 
said anything derogatory about Mayor 
Scully. I never smeared the Mayor, but 
he has smeared me. He has not heard 
the last of me.

I am in¬ 
clined to believe as Mr. Duff does. I 
would be Inclined to rename the Boule¬ 
vard of the Allies “General MacArthur 
boulevard” instead of a street on the 
South Side. I am not going to vote 
against the bill, but I believe we should 
give him (General MacArthur) greater 
honor than naming a street for him 
which runs through a former mill dis¬ 
trict. 


Bill No, 260. Resolution au¬ 
thorizing the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection of the Department of Public 
Safety to issue to the Westingjhouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company a 
permit for the construction of a tem¬ 
porary bar storage building at the West- 
inghouse Nuttall Works, located at 200 
McCandless avenue, to be used on de¬ 
fense orders for the United States Navy, 
providing that the said building com¬ 
plies with the provisions of all ordi¬ 
nances except that the walls shall be of 
sheet steel or asbestos on wood frame, 
and providing that the said building 
shall set back a distance of at least 
thirty feet from the adjoining property 
line, shall be equipped with a sprinkler 
system, and shall not be used for the 
storage or processing of combustible ma¬ 
terials, and that the permit for said 
construction shall be issued conditional 
upon the razing of the building within 
sixty days after expiration of the war 
emergency. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Leonard moved 


When the name of Mr. Leonard was 
called, he arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to vote 
AYE on this ordinance. My reason for 
doing this is, that it is a thoroughfare 
which runs through a great industrial 
section of our city. The mills made 
Pittsburgh, and I think It Is a great 
honor to name such a thoroughfare 
after General MacArthur. 


A suspension of the rule to 
allow the second and third readings and 
final passage of the resolution. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the rule having been suspended, 
the resolution was read a second and 
third times, and upon final passage the 
ayes and noes were taken, and being 
taken were: 
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Ayes:—^Messrs 
Demmler 
Duff 
Evans 
Gallagher 
Leonard 
Ayes 9, Noes none. 

And a majority of the votes of Coun¬ 
cil being in the affirmative, the resolu¬ 
tion passed finally. 

The Chair, at this time, presented 

No. 304. An Ordinance author¬ 
izing the Department of Lands and 
Buildings to advertise and receive bids 
at public auction for the sale of City- 
owned real estate not required for pub¬ 
lic use. 

Which was read and referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President and Members of Coun¬ 
cil:—rise to a question of personal 
privilege, I am glad that the rules of 
this Council permit a member to rise to 
a question of personal privilege. It af¬ 
fords him an opportunity to place in 
the record a statement of facts about 
important public matters. 

Last Monday the Mayor appeared be¬ 
fore this body and unleashed a vitriolic, 
vicious and unreasonable attack on sev¬ 
eral of our colleagues. After delivering 
his sneak punch, he departed hastily 
without waiting for a reply. The Mayor, 
by his hit and run act, violated the 
courtesy extended to him by members 
of this Council. 

I would ask that the Mayor be invited 
to hear this reply to his false and un¬ 
founded assertions, but I know that this 
Chamber is full of his stooges and 
school-boy administrators and they will 
give him a complete report of our pro¬ 
ceedings. I hope they will carry the 
message to him that we accept his chal¬ 
lenge and we will weigh our public and 
private records against his at any time. 
It has been stated the Mayor is the 
most vulnerable man in public office. If 
he wants a smear campaign. I’ll answer 
him in kind. 

The majority of the special incinera¬ 
tor committee submitted a report which 
they considered to be a true expression 
of its findings and conclusions. It was 
made without malice. It was intended 
to help solve the incinerator problem. 


We expected a friendly, intelligent dis¬ 
cussion of the problem without refer¬ 
ence to political, factional or labor is¬ 
sues. Instead, we received personal 
abuse. A bitter tirade replaced facts, 
Discord and recrimination ended all 
hope for an intelligent, harmonious 
agreement. The Mayor must assume 
the consequence of his wild act. 

I again resent the Mayor’s statement 
that this committee used Gestapo mefii- 
ods in the course of its investigation. 
He fails to cite a single instance of such 
acts on our part. 

But, nothing can be as vicious as the 
Mayor’s cowardly attempt to intimidate 
me and my friends. I refer to his dic¬ 
tatorial act in having me called to the 
Democratic headquarters where they 
threatened to fire all of my friends em¬ 
ployed by the City if I dared to run for 
President of this Council. I defied him 
and pursued my candidacy. I defy him 
today, and will continue my fight 
against incompetence and mismanage¬ 
ment in the operation of the municipal 
incinerator. 

Our report to tjiis body was a prelimi¬ 
nary report. A number of studies are 
under way and many phases of the in¬ 
vestigation were not included in our 
recommendations. There will be a final 
report and no fair-minded official 
should have criticised a preliminary re¬ 
port on the assumption that it was 
final. 

We are criticised because we did not 
submit a transcript of our testimony. 
We will gladly submit such a transcript 
if the Mayor will assure us that there 
will be no reprisals against city em¬ 
ployees who are witnesses before on: 
committee. The “pink fringe” in con¬ 
trol of the Mayor’s office is always 
shouting for free speech, but they would 
fire any one who dares to tell the truth. 

The Mayor raved for seven pages. But 
his refuse division is still nothing to 
rave about. He denounced our report 
and succeeded only in denouncing his 
administration. His alibis failed to eJ* 
plain away his absolute failure to flolvt 
the garbage mess. 

He stated: “He stood on the floor of 
Council, and he seconded the motion of 
the late P. J. McArdle which resulted la 
legislation which threw out the bids th? 
City already had received for the con* 
structlon of a 900 ton incinerator

That was on August 16, 1938. That leg¬ 
islation I vetoed,” 

TT^e Mayor only stated half the truth 
when he made this statement. Let us 
refer to the record and see what was the 
real truth. 

The record will show that on August 
16, 1938, President O’Toole made a 
lengthy speech in voting against paying 
the American Reduction Company $110,- 
946,66 for services allegedly rendered 
during the month of June of that year. 

President O’Toole said: 

"We all know that each month it 
means $20,000.00 or $30,000,00 to these 
people and, therefore, they will con¬ 
tinue to interpose very cleverly all sorts 
of subterfuges which will continue the 
delay, unless, Mr. Chairman, it is made 
unprofitable to delay, and as soon as 
the profit is taken out of delay, then 
you might see some start toward the 
construction of an incinerator ...” 

At the same meeting of Council, Mr. 

.McArdle, In a lengthy speech said. 

I quote. 

"In explanation I would like to say 
that I share very definitely the opinion 
expressed by the Chair regarding the 
most extraordinary and, in my judg¬ 
ment. unwarranted delay in disposing 
of the question of providing the City 
with an adequate Incinerator plant for 
the disposal of garbage and rubbish. 
So far as I can see from the outlook, 
there Is no relief in sight. The condi¬ 
tion Is apparently at a standstill. 
Whether there is some legal circum¬ 
stance that creates that or not, I 
don’t know. 

"As Will Rogers used to say, T only 
know what I read in the papers,’ but I 
do know, or I think I know this, that 
if Council wants to it can, by starting 
this thing over again, put this prob¬ 
lem In the way of solution, and that is 
by getting rid of the present legisla¬ 
tion which has brought about the 
present circumstances and starting over 
under circumstances which will not 
permit of a repetition of our past ex¬ 
periences. To me it seems a very sen¬ 
sible thing to do, and it is with that 
end in mind I suggest getting it hack 
into this body In such shape that the 
members may give expression to their 
will as to what they want done to get 


us out of what already is a very Inex¬ 
cusable situation as well as an ex¬ 
tremely costly one to the taxpayers of 
this City.” 

I seconded Mr. McArdle’s motion, and 
the record will show that I made the 
following statement: 

“I second Mr. McArdle’s motion and 
I .heartily agree with his remarks and 
those of the Chairman. Five years ago 
we promised the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh a municipally owned incin¬ 
erator plant. City Council voted in 
the majority to build the plant. As I 
see it, we have been confronted with 
every obstacle that can be put in our 
way legally and technically, to prevent 
us from getting the incinerator. It 
seems that every move made is de¬ 
layed and if Council doesn’t take ac¬ 
tion by repealing previous legislation, 
we will never build. 

‘T think it is time that Council does 
take some action to make progress to¬ 
ward owning our own incinerator plant. 
The citizens of the City of Pittsburgh 
have spent millions of dollars every 
year for the disposal of garbage and 
rubbish. Other cities have municipally 
owned plants and save the taxpayers 
considerable money, and I am heartily 
in favor of Mr. McArdle’s proposal.” 

That is a reply to the statement by 
the Mayor that I voted against the 900- 
ton plant and voted for a 600-ton plant. 

Pictures of refuse dumped in Squirrel 
Hill last week show a preponderance of 
tin cans. Many weeks ago this Council 
appropriated money for a machine to 
salvage any pack tin cans. The machine 
was left uncrated at the plant for many 
weeks after Its arrival. The picture of 
so many tin cans proves that the ma¬ 
chine is still not in use. This, at a 
time when our super-patriot Mayor Is 
shouting for the salvage of vital ma¬ 
terials, such as tin. This Is just an¬ 
other example of inefficiency and mis¬ 
management at the plant. This is just 
another reason why Mr. Agar should be 
replaced by a more competent executive. 

The Mayor himself condemned Mr. 
Agar. He admitted his supervising en¬ 
gineer was imsatisfacitory. No self-re¬ 
specting administration would keep a 
man in such a highly important post 
whom it admits is as Incompetent as 
Mr. Agar. His retention is an Insult to 



!' 
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the Jiundreds of competent Pittsburgh 
citizens who could fill the position with 
distinction. 

If the Mayor will unmuzzle City em¬ 
ployees, we will present testimony of the 
activities of Mr. Agar ranging from care¬ 
lessness and neglect to use of City 
cars and materials for private use and 
benefit. This committee will meet for 
this purpose on Thursday, February 26, 
1942, at 2:00 o’clock, In the Council 
Chamber. 

This committee found no evidence 
against drivers and collectors. If the 
Mayor has evidence of drunkenness, lay¬ 
offs, collections of commercial refuse and 
other charges, he should discipline such 
employees. The failure of his supervisor 
to act in this matter constitutes an¬ 
other indictment of his administration. 

The equipment is still unsatisfactory. 
The ladders still weigh 100 pounds. The 
5-ton trucks still haul only 2 tons. The 
trucks are still too wide for many alleys. 
This is true; even if the Mayor says all 
is well at the incinerator plant. Inci¬ 
dentally all of this equipment was pur¬ 
chased on the recommendation of Mr. 
Roessing and the present Superintend¬ 
ent. 

Your committee recommended that 
the City should not compete with pri¬ 
vate organizations in the salvaging of 
waste materials. It was suggested that 
we call representatives of the Salvation 
Army, Good Will Industries, Inner Mis¬ 
sion, Improvement of the Poor and the 
St. Vincent De Paul Society to plan an 
extension of their services so that more 
vital materials would be salvaged with¬ 
out cost to the City. This idea was 
called “shockingly unpatriotic.” 

We denounce the Mayor’s poisonous 
statement because the materials sal¬ 
vaged by these organizations are not 
wasted. Every person who gives them 
salvage materials is not a fifth-column¬ 
ist but a patriotic citizen. The Mayor 
should apologize, not only to the mem¬ 
bers of Council, whom he insulted by 
an idiotic charge of unpatriotism, but 
to the charitable organizations and their 
friends who are salvaging many vital 
materials for the war effort. They are 
doing a better Job of salvaging than the 
City and its million dollar plant. 

The Post-Gazette favors an independ¬ 
ent audit and survey of the incinerator 
problem. I approve the plan suggested 


by the Post-Gazette editorials. I will 
vote for such a proposal. 

To keep the plan out of factional pol¬ 
itics, I suggest that a member of Coun¬ 
cil who has not taken part in this con¬ 
troversy sponsor the necessary legislation 
and I will gladly support it. 

President Kilgallen called Mr. Duff to 

the Chair, and taking the floor, said: 

Mr. President:—^When Spring comes 
the refuse cans and the garbage cans 
are going to be overflowing. It happens 
every Spring in every large metropolitan 
city. It is the customary aftermath of 
Winter. It is going to be particularly 
true this year because of the real estate 
rehabilitation program that is every¬ 
where being conducted. Lodging for 
defense workers is urgently needed, and 
real estate owners are going to be chang¬ 
ing large homes into apartment dwell¬ 
ings. New wall paper, new flooring, new 
carpets, all the incidentals of repair 
work, are going to place our backyards 
In a deplorable condition. 

I am predicting that when Spring 
comes we are going to have another 
emergency in our garbage and rubbish 
problem. When that emergency comes, 
the general public is not going to pay 
much attention to what Mayor Scully 
said last week, and it is not going to 
pay much attention to what Mr. Galla¬ 
gher says this week. The public is go¬ 
ing to pay attention to what this Coun¬ 
cil has done this week or next week or 
the week after next, or what this Coun¬ 
cil has failed to do tbis week or next 
week or the week after next. 

I appreciate Mr. Gallagher’s statement 
that he will support legislation for 
cleaning up this garbage situation. I 
feel sure that we will all support such 
legislation. The difficulty lies not » 
much in the support, as in the prepara¬ 
tion of legislation. Mr. Gallagher's 
committee in my opinion, should pre¬ 
pare and sponsor any needed legislation. 
It is rather late to ask another member 
or members of Council to do it. Mr. 
Gallagher’s committee has been in exist¬ 
ence for at least 10 weeks. After 10 
weeks, and more, and during this time. 
Council has been waiting for action. We 
bave been reluctant to present any spe¬ 
cific legislation ourselves until Mr. Gal¬ 
lagher’s committee had had its crack at 
the problem and had come in with » 
report. 
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When the report Anally did come In, 
it contained no legislative proposals, as 
I recall, and was so critical of the Mayor 
that the Mayor evidently felt that he 
had to respond to it. Mr. Gallagher’s 
committee should not have expected si¬ 
lence after the report had exonerated 
City Council and the incinerator per¬ 
sonnel of all fault whatever and had 
practically placed the whole responsi¬ 
bility on the Mayor’s shoulders. 

Mr. President, I feel that every mem¬ 
ber of Coimcil is somewhat disappointed 
over the way this situation is being 
handled. We are going to get nowhere 
if we continue to hear the Mayor read 
a paper which some councilmen say he 
did not write, only to be followed by 
Councilman Gallagher reading a paper 
which I suppose somebody else has pre¬ 
pared. Are we going to criticize each 
other endlessly until May comes and the 
backyards are Ailed with garbage and 
rubbish, and the incinerator is not 
properly handling the load? 

I respectfully request that we all stop 
criticizing each other. The Mayor has 
had his time at bat and so has Mr. Gal¬ 
lagher and so has everybody else, and 
now the time has come to forget person¬ 
alities and to get down to work on our 
problem. We are going to be in trouble 
next May or June if we don’t. 

Mr. Kllgallen resumed the Chair. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—In reply to Mr. Kilgal- 
len, I want to say that if the Mayor 
would approach the subject as Mr. Kil- 
gallen is approaching it, there would he 
no controversy. As I stated before, in¬ 
stead of the Mayor coming into Council 
with recommendations, he came here 
and attacked me and my colleagues. 
Your committee and probably some of 
the other members of Council know 
about the time there was con¬ 
gestion at the incinerator plant 
last year, reports were out that it 
was due to mismanagement and in¬ 
efficiency. I want to state here that 
I have nothing against Mr. Agar. This 
committee was appointed to carry out 
a duty, and the information was 
given to us, I have knowledge that 
the same information was given to 
Mayor Scully and Director Roessing 
about the conditions out there, and 
they refused to do anything about 
it. I have been in this Council eight 


years, and I think, if you will go through 
the record, you will not And that I 
sniped at anybody. But I think I had 
the right to make the statements I 
made here this afternoon after the 
Mayor came in and attacked me and 
my colleagues when we attempted to 
perform a duty for the best interests of 
the citizens of Pittsburgh. There has 
been a lot of criticism about the incin¬ 
erator, and the Mayor referred to me 
as seconding the motion that Mr. Mc- 
Ardle made. I said last week that I 
pleaded guilty to voting for every rec¬ 
ommendation that came from the May¬ 
or’s ofAce, and the record will show that 
all ithese recommendations on the incin¬ 
erator came from the Mayor and the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works. I agree with you, Mr. Kilgallen, 
that this is one of the most important 
questions affecting the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh—the collection and disposition of 
garbage and rubbish. Your special com¬ 
mittee made certain recommendations 
that we think will help solve the prob¬ 
lem. As I said in my written statement, 
instead of t.he Mayor giving considera¬ 
tion to our recommendations, he comes 
in here and makes a personal attack on 
me. As one member of this Council I 
stand willing to correct these conditions. 
You are not going to make that correc¬ 
tion until changes are made at the in¬ 
cinerator. It is not a councilmanic 
matter; it is an executive matter. The 
Mayor and the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works know what is 
going on at the incinerator. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am not prepared at 
this time to answer the Mayor’s state¬ 
ment of last week, but I intend to do 
that at another time. I do not want 
to carry on a feud around here. In 
your statement, Mr. President, you 
stated that it was up to Mr. Gallagher’s 
committee to bring in legislation. Be¬ 
ing a member of that committee, I want 
to say that it is not the duty of that 
committee to bring in legislation. It 
is up to the Mayor’s OfAce or his engi¬ 
neering department. We are not engi¬ 
neers, and no member of Council pro¬ 
fesses to be one. But we are trying in 
our humble way to do something to ad¬ 
just an error, if I may call It that, at 
the incinerator plant. Your commit¬ 
tee has made certain recommendations, 
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and if the Mayor wants to do something 
constructive at the incinerator plant, 
he should accept those recommendations 
and carry them into effect. I for one 
do not want to continue this Pickering 
in Council. Therefore, I hope out of all 
this talk something constructive will 
follow. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I hesitated to arise at 
the present time because, after all, I do 
not like to be burdening our Chairman 
listening to what people shout at him. 
Mr. Wolk said: 

What about us? 

Mr. McArdle continued: 

You do not answer us. 

I believe that everybody in Council 
would like to solve the garbage prob¬ 
lem. I believe that they are sincere 
in trying to solve the problem, but after 
all Council is composed of nine human- 
beings. 

When the Mayor of the City, who is 
charged with the administrative func¬ 
tion of the City Government, comes into 
this Council and attacks a report of a 
committee as he has done on the pre¬ 
liminary report submitted by Mr, Gal¬ 
lagher, and then delves into the record 
to try to befuddle the Issue, and quotes 
a section of the record which Mr. Gal¬ 
lagher has Just read, and brings into 
his speech to this Council the name of 
a man who Is not here to defend him¬ 
self,, and tries by Innuendo and fakery 
to charge the failure of the City in¬ 
cinerator plant and its construction on 
him—a Mayor who would not dare come 
in if that man were sitting in the seat I 
occupy—I believe it is hitting below the 
belt. But thank the Lord, when He 
took my illustrious father from this 
world, he left a son here to cope with 
the man on the other side of the build¬ 
ing—a son who feels himself competent, 
although not as competent as his 
father, to answer any charges the Mayor 
may make against his father, or his 
public record as a member of this 
Council. 

The Mayor’s speech was strictly an 
attack on three members of Council 
whom he cannot control. The Mayor 
went away back and brought into his 
speech my actions as a member of the 
United States Congress. I answered 
that once. He brought that In. He 
brought in Donald Nelson. He also 


brought in the question as to whether 
we could build a new incinerator plant. 

Now, so far as I am concerned I 
think I know as much about the duties 
of this Council, their responsibilities and 
their job and also about his responsi¬ 
bilities for the job he holds as the 
Chief Executive of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh as Mayor Scully or any member 
of this Council, or anybody in his cabi¬ 
net, and particularly any of his ad¬ 
visers. 

I charge the Mayor here and now that 
if he agrees with a part of this report, 
and the report is right, it is his sol¬ 
emn duty to dismiss t.he Superintend¬ 
ent, and find somebody capable of run¬ 
ning the plant; and if he does not do 
that, then he has a right to prove to 
the committee of Council appointed by 
you that the man is competent. He 
talks about the drivers. It is his Job 
to see that the garbage and rubbish is 
collected. It is his job to see that the 
plant, through the Superintendent and 
Engineer, functions properly. It is his 
job to come to Council and ask Council 
for more money in order to do the Job 
properly. Can the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh fire an Inefficient em¬ 
ployee in the incinerator plant? My 
answer is “No.” Can a member of Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh create a pol¬ 
icy for any of the directors in depart¬ 
ments? My answer is “No,” That is set 
up, as you well know, by an Act of the 
Legislature that clearly defines the leg¬ 
islative duties and the executive duties. 

I for one will co-operate with any 
program that the Mayor brings in here. 
I will help with any problem when he 
tells us what is wrong. I will co-oper¬ 
ate with him if he will come in here 
and tell us what is wrong with the In¬ 
cinerator plant. I want him to put 
the cards on the table. If It Is the 
wrong thing that was done, let us rec¬ 
tify it. Let us be honest with the peo¬ 
ple of Pittsburgh. I say the plant Is 
too small. You are talking about May 
and June. I do not think the plant can 
burn 600 tons. If it cannot bum 600 
tons, we are going to have that condi¬ 
tion all along the line. I am for build¬ 
ing another plant. We all know we 
have to dispose of the garbage and rub¬ 
bish. If the Mayor has any recommen¬ 
dation or any solution of the problem. 
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I move that we invite him to meet with 
us, with the understanding that the 
Council still retains its prerogatives 
as a legislative body and he comes in 
and tells the truth. 

Mr, Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—am very sorry that 
personalities have been Injected into 
this present situation. I find that re¬ 
verting to criminations and recrimina¬ 
tions do not remedy the trouble at the 
Incinerator. We all know that the in¬ 
cinerator is not functioning properly. 
We are not going to correct that condi¬ 
tion by sitting here and filing charges 


and counter-charges by the Council and 
the Chief Executive. I think it is high 
time that we declared a holiday on per¬ 
sonalities, and perform our duty by 
looking into the problems at the incin¬ 
erator plant and give the people proper 
collection and incineration. 

Mr. VVolk moved 

That the Minutes of Council of 
Friday, February 13, and Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 16, 1942, be approved. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And upon motion of Mr. Weir

It is unable 
to prepare a final report pending receipt 
of certain data and statements. 

Mr. D. C. Agar promised to submit a 
written reply to testimony relating to 
the operation of the incinerator plant. 
Representatives of charitable organiza¬ 
tions engaged in salvaging waste mater¬ 
ials plan to submit a brief of their 
program and their plans for increased 
activities. These and other documents 
have not yet been placed in our hands 
for study. 

However certain incinerator problems 
can be solved at this time without wait¬ 
ing for a final report of our investiga¬ 
tion. To speed action on legislation 
presented to this body, we recommend 
the passage of the following bills: 

(1) Bill No, 336, relating to the em¬ 
ployment of consultants and the Mel¬ 
lon Institute of Industrial Research to 
study and report on the disposal of gjar- 
bage and rubbish. 

We favor a scientific and impartial 
survey of the whole problem. Even bet¬ 
ter results would be obtained if t.he 
bill, which authorizes the Director of the 
Department of Public Works to employ 
such special personnel, were to be 
amended to authorize this Council itself 
to engage the survey personnel. The 
operation of the plant by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works is under Investi¬ 
gation and it is unwise to permit the 
Director* to hire the persons who are to 
investigate his subordinates. The in¬ 
vestigation of municipal activities is a 
historic function of City Council. It 
should retain its prerogative and select 
experts who will give an impartial sur¬ 
vey of the whole problem and work 
with and report direct to City Council 
generally and this special committee in 
particular. 

(2) Bill No. 334, providing for the 
purchase of twenty-five trucks. We rec¬ 
ommended the truck purchase on Feb¬ 
ruary 9, 1942. Mayor Cornelius D. Scul¬ 
ly called this suggestion “irresponsible 
talk” and asked if we had checked with 


Donald M. Nelson. Our recommendation 
was flayed as “shockingly unpatriotic.” 
We hope the Mayor will reverse himself 
and sign the bill if passed by Council. 

(3) Bills No. 333 and. 336, making ah 
appropriation and providing for con¬ 
tracts for the construction of railroad 
sidings and dock facilities for the load¬ 
ing of incinerator residue. 

We believe that the construction of 
railroad sidings or dock facilities will 
be found to be necessary. It is desira¬ 
ble that legislation be passed to get 
this program under way, although a 
final plan should not be adopted until 
the special consultants make their re¬ 
port, if directed to do so by the passage 
of Bill No. 336. 

We recommend that the City Clerk 
obtain copies, for distribution to the 
members of Council, of the reports of 
the Pennsylvania Economy League made 
in 1938 by Colonel Paul Hunt and his 
associates. These reports contain valu¬ 
able data and maps of plans for hauling 
of garbage and residue by barges and 
other facilities.

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a question of 
personal privilege. My remarks will 
have a bearing upon several phases of 
the construction of the Municipal Hos¬ 
pital, particularly to the report recently 
made by the special committee of Coun¬ 
cil investigating the Municipal Hospital 
by a committee consisting of Mr. Mc- 
Ardle and Mr. Gallagher, and also to the 
recent report made by the Committee of 
the Allegheny County Medical Society, 
and to several bills which are now be¬ 
fore this Council, including one of the 
Hannaford Company amounting to $22,- 
158.29, of the Beltz-Hoover Electric Com¬ 
pany amounting to $755.00, and of Jo¬ 
seph Breslove for an additional payment 
of $700.00. 

In May, 1937, the City Council au¬ 
thorized the Mayor and the Director of 
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the Department of Public Health to em¬ 
ploy an architect for the construction of 
the hospital. The ordinance was later 
amended to provide that the architect 
shall be a local architect. It had been 
the intention of the Mayor to employ 
Samuel Hannaford & Sons, who were 
specialists in the construction of hospi¬ 
tals, but after this legislation was passed 
in Council, Mr. Richard Irvin was com¬ 
missioned to make the plans. In due 
course the plans were submitted to City 
Council and were turned over to the De¬ 
partment of Lands and Buildings, which 
was commissioned to supervise the con¬ 
struction of the building, which, in 
turn, sent them down to the Bureau of 
Building Inspection. Upon examination 
of the plans, the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection refused to grant a permit, 
claiming that the plans were defective 
in many respects; that the columns 
were inadequate to support the building; 
and that hundreds of other errors and 
miscalculations were contained in the 
plans and specifications. The architect 
in the Department of Lands and Build¬ 
ings also made an attempt to examine 
the plans and reported that there were 
at least 300 errors contained in them. 
An attempt was made by this architect 
to correct the same in order that the 
building permit could be issued. 

In due course the job was advertised 
under these plans and let to various 
contractors. When the contractors came 
on the job it was found that it was 
necessary to have new plans as they 
could not go ahead under the old plans. 
The job dragged along for a year, and 
it was not until the latter part of 1938 
—over a year after Mr. Irvin had been 
employed—that it finally became neces¬ 
sary to employ another architect. 

In the meantime the Federal Works 
Administration requested the Council to 
transfer the job to the Public Works 
Department as that department was 
better equipped for supervision. This 
was done by resolution of Council. 

I believe it was in July, 1938, that 
conferences were held with Mr. Irvin 
and Mr. Van Arsdall of the Hannaford 
(Company in the office of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. These confer¬ 
ences were attended by the Mayor, City 
Solicitor Stewart, Director Roessing, 
Chief Engineer Croak, Mr. Van Arsdall, 
Mr. Irvin and myself. After long nego- 
tions an agreement was finally reached 


by which the Hannaford Company 
would purchase the architectural con¬ 
tract from Mr. Irvin for certain consid¬ 
erations, among which were that Mr. 
Irvin should retain the money already 
collected from the City, amounting to 
$49,000.00, and he was to be paid $30,- 
000.00 additional by the fiannaford 
Company out of funds as they became 
due on the contract. Thus Mr. Irvin 
received a total of approximately $79,- 
000.00, and the Hannaford Company 
were to receive the balance of the fee 
which amounted to approximately $38,- 
000 . 00 , 

When the Hannaford Company took 
the job it was found that the plans fur¬ 
nished by Mr. Irvin were useless. Quot¬ 
ing from a letter of the Samuel Hanna¬ 
ford Company shortly after the transfer 
was made, “The firm of Eichholz & Ir¬ 
vin, originally engaged as architects on 
this project, received a fee of $79,935.67, 
for preparing 97 drawings and 4 specifi¬ 
cations—^all of which were practically 
worthless; whereas we (Samuel Hanna¬ 
ford and Sons) are to be paid a fee of 
$38,300.00 for preparing 90 new draw¬ 
ings, 6 addenda, 4 specifications, and for 
performing the administrative work and 
supervision of construction for a period 
of 15 months.” Quoting another section 
of their letter, “We were, to a great ex¬ 
tent, able to recover the sum of 
$156,000.00 in connection with contrac¬ 
tors change orders, contractors .special 
claims and items declared ineligible for 
grant by P. W. A.” 

During the period preceding the time 
when the job was assigned to the Han¬ 
naford Company, an attempt to 
straighten out the plans for the heating 
plant, I engaged the services of Mr. Bres- 
love to go over these plans, for which I 
agreed to ask the Council to pay him 
$500.00. Upon his examination it was 
found that entirely new plans would 
have to be made, which he proceeded to 
do, and asked for additional compensa¬ 
tion of $700.00, which has not been 
paid. 

The plans furnished by Mr. Irvin pro¬ 
vided for the installation of a low pres¬ 
sure heating plant where the require¬ 
ments of the job were for a high pres¬ 
sure heating plant. After the job was 
turned over to the Hannaford Company 
it was found necessary to entirely re¬ 
draw the heating plans and all of thr 










































































mechanical plans. No use whatsoever 
being made of the plans of the Irvin 
Company. This applied to the electrical 
plans, the wiring plans and the plumb¬ 
ing plans. As the building was already 
under construction, it was necessary for 
the Hannaford Company to prepare 
plans for ^ach floor as the building went 
up and hundreds of change orders were 
issued on all of the contracts. They 
advised me that they paid to Mr. O. W. 
Motts, Mechanical Engineer, $6,435.00 for 
preparing 22 heating and ventilating 
drawings, 13 electrical working drawings 
and 5 plumbing drawings, all of Irvin’s 
drawings having been scrapped. At the 
conclusion of the job, the Pleisher Con¬ 
struction Co., which had the general con¬ 
tract, the Graham Piping Company 
which had the heating contract, the 
Weldon & Kelly Company, which had 
the plumbing contract, and the Hale 
Electric Company, which had the elec¬ 
tric contract, presented claims for ex¬ 
tras in the amount of $145,054.92. These 
extras were finally settled for $96,496.00. 
All of this expense would have been 
unnecessary if proper plans had been 
prepared in the first place. Additional 
claims were presented by these same 
contractors for delay due to the mis¬ 
handling of the job, amounting to $117,- 
113.22. These claims were finally settled 
for $66,555.96, making a total unneces¬ 
sary cost to the City of $153,051.96, 
caused by Mr. Irvin’s defective drawings. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Irvin 
included in the original contract for 
excavating, which was executed by the 
Busse Company, a large concrete fence 
around the building, which was totally 
unnecessary, and Installed certain con¬ 
crete cribbing in the front and the rear 
of the building, a large part of which 
had to be later removed, and caused an 
extra expense to the City of an addi¬ 
tional $100,000.00, making a total unnec- 
cessary expense of approximately $250,- 
000 . 00 . 

Mr. Irvin presented an estimate of the 
cost of the entire project of $1,525,000.00. 
The actual cost of the job when com¬ 
pleted was about $2,225,000.00. The 
building could not have been built at 
all except that the Federal Works Ad¬ 
ministration came into the picture in 
1938 and offered a grant of 45 per cent, 
which made it possible for us to build 
the structure. 

I am protesting against the appoint¬ 


ment of Mr. Irvin as administrator of 
the W. P. A. because I feel that his per¬ 
formance on the Municipal Hospital is a 
fair criterion of the performance that 
may be expected of him as Administra¬ 
tor of the W. P. A. I think he is en¬ 
tirely incompetent as was demonstrated 
in his attempt to build this building. 
Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr, President:—I, too, rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege, and do not 
want my remarks to be construed as 
taking Mr. Irvin’s part in his effort to 
become State Administrator of the W. 
P. A. I do not know anything about 
that; and it is none of Council’s busi¬ 
ness. 

When the plans were prepared for the 
Municipal Hospital and prior to the 
time of the award of the contract by 
the city, and prior to the application of 
the City for a 45 per cent, grant from 
the Federal Government, were not the 
plans for this hospital approved by the 
Federal P. W. A. before It offered or 
made the grant? I would like that 
question answered. 

Mr, Evans said: 

Mr. President: — In answer to Mr. 
Leonard, the grant, as we understand, 
was made on the hospital costing so 
much. The plans were not examined. 
Mr. Leonard: 

Isn’t it law that the Public Works Ad¬ 
ministration would have to approve the 
plans and design of the hospital before 
it made the grant of 45 per cent? 

Mr. Evans said: 

I would say No. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

I differ with you. The plans had to 
be approved by the Public Works Ad¬ 
ministration oefore the grant was made. 
Mr. Evans said: 

I do not think so. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

• Will you look it up? The certificate 
of purpose of the City of Pittsburgh 
provided that they have the plans ap- 
proved by the issuance of the certificate. 
The Federal Government had to approve 
the plans before it issued the 45 per 
cent, grant. Any construction done up 
to that time had to be approved by the 
Public Works Inspectors. 

Mr. Evans said: 

Yes, Sir. 
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Mr. Leonard said: performed in connection with, the con- 


And they approved it? 

Mr. Evans said: 

They approved It all. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President: — I was a member of 
Council in 1939 and for some mysterious 
reason there was a change in the De¬ 
partment of Lands and Buildings and 
the Department of Public Health, and 
all of a sudden (I don’t know anything 
about) legislation came in for the trans¬ 
fer of the architectural duties from 
Eichholtz & Irvin to Samuel Hannaford 
& Sons. I think I know as much about 
the construction business as anybody in 
this body, or for that matter in the 
Mayor’s office, because that is my trade. 

At the time the legislation for the 
transfer of the architects was under 
consideration, I was given to understand 
that it was not Eichholtz & Irvin who 
made the blunders, but our own Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Buildings. I do not 
believe in anybody being made a guinea 
pig. While we are at it, let us investi¬ 
gate the Director of the Department of 
Lands and Buildings and the Director of 
the Department of Public Health. Lex¬ 
us stop quibbling. I am not defending I 
Eichholtz & Irvin, I do not believe it 
is Council’s prerogative to intervene as 
to who should be State Administrator of 
the W. P. A. I do not know whether 
Eichholtz & Irvin were guilty of making 
blunders in the construction of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Hospital, and no member of this 
body knows that. Nobody on the in¬ 
side knew what was going on. The hos¬ 
pital is built, and I think we ought to 
make the greatest possible use of it. 
The Allegheny County Medical Society 
made certain recommendations and so 
has Mr. Evans with respect to the hos¬ 
pital, and I heartily agree with some of 
the things they recommend. 

Mr. \Vo!k arose and said:

the United Fuel Gas Company, West 
Virginia, which wholesales to the Man¬ 
ufacturers Light and Heat Company 
for distribution in Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
that similar complaint be also brought 
against the wholesale rates of Pitts¬ 
burgh and West Virginia Gas Company, 
West Virginia, which sells to the 
Equitable Gas Company, Pittsburgh, for 
distribution in Pittsburgh, Pa.

The adoption of the resolution, 
Mr. Gallagher said, 

Mr. President:—In offering this reso¬ 
lution, I am moved to action by the 
recent rate refunds ordered by the 
State Utility Commission, reported at 
$1,900,000.00 for the year 1940. 


It was March 8, 1937, five years ago, 
I introduced the resolution in Coun¬ 
cil asking the gas companies to ap¬ 
pear before the Mayor and the Coun¬ 
cil to show cause why their rates 
should not be voluntarily reduced. Re¬ 
ferred to Committee it was unanimous¬ 
ly adopted March 15th. About this 
time I learned that an organization had 
been formed by cities of the middle 
West to bring about municipal co¬ 
operation for the reduction of gas 
rates. This organization was known as 
"The Cities Alliance.” I got in touch 
with John W. Smith, then President 
of Common Council, I>etroit, Michigan; 
William C. Reed, then Chairman of 
the Utilities Commission of the Cleve¬ 
land City Council, and Luke J, Scheer, 
Secretary of the Cities Alliance. Ac¬ 
companied by Joseph A. Langfitt, then 
Special City Solicitor in charge of util¬ 
ity litigation, and Jojin H. Smith, City 
Utility Engineer, I met the officials 
of the Cities Alliance at the Hollenden 
Hotel, Cleveland, Ohio. 

Being convinced that they were prop¬ 
erly organized and had a full apprecia¬ 
tion of their objective, I returned to 
Pittsburgh and introduced a resolution 
advocating that the City of Pittsburgh 
join the Alliance to get Federal regula¬ 
tion which would control the whole¬ 
sale cost of natural gas as delivered tc 
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our local distributing companies. That 
resolution then passed by the City of 
Pittsburgh helped to get the Federal 
Natural Gas Act through Congress and 
place its administration in the hands 
of the Federal Power Commission. 

Naturally then, I am moved again to 
bring to the attention of this Federal 
Power Commission, the high wholesale 
rates inflicted on our local distribut¬ 
ing companies. It will help hold up 
the hands of the State Commission 
which took up our case and has finally 
rendered judgment which I hope will 
stand. 

The fly in the ointment is the high 
wholesale rate charged our operating 
companies by the holding and operat¬ 
ing companies, who alone, are under 
the Jurisdiction of the Federal Power 
Commission. Cincinnati, Toledo, Cleve¬ 
land, Columbus—practically all the large 
Ohio cities—using natural gas have 
brought complaints to the Federal 
Power Commission which have helped 
the State Commissions greatly, because 
the State Commissions have been power¬ 
less to inquire into the wholesale costs 
for gas delivery to the distributing 
companies. 

In carrying forward the fight to have 
natural gas rates reduced in the City 
of Pittsburgh I introduced the follow¬ 
ing bills:

I return herewith without my ap¬ 
proval your Bill No. 359. My reason 
for so doing is the fact that the resolu¬ 
tion can accomplish no constructive 
purpose whatsoever, as the following 
telegram makes clear: 

“Mayor Cornelius D. Scully, 

City Hall, Pittsburgh, 

Concerning the building of an In¬ 
cinerator at Pittsburgh, due to the 


amount of critical materials involved 
we will be forced to reject the ap¬ 
plication. We appreciate the vigorous 
presentation of your case, but never¬ 
theless war conditions and the 
necessity of using these materials 
for our soldiers at the front makes 
this position absolutely necessary. 

Maury Maverick, Chief, 
Governmental Requirements, 
War Production Board.” 

Obviously the Council is wasting its 
time discussing the possibility of erect¬ 
ing a new incinerator plant at this 
time. May I respectfully suggest that 
the Council terminate speedily its sub¬ 
committee investigation, which is a 
bottleneck for essential legislation, and 
get down to the business of really doing 
what we can to give this City the 
garbage and rubbish collection system 
to which its citizens are entitled. 

I think the majority of your mem¬ 
bership will agree with me, as their 
past action has shown, that up to the 
present, this so-called investigation has 
been “full of sound and fury, signifying 
nothing.” Let’s cut out the politics and 
get down to cases.

it might be brought before Council and 
considered with other legislation that 
has already been presented, and that 
Council might discuss this proposition. 

The Mayor has decided, without con¬ 
sulting the Council, that we cannot 
build a new incinerator plant. He 
quotes in his veto message, or inserts 
in it, a telegram from Mr. Maverick 
who is connected with the Federal 
Government. The Mayor says that de¬ 
spite the vigorous presentation of his 
case the Government cannot see fit to 
grant the necessary priorities on this 
plant. In the first place, Mr, Maverick 
can not decline or turn down any pri¬ 
orities because neither the Mayor nor 
Mr. Maverick knew what priorities we 
might need if the Council decided that 
we do need an additional incinerator 
plant. 

I have information from Washington 
that, in the event a health hazard 
exists in the City of Pittsburgh by 
virtue of the City not being able to 
dispose of its garbage, the Government 
would very seriously consider granting 
us any priorities that we might need. 
But that is not the point. 

We only asked that legislation be pre¬ 
pared—and the President of this body 
had advocated the presentation of reso¬ 
lutions or legislation—so that we might 
on Wednesday next discuss the whole 
garbage problem. The Mayor has seen 
fit to veto that resolution. 

The Mayor, in his veto message, has 
not taken the position one way or 
another that the present plant is ade¬ 
quate to dispose of the City’s 
garbage and rubbish. I have publicly 
taken the position that the present 
incinerator plant is not adequate to 
meet the needs of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I would like the Mayor to go on 
record as to whether he thinks the 
present plant can cope with our present 
situation. 

I think by the veto of that resolution 
on the grounds that he vetoed it, that 
it is an insult to the membership of 


this Council. The resolution passed 
unanimously in the committee. Certain 
members reserved the right to vote 
against any legislation that might be 
brought in. That was fair. 

I have no quarrel with any member 
of Council for taking such a stand. 
The Mayor by vetoing this resolution 
is denying the members of Council the 
right to discuss that legislation. 

The Mayor has vetoed a resolution; 
not an ordinance. The only thing that 
that resolution does is to request the 
Law Department to bring in legislation 
properly drawn to be considered by this 
body. 

And the Mayor, in his veto message, 
injects into the subject something en¬ 
tirely foreign to the matter. He un¬ 
fairly takes a “crack” at the special 
committee of Council which is studying 
the garbage situation. My resolution had 
nothing at all to do with the actions 
of this special committee. My resolution 
was presented with the firm conviction 
that the present incinerator plant is 
not large enough to take care of the 
situation that confronts the City today 
in the matter of disposing of our muni¬ 
cipal garbage and rubbish. 

When we vote on this veto, I hope 
the members of Council will bear this 
in mind, that if the members of this 
Council are going to sit here and vote 
to sustain a veto that prohibits one of 
our department heads from preparing 
legislation, you will never be allowed 
to get anything before this Council 
unless the Mayor approves; and I ask 
this Council to override the Mayor on 
this veto, in order to get the necessary 
legislation before Council. We should 
serve notice on the Mayor that the 
members of this Council are qualified 
and able to run this situation and cope 
with the garbage and rubbish situa¬ 
tion better than he, or at least as good 
as the Mayor, and for that reason I ask 
Council to override the Mayor’s veto. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Ordinarily I would not 
dignify the Mayor’s remarks with an 
answer, but as Mr. McArdle has pointed 
out, his resolution only authorizes the 
Department of Law to prepare legisla¬ 
tion to erect another incinerator if 
needed. 
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When I moved to adopt Mr. McArdle’s 
resolution, I said I was not ready to 
say whether I was in favor of building 
another incinerator plant. 

The Mayor in vetoing the resolution 
presented by Mr. McArdle, took another 
snipe at the special committee that 
was appointed to try to solve this prob¬ 
lem. He quotes that the “committee is 
nothing but sound and fury.” If my 
memory serves me right, the Mayor 
never did anything concrete to solve 
this problem. When it comes down to 
“sound and fury,” that is all we got 
from the Mayor. When your special 
committee submitted a preliminary re¬ 
port, making certain recommendations 
to the Mayor and the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, which 
would have corrected some of the con¬ 
ditions at the incinerator plant, the 
Mayor came in here with a 13-page 
speech and attacked the members of 
the special committee who had the 
courage of their conviction. If any 
fair-minded person would analyze that 
speech, he would find nothing but 
“sound and fury” in it. 

The members of this Council have 
certain rights and if a member of this 
Council presents a resolution requesting 
a department head to prepare legisla¬ 
tion to be considered and discussed 
by Council, the Mayor has no right to 
deny that member that privilege. I for 
one am going to vote to override the 
Mayor’s veto, and I hope every member 
of Council will do likewise. It is our 
prerogative to ask any Director to pre¬ 
pare legislation for submission to Coun¬ 
cil. The Mayor in vetoing this resolu¬ 
tion has taken an undue opportunity 
to take a crack at the special commit¬ 
tee which has for several months been 
trying to solve this garbage problem. 
Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—am not going to 
argue the point whether we need a new 
incinerator, or we do not. If you will 
recall, last week I particularly stressed 
the point that I was not in any way 
indicating, my conclusions as to the 
merits of the question. I even went 
further and called your attention to 
the practice, as long as I have been in 
in Council, that it was not necessary 
to present a resolution in order to 
obtain the preparation of legislation. 
Prom time to time in the last four 


years motions have been made that 
someone prepare legislation without 
Council in any way indicating its at¬ 
titude on the measure. Unfortunately, 
this is the first time in my experience 
that the request for the preparation 
of legislation was done in this fashion, 
and I called the attention of the mem¬ 
ber of Council sponsoring the resolu¬ 
tion to that effect. As a result of 
doing it that way, it created a situation 
that has never risen before and places 
ns in the position of voting on a 
measure which perhaps does not in¬ 
dicate the attitude of the membership. 
For example, if I vote to sustain the 
Mayor’s veto, it is only because I do 
not think the method used is correct; 
and if the member of Council will 
make a motion in Coxincil, not a resolu¬ 
tion, requesting the Law Department to 
prepare that legislation, I will vote for 
it, which, in no way, Indicates my at¬ 
titude on the merits of the proposition. 
That is the proper procedure to follow. 
I said that when the resolution was 
originally up for consideration and I 
repeat it today, that if that procedure 
had been followed, it would not have 
gone to the Mayor for his action. The 
whole matter is now confused. If I 
vote to sustain the Mayor’s veto, and 
Mr. McArdle will make a motion that 
the Law Department prepare the legis¬ 
lation which he desires, 1 will vote 
for such a motion, 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—In answer to my 
friend, Mr. Wolk, there is nothing 
wrong with presenting such a resolu¬ 
tion. The reason I presented the 
resolution is because I was informed 
that such legislation entails the con¬ 
sultation of our Law Department with 
our bond attorneys. 

Of course, Mr. Wolk has a lot of con¬ 
fidence in the department heads. Maybe 
he is right when he says those things. 
There have been motions passed by this 
Council which have been disregarded 
by department heads since I have been 
a member. We might as well face 
the facts so far as I am concerned. 

When 1 present a resolution on some¬ 
thing as Important as this, I want 
action, 

I want the Law Department to know 
that it is important—and while you 
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can vote to sustain the Mayor if you 
wish, I am going to ask for a vote 
on this veto. The Mayor could do like 
he does with hundreds of other papers— 
let the thing go for ten days. He did 
not have to Inject himself into this 
thing. And as I said in my opening re¬ 
marks, I think he used my resolution 
as an opportunity to take a dig at the 
special committee that is investigating 
the incinerator plant and the garbage 
and rubbish situation. 

If there was ever a veto message sent 
to a legislative body that is so far out 
of line, this is the one. If the Mayor 
wanted to make a suggestion to the 
membership of this Council, he could 
have done so by sending in a communi¬ 
cation; or he could have asked the 
special committee to file its report, as 
his spKJkesman in the Council—the lead¬ 
er—has been urging for the last two 
weeks. I think the Mayor is acquainted 
with that. There is nothing in my reso¬ 
lution which deals at all with this 
special committee investigating the 
garbage and rubbish situation and our 
Incinerator plant. I think he is far out 
of line, and certainly he hit below the 
belt when he injects that into his 
veto message because my resolution had 
nothing to do with that question. 

And the question recurring, “Shall 
the resolution become a law notwith¬ 
standing the objections of the Mayor?”

Communication from 
the Pittsburgh Central Labor Union 
submitting resolution adopted by said 
organization opposing City operation of 
parking facilities along the Mononga- 
hela and Allegheny rivers.

I herewith return without approval 
your Bill No. 401. Attached to this com¬ 
munication is an opinion rendered me 
by the City Solicitor which, I venture 
to say, had your body sought and ob- 

















































































tained, would iiave resulted in your de¬ 
cision to abstain from the action pro¬ 
jected by your bill. 

In brief, the Solicitor informs me 
that the resolution is “not legally 
valid” in that it contravenes the Act 
of Assembly governing this subject and 
is furthermore in conflict with previous 
legislation passed by your own body. In 
view of these circumstances, regardless 
of the merits of the proposal, I have no 
option but that of returning the legis¬ 
lation without approval. 

I fully appreciate the sincerity of 
purpose which guides the majority of 
your body in seeking to limit municipal 
expenditures to the requirements of 
public health and safety during this 
period of warfare which will determine 
the future liberty of this country. This 
desire to aid in the war effort should 
stand as an example to those who in 
other legislative bodies betrayed by their 
absence or hostility their lack of inter¬ 
est in the security of the United States. 

I will be willing at all times, and 
will so instruct my department heads, 
to discuss with every member of Coun¬ 
cil whose motives are sincere, the ad¬ 
visability of leaving unfilled such vacan¬ 
cies as may arise through wartime 
service or from other causes, but I 
would remind Council that the salary 
bill under which the City operates is 
its own creation, subject to changes, 
revision, or repeal at any time, but I 
could not consider, nor could responsible 
members of your body, the possibility of 
decreasing the agencies of our common 
safety—the i>olice and firefighting forces 
and the guardians of the public health, 
whose work today is more vital than 
ever before.

Dear Sir: 

In reply to your request for an opin¬ 
ion as to the legality of Bill No. 401, 
being a Resolution directing department 
heads not to fill positions made vacant 
by reason of employes being inducted 


into the Armed Forces until Council 
passes upon the necessity for such re¬ 
placements, I wish to advise as follows: 

Bill No. 401 in form seems to be a 
motion of Council and as such has no 
legislative applicability, but simply ex¬ 
presses the opinion of Council in the 
matter. If Bill No. 401 is a motion, it 
does not require your approval, and 
has no binding effect except as an ex¬ 
pression of a policy by Council. The 
Bill has, however, been passed as a leg¬ 
islative Resolution and is now before 
you for your approval or disapproval, 
and therefore should be so considered 
by you. 

Considering the Bill as a Resolution, 
it is my opinion that it is not legally 
valid for several reasons: First, it seems 
to me to be a direct contravention of 
the Act of June 7, 1917, P. L. 600, 
which is the authority for the appoint¬ 
ment of substitute employes to take 
the place of those who have been in¬ 
ducted into the Armed Forces of the 
United States. Section 1 of the Act pro¬ 
vides, in part: 

“The duties of said office or em¬ 
ployment shall be performed by a sub¬ 
stitute who shall be appointed by the 
same authority who appointed such of¬ 
ficer or employe, if such authority 
shall deem the employment of such 
substitute necessary.” 

It is clear, therefore, that the Act of 
1917 contemplates the replacement of 
those who have been inducted into the 
Armed Forces in the same manner as 
the original appointments. The Act also 
places in the appK>inting officer the 
duty of determining the necessity of 
the appointment of a substitute. 

Article XII, Section 2, of the Charter 
Act provides: 

“The Directors or chief officers of 
departments shall appoint all sub¬ 
ordinate officers, clerks and employes 
by written order.” 

It is perfectly clear that Council has 
no function in the original appoint¬ 
ment, and that under the above statu¬ 
tory provisions can have, therefore, no 
function in the appointment of the 
substitutes. Moreover, Bill No. 401 is In 
conflict with the provisions of Resolu¬ 
tion No. 31, approved February 17, 1942, 
and recorded in Resolution Book Vol. 
10, Page 186, which provides: 
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“The respective heads of .the de¬ 
partments shall be authorized to fill 
vacancies of employes inducted or en¬ 
listed in the Military or Naval Service 
of the United States at such salary 
as may be determined by the heads 
of the respective departments, not to I 
exceed the amount fixed for the in¬ 
cumbents.” 

While it might be argued that Bill 
No. 401 repeals the above Resolution 
by implication, that fact is called to 
your attention for your information in 
considering Bill No. 401. It is my opin¬ 
ion, however, that even though Bill 
No. 401 does repeal by implication 
Resolution No, 31, Council is still with- , 
cut the power to take such action in 
view of the statutory authority referred 
to hereinabove.

shall first submit to the City Council 
their reason for the necessity of ap¬ 
pointing substitutes to fill such vacan¬ 
cies to serve during the absence of said 
employes, and shall have obtained the 
authority of Council to do so, and 
providing further that the City Con¬ 
troller shall not place the name of any 
substitute on any payroll to replace 
those called into the Armed Forces 
until certified to do so by proper au¬ 
thority of City Council. 

In Council, March 23, 1942, read, 
rule suspended, read a second and 
third timdf^and finally passed. 

Which was read. 

And on the question “Shall the reso¬ 
lution become a law notwithstanding 
the objections of the Mayor;” 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As I predicted Tues¬ 
day last, the Mayor vetoed my resolu¬ 
tion. In his veto message, the Mayor 
notifies, or informs, Council that the 
salary ordinance is an ordinance of 


Council, and throws back into the laps 
of this Council the responsibility of 
raising, what I estimate, to be some¬ 
where between Three Hundred and Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars in revenue, 
which was not anticipated in the bud¬ 
get, to pay for the people that the 
Mayor will put on the payroll during 
this emergency. And as usual he again 
enfolds himself in the Stars and Stripes 
and makes this a war measure. In my 
opinion and Judgment, the opinion of 
the City Solicitor states that it is 
only an expression of this Council as 
to what they think, or the majority of 
this Council thought, when that resolu¬ 
tion passed, should be the policy of the 
Administration. The Mayor insults the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh by 
vetoing a resolution that his Solicitor 
said was illegal. Other legal opinions 
differ with that of our City Solicitor. 
He sent this message to Council after 
he made a public statement to the pub¬ 
lic press in which he did not discuss, 
or at least the public press did not 
print, the merits of the resolution, but 
discussed my actions in the Congress 
of the United States. 

I here and now challenge the Mayor 
of the City of Pittsburgh to discuss 
my public life since I have been elected 
a public official and also my private 
life in business anywhere or at any 
time the Mayor would like to discuss 
it. The people of Pittsburgh are not 
concerned about what Joe McArdle did 
as a member of the Congress of the 
United States. The people of the 
Thirty-third Congressional District elect¬ 
ed me twice to the Congress of the 
United States. Both times I did not 
have the support of the then Mayor and 
now Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 
for which I am grateful. 

The people of Pittsburgh today are 
interested in whether or not we are go¬ 
ing to try to run this government with¬ 
in the appropriations made by this 
Council in their budget session last 
year. The people of Pittsburgh are pay¬ 
ing the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh 
$15,000.00 a year to be the chief exe¬ 
cutive of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
not to discuss the record of Joe Mc¬ 
Ardle in Congress, I don’t know why 
the Mayor is hiding behind Joe Mc- 
Ardle’s record as a Congressman. The 
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record for wjiich I make no apologies to 
anyone. 

Joe McArdle in the State Legislature, 
in the Congress of the United States, 
and up until now, and until his term 
expires, will continue to be the Coun¬ 
cilman that he was the Congressman 
and that he was the Legislator; and 
that is what he is going to be. I do 
not have to be called anywhere; I do 
not have to have secretaries advising 
me; I do not have to have a lot of 
people telling me what to do. I was 
elected to Council, and I believe that 
I am well qualified to fill this ;)ob. 

The Mayer, in his message, says that 
we made a salary bill, which the Coun¬ 
cil did. This emergency of war was 
declared and Council was immediately 
confronted with a problem. I presented 
a resolution trying to maintain Coun¬ 
cil’s position and to let the Administra¬ 
tion know the Council’s attitude on the 
filling of these positions. There is 
nothing in the resolution that says, and 
there has never been a statement made 
by me, that any job was made vacant 
by virtue of an employee going into 
the military service, should remain va¬ 
cant for the duration. All my resolu¬ 
tion does is to serve notice on the Ad¬ 
ministration that Coimcil wants to 
economize in the filling of these posi¬ 
tions; that it was Council’s job to get 
the money to carry on the city govern¬ 
ment. 

Nine members of this Council last 
year—I was not a member—set a tax 
rate. The Democratic Party of Pitts¬ 
burgh promised the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh lower taxes. Lower taxes mean 
economy; lower taxes mean savings 
wherever it is at all possible. Here is 
one place that I think a savings can be 
effected. The Mayor said he would be 
satisfied to discuss it with some mem¬ 
bers of Council, if I remember correctly 
the reading of the message, or the sin¬ 
cere members of Council maybe he said, 
and would so notify his directors. The 
only way that that can be discussed, 
in my opinion, is to be discussed over 
that table (indicating) when the nine 
members of Council, elected by the peo¬ 
ple, are present; and I make the predic¬ 
tion here and now that these jobs will 
be filled and Council will not be con¬ 
sulted; and in spite of the Mayor’s 


veto, I ask the membership of this body 
to vote for the resolution. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—voted for this reso¬ 
lution originally and did so in ignor¬ 
ance of the expressed provisions of the 
Act of 1917, which provides that the 
appointing power shall likewise appoint 
the substitutes. The Act does not give 
the Mayor full authority toward the 
consequences which my friend McArdle 
complains about. The Act specifically 
provides that the substitute shall get no 
more than the remainder of the appro¬ 
priation to the office after the person 
who has been inducted into the mili¬ 
tary or naval service of the United 
States has been paid. So that if the 
budget is to be increased, it requires 
the specific action of Council before 
any additional moneys can be allocated 
to the salaries of a particular office. So 
I therefore say in voting to sustain 
this veto we do not abrogate our power. 
We possess full power to say whether 
we are going to give any substitute 
more than we originally appropriated in 
the budget. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Certainly Mr. Duff 
might be correct, but is Mr. Duff or 
the other members of this body going 
to ask, and can they get, men to work 
for half pay? Any may I ask whether 
or not the people, who have already 
been appointed under this Act, received, 
as members of the Detective Division, 
half pay, or whether or not they re¬ 
ceived full pay? I cannot answer that, 
but I will have an answer, if a payday 
has passed, for the committee tomorrow. 
Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—did not intend to 
speak on this veto, but, after listening 
to the remarks that have been made, I 
want to call attention to the fact that 
there are a few things going on around 
this Council which we are missing, and 
they are very serious. 

In regard to the resolution under dis¬ 
cussion, I want to say that it is Coun¬ 
cil’s duty to watch every penny of the 
public’s that is spent. Council has only 
been in office three months, and our 
budget has increased $100,000.00 in this 
time. I think that is a serious item. 
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I believe it is Council’s duty to deter¬ 
mine whether a position made va¬ 
cant by an employe leaving for the 
armed forces of his country should be 
filled or not. There are many positions 
whicb could remain vacant without 
handicapping the services of that of¬ 
fice. I do not believe that applies to 
the police and fire bureaues. But there 
are a lot of other positions in the City 
service which could remain vacant with¬ 
out detriment to the service of that 
particular office. Take, for instance, 
the engineering department. If a va¬ 
cancy occurs in that department by 
reason of an employee entering the 
armed service of the United States, the 
position should not be filled, because 
the department cannot get materials on 
account of priorities. That is not what 
occurs, however. When a vacancy oc¬ 
curs in the department, the position is 
filled immediately. 

Council is ignored by department 
heads in filling positions. We are only 
a puppet body. On January 5th, this 
year, the Mayor showed that he had no 
respect or regard for Council, and I 
charge that I am a member of a pup¬ 
pet body. The Mayor did not submit 
to this Council, as the newly elected 
Mayor, the names of his department 
heads. This Council did not have an 
opportunity to express itself on these 
appointments. I do not know whether 
under the law the Mayor is required to 
submit these appointemnts or not, but 
I believe as a courtesy to this body he 
should have submitted the names of 
these appointees. I do not care how 
long I am bottled up. 

Getting back to the merits of the 
resolution which the Mayor vetoed, I 
want to say that this is one bill that 
has no political philosophy attached to 
it. If this resolution should become 
law, it will give Council an opportunity 
to scrutinize the payroll and save a 
few dollars. Some department heads 
have no respect for Council; and on 
the other hand we have some fine de¬ 
partment heads, who are willing at all 
times to co-operate with Council, So 
far as filling these positions, Council has 
no say. Council in four years does not 
get an opportunity to express what 
might be right or wrong. There will 
be no legislation submitted to Council 
to fill any vacancy if it looks like this 
Council is trying to save money. 


Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I Just want to answer 
Mr. McArdle’s question. He says no¬ 
body will work for half the salary fixed 
for the particular position to be filled. 

I take it that he will not. It brings 
up before this Council the question: Is 
the position necessary to be filled? 
Council will have to be satisfied at 
that time. If Council is satisfied, it will 
supply the money to pay the salary 
for that employe. If it is not satis¬ 
fied, the additional money will not be 
appropriated. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^May I ask the Chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee a ques¬ 
tion: Why was it necessary to appro¬ 
priate $50,000.00 to take care of the 
people who were inducted into the serv¬ 
ice of their country? If that is not the 
case, why not repeal that legislation and 
put the $50,000.00 back? If you do 
thait, you will have no appropriation. 
The Chair said: 

The gentleman has asked a question. 
Does the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee care to be interrogated? 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I take it that the 
action of Council was predicated upon 
the fact that we thought $50,000.00 was 
adequate to take care of the employees 
who were inducted into the armed serv¬ 
ices of the United States, and the sub¬ 
stitutes. We now find that that 
amount is grossly inadequate. I might 
say that I am not prepared to vote for 
an additional appropriation unless I am 
satisfied that the position is necessary 
and ought to be filled. 

Mr. Gallgher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I am going to vote 
to override the Mayor’s veto. The rea¬ 
son I am going to vote that way is 
this. As Mr. McArdle has pointed out, 
his resolution is an economy measure. 
As I stated in committee, when this 
resolution was before the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, that this Council is only at¬ 
tempting to do what private industry 
in many many cases is doing. The 
Mayor, in his veto message, brings up 
the question of curtailing the services 
of the police and fire bureaus. It is 
not the intention of any member of 
Council to curtail the services of these 
























bureaus, or any other essential function 
of the City Government. As I interpret 
this resolution, it is a stop cock in 
appointing people to positions where 
we find that these positions are not 
necessary to be filled. In private indus¬ 
try, where a person is inducted into the 
service of the country, that vacancy is 
not filled, and the other employees in 
that office help to perform the duties 
of the person so inducted into the 
service of the United States. The same 
thing should hold true with respect to 
city employees. 

Today we are going to vote on a bill 
on the calendar to increase the per¬ 
sonnel of the incinerator, and when 
that bill is up, I am going to make 
some remarks. 

There is nothing said about increas¬ 
ing the revenues of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

When it comes down to filling some 
unnecessary job to take care of some¬ 
body that they wanted to take care of, 
that position was filled. That was done 
in many cases, and I plead guilty to 
voting for such positions upon recom¬ 
mendations of the executive department 
even though the positions were unneces¬ 
sary and because somebody else thought 
it was necessary, and I went along with 
that recommendation. 

Mr. Leonard has hit the nail on the 
head. The Mayor did not show the 
Council the courtesy of who were going 
to be the directors of the various de¬ 
partments. I do not know what the 
statute provides, but Council was not 
given the courtesy of considering those 
names. 

I say Mr. McArdle’s resolution is an 
economy measure and would give the 
members of Council some say when a 
vacancy occurs, and whether that posi¬ 
tion should be filled. 

For the reasons given, I <am going to 
vote to override the Mayor’s veto. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr, President:— I just want to say 
a word. I have been under a mis¬ 
apprehension on this whole matter. I 
understood when we voted the $50,000.- 
00 appropriation, it was to pay the 
soldiers’ half pay while in the service 
of the United States. It was not to 
pay the difference in salary to the new 
employee. I question the validity of 


the whole proceeding, and it is up to 
the lawyers now to decide. Because 
of the confusion that has arisen, I am 
going to vote to sustain the Mayor’s 
veto. I do not understand the situa¬ 
tion. I believe further legislation will 
be required. I have grave doubts that 
the appropriation of $50,000.00 is legal. 

And the question recurring “Shall the 
resolution become a law notwithstand¬ 
ing the objections of the Mayor?’’

Gentlemen:— - 

I return herewith, unapproved, your 
Bill No. 395, I take this action regret¬ 
fully because I know, personally, the 
employe affected, and I know him to 
be an efficient and faithful public 
servant. 

However, the increase in salary pro¬ 
vided in the bill is against all sound 
public policy for this City and for 
your honorable body, setting, as it does, 
a precedent of individual pay increases 
which cannot help but create additional 
demands for such individual treatment 
and thus further accentuate the in¬ 
equalities already existent in the City’s 
wage and salary structure. 

I might point out to your body, using 
this case as an example, just how such 
inequalities arise. In 1936, when this 
administration took office, the salary 
for the job considered in your bill 
was $2,250.00 per annum. In 1937 it 
was Increased to $2,480.00, and in 1938 
it was further increased to $2,890.00. 
Now it is proposed to raise it to 
$3,450.00, or an increase in five years 
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of more than fifty per cent. The job 
would then carry a salary greater than 
that of the assistant superintendent or 
the chief clerk of the Bureau in which 
the chief wiring inspector is a sud- 
ordinate. 

I cannot justify such a salary dis¬ 
parity, nor can I consider It part of a 
wartime economy program for this 
City,

I wonder if an ordi¬ 
nance introduced by Mr. Leonard is 
not poison to the Administration. In 
order to get the record straight, I want 
to say that the only reason I intro¬ 
duced the ordinance is because I happen 
to be Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Safety. When the 1942 budget 
was being considered by Council, an in¬ 
crease in salary was promised the 
gentleman holding the position of Chief 
Wiring Inspector in the Bureau of 
Building Inspection, Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety. It was promised for this 
reason. The Chief Wiring Inspector for 
the City of Pittsburgh is a very im¬ 
portant position. He has charge of the 
inspection of all wiring installed in 
private buildings. During this emerg¬ 
ency we know that we need good men. 
The Mayor states that the salary of 
this particular employe has been in¬ 


creased over a period of years. That 
is probably true. I believe he is en¬ 
titled to this increase, because he has 
the final word in all wiring inspections, 
and is a good man for that position. 
This Increase in salary was also re¬ 
quested by business people in the City 
of Pittsburgh. The question of this in¬ 
crease came up on two different oc¬ 
casions during our deliberations on the 
budget, and action was deferred. It 
was agreed in conference by a majority 
of Council to grant this increase. I 
am going to keep my agreement. For 
that reason I am going to vote to 
override the Mayor’s veto. 

In the future, Mr. Chairman, I will 
ask that my name be kept off ordi¬ 
nances of this character, and you, or 
some other member favorable to the 
administration, present them. I for one 
do not care to introduce any more legis¬ 
lation. At the same time I want to 
serve notice on the City employes that 
I will help them when I think their 
cause is just and oppose them when 
I think they are wrong.

will hinder the successful operation of 
the incinerator plant. 

The Budget Controller has recom¬ 
mended to the Council that these posi¬ 
tions are necessary. I am going to 
make a careful check and see that if 
the granting of these positions, as the 
Budget Controller informed us is neces¬ 
sary, and whether it is going to in¬ 
crease the efficiency of the plant by 
granting the request of the new 
Superintendent of the plant. After 
a fair trial, if I find that the creating 
of these positions has not accomplished 
what we have been tjold it will accom¬ 
plish, I am going to bring legislation 
into this Council to abolish these posi¬ 
tions. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to vote 
for this ordinance, not because I think 
that all of these positions are needed, 
but because I do not want the people, 
charged with the responsibility of ef¬ 
ficiently collecting and disposing of our 
garbage and rubbish, to use the defeat 
of this bill as a reason for the failure 
of the incinerator and the collection 
system. I further want to make this 
prediction that the passage of this 
ordinance, contrary to the report of the 
Budget Controller, contrary to the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Superintendent of 
the incinerator plant and the Director 
of the Department of Public Works, is 
not going to solve the garbage problem 
as It now exists. These positions are 
not going to help very much during the 
peak season to dispose and take care 
of the problem that confronts us in 
the Refuse Department. I still say that 
our plant is too small. It cannot do the 
Job. I thought we should have held 
this legislation up until we had a 
further report from our special com¬ 
mittee. The majority of the member¬ 
ship, as usual, disagreed with them. I 
just want the record clear that this 
does not and will not solve our garbage 
problem.

At a meeting of the Committee on Fi¬ 
nance, held March 10, 1942, your Spe¬ 
cial Committee investigating the collec¬ 
tion and disposition of garbage and rub¬ 
bish had referred to it five bills for 
study and recommendation. 

We report and recommend as follows: 

Bill No. 333. An Ordinance appro¬ 
priating $30,000.00 for construction of 
railroad sidings for loading of incin¬ 
erator residue, etc. 

We favor passage of this Ordinance. 

Bill No. 334. An Ordinance for pur¬ 
chase of 25 trucks. 

We favored such action in our first re¬ 
port. We favored such action in our 
second report. We repeat our support of 
this measure for the third time. 

Bill No.*335. An Ordinance for con¬ 
tract for construction of railroad sid¬ 
ing, etc. 

We favor passage of this measure. 

Bill No. 336. An Ordinance to tem¬ 
porarily employ consultants, etc. 

In reference to this bill, it was 
amended by motion to have the Sub¬ 
committee contact the officials in 
charge of the incinerator plants in New 
York, Baltimore and Cincinnati and re¬ 
quest them to come to Pittsburgh and 
make a thorough survey of our Incin¬ 
erator problems. The Sub - Committee 
carried out the motion and received re¬ 
plies from the cities named: 

In view of the fact that the cities 
invited have declined to come to Pitts¬ 
burgh, your Special Committee recom¬ 
mends that Richard Neff, Budget Con¬ 
troller, and John H. Smith, Public Util¬ 
ity Engineer, be instructed to make an 
investigation and report on the collec¬ 
tion and disposition of garbage and rub¬ 
bish in the City of Pittsburgh, and re¬ 
port back to Council as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

Bill No. 337. An Ordinance amend¬ 
ing the Salary Ordinance. 

The objective of this bill is a mystery 
to us. No salary is stipulated, and we 
do not know if it is the purpose of the 
sponsor to place a premium on ineffi¬ 
ciency by raising the salary of the pres¬ 
ent head of the City Refuse Division. 

Your Special Committee will make a 
final report within three days after we 


receive the recommendations from Mr. 
Neff and Mr. Smith. 

At the same time we deny that this 
Committee is a bottleneck for necessary 
legislation. If the Administration would 
carry out the recommendations con¬ 
tained in this Committee’s first report, 
we would be well on the way to an ef¬ 
ficient operation of the incinerator 
plant. 

The delay in presenting a final report 
should not become a convenient alibi 
for this Administration’s failures in 
solving the garbage problem. 

The Administration does not need our 
final report to: 

(a) Enforce parking regulations to aid 
prompt collections. 

(b) Discharge incompetent personnel. 

(c) Detour trucks to avoid traffic 
jams. 

(d) Cooperate with charitable organi¬ 
zations in salvaging waste mater¬ 
ials and thus reduce the abnormal 
rubbish load handled directly by 
City trucks. 

(e) Establish a policy of separating 
garbage and rubbish- 

(f) Adjust schedule and changes of 
collections from commercial and 
apartment houses. 

(g) Amend the building code for the 
installation of Incinerators in 
large buildings and apartment 
houses. 

These are administrative functions 
and the Council should not be expected 
to perform this work. Let the officials 
charged with the responsibility of solv¬ 
ing these problems do the jobs for 
which they are paid and end the buck- 
passing.

Mr. Evans presented 

No. 542. RESOLVED, That the 
Budget Controller be and he is hereby 
requested to furnish Council, at the ear¬ 
liest possible date, the amount of money 
necessary for establishment of the three 
platoon system of the Bureau of Fire, 
together with the increase in millage 
caused thereby, estimated on the basis 
of the percentage of collections.

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a question of 
personal privilege, and the reason I do 
so is to speak on the playground situa¬ 
tion as it exists in Pittsburgh today. 

Within the past week or two, there has 
been some caustic comments made 
about our playgrounds. 

I was surprised to read in the public 
press yesterday that the Director of the 
Department of Public Works referred to 
the playground situation as a sham bat¬ 
tle. It is not a sham battle as far as I 
am concerned. 

We are confronted with a serious 
problem with respect to our play¬ 
grounds; more so this year than at any 
time in the history of Pittsburgh. 

The country is observing an extra 
hour of daylight, and it is possible that 
an additional hour wil be declared be¬ 
cause of the war emergency, and this 
will give the people of Pittsburgh more 
time in which to use our playgrounds. 
Therefore, every endeavor to put them 
in proper shape should be made by the 
proper city authorities. 

Saturday and Sunday I visited sev¬ 
eral playgrounds in the City, and I can 
report that there is no baseball field on 
any city playground in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh fit for use. 

The Bureau of Recreation has some- 
w^hat of a program to put these play 


fields in condition, but they will prob¬ 
ably not commence work on them until 
the end of this month. 

During the budget sessions I brought 
this question up, that work to put these 
playgrounds in shape should commence 
about the first of March. Council was 
in accord with that proposal, and con¬ 
curred in the statement I made that 
the work on our playgrounds started too 
late in the season. 

The other day, when the playground 
question came up in committee. Direc¬ 
tor Roessing of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works did not seem to be interested 
in this type of recreational facility for 
the people of Pittsburgh. He refers in 
yesterday’s press statement to the fact 
that the only playgrounds that the 
Council is interested in are the Larimer 
Avenue, Ream, Ormsby, Young and West 
Penn Playgrounds. I know that you 
gentlemen are all familiar with these 
playgrounds, and every one of them is 
vitally needed. We pointed out in com¬ 
mittee last Tuesday that, w.hile it was 
raining that day, pi*obably in a few days 
we would have good weather, and then 
was the time to start work in putting 
these playgrounds in shape for spring 
and summer use. 

I looked at one of these playgrounds— 
the Larimer Avenue Playground. There 
is no place in the City of Pittsburgh 
which is more of a slum district than 
in and around Larimer Avenue. I lived 
in that neighborhood all my life, and 
know whereof I speak. In 1930 the Ad¬ 
ministration tore down, a large mansion, 
known as the Loggia mansion, and 
within the last two years it came along 
and erected a small building, 15 x 15 
feet, in the middle of that playground. 
That not only prevents the playing of 
hard ball, but also mushball. Because 
of the lack of a suitable fence around 
this playground, papers and all type of 
rubbish blow onto the field, and the 
dust arising from the field is a nuisance 
to those using the playground as well 
as the people in the immediate vicinity. 
Here is one field that should be taken 
care of. 

I am not criticizing the Bureau of 
Recreation. Its hands are tied by the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works who has no interest in play- 
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grounds. TJie Bureau of Recreation 
should not be under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Public Works. It 
should be a separate and distinct de¬ 
partment and be headed by a man in¬ 
terested in playground work, and he 
should have the co-operation of all em¬ 
ployees in his department. 

The Greater Pittsburgh Amateur 
Baseball Federation is composed of out¬ 
standing citizens of our City, who are 
interested in promoting amateur base¬ 
ball; and these men are Philip B. Weav¬ 
er, Harbison-Walker Refractories Com¬ 
pany; Everett H. Sweeney; Gilmore Drug 
Company; Harry W. Fowler, Principal 
Assistant Engineer, Allegheny County; 
A1 Dunn, Baseball Coach, New Kensing¬ 
ton High School, who comprise the 
Board of Directors; Walter P. Smart, At¬ 
torney, Legal Adviser; Ottie Cochran, 
President; George A. Speirs, First Vice- 
President; Charles T. Gilman, Second 
Vice-President; M. B. (“Pop”) Wenrich, 
Treasurer; John R. Brown, Secretary; 
and on the Advisory Board are such 
leading citizens as William E. Benswan- 
ger, President, Pittsburgh Baseball Club; 
Arthur J. Rooney, President, Pittsburgh 
Steelers Football Club; Louis C. Schroe- 
der, Superintendent, Bureau of Recrea¬ 
tion, City of Pittsburgh; John H. Harris, 
General Manager, Harris Amusement 
Company of Pittsburgh; John J. Kane, 
Chairman, Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, and Arch N, Dunsmore, Educa¬ 
tional Director, Western State Peniten¬ 
tiary. This organiza;tion wanted to 
bring the National Baseball Tournament 
to Pittsburgh, but on account of lack 
of suitable playground fields, the Na¬ 
tional Association selected Youngstown, 
Ohio. One other reason why the Pitts¬ 
burgh request was turned down is be¬ 
cause our playing fields are full of ruts. 

I think this is a liberal Council as 
far as baseball is concerned. Looking 
over the membership, I can point with 
pride to the accomplishments of Mr. 
Duff as one of the great pitchers de¬ 
veloped at the University of Pittsburgh; 
Our President, Tom Kilgallen, who had 
an opportunity to go into the “Big 
Leagues”; Abe Wolk, who in his days, 
was a great catcher; Fred Weir, who 
played a good game of baseball in his 
days; and Joe McArdle, although he 
never played baseball, was the manager 
of a baseball club. I think we ought 


to get back of this situation and do all 
we can to put these play fields in shape 
for use by the citizens this summer, es¬ 
pecially during the war emergency, in 
order to keep our people happy and con¬ 
tented. 

At least 25, 30 or possibly 50 laborers 
in the Bureau of Highways and Sewers 
could be released for work on our play¬ 
grounds, and not wait until September 
or October to have the work done. Let 
us put the playgrounds in the City in 
shape at once. All of us know from past 
experience that we are not going to get 
anywhere with the Department of Public 
Works on these playgrounds. What dif¬ 
ference does it make if we take 25 or 
50 laborers and a few rollers and 
scrapers and put them on our play¬ 
grounds. The kids do not want 
fancy slides. They do not want these 
fancy buildings. They want to play 
on the outside. There are 7 or 8 
playgrounds we could put in condition 
at once. We could take the money set 
up in the Bureau of Recreation for labor 
and use the laborers in the Bureau of 
Highways and Sewers and get it done. 
The money in the Bureau of Recreation 
could be used for repair of bleachers. 
There is nothing to filling the ruts and 
putting the playgrounds in shape, 

I could bring in legislation to divorce 
the Bureau of Recreation from the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, but I do not 
want to put any of my friends on the 
spot. If this activity were in our own 
hands, rather than the Department of 
Public Works, and if we could get some 
laborers from the Bureau of Highways 
and Sewers, we could get the play¬ 
grounds fixed up in a couple of weeks. 
It is the taxpayer’s money, whether we 
spend it in one bureau or another. I 
think it can be done by councilmanic 
action. I think legislation should be 
presented, and I pledge here and now 
that I will support such legislation, to 
put the Bureau of Recreation on its own 
and take it out of the Department of 
Public Works, and let them go out and 
do the Job. 

I repeat that the City of Pittsburgh 
lost the National Baseball Tournament 
in 1942 because our baseball fields are 
not in proper shape to play on. Youngs¬ 
town has been successful on two occa¬ 
sions in getting this tournament. I do 
know that baseball is dying in Pitts- 


























































































burgh because of the lack of proper 
playing fields, 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I, too, rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege, to answer a 
purported statement made by the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works, Mr. Roessing, in which he said 
that the so-called war with him is a 
sham battle because we do not agree 
with him on the transfer of $18,000.00 
from the playground fund to an account 
to repair sewers. 

In the Director’s statement to the 
press, he made no mention of the im¬ 
portant problem that confronts this 
Council. That is, when the Council of 
the City appropriates money to fix play¬ 
grounds, the Director of the Department 
of Public Works ignores the will of the 
Council and does as he sees fit and os 
he pleases and leaves the $18,000.00 lay¬ 
ing dormant until he finds that he can 
use it for some purpose other than fix¬ 
ing playgrounds. 

The Director says that the $18,000.00 
is a drop in the bucket. He does not 
say why he did not perform his duty 
as the Director of the Department of 
Public Works, which he is bound to do 
imder the law and in keeping with his 
oath when sworn in as the Director of 
said department. He does not say 
why he did not carry out the will of 
the Council; and, apparently, the will of 
the Mayor, if the Mayor did not veto 
such legislation. 

It is all right to call this a sham bat¬ 
tle. I think Mr. Roessing is going to 
learn that this Is not a sham battle as 
far as Joe McArdle is concerned. The 
time has come when the Council should 
sit on the Directors of the various city 
departments and force them to do what 
the Council wants, and nothing else. 

In my opinion, the statement of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works to the press is an insult to every 
member of this Council. He said it 
would cost several hundred thousand 
dollars to fix the playgrounds. The City’s 
share would be $87,000.00. I agree that 


the $18,000.00, therefore, is a drop in the 
bucket. That is not the problem that 
was before the councilmanic committee 
last week. The Important thing before 
the committee last week, and the im¬ 
portant thing before this Council today, 
is the disregard of the directors of the 
various departments for the legislation 
which this body passes. I do not mean 
all directors; some of them have the 
profoundest respect for Council. 

I am asking the membership of this 
Council to take notice of the statements 
made by directors and see to it that 
they do what this Council desires when 
it passes legislation. When we say we 
want to spend $18,000.00 for play¬ 
grounds, whether Roessing likes play¬ 
grounds, baseball, football, or not, we 
want it spent for that purpose. It is 
the duty of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works to carry out the 
mandate of the Council; and from now 
on, whether it be Roessing or anybody 
else, when he fails to carry out the will 
of this Council, I am going to find out 
why, and if he still persists in 
Ignoring the wish of the Council, he 
should be removed. 

It might not be Important to Director 
Roessing whether our playgrounds are 
put in proper shape or not. Mr. Roes¬ 
sing may live in a section of the City 
where they do not need a playground. 
Playgrounds are needed in such districts 
as Larimer Avenue, the South Side and 
Mt. Washington. 

I call this to the attention of the 
Council and ask that the members give 
it careful consideration and watch the 
actions of these directors, and, regard¬ 
less of whether it is a sham battle, or 
not, the members should insist that all 
directors of departments respect Council 
and the legislation it passes. 

Mr. Weir moved

President Kilgallen, at this time, 
called Mr. Evans to the Chair, and 
taking the floor, said: 

Mr. Chairman, I have left the Chair 
in order that I may discuss this very 
Important Bill. It provides that the 
City of Pittsburgh shall undertake a 
1942 Bond Issue in the amount of 
$1,500,000.00. Council has considered 
the matter for a long time. We first 
started talking about it in January of 
this year. We have conferred as a 
group in my office several times and 
we have individually discussed it among 
ourselves many times. The various de¬ 
partment heads have given us de- 
tailed reports on the City’s needs and 
each Councilman has been provided 
with papers which fully informed him 
as to the improvements proposed and 
the amount of money required for 
each project. Council has been sensi¬ 
ble and discreet in the long study and 
deliberation it has given to these mat¬ 
ters, and I realize that we are not 
unanimous as to the improvements to 
be undertaken and that indeed there is 
some sentiment among us for no Bond 
Issue at all and for a bare minimum 
of Improvements at very little outlay. 
I am not going to quarrel with any 
Councilman who has that viewpoint. 


These are not ordinary times. This 
Council should confine itself to a con¬ 
sideration of only two questions; (1) 

Are the proposed improvements sound 
and sensible? and (2) Is the credit of 
the City in a healthy condition? This 
year with the nation in an all-out war 
to preserve itself, other questions pre¬ 
sent themselves. Can we get priorities? 
Can we get the men? Can we got 
materials? No man should be very 
quick today to answer those questions, 
Mr. Chairman, I will not, but It 
does seem sensible to me to suppose 
that fire protection apparatus and 
health and sanitation facilities will be 
given priorities and that neither ma¬ 
terials nor men will be lacking for these 
things In large cities. Since fire pro¬ 
tection and health and sanitation pro¬ 
posals form the bulk of the expendi¬ 
tures I am proposing, I want to get my 
thoughts about this proposed Bond 
Issue into the record and the net 
result of my many conferences and 
discussions down in black and white 
so that I can take a long look and see 
whether or not my proposals make 
sense. 

Our credit situation, Mr. Chairman, 
is rather gpod. As of January 1, 1942, 
we had a councilmanic borrowing power 
of $3,987,527.05. We had an electors' 
borrowing power of $24,750,523.10. The 
City’s credit, as I say, Is good. I doubt 
if there is another large city in the 
country which can show a better credit. 
The past years have been tough on the 
finances of municipalities and each 
year they have been taking a beating, 
yet here In Pittsburgh the aggregate 
debt of the City is $3,000,000.00 less 
than it was when Mayor Scully 
took office. I congratulate him. I 
congratulate the councilmen who were 
in office when these things were be¬ 
ing done. 

Now for this proposed Bond Issue. 
First, I recommend that $350,000.00 
should be secured to refund the City’s 
indebtedness. I am told that our 
floating debt is $347,000.00, upon which 
it Is now paying an Interest rate of 
six per cent. By refunding this in¬ 
debtedness with bond money, upon 
which we are paying a rate of interest 
less than two per cent, we will be sav¬ 
ing the City from $14,000.00 to $15,- 
000.00 a year. 
































































Secondly, I propose an outlay of 
$200,000.00 for fire protection facilities. 
In that this Council has been nig¬ 
gardly—made peculiarly important on 
account of the war situation—because 
our fire equipment set-up shows that 
in addition to our 1942 budget ap¬ 
propriation of $43,800.00, there was a 
carry-over from the 1941 appropriation 
the sum of $63,401.00. To this total 
of $108,201.00, we have already com¬ 
mitted ourselv^ to an additional ap¬ 
propriation of $100,000.00 which we 
must pay out of borrowed money, and 
I am proposing that we appropriate 
an additional $100,000.00. It is true 
that of the moneys already set aside 
for fire equipment, only $71,250.00 have 
been so far used for the ordering of 
such equipment. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Chairman, the times are so fraught 
with fire peril, our need will be so ex¬ 
treme if the hazard hits us, that I 
deem it good sense and something that 
our people will approve if we commit 
ourselves to these large expenditures 
for fire protection. 

In addition, Mr. Chairman, I recom¬ 
mend the allocation of $100,000.00 for 
the repair, alteration and reconstruc¬ 
tion of some of our fire engine houses. 
The money could be well spent. As 
I have said I think we can get priori¬ 
ties. I think the work should be done 
by contract since our own City forces 
have all they can do to keep our City- 
owned buildings in good shape. I 
recommend Council’s close scrutiny and 
study of the situation in Beechview 
and in Oakland where new fire engine 
houses are badly needed. So much for 
fire protection. 

To my mind the next Important 
thing in the way of City construction 
problems, is our sewers. I would like 
to see some money spent on them. Once 
again I believe we could get priorities 
for a matter so important in a health 
and sanitation way. It appears that we 
must take care of the Watson Street 
Sewer, now in a state of disrepair, at 
an expenditure of $75,000.00. I think 
an additional $75,000.00 should be spent 
for the repair of other sewers through¬ 
out the City, I think we should spend 
at least $75,000.00 for relief sewers, I 
I think we should continue our assess¬ 
ment sewer work to the extent of at 
least $75,000.00. 


Our sewer drop situation, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, is serious and becoming more so 
with each passing day. We have 23,000 
of them. Some of them are in ex¬ 
tremely bad condition and should be 
cleaned if they are to be of any service 
at all. Actually some of them are two 
or three feet under ground, covered 
with earth. In the budget sessions of 
last year, I proposed we buy some 
eductors. An eductor, Mr. Chairman, 
is one of those long, thick hoses which 
go into a sewer and suck out the 
muck. I think we can get this equip¬ 
ment. We ought to buy at least two 
of them. We have one, but it is 12 
years old. They are expensive. In a 
great many sewers they can function 
far in excess of what man-power can 
do. I favor an expenditure of $50,- 
000.00 for at least two of these eductors 
and incidental sewer cleaning equip¬ 
ment. 

I next come to the question of our 
City streets, Mr. Chairman, From 1920 
to 1930 Pittsburgh was spending $500,- 
000.00 each year on its streets. In the 
decade from 1930 to 1940 the City 
spent only $250,000.00 a year for the 
same purpose. In the past several 
years our W. P. A. assistance on streets 
has been curtailed. Our streets are 
beginning to show it, our people be¬ 
ing more than usual tire conscious are 
beginning to notice it. I think we 
should do something about our streets. 
I think our asphalt force—60 perman¬ 
ent men and the 60 men who will be 
transferred to that force from the 
Highways and Sewers Department, 
should confine themselves to repair 
work. I think our budgetary allotment 
should be used solely for small asphalt 
improvements throughout the City. I 
recommend that the bigger jobs be done 
by contract and that $200,000.00 be 
allocated out of this Bond Issue for 
that large job. Once again I think 
that the t5rpe of material that will be 
required for paving work, is not es¬ 
sential to the prosecution of any war 
effort and that priorities will not in¬ 
terfere with this work. 

We are committed to the Duquesne 
way improvement. We are told that 
$125,000.00 is still required of the City 
for its completion, I recommend that 
this $125,000.00 be taken from this pro¬ 
posed Bond Issue. 
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1 next want to say a word or two 
about our playgrounds and our parks. 
The war effort, in my opinion, is going 
to make the lives of our people some¬ 
thing more normal and something more 
natural and simple than it has been 
lor the last quarter of a century. Our 
artificial pleasures are going to be 
replaced by quite simple ones. I think 
that once again we will see neighbor¬ 
hoods coming down to the local ball 
park to watch ball games during the 
evenings and on holidays. In brief I 
say an expenditure of $60,000.00 for 
playgrounds and parks out of this Bond 
Issue. 

Now, as to the W. P. A. In all our 
discussions up to date we have ap¬ 
peared to agree that If W. P. A., were 
continued at Washington, we here 
in Pittsburgh would go along with it. 
After many talks we have seemed to 
agree that the sum of $250,000.00 
should be set aside for this purpose. 
In the last week or so, however, the 
thought at Washington seems to in¬ 
dicate a fair chance of the Works 
Progress Administration projects being 
completely dropped. Your guess is as 
good as mine, and in the absence of 
any definite information, I still favor a 
city conducted W. P. A, program and 
that $260,000.00 should be set aside 
from this Bond Issue for that purpose. 

Mr. Chairman, I am now close to the 
figure of $1,500,000.00, and I have not 
mentioned the trucks, railroad siding 
and baling machine for the Incinerator 
and quite a few other projects that 
could be considered. 

Over the week-end I have read in 
the public press that some one has 
suggested the issuance of a current ex¬ 
pense Bond Issue. That never entered 
my mind. I know nothing about that 
except that some of my councllmanic 
colleagues have told me that we should 
have assurance we can spend this Bond 
Issue money before we borrow it. I 
realize very well that we will look 
foolish paying interest over a span of 
20 years for borrowed money which we 
cannot use, and I, too, would like to 
have more definite information as to 
priorities and such like, but I know 
of no way in which we can arrive at 
such certainty. I have thought of pro¬ 
posing a trip to Washington in search 
of Information, but I am inclined to 


think now that such a trip would be 
fruitless and that we could not get 
the assurances that would be re¬ 
quested. Despite our uncertainty as to 
priorities, these things we can clearly 
do; first, apply $350,000.00 toward the 
City floating debt; secondly, provide the 
$100,000.00 for fire equipment to which 
we are already committed; thirdly, pro¬ 
vide $125,000.00 for Duquesne way im¬ 
provements. Here is a total of $575,- 
000.00 that we can surely use. 

I hope the other members will put 
into the record their thoughts on this 
matter. As to this motion to hold the 
Bill over for one week, Mr. Chairman, 
I approve of it and will vote for it, 
althought I feel that our situation 
next week as to priorities, etc., will 
not be much clearer than what it 
is at present. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I seconded Mr. Evans’s 
motion. I quite agree with Mr' Kil- 
gallen on the items he mentioned, such 
as refunding the city’s indebtedness, 
the purchase of new fire equipment, 
the erection of new fire stations, and 
various other things. 

There is one thing in connection 
with the bill that I think it is the 
part of wisdom for this Council to 
carefully consider because of the un¬ 
certainty as to what Washington will 
do—refer to the W. P. A. program. 
If we pass this bill as written we are 
setting up a certain amount of money 
for engineering, architectural and other 
expenses, and the minute this money 
is set up, if we go along with this 
bond issue, the Department of Public 
Works is going to continue to keep on 
its payroll engineers and draftsmen 
and various other employes that I 
think are unnecessary. Because if the 
Federal Government is going to cur¬ 
tail W. P. A, improvements, and we 
pass this bond issue with that item 
In there for engineering and archi¬ 
tectural expenses, I predict that the 
Department of Public Works will con¬ 
tinue to carry on its payroll a lot of 
unnecessary employes. I think the 
members of this Council should give 
serious consideration before we pass 
this bill to Include that item 
unless we have definite Information 
from the Federal Government in Wash- 
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ington as to its policy on W. P. A. 
I agree with President Kilgallen on all 
the other items that he enumerated, 
with the exception of the W. P. A. 
item. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to vote 
to recommit this bill to the Committee 
on Finance for these reasons. As you 
recall last year I made the suggestion 
that when a bond program was de¬ 
cided upon we should not only con¬ 
sider the question of saving interest 
charges, but also at the same time, place 
ourselves in the position of knowing 
exactly what we were going to spend 
the money for. It would be my thought 
to follow the same practice at this 
time. We should transfer, from time to 
time, from other code accounts with 
the distinct understanding that the 
money will be replaced from bond 
money. If because of government re¬ 
strictions we are not able to spend 
the money for any particular improve¬ 
ment, then nothing is lost. The money 
is returned, and in the meantime we do 
not pay any interest whatsoever for 
the money that is transferred. I agree 
with Mr. Kilgallen. I would like to 
have a meeting with the City Controller 
and the City Solicitor before we make 
a final decision on the amount of the 
bond issue. Perhaps we should only sell 
bonds at this time for the amount 
that we are absolutely certain we 
are going to be able to use. For in¬ 
stance, to refund the outstanding in¬ 
debtedness of the city, purchase fire 
equipment, etc., and then the balance 
should only be used in the manner I 
have described by a transfer from code 
accounts for improvements that abso¬ 
lutely can be made, and if they can¬ 
not be made, no money will be spent 
and no Interest will be paid. There¬ 
fore, I am going to vote to recommit 
this ordinance to committee for further 
discussion. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—Opportunity will be given 
for a full discussion of the ordinance 
before it is finally acted upon. Are 
there any further remarks? 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President :—1 am going to vote 


to recommit the bill to committee. I 
have no doubt that the entire amount 
of t.his proposed bond issue could be 
wisely spent for improvements in the 
city; but I have in mind the condition 
of this country in the last War. I re¬ 
member that all public and private im¬ 
provements were stayed by government 
mandate, and you could not do any¬ 
thing. I believe we are rapidly ap¬ 
proaching that same condition. I 
therefore think it would be foolish to 
authorize the issuance of $1,500,000.00 
bonds upon which we would be obliged 
to pay interest irrespective of whether 
we could utilize the money or not. It 
seems to me the better part of wis¬ 
dom to provide money to do the work 
that we are sure we can do. We can¬ 
not sell these bonds piecemeal because 
if you do, it will be reflected in the 
interest rate. We must sell them as a 
lot or different lots with consequential 
effect on the issue as they appear. I 
therefore vote to recommit the bill to 
committee for fiu’ther study. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—My remarks on the 
bill are going to be very short. There 
is no question that this bill should 
be recommitted to committee for further 
consideration. None of the members 
who has spoken so far has indicated 
how much money is required to ihake 
the improvements that we would be in 
position to make. Neither am I in a 
position to state what that amount 
■will be. I therefore think it is idle to 
continue this discussion today. The 
ordinance can be fully discussed in 
committee meeting. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I agree with you and 
Mr. Kilgallen about recommitting the 
bill to committee for further considera¬ 
tion. 

Last week when the committee was 
considering the bill, I raised the ques¬ 
tion that we should know more about 
the public improvements that we were 
going to make, I feel the same as Mr. 
Gallagher does about the W. P. A. im¬ 
provements, and before we set up any 
money for this purpose, we ought to 
know what the Federal Government is 
going to do with respect to continu¬ 
ing W. P. A. projects. 
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Mr. Kilgallen suggested that a com¬ 
mittee of Council go to Washington to 
ascertain what the Federal Government 
will do. I agree with that suggestion. 

In regard to the fire equipment that 
Mr. Kilgallen spoke about, I have had 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety furnish me a report as to 
what the department believes is re¬ 
quired for new fire equipment and the 
remodeling and repair of existing sta¬ 
tions and combination police and fire 
stations. Mr. Kilgallen suggests setting 
up $100,000.00 for the repair of fire 
stations. I was going to ask for $250,- 
000.00. In the report from the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety he 
mentions several fire stations that 
should be condenmed. Yesterday I visit¬ 
ed several fire stations in the city. I 
want to call your attention to the 
Stantan avenue fire station, which was 
erected to take care of the Stantan 
Heights district. Stanton Heights 
is built up to the capacity of that 
fire station. It was a dandy build¬ 
ing, but it is falling apart. It is not 
on this report from the Director, If 
we did set up a sum of $250,000.00 for 
the repair of fire stations, we could pro¬ 
ceed with those Improvements, because 
the only difficulty, we would encounter, 
so far as priorities is concerned, is 
plumbing material. All the other build¬ 
ing material, I think, we could obtain 
without trouble. If we merely include 
$100,000.00 for the repair of fire sta¬ 
tions, in two years we would be back 
where we started. I believe Council 
should allocate sufficient money to the 
Department of Lands and Buildings to 
put all fire stations in proper condition. 

So far as playgrounds are concerned, 
the trouble is not in securing equip¬ 
ment. The problem today is making 
the playgrounds larger so that they 
can ^ used. We have sufficient recre¬ 
ation buildings and equipment. What 
we need is enlarged playing facilities. 
We are in good shape otherwise. 

Another item that I think ought to 
be included in a bond issue, which does 
not take a lot of equipment and no 
steel at all, and that is the crosswalk 
in the downtown district. Something 
should be done with our street cross¬ 
ings. The cobblestone could be replaced 
with an asphalt surface crossing at a 
cost not to exceed $50,000.00. The con¬ 


dition is especially bad at * the corner 
of Fifth avenue and Liberty avenue and 
Fifth avenue and Wood street. These 
are small jobs and would not require 
equipment needed for defense work. 

On the item of street repair work. 
Councilman Kilgallen is right. This is 
the time to do that work provided the 
City can secure the paving materials. 

I am for recommitting this ordinance 
to committee for further consideration. 
I want to state further that I am not 
for a current-expense bond .issue. 

President Kilgallen resumed the Chair. 
Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President, I ask that the report 
of the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety be made a part of the 
record of this meeting. 

The Chair: 

The report from the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety will be 
made a part of today’s record. 

The report is as follows: 

April 13, 1942, 

Honorable Edward J. Leonard, 

Chairman, Committee on Public Safety, 
CITY COUNCIL. 

Dear Councilman Leonard: 

I am submitting herewith certain in¬ 
formation relating to repairs to various 
Engine Companies in the Department of 
Public Safety which have b^n request¬ 
ed from time to time and which is 
being brought up to date for your in¬ 
formation and such action as you can 
take at this time. At this time I have 
asked the Department of Lands and 
Buildings to prepare plans for t.he pro¬ 
posed new building to house Engine 
Company No. 60 in the Beechview Dis¬ 
trict, authorized at a recent meeting 
of City Council. 

No. 24 Engine Company should be 
moved to a new building in the vicinity 
of Forbes and Magee streets. This is 
vitally important because of the large 
number of valuable properties erected 
in that section in the last few years. We 
have no equipment with high ladders 
to handle the demands which may come 
at any time from the new hospitals and 
other buildings there. 

No. 47. Fulton and Goebel street. 
This building is in dangerous condition 
and we must condemn this property 
unless something is done. 
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No. 46. No. 512 Sandusky street. The 
flooring In this house is dangerous and 
is liable to collapse and cause not only 
serious injury but maybe death to the 
occupants of same. 

Engine Companies No. 31—Winter- 
bum and Farnsworth streets; No. 52, 
Shadeland avenue and Dickson street; 
No. 23, No. 1806 Brownsville road; No. 2, 
No. 1412 Penn avenue; No. 7, No. 2216 
Penn avenue; No. 43, Arch and Jack- 
sonia streets; No. 6—44th and Calvin 
streets; No. 25, No. 3339 Penn avenue 
and No. 28, Filbert and Elmer streets, 
should all be rebuilt. 

Also, all the other Engine Companies 
are in need of various repairs such as 
plumbing, roofing, re-wlring, painting 
both interior and exterior, heating sys¬ 
tems, new doors, etc. 

I have discussed this question many 
times with the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Buildings, who is 
in charge of the physical conditions of 
the various Station houses and I sin¬ 
cerely trust that some appropriation 
can be made available to, at least, re¬ 
model the old buildings and build new 
ones where necessary, so that the Fire 
Department and its equipment will be 
housed in physically sound buildings. 
If these repairs are completed, the 
morale of the Fire Department person¬ 
nel will be greatly Increased and they 
will feel that they are not being neg¬ 
lected. 

I have mentioned on numerous oc¬ 
casions, the condition of that part of 
the Exposition Building in which our 
Division of Garage and Repair Shop is 
located. We have already condemned 
large areas of this building and at the 
present time there is no heat in the 
building due to the collapse of the old 
boiler after more than 40 years’ service. 
The entrance and side walls (along Du- 
quesne way) of this building have been 
condemned and it Is certainly an un¬ 
usual situation when we are occupy¬ 
ing a building which our own De¬ 
partment has condemned. 

With regard to the equipment in the 
Bureau of Fire, I am attaching hereto 
a statement showing just what has been 
ordered in 1941 and not yet delivered, 
together with that ordered in 1942. 

7,000' of 2^4" hose was put in 
Bervlce during 1941; 6,500' which was 


ordered in 1941 was put in service this 
year and we have now approximately 
5,000' on order. 

The State Civilian Defense Authori¬ 
ties notified us that, at some time in 
the future we are to be awarded certain 
fire equipment, but they cannot fur¬ 
nish a specified time at which we may 
expect to receive equipment and sup¬ 
plies as proposed by the National Gov¬ 
ernment. Their preliminary notice ad¬ 
vises us that fire hose will be delivered, 
equipped with malleable iron connection 
of a different thread than that used by 
the Pittsburgh Fire Department. Also 
that certain hand pumps will be fur¬ 
nished and a number of power pumps; 
that is, water pumps driven by direct- 
connected gasoline engines mounted on 
skids and that it will be necessary for 
the City of Pittsburgh to furnish 
wheels, axles and any other equipment 
necessary to mount these semi-portable 
pumps so that they can be used. 

We have also been advised that 
56,000 gas masks will be furnished. How 
they are going to be distributed is, of 
course, a problem, as any attempt to 
distribute 56,000 gas masks among 
700,000 population would be serious. 

This is a general statement for your 
information and I will be glad to go 
into further details relating to this 
entire subject.

That is the cost for 
operating a street car whether 5 or 50 
people ride it. With the Government 
freezing prices and costs of materials, 
the Railways Company cannot say that 
the operating cost is greater, or that 
the cost of repair parts is larger. An¬ 
other thing, the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company has not increased wages since 
1937, so at the present time it is not a 
question of wages and costs. 

I merely cite these few items for the 
record.

I am not for the amount stipu¬ 
lated in the ordinance, but I think the 
architect is entitled to some considera¬ 
tion. I am appealing, to the maker of 
the motion to withdraw .his motion and 
recommit the ordinance to committee.

Mr. President:—In view of the fact 
that Mr. Evans was absent when this 
matter was considered in Finance Com¬ 
mittee last week, and in order to give 
him an opportunity to be heard, I 
will, with the consent of the seconder, 
withdraw my motion.

Mr. President:—^That is agreeable to 
me, as the seconder of the motion.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a question of 
personal privilege. I wish to answer the 
statement made by the President of 
this Council to the public press last 
Thursday or Friday. There appeared in 
the Sun-Tele last week the following: 

“Council Head Hits Prober.” 

“Asks Colleague’s Ouster as ‘Both 
Judge and Accuser.’ ” 

“Council President Thomas E. Kil¬ 
gallen made a blistering attack on 
Councilman Joseph A. McArdle to¬ 
day declaring he would do every¬ 
thing in his power to keep McArdle 
off the committee to investigate con¬ 
struction of the Municipal Hospital. 
-“In an interview he said: 

‘To begin with, McArdle can’t be 
judge and accuser both. He has 
charged a reputable architectural 
firm with fraud and skullduggery 
and he ought to be a witness before 
the committee and not a member of 
It. 

‘Secondly, he already has a com¬ 
mittee to investigate the hospital and 
he can interpret its powers broadly 
enough to do anything he wants to.’ ’’ 
In answer to that part of the state¬ 
ment, it is nothing new in this Council 
for Joe McArdle to make a suggestion 
at this table, to form a committee, 
and then find that the committee is 
appointed and he is not on it. That 
has been done since I have been a 
member of this Council; and as the 
rules of this Council place the power of 
naming committees in the hands of 
the president of Council, or the com¬ 
mittee chairmen under whose committee 
the particular situation develops. I have 


no quarrel with them. I knew the day 
that I asked for the committee to in¬ 
vestigate the construction of the Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital I would not be a mem¬ 
ber of it, but I don’t think anyone 
can oust me as a judge or an accuser 
in this body. I was elected to Coun¬ 
cil the same as every other member, and 
I am going to be a member of this Coun¬ 
cil until the expiration of my term, 
and I am going to accuse people when 
I have reason to accuse them, and I 
will act as a judge of their doings 
when I think they should be Judged. 
I will accuse and judge when I thinK 
it is necessary. 

So far as accusing a reputable archi¬ 
tectural firm of skullduggery, I still 
make that charge. I said the day this 
bill was up for consideration that the 
City did not get what it paid for in 
the floors of the hospital, and I still 
make that charge. The architectural 
firm, whose representative furnished 
each member of Council a copy of a 
report with respect to the flooring, said 
at that table that the City received 
a credit of $25,000.00. Over his own 
signature of May 7th he says that the 
City was given a credit of $6,930.29, 
and I still say that that is wrong. The 
architectural firm further states, “There 
was a change in the number of square 
feet of flooring laid.” This representa¬ 
tive also shows the difference in prices 
submitted by the low bidders and the 
other people who bid on the job. As 
near as I can find out from local bid¬ 
ders, the Hachmeister Company did not 
submit bids before the contract was 
awarded. They could, not meet the 
specifications with the type of floor¬ 
ing the City got. This representative 
said Hachmeister Company gave a price 
of $44,995.00, the Standard Floor Com¬ 
pany, of Pittsburgh, a price of $76,426.00; 
the Hancock Engineering Company, of 
Philadelphia a price of $79,380.00, and 
the Kompollte Company, Inc., Brooklyn, 
New York, a price of $80,760.00. That 
in Itself, in my judgment, and in the 
judgment of everyone who knows any¬ 
thing about construction, knows that 
the Hachmeister Company could not 
give the same flooring that these other 
people could for that amount of money. 

I feel as a member of Council, when 
somebody comes in and asks for 
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$22,000.00 for extra compensation for ser¬ 
vices rendered the City, 1 have a right 
to question that request. 

The hospital was constructed before 
I became a member of City Council. 
The hospital was built, and the fact 
that this architectural firm had never 
been, paid, shows that everything is not 
on the level. Then why bring in this 
legislation? 

In his statement to the public press, 
the President of Council says that I am 
a member of another committee, and if 
I interpret his remarks correctly, I 
have sufficient power under this com¬ 
mittee to investigate the construction 
of the hospital. I did not bring up the 
construction of the hospital at the 
time the committee referred to was 
appointed. It dealt with the personnel 
and operation of the hospital. 

The Director of the Department of 
Public Works violated the rules of this 
Council and the rules of the commit¬ 
tee when he brought the representative 
of the architectural firm into Council 
asking the payment of this extra com¬ 
pensation. I intend to fellow this 
through. 

On the committee referred to by the 
President of Council the members were: 
Messrs. Gallagher, Duff and myself. We 
heard the employes of the hospital, 
and that committee was not appointed 
to investigate the. construction of the 
hospital, as I said before. I charged 
that there was a lot of chaos at the 
hospital because of the interference of 
certain employes with the other em¬ 
ployes. We held hearing/s on that sub¬ 
ject, and I tjhiuk we have straightened 
the matter out so far as the duties 
of the employes are concerned. The 
purpose of that committee, therefore, 
has been accomplished. 

When the hearing comes up with re¬ 
spect to the construction, of the hos¬ 
pital, I will make the charges to the 
committee that I am making here, and 
more. 

I think it is entirely out of line for 
the President of this Council to ac¬ 
cuse somebody when he himself in the 
committee meeting voted the way I did 
on this bill. He did not vote to pay 
them. The charges were made across 
the table, and the record will show 


that this same man said that he gave 
us a credit of $25,000,00, whereas in 
his report of May 7, 1942, says that 
we received a credit of only $6,930,29. 
That man was Mr. Van Ardsdall, who 
told us how much he saved the City 
on this flcx>ring contract. 

President Kilgallen called Mr. Duff 
to the Chair, and taking the floor, said: 

Mr. Chairman:—^Men who have made 
a study of such things say that a 
man is at his physical best at the age 
of 35, and is mentally best at 49. I 
am 49, You are listening to the su¬ 
preme Kilgallen. Prom now on 1 be¬ 
gin to go down hill. In fact, I think 
I am beginning to slip already because 
in those 49 years I can never remem¬ 
ber a time when I have been sorry for 
keeping my mouth shut. In the cold, 
g^-ey dawn of tomorrow, I shall prob¬ 
ably recognize a mistake in judgment 
in leaving the safe haven of the Presi¬ 
dent’s seat to come down to the floor 
of Council for the purpose of exchang¬ 
ing words with Councilman McArdle. 

Mr. Chairman, I will support any 
member of this body who proposes any¬ 
thing for the advancement or advantage 
of Pittsburgh. I will support him with¬ 
out thinking too much of what per¬ 
sonal credit I can squeeze out of the 
accomplishment and without thinking 
too much of the political considerations 
involved. On occasion I will even join 
with Mr. McArdle, and there have been 
occasions when I have joined with him. 
But his five months’ activity in this 
Council has shown me and all of us 
that Mr. McArdle is not to be joined 
in any proposal without a cold and 
careful look at the McArdle angle. 
There is always the McArdle angle. If 
he strives to serve Pittsburgh, he 
strives in a special way to serve Mc¬ 
Ardle and the McArdle organization. 
It is clear from his activities here that 
his heart is more set on embarretssing the 
Administration than on anything else. 
I want to make myself crystal clear. 
It is not at all necessary that I pull 
my punches. I do not expect Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle to pull his punches, I listened to 
him very carefully, and I thought he 
was a little soft with me. He could 
have been much tougher. In my opin¬ 
ion, Mr. McArdle Is in this Council to 
play politics and to embarrass his 
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political enemies. Service to the people 
is secondary with him. And so I shall 
continue to consider very carefully any¬ 
thing he proposes and to have my eyes 
open for the McArdle angle. 

Mr. Chairman, I was quoted accurate¬ 
ly in the newspapers which Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle has been reading.. I am strongly 
of the opinion that he should not be 
a member of the committee that is 
going to investigate the construction 
of the Municipal Hospital. If Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle is on that body he will turn the 
investigation into' a three ring circus 
in much the same way he has messed 
up his other investigations. He has 
made many sensational charges in this 
Council. Hardly a week goes by that he 
does not make the headlines. Already he 
has enough investigations on his hands 
and enough loose ends in City Hall to 
keep him busy for six months. He 
never carries through; he never finish¬ 
es the Job. He has already investigated 
the Municipal Hospital, and everyone in 
Pittsburgh was humorously informed of 
his activities. But what has been done? 
Nothing. What corrective legislation has 
been presented? None. He cannot ac¬ 
curately complain of the makeup of the 
committee nor of any other committee 
that I have appointed. Since my ele¬ 
vation to the Presidency of this body, 
I have appointed only two committees, 
Mr. Chairman, One was to investigate 
the Incinerator Plant and the collection 
of refuse and garbage. That committee 
consisted of Mr. Gallagher, Mr. Leonard 
and Mr. Weir. You gentlemen all know 
the political inclinations of the mem¬ 
bers of Council, and you gentlemen 
all know that in appointing Mr. Galla¬ 
gher, Mr. Leonard and Mr. Weir to 
that important Incinerator Committee 
that it was a fair appointment, and 
that it was in no way biased in favor 
of the Administration. There was never 
a time when that committee could have 
acted unfairly to the benefit of the Ad¬ 
ministration, The committee which Mr. 
McArdle headed, for the investigation 
of the Municipal Hospital, consisted of 
himself, Mr. Gallagher and myself. It 
is not clear to me that Mr. Duff was 
also on the committee but I think the 
records will show that he is. My fellow 
members of Council will once again 
recognize that on this committee there 
never was sufficient authority to over¬ 


rule anything that Mr. McArdle and 
Mr. Gallagher might desire to do. 

I might say, Mr. Chairman, that in 
this talk or in any other talk that 1 
will ever make in Council. I do not 
have the slightest intention of mini¬ 
mizing the ability of Mr. McArdle, He 
is an able man; he has the McArdle 
faculty of putting his finger on the 
vital point in any discussion, and I 
recognize that valuable talent. In ad¬ 
dition, there is no one ounce of sneak 
in the man—he has the courage to 
call his shots as he sees them, to state 
his position clearly and unequivocally, 
and I cannot have any serious griev¬ 
ance with that kind of a man. You 
will find that I have disagreed with 
him on policy-making 99 times out of 
a 100. But I still think he is the wrong 
man for this hospital committee. The 
charges he has made are so serious 
that they do not entitle him to any 
courtesy appointment to the com¬ 
mittee. He has charged “fraud and 
skullduggery,” and the very clear Im¬ 
plications of his charges are that 
somebody has been on the take; that 
somebody has made some money. If he 
did not mean that, what did he mean? 
When a National concern of unques¬ 
tioned reputation and integrity Is of¬ 
ficially charged with an accusation so 
serious, I strongly question the pro¬ 
priety of the accuser also sitting in 
judgment. 

These charges, Mr. Chairman, were 
quickly and suddenly made. They came 
at a time when none of us were pre¬ 
pared to answer them. We were sitting 
at committee table in routine commit¬ 
tee discussions. Mr. McArdle recited 
statistics and calculations that could 
not be answered on the spur of the 
moment and without supporting data. 
So I sat silent, as did my fellow coun- 
cilmen, not knowing what to think. 
But after the charges had been made 
and I had an opportunity to look 
into them, I found that there Is no 
agreement on even the fundamental 
basis of Mr. McArdle’s charge of “fraud 
and skullduggery” on the hospital 
flooring matter, Mr. McArdle may be 
right in his statement that the floor¬ 
ing bid was $90,000.00, but I can find 
nothing in the record to support him. 
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Let the record show that I think the 


bids were as follows: 

Hachmelster, Inc_$44,995.00 

Standard Flooring Co_ 76,426.00 

Hancock Engineering Co_ 79,380.00 

and the Kompolite Co., Inc.>_ 80,760.00 


The lowest bid therefore was $44,- 
995.00, and the Hachmeister, Inc., 
undertook the work. Thereupon tho 
City Bureau of Tests, finding that some 
copper reinforcements were not be¬ 
ing placed in the flooring, objected to 
the work, and some discussions were 
had about it. Thereafter, on agreement, 
a different type flooring was used 
and a cheaper type of flooring was 
laid. The flooring, as laid, consisted of 
this: 

106596 sq. ft. 3/16" mastic tile 

floor at .16_$17,055.36 

98235 sq. ft. 3/16" magnesite 

fill at .09 .-. 8,841.15 

27655 lin, ft. composition base 

at .40.-.-.. 11,062,00 | 

27655 lin. ft. cement backing 

at .04___ 1,106.20 

a total of $38,064.71 as contrasted with 
the original flooring contracted for in 
the amount of $44,995.00. The dif¬ 
ference between the two figures being 
$6,930.29, for which the City has re¬ 
ceived full credit. 

Mr. Chairman, we have been talking 
about the Oakland Hospital and the 
troubles Incidental to its construction 
for a long time. We were talking about 
them long -before Mr. McArdle came 
Into Council. We know that the ex¬ 
cavation estimates were exceeded be¬ 
cause of a fire, among other things, 
and that there were cribbing difficul¬ 
ties. We know that there was some 
confusion about the electrical bidding 
and that It was involved in the elec¬ 
trical bidding conspiracy case that 
was handled in Federal Court. All these 
difficulties have been Irritating and 
serious, but out of all our discussions 
and Investigations, we were never told 
that anybody was on the take, I feel 
that If anything like that was in the 
picture we would have been informed 
of It by this time. The people of Pitts¬ 
burgh may be sure that this City Coun¬ 
cil will have no regard or mercy for the 
Individual or firm who has illegally 
profited through any of our construc¬ 


tion jobs. Every councilman in this 
body is an honest man, and everyone 
of them will urge this committee to 
make themselves entirely familiar with 
the situation. Mr. Evans is already en¬ 
tirely familiar with it, I think. He 
is a capable and conscientious public 
servant. He would not knowingly shield 
any contractor or any architect. In 
the public mind he is not connected 
with the Administration and he is not 
connected with what the newspapers 
call the “Administration opposition.” If 
there had been fraud and skullduggery 
in the construction of the hospital, I 
am inclined to think that Mr. Evans 
would have known of it and would 
have told Council about it. 

In closing, Mr. Chairman, I once 
again state that in all propriety Mr. 
McArdle should not be a member of 
this investigating committee, but that 
he should make a diligent and careful 
examination of the facts so that he 
can prove his accusations before the 
committee. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Of course, I, at this 
time, am not going to try to prove my 
case as to what happened so far as 
the flooring is concerned. It might be 
a pretty good idea to hire the President 
of Council as my attorney, because he 
went a long ways in his remarks tell¬ 
ing us that we did not get the floor¬ 
ing we paid for. 

It is encumbent upon me to answer 
the statements made by Mr. Kllgalleii 
who attacked me in the public press, 
and who again attacks me today as 
to the McArdle motives. Well, that is 
not the first time that he has accused 
me of being a politician. I cannot help 
it if people of Pittsburgh look up to 
me as a politician. Anyone elected to 

1 a public office is invariably known as 
a politician. Certainly I am not chas¬ 
ing around to get newspaper publicity. 
If there is one man in public life— 
and I have been in it as long as the 
President of Council—if there is one 
man who got panned by the newspapers 
more than Joe McArdle, I would like 
him to step up. I was getting panned 
when it really hurt, when I was trying 
to get elected to this office. That is 
I when It hurts. However, I do not care 
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what the newspapers say about me. I 
am going to be perfectly honest; I 
am going to try, as long as I am in 
politics and running for public office, 
to get more votes than my opponent. 
That applies to every member of Coun¬ 
cil who wants to stay here. 

In my opinion, and according to 
what he told me, the President of Coun¬ 
cil has nothing to do with the appoint¬ 
ment of the committee to investigate 
the construction of the Municipal Hos¬ 
pital. It is the prerogative of the Chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee. If 
that is the case, I would think that 
the Chairman of the Committee on 
Finance will not have to have any in¬ 
fluence used on him. The President of 
Council takes it upon himself that he 
has some influence and will use it to 
keep me off the committee. Mr. Kil- 
gallen has taken it upon himself to 
interpret what is meant by my charges. 
I will appear before the committee. 

There is nobody in America who will 
accuse Joe McArdle of being a coward. 

I will appear before the committee 

when it is appointed. In order to get 
the committee appointed, I had to 
make a charge. I still stand on that 
charge. Mr. Kilgallen read the report 
I read and he takes that as gospel 

truth. I venture to say that before the 
hospital was built Mr. Kilgallen never 
knew there was such an architectural 
firm as Samuel Hannaford & Sons and 
does not know four or five structures 
they designed and constructed. Thei'e 
has been no great effort on the part 
of this Coimcil to try to give the Irvin 
and Eicholtz people a break on this 
thing. They are Pittsburghers. 

Mr. Kilgallen talks about politics. 
There is no politics in the charges I 
make. I cannot hurt Hannaford &> Sons, 
or anybody else in this thing. 


I do not know that it is such a 
crime to disagree with the Administra¬ 
tion.

It might be the opin¬ 
ion of some of the members of Coun¬ 
cil to allow the Mayor to attack every¬ 
thing this Council does, but I for one, 
am not willing to allow that to go un¬ 
challenged. There is one thing about 
me, I will vote right down the line 
the way I think I should vote.

I 
could have gone to the newspapers and 
answered Mr, Kilgallen’s charges, but I 
preferred to do it in open meetings of 
Council, He says that he disagrees with 
me 99 per cent of the time. That is all 
right. He should not assume that he 
is right 99 per cent of the time be¬ 
cause he disagrees with me, I respect 
his judgment. I would not accuse him 
of trying to take care of the Kilgallen 
organization or the Scully organization 
or any other organization. For the 
first time I have been informed that I 
have an organization. I never knew of 
such an organization. The only organ¬ 
ization I knew I had is my wife and 
two children, and I am the leader of 
that organization. So I only answer 
the charges that he makes about me, 
Joe McArdle, and my motives as a 
councilman. I never questioned his 
sincerity or honesty of purpose.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Gallagher presented 

No. 923. WHEREAS, The Fed¬ 
eral Power Commission has ordered the 
Hope Natural Gas Company to reduce 
its natural gas rates $3,600,000.00 a 
year, and 

WHEREAS, This decision reduces the 
payment of wholesale gas supplied to 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company about 
$500,000.00 a year, Now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, By the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh That the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Public Utility Commission be re¬ 
quested to revise its order of March 4, 
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1942, reducing the gas rates of the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company to pass 
along this half million dollar reduction 
in wholesale rates to consumers in the 
Pittsburgh district. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Gallagher moved 

The adoption of the resolution. 
Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—It is with a great deal 
of satisfaction that I read in the daily 
papers that the Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion had ordered the Hope Natural 
Gas Company to reduce its rates to 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company. It 
bears out the contention, that I have 
been presenting here for a number of 
years, that the natural gas companies 
of Pittsburgh are charging exorbitant 
rates to their consumers. The Hope 
Natural Gas Company is a subsidiary 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, and the Peoples Natural Gas 
Company is a subsidiary of the same 
concern. As I have been contending the 
Hope Natural Gas Company has been 
charging itself a higher rate for gas 
at the wells, and they passed that onto 
the private consumers. The Federal 
Power Commission has seen the justi¬ 
fication of the contentions made in 
the resolutions adopted by the Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and also 
resolutions adopted by the City of 
Cleveland and various other municipali¬ 
ties which belong to the City Alliance, 
an organization composed of muni¬ 
cipalities, to fight in the Federal 
Courts against public utilities. Well, 
the Federal Power Commission has 
ordered the Hope Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany to reduce its rates to the Peo¬ 
ples Natural Gas Company, and the 
Public Utility Commission of the State 
of Pennsylvania has the final say in 
the fixing of the rates. 

The purpose of this resolution is to 
request the Public Utility Commission 
to pass these reductions in the whole¬ 
sale rates by order of the Federal 
Power Commission on to the consumers 
by the reduction in their rates. The 
purpose of the resolution is to bring 
to the attention of the Public Utility 
Commission that this reduction ordered 
by the Federal Power Commission 
should pass on to the consumers. 


In the City of Pittsburgh there are 
a lot of consumers, and I think the 
imanimous action of Council in back¬ 
ing up this resolution will have some 
effect on the decision made by the 
Public Utility Commission of the State 
of Pennsylvania. 

This decision of the Federal Power 
Commission has another effect. The 
fight against the exorbitant rates of 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company of 
Pittsburgh was the opening wedge for 
a general increase in rates by all the 
gas companies. It is only natural to 
assume that if the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company increased its rates, the 
Equitable Gas Company and the Man¬ 
ufacturers Light & Heating, Company 
would come along and demand an in¬ 
crease. 

Prior to the time the Public Utility 
Commission of Pennsylvania ordered the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company to show 
cause why they should have an in¬ 
crease in rates, I introduced resolutions 
in Council, and they were unanimously 
adopted by this body, protesting against 
the high rates charged against the 
citizens of Pittsburgh, and at t.hat 
time I requested a reduction in gas 
rates. That was prior to the time the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company went be¬ 
fore the Public Utility Commission of 
Pennsylvania and asked for an in¬ 
crease in rates. 

It is very plain that this action of 
the Federal Power Commission in order¬ 
ing the Hope Natural Oas Company 
to return this amount to the Peoples 
Natural Gas Company shows that they 
have been charging exorbitant rates 
to the consumers. The same thing 
goes for the other gas companies. 

At the time I introduced these reso¬ 
lutions I had private operators of gas 
wells tell me that right here in the 
State of Pennsylvania that the natural 
gas companies would not take their 
gas from their wells at the price they 
wanted. They offered them gas at 18 
cents per thousand cubic feet and they 
refused and yet they charged them¬ 
selves as high as 33 cents per thousand 
cubic feet. At that time they left the 
impression that there was a shortage 
of gas in this section. They were turn¬ 
ing people down in financing wells and 
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producing gas. They said, “Leave your 
gas in the ground, unless you can 
furnish It to us for 18 cents per 
thousand cubic feet.” At the same 
time there was a shortage in g<as. In 
the State of Pennsylvania there are 
any number of gas wells producing gas, 
and in the eastern part of Pennsyl¬ 
vania they are transporting gas out 
of the State into New York State. 
This Hope Natural Gas Company has 
gas wells in West Virginia and trans¬ 
ports gas 200 miles to Cleveland where 
it is sold for less than the people 
in Pittsburgh pay. 

I want to get these remarks in the 
record to show the purpose back of 
my resolutions. The unanimous sup¬ 
port of this Council has helped to 
bring about a situation that was de¬ 
veloping where the gas companies 
were increasing their rates. We have 
a good example here. By the action of 
the Federal Power Commission in order¬ 
ing the Peoples Natural Gas Company, 
a subsidiary of the Hope Natural Gas 
Company, to reduce its rates, it has 
prevented the Equitable Gas Company 
and the Manufacturers Light & Heat 
Company going before the Public Util¬ 
ity Commission of Pennsylvania and de¬ 
manding an increase in their rates. 


I want to thank the members of 
Council for their unanimous support 
in this matter. 

Originally when these utility com¬ 
panies received franchises from the City 
of Pittsburgh to lay pipe lines, there 
was supposed to be com^petition. Such 
is not the case, and I know whereof 
I speak. I used to get gas from the 
Manufacturers Light & Heat Company 
when I lived at 2116 Sarah street, and 
when I moved across the street, to 
2119, I had to take my gas supply 
from another concern. Here were two 
companies supplying gas on one street. 

It is protests from bodies like this 
that prevented the utilities from plac¬ 
ing an undue burden on the people of 
Pittsburgh, and the members of Coun¬ 
cil are to be commended for their 
imanimous support of all resolutions 
which I submitted on this subject. 

And the question recurring on the 
adoption of the resolution.

Which motion prevailed. 

And the bill, as amended in Com¬ 
mittee and agreed to by Council, was 
read. 

Mr. Weir moved 

That the bill be recommitted to 
the Committee on Finance. 

President Kilgallen called Mr. Gallagher 
to the Chair, and takiirg t.he floor, said: 
Mr. Chairman;—I am opposed to this 
motion. It refers to Bill No. 335 which 
authorizes construction of a railroad 
siding and river dock at the City Incin¬ 
erator site at an estimated cost of $30,- 
000.00, The bill was presented by me 
on March 2, 1942, after the general sub¬ 
ject had been given a majority approval 
of the Special Committee appointed by 
the Chair to give particular study to 
our garbage problem, I was not on. that 
committee. The bill bias been before 
us ever since. We have had any num¬ 
ber of private discussions about it and 
the record will show that on three sepa¬ 
rate occasions It was before our Finance 


Committee for animated debate. Since 
the summer sessions are just ahead of 
us, and since the Director of Public 
Works must definitely know Council's 
attitude toward this proposal, I moved 
for final action, yes or no. The bill 
was before our Finance Committee on 
Wednesday, June IVth, effirmatively re¬ 
ported, with Councilmen Evans, Weir 
and Wolk voting in the negative; all 
nine members of Council being present. 

Now the bill is before us for final 
vote. It has been strongly criticized 
and for that I am happy. I welcome 
criticism, I invite criticism, of anything 
that comes before this Council, Our 
sincere intent to give gpod government 
to the City of Pittsburgh will be helped 
by criticism, not hurt. Every man who 
ever tried to do anything has been criti¬ 
cized, and if he had what it tak-^s, and 
if his idea has been sound, the criticism 
has been helpful and enabled him to 
round out that idea to better effect. It 
has been good for me, for this Council, 
for the Courts, for Labor Unions, for 
Wall Street, for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to hfave been criticized. Would 
to God there had been someone around 
to criticize in Germany, France, Eng¬ 
land and elsewhere—someone around to 
criticize bitterly and freely—in the de¬ 
cade after the First World War. So the 
severe criticism that has been directed 
toward this bill has made us cautlotis 
and wary of possible defects and has 
compelled us to adopt a careful and 
sound approach toward it. We have a 
definite plan In mind. I am going to 
explain that plan and when I am fin- 
. Ished I invite our critics to expose its 
defects on today’s Council Record. I 
wlam them, however, that it will not be 
enough to tear down this plan. That 
being done, we will expect of them a 
detailed explanation of their own and 
better plan, "Good reasons must give 
way to better," says Shakespeare, and 
if they have only good reasons to op¬ 
pose our plan, while we have better to 
I oppose theirs, we will expect them to 
drop their opposition. 

I whm them, too, that it will not be 
enough to say that the Job can be done 
for less than $30,000.00. If it can, we 
shall do it, and if the estimate is too 
high the unexpended balance by simple, 


















































routine legislation can be re-transferred 
to its parent account. 

Neither will it be enough to say that 
dock facilities are not immediiately 
needed. They may not be. In our over¬ 
all plan the railroad siding comes first 
and if It develops that rail carriage has 
solved the problem, the dock facilities 
feature can remain dormant. This fea¬ 
ture is in the legislation because some 
of the councilmen think it ought to be 
in it. I will vote to keep it in, al¬ 
though, as I say, the dock facilities will 
not be constructed until the railway 
carriage plan has failed. I might say, 
for the benefit of those who think that 
is nonsense to propose the use of barges 
to transport our incinerator residue, that 
one of the bidders at the time of the 
letting of our present contract—he is a 
man of wide experience in river trans¬ 
portation—had that very method in 
mind. At any rate, I hope no council¬ 
man votes against the bill solely on ac¬ 
count of this dock feature. It is merely 
an extra string to our how. 

Finally, I hope no councilman cava¬ 
lierly disposes of the whole question by 
announcing that It is “the craziest leg¬ 
islation ever to come into this Coun¬ 
cil,” or that anybody who votes for it 
ought to go to jail. Those things have 
been said before and the net result has 
been that the newspaper boys and editorial 
writers have a field day; one councilman 
gets some sensational publicity at the 
expense of the rest of us; the people 
are confused and wonder what kind of 
men we are; the other councilmen are 
angry and offended, and Councilman 
George Evans takes a quick trip to 
, Florida. 

If Mr. Evans Insists on using High¬ 
land Park or Forward avenue for dumps 
—as every Councilman does who votes 
agtainst this bill without proposing a 
definite alternate to my idea—and if 
the people of those neighborhoods storm 
these Council Chambers as they did the 
last time we tried it, I serve notice 
upon you that I shall call a special 
meeting ctf Council so that all of us 
and not myself alone—as happened the 
last time—can take the rap. 

I hope that this bill is not delayed 
because of the opinion that we have the 


cart before the horse; that we ought 
to have the dump before we have the 
siding. That, to me, is only a repeti¬ 
tion of the old argument as to whether 
we had chickens before eggs, or eggs 
before chickens. I do not care whether 
the dump comes first or the railroad 
siding comes first. Both are essential 
/ to our plan. Our plan cannot be tested 
until we have both. Authorize the con- 
struotion of this railroad siding and we 
will very quickly take the opposition to 
localities, a number of them, and in 
widely scattered areas, where land suit¬ 
able to the purpose, can be secured. I 
have seen them, and while I do not want 
to have anything to do with the nego¬ 
tiation of the purchase, since that is 
the business of the administrative side 
of the City Government and not of the 
legislative, I think every councilmen 
ought to do his utmost in this serious 
problem of securing a dump. That is 
the reason, and the only reason, why 
I have been searching for them. I do 
not care which one you buy. You have 
your choice of several. “Ah, certainly 
you can buy land suitable for dump¬ 
ing,” says the opposition. “But can you 
use it for a dump after you have bought 
it? Can you get the freight cars? 
Won’t the neighborhood object? Will 
the courts permit you to dump? Can 
you get the consent of the local author¬ 
ities? Will not the overhead of rail 
and labor costs be excessive?” 

I say to you, gentlemen, that there 
is an excellent chance of every one of 
those questions being answered In a 
way favorable to our viewpoint, although 
the courts, probably, and not this Coun¬ 
cil or any one else, will have the mak¬ 
ing of the final decision. 

If you gentlemen will permit the con¬ 
struction of this railroad, and if you will 
then sanction the purchase of the 
selected dump, we shall be in position 
to negotiate a freight rate with the 
railroads. We shall say to them that 
ashes are as proper a material for rail 
transportation as dirt, or Xmas trees, or 
stone, or slag. As the railroads carried 
ashes and sometimes garbage for the 
American Reduction Company, so will 
they carry for us. Behind us will be 
the courts, if freight cars are refused 
us, althougji I am reasonably confident 
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that on this particular point of oppo¬ 
sition we need have no apprehension. 
Then, Mr. Chairman, I want to tell the 
Council that the land purchase agree¬ 
ment will have a proper escape clause, 
and the construction of the railroad sid¬ 
ing will not begin until this point has 
been agreed upon by the railroad com- j 
pany. Until you approve this bill or 
disapprove this bill, no one can with 
certainty say what we intend to do. 

The administrative side of the govern¬ 
ment is entitled to a yes or no answer 
BO that it can either forget it or go to 
work on it. They cannot, unless you do 
pass this bill. Pass this bill and give 
the Administration a chance to talk, 
turkey to the railroad company. 

Some one has said that war priorities 
will prevent our getting freight cars. I 
do not believe it. If nothing Intervenes, 
li we continue to do nothing, om incin¬ 
erator residue problem, in 12 months is 
going to be as serious as w'ould lack of 
sanitation features in homes, or some 
such other widespread health menace, 
and the Government of the United 
States, upon the presentation of our 
case, In my opinion, would not hesitate 
to allocate to us the very few freight 
cars that we would need. Once again I 
say to you, pass this bill and the Ad¬ 
ministration will be able to definitely 
talk—ithis time with Uncle Sam. Uncle 
Sam will not talk academically to you. 

He is too busy to get into conversations 
over something that may or may not 
happen dependent upon the majority 
vote of this Council. Pass this bill and 
the City Administration can get a defi¬ 
nite answer. It cannot If you do not. 

And once again, for the benefit of 
those who did not hear me when I said 
It before, our arrangements, our con¬ 
tracts, up to this point will contain full 
escape clauses so that not a dollar will 
be expended by the city until we have 
made our arrangements with the carrier. 

Our risk starts when the freight cars 
begin to transport the ashes to the 
selected site, I am going on the as¬ 
sumption that the neighborhood will 
object, although when you have seen 
&ome of the sites that I have seen, I 
think my most severe critic will agjree 
that there is a fair chance of no neigh¬ 
borhood objection being raised—so re¬ 


mote, so Isolated, so wild, so unreachable 
except by rail, ore some of the places 
examined by the Administration. You 
may be sure of one thing—^this neigh¬ 
borhood objection will be decidedly less 
valid and less likely to prevail than that 
of the Highland Park and Forward Ave¬ 
nue residents when and if you begin 
to dump there. We should not dump 
there. I am opposed to dumping there. 
The courts will prevent us unless the 
ashes are thoroughly incinerated. The 
risk is not so great in an isolated wil¬ 
derness. I serve notice upon my hard¬ 
working and able colleague, Councilman 
George Evans, that if he goes ahead 
with his determination to use the High¬ 
land Park and Forward avenue sites for 
dumping purposes, and if the courts of 
this County prevent us from doing so, 
as they have already done in a case in¬ 
volving a Highland Park site, and if 
as a result of such judicial restraint, 
the garbage removal process of the city 
is at an acute crisis, I shall come into 
this Council and propound to him a 
question that was familiar a quarter 
century ago—“Who’s Looney now?” I 
agree that the dumping of ashes, per se, 
will not he enjoined by the courts, but 
there are ashes and there are ashes, and 
if there be traces of unconsumed vege¬ 
table matter your city dump is at a de¬ 
cided disadvantage. &% of vegetable 
matter can cause a court to decide that 
ashes are garbage. 

Next I turn to the securing or non- 
securing of a dumping permit from lo¬ 
cal authorities. I should like our Law 
Department to take the position that 
the dumping of ashes, like the dumping 
ol earth, or stone, or sand and gravel, 
needs no permission save the permission 
of the owner of the land. I should like 
our Law Department to take the posi¬ 
tion that the dispute is over the ques¬ 
tion as to whether or not the dumping 
comprises a nuisance and that the ulti¬ 
mate decision depends upon legal prece¬ 
dents and not upon the discretion or 
judgment of a township, borough, coun¬ 
ty or state official. If we prevail here, 
we are in good case, as some of the 
viewed sites have a dumping history and 
it will be a case of the objector coming 
to the nuisance and not the nuisance 
coming to the objector. I think the 
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courts will sustain us on every site 
that we have seriously considered. At 
this point I should like to say that I 
do not for a moment believe that pub¬ 
lic men, elected to office in govern¬ 
mental entities other than that of the 
City of Pittsburgh, lie awake at night 
trying to think of some way of embar¬ 
rassing this Council or the Mayor. They 
are merely protecting the rights of their 
people as they were elected to do. If 
we dump in a proper place in their 
hailiwick, the same sort of ashes that 
the court would permit on Forward ave¬ 
nue or Highland Park, we would get 
such a permit, if permit is needed. We 
are now turning out a good incinerator 
ash. Mr. Agar’s separator is doing a 
good job. If the civic authorities are 
shown this ash. and if they are then 
shown the isolated spot of our selection, 
I think they will, preliminarily at least, 
give us our permit. But, as I say, I 
should like our Law Department to take 
the position that we are depositing a 
fill which needs no permission save that 
of the owner. ' 

I am talking a long time, but I have 
been strongly and somewhat personally 
assailed for Introducing this bill and 
you will have to be patient. Be impa¬ 
tient, If you will, with Mr. Evans whose 
publicized statement, carrying the im¬ 
plication that I am off my noodle, com¬ 
pels me to argue that I may be wrong, 
but I am not crazy. 

Let me talk a moment about the 
money angle, as I apprehend it was the 
obscurity surrounding this element that 
induced our watchdog of the Treasury 
to cast an adverse vote. The initial ex¬ 
penditure will be $3,000.00 for the rail¬ 
road siding as Mr. Weir estimates, or 
less, or more, as Director Roesslng can 
arrange. It will be a contract job on 
competitive bids. I do not know what 
the dock facilities will cost, but they, 
too, will be done at competitive bid¬ 
ding. As I have said, I am opposed to 
the construction of the dock facilities 
until we have definitely failed at rail 
carriage. Once again^ I say, if we do 
not spend the money, we can transfer it 
back to its parent account, W'e all 
know that to be true. We all know 
that Mr. Weir’s objection sounds 
stronger than It really is, because as I 


have said several times, if the estimate 
is too high, the excess can be transferred 
to the parent code account. I am not 
going to argue about what are only 
estimates. 

With the siding completed, a freight 
rate must be met. This rate will de¬ 
pend on many things and it may be 
somewhat more or less than 65 cents 
per ton. To this must be added the 
labor overhead at the incinerator and at 
the dumping site. We must allow also 
for the expense of some mechanical 
equipment at the dumping, site. I am 
told by men who ought to know that 
our over-all expense for the routine of 
dumping will not exceed the present 
figure of our dumping expense which is, 
as you know, $1.05 per ton. To the 
items of expense I have mentioned there 
must be added the purchase price of 
the land we intend to use. I recom¬ 
mend payment on the installment basis, 
say 20 cents or 25 cents per ton until 
the full purchase has been paid, pay¬ 
ment to stop if dumping is prevented, 
and an equitable division of the land 
for such aggregate payments as have 
been made. 

In conclusion, I say that the mere 
recital of our present situation carries 
its own condemnation of the inertia 
and lack of action that is going to re¬ 
sult if this bill fails. There is only one 
place in the City where we can dump 
without trouble. Herr’s Island. We are 
surely going to lose that dump in the 
near future. If the City, or if a private 
contractor, tries to dump elsewhere un¬ 
doubtedly and without question we are 
at greater hazard than if we try to 
dump at a remote spot. Trucks can¬ 
not economically travel so far even if 
we had them and could hope to keep 
them running during this war time. It 
all adds up to rail carriage. That is 
our plan. What is yours? This railroad 
siding s.hould have been constructed 
long ago. Failing that, I am for the 
construction of dock facilities, or for 
anything else tha»t will take these ashes 
to some remote place where they ought 
to be. If our plan is bad, what Is 
yours? 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Because I arose and 
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answered the previous speaker that I 
could make a better guess, he does not 
know and nobody knows, and God only 
knows what it will cost. Therefore, I 
make a better guess, because I do not 
know. Another thing, before I can In¬ 
telligently answer him, he will have to 
let me have a copy of his lengthy 
speech. In his remarks he inferred that 
I would vote against the bill. That is 
true. My reason for voting against the 
ordinance Is very sincere at the moment. 
For the matter of the record, I still say 
that if we can arrange for an incinera¬ 
tor ash, a garbage or rubbish dump out¬ 
side the City, and this material can be 
hauled by rail, we will in all probability 
do it. And he is going to mandamus 
Councilman Evans if we go to Forward 
avenue or Highland Park. I am not 
against sending It outside the City. I 
think it is the cheapest thing to do if 
we can get the railroad siding and it 
is not too long a haul. However, no¬ 
body has told me where the City might 
obtain such property. 

President Kilgallen resumed the Chair. 

Mr. Oallagiier arose and said: 

Mr. President: — This bill, introduced 
by Councilman Kilgallen, w'as one of 
the recommendations made by the spe¬ 
cial committee appointed by the Chair 
to Investigate the incinerator plant, the 
hauling and disposal of garbage and 
rubbish in the City of Pittsburgh. Two 
members of the committee—Mr. Leonard 
and myself—spent considerable time, had 
expert advice, in trying to solve this 
pro’blem. This bill introduced by Coun¬ 
cilman Kilgallen is a recommendation 
of the committee appointed by the 
Chair to make this investigation. And 
to me it is another moral victory for 
the two members of the committee, be¬ 
cause when this committee submitted 
Its report to Council, its preliminary re¬ 
port, the Mayor of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, without any due notice, came 
into this Council Chamber ridiculed, 
criticized, condemned, even went so far 
to say that Mr. Leonard and I were 
unpatriotic, using GestaiX) methods, and 
anything he could lay his tongue to. 

I want to say to this Council that 
this Is a victory for the two memibers 
of the committee who handed in this 
preliminary report. 


The idea of the City of Pittsburgh 
building a siding at the Incinerator 
plant, to my mind, is practical. And 
even if we did not carry out our Inten¬ 
tions, the fact that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh was prepared to take its residue 
from the incinerator plant Is a club 
over the man that has no competition 
and Is trying to get all he can out of 
the taxpayers of the City. That fact 
alone, that we have facilities to dispose 
of the residue from the incinerator plant, 
puts the City of Pittsburgh in an ad¬ 
vantageous position in making another 
contract. As one member of Council, I 
am opposed to recommitting this bill 
to committee. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^WJhat I have to say I 
will make brief. I was the principal 
opponent of this bill. The bill provides 
for the building of a railroad siding 
and docks. I was not strictly opposed 
to the railroad siding. Mr. Weir thought 
it could be built for $3,000.00. Maybe 
it will cost more. I have very grave 
doubts whether any dock facilities can 
be built at this time. I do not think 
priorities can be secured. This bill pro¬ 
vides the expenditure of $30,000.00— 
$30,000.00 that does not exist; that we 
do not have. There are several other 
bills in this committee for expenditure 
of moneys that do not exist. Last week 
we passed legislation for the refunding 
of certain obligations to the police sal¬ 
ary fund and for the liquidation of 
floating indebtedness. In doing that we 
exceeded the entire cash resources of 
the City of Pittsburgh. There is no 
more money to appropriate this year. 

Now, I am not gping into a long dis¬ 
cussion of this incinerator ash. I do 
not think it is so tremendously im¬ 
portant, as Mr. Kilgallen thinks. We 
appropriated $3,500.00 to take the or¬ 
ganic matter out of the garbage. We 
could not get the sifter. The screen 
there can take out all the organic mat¬ 
ter. They tell me that they cannot 
get the sifter. I say the dock part of 
the bill Is a useless and unnecessary 
expenditure of city money, and that It 
should not be considered until we know 
that we are forced into such an under¬ 
taking, We know that it cannot be 
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dumped in the river. I further know 
that it cannot he done for the price 
stipulated. Since we have installed the 
can separator, as recommended by Mr. 
Weir, we have reduced the ash hauling 
at least 40 per cent. 

With respect to Herr’s Island: I be¬ 
lieve it will be possible to dump on the 
Island for the next year provided we 
cannot dump elsewhere. 

My prime objection is that the bill 
provides for dock facilities and that the 
money does not exist. There are no 
bond funds available. All the code ac¬ 
counts are exhausted; in fact, every dol¬ 
lar that will be collected this year has 
already been appropriated for some valid 
purposes. We cannot appropriate any 
more money this year, and only six 
months remain in the year. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—First, I want to con¬ 
cur in your remarks. I thought it was 
a fine speech and you are sincere in 
your actions. I want to congratulate 
you on it. 

First of all, Mr. President, I am glad 
to hear Mr. Evans state the financial 
condition of the City of Pittsburgh; but 
whether it is true or not, I do not 
know. Later on in the meeting, I will 
have more to say on it. 

As a member of the special commit¬ 
tee, with Mr. Gallagher who recom¬ 
mended the siding for railroad cars 
and for the dock, I might say that at 
the time the report was submitted we 
had no place in mind to dump residue. 
We have to go out and find a piace. 
There is a point that he brought out— 
if it lis no gpod at all, it is good to 
make fair competition in hauling this 
incinerator ash, instead of letting the 
Allegheny Garbage Company highjack 
the City of Pittsburgh and its taxpay¬ 
ers. The City, as has been pointed out, 
is paying the Allegheny Garbage Com¬ 
pany the price of $1.05 per ton for 
dumping at Herr's Island. 

I never heard so much discussion on 
any ordinance that this legislation has 
received. It is good for the public to 
know that it is receiving such serious 
consideration. We are not going to 
spend this $30,000.00. The Department 
of Public Works is not going cut and 


spend this money. Before it is spent, 
the City Administration will have to 
negotiate with the railroad company and 
negotiate with the land owners. The 
incinerator is two years old, and these 
facilities should have been included in 
the original construction program. At 
different times the suggestion has been 
made to construct an additional incin¬ 
erator. Whether such an addition will 
be built I do not know. If it is, it may 
be located on the South Side or in the 
Manchester District, and for t.he reason 
It will be handy to have the dock facili¬ 
ties. The facilities, if and when built, 
are for future use. Mr. Evans is not 
kidding me a bit. There is a scheme to 
provide a dump within the city limits 
and for that reason the City recently 
vacated a street. I know the ground 
work is being well laid. Mr. President, 
I am going to be the second signer on 
your petition to prevent dumping in 
the Morningside Avenue district. 

With respect to the incinerator, I 
have been informed that the construc¬ 
tion of the incinerator was held up 
for one year because the Mayor had 
an idea of a floating incinerator on 
the Allegheny River, burning the rub¬ 
bish and garbage and dumping the 
ash. That idea was abandoned be¬ 
cause of too much opposition. 

As far as being criticized in our re¬ 
port, I think Mayor Scully criticized 
two members of the committee over 
something; that he did not know any¬ 
thing about. I am not apologizing for 
anything he said. I am holding it in 
me and at proper time shall answer 
film for calling us unpatriotic and 
members of the Gestapo. I believe 
the committee has done a grand job 
in the past few months in regard to 
the Incinerator. I want to say that 
the Superintendent of the Incinerator, 
sitting here, has been doing a good 
job and will continue to do a good 
job, if he is not interfered with. The 
rubbish and garbage is now being 
collected from the residences of the 
people of Pittsburgh, and it Is his job 
to bring the stuff in. However, if 
they continue to dump on Herr’s 
Island, they will pass the Gulf building 
in height. Mr. Evans says we can 
continue for this year and for another 
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year. I do not want this question to make it a personal Issue and attack

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr, President:—^This is a big day in 
City Council, probably the most mo¬ 
mentous day since the Council or- 
gani25ed in January this year. The 
President of Council has seen the light 
and Joined with the people who are 
trying to solve the problem. The op¬ 
position refers to spending $30,000.00. 

Last week the committee authorized 
the expenditure of $20,000.00 for the 
cutting of weeds. They authorized, it 
at the table at the same time this 
bill was approved, in spite of the 
fact that ail the medical societies avail¬ 
able said it cannot and will not solve 
the hay fever problem, and they switched 
to beautifying the city. No man favoring 
this movement made mention of where 
we are going to get the $20,000.00. 

The $30,000.00 Involved in this bill 
means more than the $30,000.00 we 
are spending. Mr. Evans agrees that 
we need a railroad siding, and Mr. 

Evans agrees that we must face the 
situation in the future of disposing of 
our ash residue. I think the committee 
recommended, and the President of 
Council concurs in that recommenda¬ 
tion, that we must take action because 
Herr’s Island is not going to take care 
of our ash residue much longer; and 
for that reason I am going along, with 
the recommendation of the committee 
and vote against the motion to re¬ 
commit this ordinance to committee. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said; 

Mr. President;—It has been stated here 
that the reason we voted against this , 
bill Is that the money is not available. 

I do not agree with that position. The 
money can be made available. It has 
nothing to do with my opposition in 
the matter. I will show you where to 
get the $30,000.00 If it is necessary to 
obtain it. I do want, in con¬ 
nection with this bill, to make 

my position clear. Unfortunately, in 
this Council, every time a sincere mat¬ 
ter arises before us, those who are on 
one side or the other, attempt to 


I merely want today, without Injecting 
personalities, to state my position very 
briefly, why I did not vote for this 
mesisure in committee. I am as strong¬ 
ly in favor of solving this problem as 
any member of this Council, and there 
are two ways to solve this problem. 

It is either to obtain a rubbish dis¬ 
posal plant In which we can dispose 
of this excess rubbish, and then we 
do not have an ash problem; or to 
remove either the garbage or the ashes 
outside the City Limits. I am in favor 
of either one of these methods, and 
I will vote at any time if anybody can 
obtain the site for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh outside the City Limits. There¬ 
fore, as I see it, none of xis axe in 
disagreement upon the objective. 
Either we should obtain a rubbish dis¬ 
posal plant or a site outside the City 
where we can deposit either the ash 
or unbiixned garbage. 

The only position I took last week 
is this, and it is the position I teike to¬ 
day; It is a logical one. The first thing 
is to find the site; because if we find 
the site, then we can have this bill 
passed to build the siding. After ail, 
if we cannot obtain the site before 
our contract expires with the Alle¬ 
gheny Garbage Company, we will 
be forced to have a rubbish dis¬ 
posal plant. I am in favor of this 
bill if we can obtain a site. The Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners, some years ago, had 
an Investigation made about this gar¬ 
bage problem, and one of the ques¬ 
tions was transportation, by water, and 
1 believe that one of the conclusions 
was that that was not a satisfactory 
way of transporting garbage or ash* 
Now, if we do obtain the site, of 

course, we will have to have a rail¬ 
road siding; but I take the word of 

Mr. Weir, if It is needed, it can be 
, built in 72 hours. Certainly we will 

1 have time enough to build that siding, 

sufficient time, so that we will be 
able to deposit on any site acquired 

























































outside the City Limits. That is the 
reason I voted against the bill in 
committee. I do not see the necessity 
of tying up this money before we have 
the site. The siding can be built, If 
not in two or three days, in two weeks. 

I am not opposed to the objective. I 
will vote next week if any council¬ 
man or the Mayor has acquired a site 
for us for the deposit of our ashes. 
And at the same time I will vote to 
spend the money. 

Mr. Kilgallen again called Mr. Gallagher 
to the Chair, and taking, the floor, 
said: 

Mr. Chairman:—^Mr. Leonard, by ex¬ 
plaining that the passage of this bill 
does not necessarily mean that the 
Department of Public Works will im¬ 
mediately proceed with the construc¬ 
tion of dock (facilities, has answered Mr. 
Evans on that point. Mr. Wolk, who 
knows as much about finances of the 
City as any of us, has stated that he 
is not worried about the money argu¬ 
ment, and I take that as sufficient 
answer to Mr. Evans on that point. I 
think I, myself, must answer Mr. 
McArdle, becau-se he has placed me in a 
position where he Is my floor leader. 
That is not so. I am still in my same 
political camp and I still think that 
the present City Administration is the 
best administration we have ever had, 
and I still think that I am a member 
of the best Council that the City ever 
had. I must also answer Mr. Weir. 
He has placed in my mouth words 
which I did not utter. I did not say 
that I would mandamxis the City if 
it attempted to dump on Forward ave¬ 
nue or in Highland Park. I said that 
I am opposed to our dumping in those 
two neighborhoods. However, I say now 
that if the majority vote of this 
Council decides that I am mistaken 
in this attitude, and that we should 
dump there, then I shall accept that 
decision as my decision, and I will go 
along with the majority. I believe in 
party responsibility. 

Mr. Chairman, I do not want to 
overstate my case and I do not want 
to exaggerate, but it is not at all un¬ 
likely that we shall be facing a serious 
situation if we do nothing about se¬ 
curing an additional dump. I ask you 


again to pass this bill so that when 
we come back, after the summer vaca¬ 
tion, the Director of the Department of 
Public Works and the Mayor of the 
city will have a program ready. With 
the passage of this bil,! they will be 
able to say, “Here is your tariff rate; 
here Is our agreement with the rail¬ 
road company; here is the land, etc.” 
So that we then can make a definite 
decision. If we do not pass this bill 
today, nothing will be done during the 
summer, and we will still be in the 
talk stage in the Pall. 

President Kilgallen resumed the Chair. 
Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to make this 
one additional remark. As I said be¬ 
fore, the committee recommended this 
bill. This suggestion of a railroad sid¬ 
ing, Mr. Kilgallen sponsored this leg¬ 
islation, agreeing with the committee. 
I want to say for the record I do not 
know anything about the sites, whether 
they are located in Ohio or West Vir¬ 
ginia. I want to say this, that we will 
have the facilities in case this con¬ 
tract with the Allegheny Garbage Com¬ 
pany is not renewed, so that we will 
have a place to dump our residue. 

And the question recurring “Shall 
the bill be recommitted to the Com¬ 
mittee on Finance?”

Mr. President;—I bring this up this 
morning for several reasons, several of 
them I explained in committee last 
week. In the first place, I do not 
think the City of Pittsburgh at this 
time needs 25 additional police officers. 
Secondly, there are 35 vacancies in the 
Bureau of Police over a period of seven 
months, and today all the vacancies 
are not filled. As I stated in commit¬ 
tee, it would allow 60 appointments to 
the Bureau of Police. I had a woman 
call me last Thursday who told me 
that her son for five years has taken 
a Civil Service examination to get on 
the police department. He made a per¬ 


centage of better than 94. He is among 
those eligible for appointment. Today 
he happens to be in the armed service 
of his country. That is one case. The 
youth of the City—the best we have 
to go on our police force—are in the 
armed service. What I want to do is to 
appoint these young men to these 
positions, give them a leave of ab^- 
sence for the duration of the War, 
and when they return, they will be 
eligible for police work. These young 
men will come back with military train¬ 
ing behind them and will make ex¬ 
cellent police officers, Mr. Evans talks 
about the financial situation of the 
city. 1 am told by the Budget Con¬ 
troller that if we do not do anything, 
we will not have enough money to meet 
the police payroll in September. If we 
add these 25 additional patrolmen, it 
will mean an additional $43,000.00. The 
ordinance was sent to me by the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety with the 
approval of the Mayor. They do not 
seem to care where we get the money 
from. The Mayor Is in office for four 
years and will not have to face the 
voters until the expiration of that 
period. Only today the Administration 
has asked for 16 more firemen. I put 
the ordinance in by request. We are 
recessing and when we come back in 
September, we will be faced with the 
proposition of providing additional 
money to meet the payrolls of the 
Bureau of Police and Pire. 

With respect to the position of the 
police officers. The majority of police 
are needed in the downtown district, 
and if you will walk around the down¬ 
town district you will see nice looking 
young men in police uniforms. These 
young men are doing police duty be¬ 
cause the Council authorized regular 
employment for the sub policemen. 

I charge that this bill, creating 25 
additional policemen to the payroll of 
the City of Pittsburgh, is packing the 
payroll. I charge that it is unfair to 
fill all these jobs steamrolled by the 
Department of Public Safety. I for one 
do not think these additional police 
are needed. If they want to do some¬ 
thing for the young men who are go- 
1 ing into the armed service of our 
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country, let them appoint these young 
men, give them a leave of absence, and 
when they return put them to work. 
There are four attorneys in this Coun¬ 
cil and they ought to be able to map 
a program for doing this. I ask that 
my suggestion be given careful con¬ 
sideration, because if this bill is 
passed today, it will add $43,000.00 an¬ 
nually to our police payroll. If we 
have any surplus money, let us give 
it to present employes on the payroll. 

I hope His Honor, Mayor Scully, will 
veto this ordinance as he has^ vetoed 
several ordinances granting small in¬ 
creases to certain City employes. I 
hope he stands up and vetoes this 
measure, and I ask that Mayor Scully 
veto this bill if it is passed.

Mr. President:—On Bill No. 906, I 
just want to say, for the record, I am 
voting in favor of this bill for two 
reasons—one is because it is going to 
give employment to a lot of young¬ 
sters who probably need the money, 
and the other is that it will beautify 
the city. As far as relieving hay fever 
victims, the amount of money, in my 
opinion, will not alleviate the sufferers 
of hay fever. With an army, as I said 
in committee, going around the vacant 
areas in the City of Pittsburgh and 
cutting the weeds (they only cut the 
surface), and if they were successful 
in cleaning up every place in the City 
infested with weeds, we will have the 
pollen come in from miles and miles. 

I am voting for it because it will 
beautify the City and give some people 
employment. 


Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. president:—I just want to say 
for the record, not an argument, that 
this ordinance will not do away with 
hay fever. It will, I hope, give some 
relief to hay fever sufferers. I want 
to read into the record an article ap¬ 
pearing in the Reader’s Digest by Dr. 
Edward F. Hartung. This war may last 
a long time, and while we perhaps will 
not solve this problem of hay fever 
even at the best in a short period of 
time, but if we can give those work¬ 
ing in production some relief over a 
period of years, it will be worthwhile. 
Here is the article: 

“Midsummer spawns the scourge. 
Under the hot August sun myriads of 
tiny blooms release their dusty pollen, 
and the air-borne poison flies across 
the land. 

“In homes and offices, women find 
it difficult to draw a normal breath, 
and dread the sleepless nights. In 
defense factories, on farms, men stop 
work to rub their itching, half-blind 
eyes, or to shake with uncontrollable 
sneezing fits. These sufferers, hundreds 
of thousands of them, know that the 
ragweed season has come again; that 
from mid-August to mid-October they 
will find no respite from a wearing, 
weakening affliction that feels like in¬ 
fluenza—with a few sinus headaches 
and malarial chills thrown in for bad 
measure. 

“Ragweed is much the commonest 
cause of ‘hay fever.’ It grows in al¬ 
most every part of the U. S. But If 
the plant is cut or pulled out be¬ 
fore the period of pollination, it can 
cause no hay fever and it cannot 
propagate. A thorough campaign of 
eradication, intensively pressed dur¬ 
ing the month preceding August 15, 
could largely rid the whole country 
of it. Most of the nation’s sufferers 
could be relieved if only the cities 
would extirpate the pest. For the ma¬ 
jority of us are urbanites, and vacant 
lots and neglected streets are the rag¬ 
weed’s favorite domain. 

“But who is to do so vast a Job? 

It is obviously beyond the scope of 
uncoordinated individual work, but is 
it not a challenge to our new and

nation-wide Civilian Defense agen¬ 
cies? Could not the O. C. D. in each 
community enlist and coordinate the 
efforts of Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 

Red Cross volunteers^ and other civic 
groups? 

i'Civilian Defense means more than 
preparing for bombs from the sky. 

It means working, now, from the 
ground up, to maintain the efficiency 
and health of every community at 
top peak. It means learning to co¬ 
operate and carry through on projects 
helpful to everyone. The ragweed is 
not too lowly an enemy for our metal. 

Its elimination will make life more 
liveable for many Americans; it will 
step up the nation’s power to pro¬ 
duce: it will permanently benefit every 
community, 

“Here is a Civilian Defense job that 
can start now.” 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I feel as Mr. Gallagher 
does, and I have always felt that any¬ 
body can write a story or book on 
this subject. The passage of this ordi¬ 
nance will not help hay fever victims. 

It Is a bill to beautify the City. I was 
the only one against it in committee, 
and my reason, after getting Into It, Is 
that I think this is a Job for civic organ¬ 
izations. The City of Pittsburgh cannot 
afford to spend $20,000.00 for cutting 
weeds. We ought to conserve our funds 
as much as possible, because we don’t 
know when our Civilian Defense will 
ask us for more money, and will need 
It. 1 am for appropriating money to 
Civilian Defense. I don’t want to de¬ 
prive high school boys from making a 
few dollars. It is all right during a de¬ 
pression, but everybody is working now. 

I think it is a waste of money. This 
money can be better put to use for 
Civilian Defense. 

Mi. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President;—would like to ask 
Mr. Wolk a question. Does this bill 
require the expenditure of money at 
this time? 

Mr. Wolk said: 

You authorized that in the committee 
meeting last week. 'The appropriation 
ordinance will be introduced later. 


Mr. Evans said. 

Mr. President:—I am going to vote for 
the bill, but I want to say that I will 
not vote for any bills to take money 
out of funds already appropriated for 
necessary purposes. It is not sound 
business. I want to see the money come 
from a fund that we will not need it 
for salaries.

Which was read, received and filed. 
Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:— 

The weaknesses of the present system 
of bond issuance are: 

1. Bonds are Issued as soon as pro¬ 
jects are authorized without regard to 
the time of completion of projects, 

2. Council is asked for new projects 
before the old ones have been com¬ 
pleted, and in some Instances even be¬ 
fore all of the projects have been 
stai'ted. 

3. There are, therefore, too many 
projects hanging loose and Council has 
no way of knowing where we stand on 
previous commitments when authorizing 
new bond issues or new projects. 

4. Requests for bond fund projects 
are submitted to Council in dribbles, 
Council is therefore uninformed of the 
total program for the year. 

As a result of these practices we spend 
on the average of $3,000,000.00 to $4,- 
000,000.00 a year in bond money over 
which we have very little control as 
compared with tax fund expenditures. 
In addition, this practice produces large 
bond fund balances, I might say for the 
record that we have certainly improved 
on the old practice. Back in 1927, for 
example, the bond fund balances at the 
end of the year were $14,679,469.86. At 
that time the interest rate was 4y4 
percent which meant an expenditure of 
over $600,000.00 during that year with¬ 
out any value returned to the City. 
Our bond fund balances now are the 
lowest that they have been since 1920 
at least. 

Despite this improvement, I still feel 
that bond fund expenditures are rather 
loosely handled and result in Council’s 
having very little knowledge and con¬ 
trol either over the status of the pro¬ 
jects or the future needs. 
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What we have done so far this year 
Is a step in the right direction. We 
have applied old bond fund balances 
to finance projects which were about 
to be financed with new bond Issues. 
We have asked the department of pub¬ 
lic works to furnish us with a list of 
the projects, the date of authorization 
and estimated time for completion. 

However, neither of these actions is 
sufficient to establish a proper policy 
for controlling bond fund expenditures. 
The major reason for the lack of control 
over bond fund expenditures is that 
those funds are not budgeted as are 
other expenditures of the city. Conse¬ 
quently, what is needed is a capital 
budget for the city which should be 
adopted annually, preferably at the 
same time that the tax budget is being 
adopted. This budget should include all 
of the permanent Improvements which 
the city contemplates doing during the 
current year and the ^ource from which 
these improvements will be financed, 
that is from current revenues or from 
bond funds. 

The detailed procedure under the plan 
could be outlined as follows: 

After Council has agreed on the cap¬ 
ital program, It should proceed with the 
authorization of the various improve¬ 
ments, setting up maximum amounts 
for each project. These authorizations 
should not constitute the appropriation 
of funds. 

Council should at the same time 
authorize a bond issue not to exceed 
the total amount of the annual pro¬ 
gram. The ordinance should specify 
that the bonds are not to be sold 
at this time and that the actual issu¬ 
ance of the bonds shall follow as the 
money may be needed and be covered 
by supplemental ordinance. 

When the department has completed 
t(S preliminary plans and is ready to 
proceed with the work on the project, 
Council should authorize the contract 
and make appropriations in the amount 
estimated by the department not to 
exceed the amount originally estimated. 

The actual Issuance of the bonds 
shall take place when the cash balance 
In the bond funds becomes low and 
council feels that more money will be 


needed to pay contracts which may 
come due in the near future. Council 
should then pass a supplemental ordi¬ 
nance authorizing the actual issuance 
of bonds against the original bond au¬ 
thorization in an amount sufficient to 
pay contracts authorized which will 
come due within the current year. 

Such a procedure will accomplish 
several improvements. It will provide 
the same degree of control and scrutiny 
over bond fund expenditures as now 
exists over tax fund disbursements. This 
should result in the elimination of 
items from the capital budget which 
are not of a real capital outlay nature. 
It should result in fewer bond issues. 
Furthermore, such a capital budget 
should be the product of a long range 
program of permanent improvements. 
The one year’s program should be one 
of the links of a long chain of de¬ 
sirable improvements. 

The axioption of such a program 
should also result in the elimination 
of large bond fund balances bearing 
large interest charges at a time when 
the money is actually of no value to 
the city. This should also aid in re¬ 
moving the temptation for the use of 
such balances for projects which are 
not essential but can be financed from 
bond funds on the theory that the 
money is there. 

At this particular time Council should 
be especially slow in Issuing new bonds. 
In addition to the argument that I 
have heretofore advanced, namely, that 
we are interfering with the Federal 
government’s effort in the sale of war 
bonds, we are also working in opposition 
to the government’s policy of conserv¬ 
ing credit. Above all I think we need 
to conserve our credit for who knows 
what emergency may occur here in con¬ 
nection with this war that may re¬ 
quire us to advance large sums of 
money. Where would we be if our bor¬ 
rowing power were drained by projects 
which would be desirable m normal 
times but could be conveniently post¬ 
poned until after the war. 

Let us conserve our bonding power 
for projects directly connected with the 
war efforts. 
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Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a question 
of personal privilege. I wish to call the 
attention of Council to one of our 
Labor Organizations in the City of 
Pittsburgh—one of the finest organiza¬ 
tions in the City—^Milk and lee Cream 
Salesmen, Drivers and Dairy Employes, 
Local No. 205. 

Due to the war emergency, the gov¬ 
ernment found it necessary to establish 
the Office of Defense Transportation. 
This office in turned issued regulations 
governing all types of transportation. 
Among these orders was one known as 
O. D. T No. 6 which established regu¬ 
lations of such a nature that it 
necessitated certain curtailments of 
truck deliveries. 

The Milk Wagon Drivers and Dairy 
Workers Union of Pittsburgh, Local 
No. 205 of the American Federation of 
Labor, acknowledged the necessity of a 
curtailment program and established a 
six-day delivery operation. 

Pittsburgh did not experience any in¬ 
convenience to the public because of 
their failure to receive milk. This, how¬ 
ever, cannot be said of other well- 
organized cities, such as New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Minneapolis, and 
several other cities on the Pacific Coast. 

This organization has contributed 
considerably to the stabilization of the 
milk industry in Pittsburgh and Alle¬ 
gheny County. One of the cardinal prln- 
cipales of this organization is the main¬ 
tenance of the highest standard of sani¬ 
tary conditions possible in the dairy 
business. 

The best evidence of this statement 
is the fight put up by this Union op¬ 
posing the Moul-Woodring Bill at which 
time, in the Interest of the public wel¬ 
fare in the state of Pennsylvania, they 
provided the funds and men to advise 
the milk consuming public in Pennsyl¬ 
vania of the dangers involving the Moul- 
Woodring Bill. 

It also should be known that during 
the recent consideration of the bill be¬ 
fore this Council affecting raw-milk, 
this Union in turn again supported the 
Council bill. 


The City of Pittsburgh up to date 
has been caused very little, if any, con¬ 
cern over the distribution of milk to the 
taxpayers of this city and to this 
county. It is a credit to the leadership 
of this organization for being able to 
develop its contracts, negotiate them 
and make amicable adjustments in an 
industry that is so vital to the public 
health and welfare. 

Mr. President, I wish also to call your 
attention to the fact that when the 
Grovernment requested milk companies 
to reduce mik deliveries in order to 
conserve tires and gasoline, Local No. 
205 cooperated 100 per cent. This fine 
organization showed the way for other 
similar labor organizations in the coun¬ 
try. Nothwlthstanding the fact that this 
cooperation resulted in the laying off 
of 300 drivers on the extra and swing 
turns, these men were willing to make 
that sacrifice for their country. 

I am merely citing these facts, be¬ 
cause I do not believe that they were 
ever called to the attention of the of¬ 
ficials of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Commencing next w'eek. some of the 
milk drivers unions in other cities will 
follow the example of the milk drivers 
in Pittsburgh. 

The milk drivers unions in New York, 
Chicago and Minneapolis are before the 
War Labor Board to adjust their dif 
ferences because of the request of the 
Government to curtail milk deliveries. 
Such was not the case of the Pittsburgh 
milk drivers, who, I believe, are mem¬ 
bers of one of the finest labor or¬ 
ganizations in the United States. 

I merely make these remarks to show 
that the milk drivers of Pittsburgh is 
the first organization to comply with 
the Government request, and they are 
now working out the problem in q 
satisfactory manner. 

MOTIONS AND UESOLtTIONS 

Mr. Gallagher presented 
No. 1123. 

WHEREAS, The Pennsylvania Public 
Service Commission on December 8, 1941, 
without notice, nor giving opportunity 
to the City of Pittsburgh to protest, 
rescinded the action of the former 
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Commission of July 6, 1937, permitting 
City intervention generally in the Com¬ 
mission complaint at No. C-11380-Sub. 18, 
against the rates of The Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Company, after per¬ 
suading the City not to bring its own 
complaint and after the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh had adopted the evidence taken 
in said proceedings as though it had 
been offered in support of its own par¬ 
ticular complaint, and 

WHEREAS, The City of Pittsburgh, on 
June 12, 1941, did file a formal com¬ 
plaint protesting the proposed increased 
rates of The Manufacturers Light and 
Heat Company which became effective 
July 2, 1941, and was docketed at No. 
C-13,558, and 

WHEREAS, The City of Pittsburgh 
on September 12, 1941, filed a petition 
for leave to intervene in a Commission 
complaint against said proposed in¬ 
creased rates, docketed at No. C-13565, 
June 25, 1941, two weeks after the 
City protest, and 

WHEREAS, On December 8, 1941, the 
Commission refused intervention to the 
City in this rate case (No. C-13565) 
and without notice nor opportunity to 
protest, rescinded the action of the 
former Commission, July 6, 1937, per¬ 
mitting Intervention generally in the 
first complaint above against the rates 
of The Manufacturers Light and Heat 
Company, and 

WHEREAS, Now said Commission, by 
its order of June 16, 1942, has dis¬ 
missed the remaining City protest No. 
C-13558, for an alleged lack of prosecu¬ 
tion, and has by its own hand eliminat¬ 
ed the City of Pittsburgh from all rate 
cases against the said Company, Now, 
therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh protests earnestly 
and vigourously on behalf of itself as 
a patron, and in behalf of all the citi- 
25ens of Pittsburgh, and solemnly as¬ 
serts that said actions are an arbitrary 
departure from the accepted standards 
of legal proceedings, made with the 
manifest purpose of denying said City 
the right of appeal from any decision 
of the Issues of said causes, and there¬ 
fore, condemns said actions of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Public Utility Commission as 


utterly unwarranted, unlawful and vio¬ 
lently against the public interest, and 
be it further 

RESOLVED, That the City Solicitor is 
hereby directed to file at once a petition 
to the Commission for modification, re- 
cission or deferment of the effective 
date of said order of June 16, 1942, to 
the end that the City may make its 
position wholly clear in the matter, be¬ 
cause there is no power in the Com¬ 
mission to wilfully shut out the City 
from the Courts. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Gallagher moved 

The adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—^My reason for intro¬ 
ducing this resolution, no doubt, the 
members of Council know that a ma¬ 
jority of the members of the Public 
Utility Commission have arbitrarily 
taken the position that the City of 
Pittsburgh has no right in the premises. 
The two dissenting members of the 
Commission—^Mr. Buchanan and Mr. 
Beamish—^have severely criticized the ma¬ 
jority members of the Public Utility 
Commission for their action. I think 
the same as they do in their dissent¬ 
ing opinion, that the Public Utility 
Commission of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania has taken unto itself, in other 
words, usurped, the power of the Courts. 
That is my purpose in introducing this 
resolution, directing our City Solicitor 
to again call to the attention of the 
Commission that the rights of the City 
of Pittsburgh have been violated by 
the decision of the majority mem¬ 
bers of the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission; and I hope that this Council, 
if it sees fit to vote for this resolution, 
will put enough force back of our 
City Solicitor to show the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission that we, as 
representatives of the people of the 
City of Pittsburgh are alert and looking 
out for the interests of the taxpayers 
of our City; and as stated by .the dis¬ 
senting opinions of the two members 
mentioned, the majority opinion is ar¬ 
bitrary and contrary to law and the 
facts in the case, and they have usurped 
the powers of the Court. I therefore 
urge the members of Council to vote 





















































































for the adoption of this resolution.

Mr. President:—^In addition to what 
Mr. Evans has reported, I was also 
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asked to look into the question of the 
legality of the ordinance. 

I find, upon a perusal of the con¬ 
tract, that the Pittsburgh* Railways 
Company has no title to these rails. 
The Railways Company lagrees, under 
this ordinance, to convey all its right, 
title and Interest to these rails to the 
City of Pittsburgh. This they cannot do. 

In the original agreement providing 
for the abandonment of street rail¬ 
way tracks on these respective streets, 
the underlying companies agree to re¬ 
move the tracks when the streets are 
I’epaved. I do not see why, in this 
instance, they should pass the burden 
onto the City. Neither can I see any 
reason why we should ask the United 
States Government to expend six times 
the value of these rails. 

In view of these facts, I do not pro¬ 
pose voting for this ordinance today, 
Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I concur in the opin¬ 
ion of Mr. Duff—that if the Railways 
Company hias no right to make a 
present of these rails, we are not pro¬ 
ceeding properly, under the circum¬ 
stances, but I do not agpee with the 
second part of his remarks wherein he 
spoke of the excessive cost of removing 
the rails, I am for removing them at 
any cost. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—For a point of in¬ 
formation : Mr. Duff brings out the 
point that the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company does not have the right to 
these rails, but that they are the 
property of the underliers. There is a 
controversy in Court between the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company and the un¬ 
derliers with respect to ownership of 
these properties. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—For Mr. Gallagher’s 
information, I wish to state that there 
is no controversy between the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company and the un¬ 
derliers. Whether they will yield or not 
is not the question here. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^The underliers still 
claim they have the right to these 
railway tracks under the original 


franchises. As I understand from the 
beginning, the City of Pittsburgh gave 
these so-called underliers the right to 
lay tracks on city streets. These tracks 
are worn out. At that time the various 
units of the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany were owned and operated by in¬ 
dividual companies. The heirs of the 
underliers are calling for their pound 
of flesh from the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company. They still claim they have 
certain interests in the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company—tand they are these 
franchises. My information is that the 
franchises are perpetual—99 years—and 
for that reason they are claiming, in 
the Courts, certain rights. I do not 
think that question has been decided 
by the Courts. If the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company has no right to these 
rails imbedded In the streets, the 
underliers still claim they have rights 
there. The original tracks were aband¬ 
oned years ago. We ought to be care¬ 
ful in i>asslng this bill. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Let me call your at¬ 
tention to Article 1 of the agreement 
provided dn the ordinance now up for 
consideration. 

It reads, 

“First. W. D. George, Thomas M. 
Benner and Thomas Fitzgerald, sole¬ 
ly as Trustees of Pittsburgh Railways 
Company, as aforesaid, and not In¬ 
dividually, do hereby remove, release 
and quit claim unto the City of 
Pittsburgh all right, title and inter¬ 
est in and to the following de¬ 
scribed tracks and ties in place, ex¬ 
clusive of overhead power distribution 
facilities, where substitute track fa¬ 
cilities have been acquired or which 
are subject to the following tempor¬ 
ary abandonment agreements." 

The express stipulation is that the 
title to these rails belongs to the un¬ 
derliers. They are not parties to this 
agreement, and because they are not 
parties to this agreement, they can sue 
the City of Pittsburgh for damages. 

T.he Chair said: 

Gentlemen, I believe we heard enough 
to be cautious about passing this ordi- 
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nance. In order to Iron out any ques¬ 
tions concerning its legality, I would 
suggest that some memtoer make a 
motion to recommit the hill to com¬ 
mittee for further consideration, 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. (President:—The only question I 
might raise is if there are any legal 
difficulties involved, it might he ad¬ 
visable to pass the ordinance today 
and call it to the attention of the 
Mayor to obtain advice from the Law 
Department, and if the Law Department 
advises him that the legal difficulties 
are as Mr. Duff described, to return 
the ordinance to Council without action 
thereon for our further consideration, 
Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—■! am not going to 
vote for this ordinance when the agree¬ 
ment states that the rails are In the 
name of the underliers, who are not 
parties to this contract,

And the rule having been suspended, 
the bill was read a second time. 
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Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—There are two bills 
on the calendar today (Bills 1202 and 
1379) relating to increases in wages 
and salaries of certain City employes 
which may be affected by the Presi¬ 
dent’s order freezing wages and salaries 
as of September 15, 1942. I doubt, 

whether in the face of that order, 
this body can competently pass these 
bills. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—The question that the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee 
raises is purely a legal one, and as 
far as I am concerned, I am going to 
vote for these ordinances. I voted for 
them in committee and will do so to¬ 
day. If the Law Department says 
that they cannot be enacted into 
law, then the Mayor can veto them, or 
so advise us. We are Jhere to legislate, 
not to decide legal questions. If the 
City Solicitor tells us that that order 
applies to all employes in the City, 
then we will be bound by the Execu¬ 
tive order, but until I am so informed 
I inteiid to vote for these bills in 
Council as I did in committee. 

This is a good time to see how the 
President’s order affects the City of 
Pittsburgh. We are going into a new 
budget, and I am as anxious to know 
our legal position as anybody else. I 
think we ought to pass the bills, unless 
those who favored them before the order 
went into effect have changed tfielr 
minds, and let the Law Department ad¬ 
vise us whether we can enact these 
ordinances into law or not. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President :—1 agree, in the whole, 
with Mr. McArdle, and I will go a bit 
further. I will not only depend on what 
our Legal Department says in the mat¬ 
ter, taut will abide by its decision. I 
am going to vote for these ordinances, 
and will await word from the Law De¬ 
partment whether or not the President’s 
order Is legal, 

Mr. Galliighcr arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am recorded as not, 
voting for these bills in committee, and 
will ask that I be so recorded when the 
bills come up for final passage. That 


was before the President’s order. 

I stated in committee that I did not 
want to take the position of playing 
favorites and giving salary increases to 
a few individuals and Ignoring other 
requests before this body. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I think it is highly 
important that when circumstances 
arise in enacting ordinances, the ef¬ 
fect of such enactment may seriously 
impair our powers to pass such legis¬ 
lation, that the only legal and pro¬ 
per disposition of such bills is to 
recommit them to committee for fur¬ 
ther consideration, so that Council, 
in the light of information from the 
Law Department, may know what it Is 
doing, rather than leaving the bills In 
their present form and leaving it up 
to the Mayor to decide what to do. 
The Council may want to express its 
opinion on the President’s order, and 
so far as I am concerned, the order 
plainly forbids this Council from rais¬ 
ing salaries and wages at this time. If 
we do, we are flying in the face of the 
Government’s order. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—If the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee wants to hold 
these bills over or lay them on the table, 
subject to an opinion from the Tiaw 
Department, it is perfectly all right. 
What I am fearful of, without our 
knowing what our legal status is, 
some member or members might vote 
against these ordinances on that basis. 

I move that the bills be laid on the 
table pending an opinion from the Law 
Department. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr, President:—I do not have any 
objection to that action. I wiant to be 
Informed as to our powers to pass 
bills of this kind. It is entirely agree¬ 
able to me to la.y the bills on the 
table pending receipt of that advice. 
President Kilgallen called Mr. Galla- 
j gher to the Chair, and taking the floor, 
said: 

Mr. Chairman:—The President’s Execu¬ 
tive Order and the effect of it is not 
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so clear in my mind as I would like it 
to be. I only know what I read in 
the newspapers and the editions have 
not yet sufficiently detailed the 
Order for me to get its full impact. 
From what has been said here, I can 
see t.hat this Council is not in agree¬ 
ment as to what it means in its de¬ 
tails. 

I agree with Mr. McArdle when he 
first spoke. We need responsible legal 
opinion on this Order, and the quickest 
v/ay to get it is to pass these two bills 
and place them before the Mayor for 
signature. He will surely consult the 
City Solicitor before he approves or 
disapproves. That is the way to get a 
prompt and authoritative opinion. Any¬ 
thing else can very well result in a 
lot of talk, procrastination and delay. 

A mere professional opinion by any 
lawyer or by our Law Department is 
not appealable and not reviewable. I 
think this Council will be doing a 
service to all wage earners and all 
salaried people everywhere by squarely 
creating an issue. 

On their merits, I favor both bills. 
If the Mayor should sign them, we 
would create a situation where the 
whole country could be informed as to 
whether or not a municipal employe 
could have his salary Increased from 
$3,600.00 to $4,200.00 and, also, whether 
there can be a group adjustment of 
salaries in one municipal department 
where the net result is not an in¬ 
crease of salary expenditures. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^As I recall our ex¬ 
perience, the legality of any ordinance 
is determined before Council passes 
it and not put the responsibility on 
the Mayor. Our practice in the past 
has been that we take our advice from 
the Law Department as to whether we 
can pass the legislation, and act in ac¬ 
cordance with the information furnish¬ 
ed us. I do not see why in the pres¬ 
ent circumstances, after the bills have 
been considered favorably and a change 
of circumstances has taken place, that 
the same orderly procedure should not 
be adhered to. 

At this time President Kilgallen re¬ 
sumed the Chair. 


Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to be recorded 
as not voting on these two bills. I 
am so recorded in the Committee on 
Finance. I do not want to be put in 
the position of favoring these two 
particular bills. My own personal opin¬ 
ion is this, that the President’s Order 
freezing salaries and wages is going 
to lead to a lot of controversies that 
will have to be ironed out by the 
War Labor Board and probably the 
legal departments of the United States 
Government. I do not know what ef¬ 
fect my not voting on the motion to 
refer these bills to the Law Depart¬ 
ment will have on the question. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said; 

Mr. President:—With permission of 
the seconder, I withdraw my motion. 
The Chair said: 

What is your pleasure, gentlemen? 
Mr. Duff moved 

That Bill Nos. 1202 and 1379 
be laid on the table. 

Upon which motion, the ayes and 
noes were ordered taken, and being 
taken, were:

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—If these bills pass, 

they will be sent to the Mayor, I 
move, in respect to these two bills, 
that they be passed subject to a 
legal opinion of the City Solicitor, and 
copy thereof shall be furnished Council. 
The Chair said: 

I am sorry that the Chair cannot 
entertain that motion. 

Mr, Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—What Mr. Duff sug¬ 
gests is that the Mayor obtain an opin¬ 
ion from the City Solicitor before he 
approves or disapproves the ordinances. 
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Mr. Duff arose and siald: 

Mr. (President:—That is my suggestion, 
that the Mayor obtain a legal opinion 
before he acts on the ordinances, and 
a copy of the opinion be furnished 
Council. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:-—Mr. Duff is right. 
The President’s Order is either an 
order or it is not. If there are a lot 
of questions about it and it is nullified 
by all cities in the United States, it 
is just too bad. We should all be 
patriotic enough to follow the Presi¬ 
dent’s order. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I don’t know how 
Mr. Evans or anybody else is going to 
find out what our powers are under 
the circumstances if we do not pass 
these bills. Nobody will know any¬ 
thing about it. as you wisely said, Mr. 
President, unless we pass these bills. 
Mr. Evans is no more patriotic than I 
am. I do not want to do anything 
harmful to the United States. There¬ 
fore, we ought to pass these bills to 
determine what our powers are under 
the President’s Order. 

Mr. .McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Now is the time to 
find out what our powers are under 
the Executive’s Order. Council will 
soon be considering the 1943 budget re¬ 
quests, and Council will be besieged 
with requests for increases In salaries 
and wages of practically every city 
employe. Here is an opportunity for 
the Law Department to tell us where 
we stand. The City Solicitor will no 
doubt advise the Mayor what our pow¬ 
ers are, and if she does, it will save a 
lot of grief in the future. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not think Coun¬ 
cil desires to secure its information 
from the Mayor through a veto mes¬ 
sage. We should obtain tbat informa¬ 
tion before the bills are sent -to him. 

Mr. .’VIoArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^If it is determined 
that Council has no power to pass these 
bills in view of the President’s order, 
we can pass a simple motion here in 


Council asking the Mayor to return 
the bills without action thereon. I 
am not shirking my councilmanic duty; 
but I want to put the responsibility 
of the legality of these bills where it 
belongs. The Law Department is the 
proper department from whicji to ob¬ 
tain this information. I favor the 
passage of these bills. 

The Chair said: 

No one knows better than the Chair 
that the only way to raise the ques¬ 
tion is to pass these bills. Grant the 
raises and we will soon find out what 
our powers are under the circum¬ 
stances. 

And Bill Nos. 1202 and 1.379, as read 
a second time, were agreed to. 

And the bills were read a third time 
and agreed to. 

And the titles of the bills were read 
and agreed to.

Mr. Wolk arose and said:— 


Mr. President:—^I want to discuss 
Bill No. 908. 

Many employes, some who benefit by 
the ordinance and others who do not, 
have questioned, me about my stand in 
this matter. I desire to state, definitely, 
clearly and tmmistakably why I am not 
voting for this ordinance, so there will 
be no misunderstanding. 

I want the employes who are given 
raises under this ordinance, as well as 
the over 6,000 who' ore not given raises 
and against whom this bill discrimi¬ 
nates, to know my position. I want the 
public at large as well to know my 
position. I believe It is a sound one 
and one that I thought the other then 
members of Council had adopted at the 
budget sessions last December. 

The ordinance provides for increases 
in wages and salaries, inter alia, for 84 
employes who received increases Jan¬ 
uary 1st, 1942. In December, 1941, 
they, together with other employes of 
the City of Pittsburgh, presented their 
claims for adjustment of wages and 
salaries, and Council granted raises to 
them and to every employe making 
$2,750.00 a year or less. The over¬ 
whelming majority, In fact over 939c, 
thus received, increases. 

Council stopped at $2,750.00 e year 
merely as a compromise figure. I was 
always ready and willing to reconsider 
the claims of those making over 
$2,750.00 B year if an injustice was 
done, but only on the same basis that 
the original plan was adopted, namely, 
that It will apply equally to all regular 
employes within that salary range. 

Some of Uie employes who benefit 
by this ordinance make more than 
$2,760.00 a year and therefore, are 
given a preference over other employes 
in the same class. 

Council estimated its income and 
passed an appropriation ordinance. The 
City of Pittsburgh is limited in its 
income by the millage Council fixes 
for the year, and the 1942 millage was 
passed upon an agreed salary scale. In 
private business the Income may be 
substantially increased for the better 
during the year hut the Income of e 
municipality usually is not higher than 
the estimated income and oftentimes 
much less, as in our case this year. 
Yet in private employment, employers 
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and employes make agreements on 
wages and salaries for the particular 
year and abide by that agreement until 
the following year when a re-examlna- 
tion is made of wages and salaries. 

While it is true municipalities make 
no agreements with employes, yet the 
budget, as translated into the salary 
ordinance, constitutes an implied agree¬ 
ment on wages and salaries for one 
year. 

It is my thought that Council adopt¬ 
ed this policy in September, 1941, 
when a group of employes who appar¬ 
ently had reasonable claims on the 
basis of change of rates in Industry, 
yet they were compelled to wait until 
budget time when the differences were 
adjusted satisfactorily to all parties 
concerned. These particular employes 
had not received an Increase in wages 
or salaries at -the beginning of the 
year as have most of the employes 
who are involved in this present ordi¬ 
nance. 

Many of the employes who are in¬ 
volved in this present ordinance ac¬ 
ceded to this policy at that time and 
agreed to wait until budget time when 
their claims were adjusted apparently 
satisfactorily. Yet this policy, which 
seemed to have been established definite¬ 
ly after considerable controversy, has 
been completely repudiated by the 
action of the Finance Committee. 

I have adhered to the belief, which 
I thought was the agreed policy of this 
Council at budget time, that the salary 
program, as adopted during the budget 
sessions, should not be changed during 
the year except and only to adjust 
any Injustice arising from the failure 
to give raises to certain employes. Cer¬ 
tainly salaries and wages which were 
Increased In the budget should not 
again be increased during the year. I 
feel, once adopted, the budget should 
constitute a chart for the City’s opera¬ 
tion for the year. I know that this is 
difficult at times, particularly In a 
war period, taut with a reasonable 
contingent fund It can be accomplished. 

Piecemeal changes in salaries and 
wages, aside from their numerous bad 
effects on the entire City personnel, 
upset our budget calculations. 

I have not voted and will not vote to 
give raises to Individual employes dur¬ 


ing the year after the salary ordinance 
has been approved except for those 
employes who received no pay increases 
at budget time if It can be shown an 
injustice has been done, and except 
for those employes whose hourly pre¬ 
vailing union rate per day has changed 
during the year and who received no 
increase at budget time. Some of the 
employes in the present ordinance may 
be entitled to this consideration under 
the latter exception, and I am willing 
to pass on the merits of their case. 
With these exceptions, we should not 
consider any requests for raises except 
at budget time. As private employers 
wi'th imion contracts do, we should re¬ 
examine wages and salaries of employes 
on the basis of our Income but once 
a year. To adopt a different policy 
would be unsound. It would be un¬ 
sound from the viewpoint of good ad¬ 
ministration, unfair to all City em¬ 
ployes who are not benefited and dis¬ 
turbs the morale and efficiency of the 
latter employes. 

To my way of thinking, Council 
should fix a general policy when It 
adopts the salary ordinance at the 
beginning of the year, as I thought 
was done last December, and stick to 
that policy. Some day I hope a real 
scientific reclassification of personnel 
will be made. 

If we begin to raise individual salar¬ 
ies or give groups of employes double 
raises in one year, we open ourselves 
to continual pressure by individual em¬ 
ployes or groups of employes. Further¬ 
more, every time we adjust the salary 
of one employe during the year, we 
antagonize all other City employes, and 
they have a right to complain. 

In considering salaries of individual 
employes or groups of employes, we 
lose sight of all salary problems as a 
whole and we throw our salary schedule 
further out of scale. We produce sal¬ 
aries for certain employes which are in 
excess of the amounts paid to their 
superiors. 

It is my hope that once the budget 
is adopted, it should not be changed 
except in extraordinary circumstances. 

The outlook for next year on the 
income side is so dismal by reason of 
the certain loss of Income from various 
sources, that the entire subject of ex- 
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pendltures. Including salaries aAd wages, 
will be a most difficult one to solve 
if the mlllage is to remain as at pres¬ 
ent. We must live within our income. 
This is especially true in War times 
if we are to meet successfully the de¬ 
mands of the transition period from 
war to peace. 

Mr. McArdle ai*ose and said: 

Mr. President:—In answer to my es¬ 
teemed colleague’s charges about the 
unfairness of this bill, known as No. 
908, I would like to call to his at¬ 
tention and the attention of the other 
members of Council, that the number 
of men who are to receive an increase 
in wages under this bill are members 
of a bona fide union, whose representa¬ 
tives asked that we, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, meet the scale of their union. 

As Mr. Wolk well knows, that is the 
policy of the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh. When a rate is changed, 
and that union established a wage with 
private Industry, it has been the prac¬ 
tice of the City of Pittsburgh from 
time to time to meet the established 
rate of that imlon for private industry. 

That is what this bill does. Station¬ 
ary engineers employed In some depart¬ 
ments of the City have been paid one 
rate, while others in other departments 
have been paid another rate. That 
ordinance equalizes the wages of all 
these workers. 

To show the injustice, that has here¬ 
tofore existed, some of the employes 
whose wages are equalized in this ordi¬ 
nance, have in some instances been 
receiving as high as $1.00 a day more 
than others doing similar work. 

Therefore, as one member of Council, 
I propose voting for this ordinance so 
as to equalize the wages of this group 
of workers, and by so doing correct an 
injustice that has existed for a long 
period of time. It shall always be my 
policy to pay the union rate. That was 
my policy in the Congress of the United 
States, In the State Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, and I shall adhere to it 
while a member of this Council. 

As to Mr. Wolk’s move for economy 
In city government, we had a message 
today from the Mayor in answer to a 
request from Council asking him when 
he was going to appoint the Director 
of the Department of Public Health as 


the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Welfare. The ordinance consolidating 
these departments was submitted by 
the Administration as an economy meas¬ 
ure. And in spite of the man’s economy 
in this Council, I think the record 
will disclose that he (Mr. Wolk) was 
satisfied to create a job for the Mayor’s 
Secretary as Administrative Assistant at 
an Increase in salary of some $2,400.00 
without anybody but the Mayor mak¬ 
ing the request. It was all. right to 
create that position at $6,000.00. I 
think Mr. Wolk knew who was to re¬ 
ceive this appointment. It was all right 
to create this $6,000.00 job, but today be¬ 
cause of a thing that should not have 
existed, but should have been corrected 
in the last budget, he opposes the meas¬ 
ure for economy reasons. On the one 
hand he was favorable to creating a 
new position, adding another financial 
burden on the taxpayers, but in this 
case, where an injustice is being cor¬ 
rected, he opposes the bill. Let the 
record show that I am for paying one 
wage for all these workers, and I hope 
this Council will stand by the com¬ 
mittee’s . recommendation and pass the 
ordinance. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I too want to speak 
on this bill, No. ,908. I want to say 
that I concur in Mr. Wolk’s remarks, at 
least the greater part of them. I 
want to say further that, as I under¬ 
stand it from figures furnished by the 
Budget Controller, this will add $35,- 
000.00 to the budget next year. We 
have had various requests from various 
groups of city employes for Increases In 
salaries, and for certain Increases In 
salary have 'been considered by Council 
in various hearings held in this room, 
and all these requests have been re¬ 
ferred to the Budget Committee, which 
was and is entirely proper. 

I feel the passage of this ordinance 
would be unfair, grossly imfalr, to at 
least a dozen groups of city employes 
who ha,ve come into this Council with 
similar requests. If this ordinance 
passes, it will give a special privilege, 
or special advantage, to a certain 
group, who would be given an im¬ 
mediate Increase, and without con¬ 
sideration of the ability of the City 
to pay. I believe this request should 
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also held over for consideration by 
the Budget Committee. 

What Mr. McArdle has said about our 
practice in this Council of recognizing 
labor scales is true. That applies to 
the various groups who are affiliated 
with the building trades council. It 
has been the practice of Council to 
pay the prevailing scale of wages agreed 
to between these unions and private 
employers. 

Here Is a case that is a little differ¬ 
ent. It is a group of city employes who 
axe organized into a union, of course; 
but, as I understand, they are not 
affiliated with the building trades 
council. They are affiliated, no doubt, 
with other organizations outside, but 
it has been the practice of City Coun¬ 
cil to follow the building trades union 
scale and not the scales that ars pre¬ 
sented by the various organizations of 
city employes, let us say. truck drivers, 
policemen, firemen and other groups 
of that kind. 

As one member of Council, I do not 
think it is policy to follow that prac¬ 
tice in this case. It is a gross injustice 
to the other groups and a slap in 
their faces to grant these raises at this 
time. I would like to read into the 
record a shoi’t paragraph from the Con¬ 
gressional Record of Tuesday, October 
6 , 1942. 

"Title II—Wage and Salary Stabiliza¬ 
tion Policy. 

“1. No Increases in wage rates, 

granted as a result of voluntary agree¬ 
ment, collective bargaining, concilia¬ 
tion, arbitration, or otherwise, and no 
decreases in wage rates, shall be au¬ 
thorized unless notice of such in¬ 
creases or decreases shall have been 
filed with the National War Labor 
Board, and unless the National War 
Labor Board has approved such in¬ 
creases or decreases. 

"2. The National War Labor Board 

shall not approve any increases in 

the wage rates prevailing on Septem¬ 
ber 15, 1942, unless such increases arc 
necessary to correct maladjustments or 
inequalities, to eliminate substandards 
of living, to correct gross inequities, 
or to aid In the effective prosecution 
of the war." 

Now, If I understand the English 

language, that is an Executive Order, 


and the passage of this bill would, In 
my opinion, be a clear violation of 
tha;t Executive Order. The Increases in 
wages for this group of employes would 
have to be submitted to the War Labor 
Board before they could actually be 
put Into effect. 

I think it would be very wise for 
this Council to give further consider¬ 
ation to this bill, and especially in 
view of the serious problems which 
we have to meet In preparing our next 
year’s budget, some of which have 
been alluded to by Mr. Wblk. The prob¬ 
lems are serious. We have tremendous 
and strong demands from other city 
employes for increases In salary and 
wages, and I think it Is very unfair 
to pass this bill at this time. I would 
like to see the hill returned to com¬ 
mittee for further consideration. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Pirst, I am glad to 
hear Mr. Wolk and Mr. Evans make 
these fine speeches in behalf of ef¬ 
fecting economies in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I serve notice here and now 
that I am ready to bring about a lot 
of economies In city government. 

In answer to Mr. Evans, If he is 
familiar with the records of Council, 
I wish to state that a few weeks ago, 
Mr. Duff reported that he had a ver¬ 
bal opinion from Miss Alpern, our City 
Solicitor, that the Executive Order re¬ 
ferred to by Mr. Evans does not affect 
employes in municipal governments; in 
other words, It does not prevent a 
city from Increasing or decreasing the 
salaries or wages of city employes. I 
would like to ask Mr. Duff if that 
opinion was not given him? 

Mr. Duff said: 

Such a verbal opinion was given me 
by the City Solicitor after she had 
been informed by a certain association 
in New York that the Presidential 
Executive Order did not apply to city 
employes. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Since that opinion has been given to 
Council, has any City employe been 
granted an increase in salary? I say 
yes. I can recall two or three instances. 
The Council in those instances passed 
the ordinances and the Mayor approved 
them. They must be legal. 
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In regard to Bill No. 908, I listened 
with a great deal of Interest to what 
Mr. Wolk and Mr. Evans said. They 
made very nice addresses, but they 
are beating around the bush. The men 
affected by Bill No. 908 have appealed 
to Council on numerous occasions 
through their Union heads to adjust 
their salaries, This is now the time 
to make these adjustments. The wages 
fixed by this ordinance are the 
standard rate of wages paid to em¬ 
ployes in private industry. This Union 
has a signed agreement with private 
employers, with respect to bargaining 
rights, etc., and the only thing we 
are doing today is to adjust our wage 
rates to conform to those paid on the 
outside. These are the standard pre¬ 
vailing rates of wage, and this ordi¬ 
nance should be favorably acted upon 
by Council. 

Mr.Wblk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to correct sev¬ 
eral misstatements which have been 
made by the previous speakers. First, 
if the gentlemen had listened to my 
statement, they would have heard 
me say that I am opposed to raishig 
the wages of one group twice in one year, 
and discriminating against another. Let 
me repeat what I said. “I have not voted 
and will not vote to give raises to 
individual employes during the year 
after the salary ordinance has been 
approved except for those employes 
Who received no pay increases at bud¬ 
get time if it can be shown an in¬ 
justice has been done, and except 
for those employes whose hourly pre¬ 
vailing union rate per day has changed 
during the year and who received no 
increases at budget time.'* I am speak¬ 
ing about these 84 men, who received 
increases at the first of the year. I 
am not speaking about those whose rate 
of pay wias changed during the year 
and received no increase last year. I 
voted for raises in all cases of this 
nature, and it has been a consistent 
policy of mine. Last year we gave these 
84 men raises. Technically, we sat dov/n 
with them, as well as other groups of 
city employes, and considered their 
wage claims. During our budget ses¬ 
sions last year 93 per cent, of the 
city employes were granted increases. 


Mr. McArdle refers to one case, name¬ 
ly, Administrative Assistant In the con¬ 
solidated Department of Public Health 
and Public Welfare. That is not an in¬ 
crease in salary. It is a new position. 
Some members thought by the merger 
of the two department an economy 
might be affected. So that does not 
change my attitude on the question 
of increases. I have consistently follow¬ 
ed that policy throughout the year, 
and shall continue to do so until the 
new budget is prepared and acted upon. 

President Kilgallen called Mr. McArdle 
to the Chair, and taking the floor, 
said: 

Mr. Chairman:—I believe this bill is 
of sufficient importance to warrant 
my leaving the Chair for a moment and 
placing my views on the record. The 
bill will in all likelihood cause some 
comment among the personnel employed 
by the City. I take advantage of tliis 
opportunity to put into this record 
some comments which I have hitherto 
made in our committee discussions, 
but which are not a matter of record. 
I have said several times that the 
problem of proper salaries and wages 
for city employes is the most trouble¬ 
some one that I have encountered dur¬ 
ing my service In Council. No man in 
City Council wants to be stingy about 
wages and salaries. We desire to match, 
and I believe we do match, the salaries 
and wages paid In private industry. In 
addition, city employes have a pension 
fund, have vacation leave, a liberality 
as to sickness and distress, which will 
more than match similar provisions, 
if any, in private employment. Tho 
mechanic, working for the city with 
continuity of employment, at daily or 
hourly wages which he would receive 
in private employment, has an ad¬ 
vantage which must be very appeal¬ 
ing to the mechanics, the carpenters, 
the bricklayers, the plasterers, the 
engineers, and so forth, who are in 
private employment and wjho must, in 
normal times, almost weekly, or at 
least monthly, look for a new job 
upon which to work. The advantage 
which the city employe has over the 
employe in private employment is also 
evident when we consider that in good 
times and in bad, the city employe can 
rely on his salary or wage check with- 
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out regard to economic conditions. It 
is true that in atonormal times, such 
as now exists, the city employe is at 
a disadvantage, but experience has sad¬ 
ly shown some men w.ho have left 
municipal government, sitate or county 
employment, to accept temporary but 
highly remunerative service in private 
Industry, that this is a mistake. If 
any comment >is needed as to City 
Council’s regard for city employes, we 
have only to remind ourselves of the 
fair and generous treatment that is 
now being given to city employes who 
have I^ft us for military service. 

I agree with Mr. Wolk, we all agree 
with Mr. Wolk, that a scientific study 
should be made of our wage and salary 
situation. We have now' a hodge podge 
that has been handed dov/n to us 
from past administratidfhs and which 
is the growth of the past 25 or 30 
years. The ideal situation would be one 
where we had a basic wage for all 
particular types of city employment, 
with recurring increases up to a certain 
period of service, and that no other 
increases would be allowed except where 
there occurs a rise in the cost of liv¬ 
ing. I am told that the City of St. 
Paul has that kind of a system. The 
fixing of the basic wage would be a 
very hard problem. I am not opto- 
mlstlc t.hat it can be done. Although 
I am entirely willing to assist my 
fellow-councilmen in making the ef¬ 
fort. 

With reference ix} the bill now be¬ 
fore us, I am going to vote for it. 
Nevertheless, I have some reservations 
In my mind about it. I am voting for 
the bill because I accept the view¬ 
point of Mr. McArdle and the view¬ 
point of Mr. Leonard as an action 
needed to pay wages similar to those 
paid in private industry for similar 
work. If that is not the case, if this 
bill is paying higher wages than the 
union scale in private industry, I re¬ 
serve the right to reconsider the mat¬ 
ter when contrary proof is given me. 

I understand very well that it is 
much easier to grant this increase than 
It is to later retract it; but, neverthe¬ 
less, if at our budget sessions, it is 
found by fair, honest and impartial 
investigation that we are today fixing 
a wage scale and a salary scale in ex¬ 
cess of the wage paid in private in¬ 


dustry, I shall insist upon a restudy 
of the matter. 

I have the bill in my hand and I 
note that the first proposal concerns 
the chief engineer at the Tuberculosis 
Hospital, Department of Public Health. 
His present wage is $11.10 a day. This 
bill will increase that wage to $11.75 
a day, a raise of 65 cents. I am vot¬ 
ing for that raise. Mr. Chairman, on 
the belief that the union wage for a 
simiar job in private industry is not 
$11.10, the wage we now pay, but 
$11.75, the wage tliat will hereafter be 
paid, I can see the difficulties of se¬ 
curing information on this point. I 
am beginning to think that the burden 
of proof is on the engineer to prove 
that the union wage is $11.75 and not 
$ 11 . 10 . 

I note that this bill, if passed, will 
increase the wage of stokers from 
$6.50 a day to $7.70 a day. These men 
work very hard. I believe they are 
worth $7,70 a day. Nevertheless, to be 
consistent, If investigation shows that 
stokers in private industry doing simi¬ 
lar work receive less than $7.70 a day, 
I, for one, will vote to reduce them. 
Once again, I think the burden of 
proof should toe on the stokers, that 
the union wage in outside industry is 
not $6.50 a day, which they now re¬ 
ceive, tout it is $7.70 a day, which this 
bill gives them. 

I want to say to all city employes 
that if any group of them, or if any 
one of them can prove to me clearly 
and indisputably that private indus¬ 
try in normal times pays a higher 
wage than he, she or they receive, I 
will vote to match private industry. 
There are some groups of city employes 
who are at a distinct disadvantage in 
this wage and salary-Increase discus¬ 
sion, They have no spokesman. They 
are not organized. We never hear of 
them. The parade is passing by and 
they are not in it. What shall we do 
about clerks, for instance? It is true 
that the clerks are affiliated with a 
labor organization, but nowhere that 
I know of is there a fixed, definite 
salary rate for clerks. If there is, I 
would like to hear of it. So much de¬ 
pends on the personal qualities erf the 
particular clerk, the work assigned to 
him, his experience, his general worth 
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to the office, and so forth, that it is 
almost Impossible to have a rule of 
thumb on the problem. The same 
thing holds true for stenographers. 

However, Mr. Chairman, In my per¬ 
plexity I do have one fixed standard, 
I do have one basic point of be¬ 
ginning, where I am sure of my ground. 
I insist, ladies and gentlemen, that 
the City of Pittsburgh shall not pay 
scab wages. It is on that basis I vote 
for this bill. 

President Kilgallen resumed the Chair. 

And the bill as read a second time 
was agreed to.

tion for the construction of the rail¬ 
road siding at the Municipal Inciner¬ 
ator. I think such a siding is needed. 

I cannot see why In the first instance, 
when we built the Incinerator Plant, 
there was no provision made for rail¬ 
road disposition of the ash. We passed 
that ordinance, as I understand, in 
May or June. Isn’t that true? 

The Chair said: 

Yes. 

Mr. Duff continued: 

And since that time nothing has been 
done to carry out our wishes in the 
matter. I am informed by reason of 
priorities that the materials cannot be 
obtained. I still think that the siding 
Is imperatively needed, but if my in¬ 
formation is correct that the materials 
cannot be had this year, I think it 
would be useless to continue that ap¬ 
propriation In view of the fact that 
we can use the money much more ad¬ 
vantageously in other accounts. 

For that reason, I intend to override 
the Mayors veto. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^As Mr. Gallagher has 
said, this railroad siding was recom¬ 
mended by the special committee of 
Council to investigate the Municipal 
Incinerator ,and at that time the 
Council thought the siding was neces¬ 
sary. However, since the material for 
the siding cannot be obtained, the 
money should and can be used fox- 
other purposes. However, I am inter¬ 
ested to know to what code account 
this money will be transferred. At the 
time the ordinance was passed. Coun¬ 
cil was criticized for authorizing the 
railroad siding. Because the funds are 
needed to pay salaries and wages, I 
am going to vote for the ordinance. 

And the question recurring “Shall 
the bill become a law notwithstanding 
the objections of the Mayor?”

Mr. President:—^Thls ordinance pro¬ 
vides for an increase in wages for the 
tailor at the City Home and Hospdtals, 
Department of Public Welfare. In view 
of the nebulous condition in which 
this wage increase question is at the 
present, I am making this motion to 
lay the bill on the table. In the mean¬ 
time it will give Council an opportun¬ 
ity to determine what Its powers are 
with respect to granting increases In 
salaries and wages to City employes. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I am glad Mr. Duff 
brought this question up now. This 
seems to be a very serious question. 
There seems to be some misunderstand¬ 
ing as to Council’s right to pass legis¬ 
lation increasing salaries and wages 
because of the President's Executive 
Order. Council considered this ordi¬ 
nance thoroughly. It only affects one 
employe, the tailor at the City Home 
and Hospitals. The Byrne’s ruling la 
not clear. We do not know whether 
the stabilization order applies to city 
employes. 

The interpretation on the President’s 
Executive Order freezing salaries and 
^ wages was taken from a digest com¬ 
piled by the Conference of United 
States Mayors, and does not reflect 
the .opinion of any governmental of-

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flclal. This organization’s Interpreta¬ 
tion of the Order Is not effective. 

Therefore, until a ruling Is handed 
down by someone in authority at 
Washington, I intend to go on the 
assumption that the municipalities, 
through their legislative bodies, have 
the right to Increase salaries and wages 
of municipal employes. The War Labor 
Board Is that one body that should 
rule on this Order. 

I am willing to pass this ordinance 
today and let the question be de¬ 
termined once and for all by the War 
Labor Board. If and when the question 
is taken before the Board and it says 
that the Council cannot raise salaries 
of city employes, we must abide by 
that decision. Let us get such a de¬ 
cision so that the requests of city 
employes can be fairly and honestly 
considered: do not bottle them up by 
saying we will not raise salaries be¬ 
cause of the President’s Order. We 
should have the question determined 
before we give such an answer, and 
the only way to have the order tested 
is to pass this ordinance, because it 
only affects an individual, and when 
such a decision Is handed down, it 
will be a precedent not only for this 
city, but every other municipality In 
the country. I think the War Labor 
Board is the only legally constituted 
body that can say whether we have 
that right. If we turn this ordinance 
down, the interested party or parties 
will not have an opportunity to sub¬ 
mit the question to the War Labor 
Board for a decision. 

This ordinance Is set up for war¬ 
time. Everyone knows that a city em¬ 
ploye cannot live on starvation wages, 
i am not ni.akaig this speech in order 
to be hailed a hero by city employes. 

I am speaking for the lower-braeket 
employes, because I believe they are 
entitled to an increase in wages at this 
time to meet ejctraordinary living con¬ 
ditions. 

I urge Council to pass this ordinance 
increasing the wages of the tailor so 
that the question can be taken be¬ 
fore the War Labor Board. This Board 
will grant a hearing, and after hearing, 
make a decision. It should not be up 
to Ckyuncll to say to city employes 
that increases in salaries or wages are 
automatically out; that should be up 


to the War Labor Board to decide. 

Council has a difficult financial prob¬ 
lem facing it in 1943. We are facing a 
financial crisis, but we can face it and 
give the city an honest budget. Our 
trouble is not higher wages, but over¬ 
loaded payrolls. Municipal employes, 
with large families, in many instances, 
are not receiving sufficient pay to ade- 
qimtely maintain themselves and their 
families. It is up to Council to pay 
these employes a wage commensurate 
with living standards. 

Mr. President, we have all sat here 
during the making of the 1942 budget 
and set up appropriations and salaries 
for the year, not knowing that within 
a short time after making that budget 
this country would be involved in a 
war. Ever since I have been a member 
of Council I have tried to watch the 
expenditure of our appropriations, but 
this question of increases In salaries 
and wages is extraordinary, caused by 
abnormal war conditions and the high 
cost of living. It is a serious question 
for Council to consider. 

Therefore, I urge, Mr. President, that 
this ordinance be passed in order to 
give this individual employe, or the 
organization to which he belongs, an 
opportunity to go before the War Labor 
Board in Washington and have a de¬ 
cision rendered, which will be a guide 
for the Council in future wage ques¬ 
tions. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Because I am not 
clear on the President’s Executive Order, 

I am not prepared to vote on this 
bill at this time. I want It xmderstood 
that I am not voting on the merits of 
the bill. I would like to be certain as 
to what our powers are under the re¬ 
cent Presidential Executive Order. I 
do not know whether we have the 
right and authority to grant Increases 
In salaries and wages. Some weeks ago 
we were told that it did not apply to 
municipal employes, and on that ad¬ 
vice I voted to grant Increases in pay 
to some city employes. Later I was 
informed that municipal employes do 
fall within the scope of the President’s 
Order. I do not think, in view of these 
facts, that we should fly in the face 
of that Order and pass this ordinance 
today. I am not making 'any disposi- 
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tlon of the bill. I am merely moving 
that it be laid over until Council has 
had an opportunity to determine 
whether it can legally pass it. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—On the previous bill 
that the Mayor vetoed, I had the same 
thought in mind, to hold it over for a 
week to give these men an opportunity 
to find out what their legal status is 
under the President’s Order. This is 
an ordinance affecting an individual, 
and I think, under the Executive Order 
of the President, that nobody is definite¬ 
ly assured just what the law means. 
There are going to be many contro¬ 
versies, and many of them decided by 
the War Labor Board. This Council, 
before acting on the question, should 
ask for a legal opinion from the Law 
Department as to what our rights are 
under the circumstances. 

This individual’s salary should have 
been raised last year. I do not think 
any harm will be done if we lay this 
ordinance over for a week, in order to 
determine what our rights are with 
respect to increasing salaries and wages 
of municipal employes. Council will 
have to have some definite legal opin¬ 
ion what it can do with reference to 
city employes, and now is the time 
for us to get that opinion. One day 
an order comes from Washington that 
you cannot do a certain thing, and 
the next day it is reversed, saying you 
can do it. Council should ascertain 
what its power is on this question. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^May I point some¬ 
thing out? The plasterers of Pitts¬ 
burgh had an increase of a dollar a 
day granted them, effective July 1st. 
All the contractors signed that con¬ 
tract. It was a collective bargaining 
agreement. That contract was recog¬ 
nized and authorized by the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor in Washington. In July 
the War Labor Board was created, and 
it would not sanction the increase. The 
contractors who signed the agreement, 
and the Department of Labor which 
approved the increase, were favorable to 
paying the advance. But up to now 
the War Labor Board has not sanc¬ 
tioned the increase. We must go be¬ 
fore the War Labor Board for a hear¬ 
ing. This hearing was requested a long 


time ago, but up to now we do not 
know when it will be held, although I 
understand we are first on the list for 
a hearing. 

Council, in this case, should not be 
blamed for blocking, this increase. I 
think the employe is entitled tO' the 
Increase, and Council should do every¬ 
thing within its power, and the law 
governing it, to help this worker, in 
order to give him an opportunity to 
take the matter before the War Labor 
Board and have it decided; and when 
the decision Is handed down it will 
be a guide to Council in all future 
wage and salary increase requests. 
Therefore, I urge Counoil’s favorable 
action upon the bill today. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. iPresident:—-Regardless of what 
the Executive Order embraces, end 
what the powers of the War Labor 
Board are, this Council must get its 
law from the City Solicitor end be 
guided by it. I do not think it is 
Council’s duty to put the responsibility 
of determining this question on the 
individual who has been successful 
in getting an increase in salary-—or the 
organization to which he belongs. This 
Council must abide by the opinion of 
the City Solicitor, and before this 
meeting adjourns, I propose making a 
motion asking the City Solicitor for an 
opinion as to our rights in the matter.

And the bill was read a second time. 
Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^This ordinance, as 

drafted, is a fine thing. It is an ap¬ 
proach to regulating the sale of wild 
rabbits. If it will prevent a contagion, 
known as tularemia, by people han¬ 
dling and eating rabbits by placing re¬ 
strictions on the sale of them, I think 
it is a wise thing for Council to pass 
such an ordinance; but after reading a 
letter that Director Alexander sent to 
the Mayor, and after reading editorials 
in the newspapers, I am very reluctant 
to pass this ordinance, and will vote 
against it. 

The Director's fight has put us In 
the position of being pointed to with 
a finger of scorn, if there is a single 
death from tularemia. 

I do not know how many of the 
members of Council have read the Di¬ 
rector’s letter to the Mayor, but he 
calls it a noble experiment. I quote: 

“I am not unmindful of the fact 
that this experiment may be of great 
scientific value. If it works, results 
will be of great assistance to the many 
other cities having to deal with this 
same problem. If it does not work, 


City Council takes the responsibility 
(against the advice of the highest 
medical authorities) for the Illness 
and deaths that may result. Personal¬ 
ly, I would bave preferred that this 
experiment be carried out in some 
other city, as I do not willingly agree 
to make guinea pigs out of our Pitts¬ 
burgh citizens." 

The Director’s letter to the Mayor 
Inferentially places the responsibility on 
the members of Council if this ordi¬ 
nance regulating the sale of rabbits is 
passed and a single death should oc¬ 
cur from tularemia. 

I say Council is intelligently ap¬ 
proaching the problem, but in view oi 
the position taken by the Director, I 
must reluctantly vote against it. The 
City of New York, which does not 
have as rigid an enforcement ordi¬ 
nance as this, only had one death from 
tularemia in five years. Should one 
death occur in Pittsburgh, Dr. Alexan¬ 
der will put the responsibility on the 
members of Council, and I for one do 
not want to share that responsibility. 
Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President;—I have not read the 
communication that the Director of 
Health sent to the Mayor, and if I 
did, it would not make any difference. 

If all the rabbits that con\e into the 
City of Pittsburgh—or all the rabbits 
that are eaten by the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh—were purchased from merchants 
in the City of Pittsburgh, then I can 
see where the Director of Health would 
have some good sound argument in 
trying to eliminate the rabbits. But 
his own witnesses at the hearing be¬ 
fore Council—^and certainly we have 
given this bill plenty of consideration- 
admitted that there are five million 
rabbits killed in the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania, and -that a large percentage 
of rabbits are killed by people wbo 
are now out hunting rabbits as a sport, 
and they bring them home. That Dr. 
Alexander, or the Mayor, or the Coun¬ 
cil, cannot control. 

And for that reason, after taking Into 
consideration every phase of the prob¬ 
lem that confronted Council, I think 
the Director instead of condemning or 
shifting the responsibility on this Coun¬ 
cil, should congratulate Council for 
drafting such a bill, and do every- 
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thing in his power to see that the 
ordinance when enacted is enforced and 
the people are protedted. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—am as much con¬ 
cerned about the health and safety 
of the people of Pittsburgh as Di¬ 
rector Alexander. I am likewise con¬ 
cerned in maintaining the economic 
standards of the people. In the testi¬ 
mony which was offered before our 
committee touching on this subject, 
we were advised that between five 
hundred thousand and six hundred 
thousand pounds of rabbit meat is 
sold annually in the City of Pittsburgh, 
and that in New York millions of 
pounds are sold. Dr. Alexander ap¬ 
proached this subject with the idea 
that nothing less than absolute prohi¬ 
bition would meet the problem. He 
was against any proposal or measure 
to effect precautions that might reason¬ 
ably be taken to protect the health 
of the people of our city. He set at 
naught the testimony of an eminent 
pathologist, who said that rabbit meat 
when boiled before handling was a 
perfectly safe article of food and was 
not the subject of communication of 
a disease to the person handling it. 
The experience of the City of New York, 
which the good doctor absolutely dis¬ 
regarded, showed that In more than 
five years there has been but one 
death from tularemia. And that ex¬ 
cellent record was secured, first, through 
voluntary co-operation on the part of 
the persons who deal in rabbit flesh, 
which was later translated into an 
ordinance. Now, If New York, in these 
times when meats are becoming 
scarce and It is becoming a problem to 
the people In the lower brackets of 
earnings, to cope with the situation, 
it seems to me that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh can by proper regulation permit 
the sale of this food. New York 
demonstrates that it can be done 
without injury to the health of Its 
people. The eminent pathologist who 
appeared before Council says that it 
can be done, We are adopting the New 
York ordinance and go a little further. 
We provide that an instructional label 
shall he placed on each package di¬ 
recting the buyer to boil the carcass 
tor five minutes. We are assured that 
If that is done, it will absolutely kill 


any germs in the carcass. In the 
light of such testimony, and In the 
light of the experience of New York 
City, I favor the enactment of this 
ordinance. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I voted against this 
bill for the same reasons that I can 
take out of this letter. During the last 
hearing on this ordinance, I asked 
Dr. Alexander if this ordinance was 
proper, and he would not say it was 
all right. I am going to be honest; I 
do not know anything about It, but I 
must take his advice. As far as cook¬ 
ing the carcass reduces the element 
of danger, my wife says I cannot boll 
water. McArdle does all the cooking 
at home. I am going to vote No on 
this ordinance. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—^This bill is admittedly 
a compromise between the present un¬ 
restricted sale of rabbits in the City 
of Pittsburgh and Dr. Alexander’s posi¬ 
tion that such sale should be entirely 
prohibited. This bill will permit the 
sale of rabbit meat under restrictions 
which, according to the testimony 
given at our several public hearings, 
will safeguard the health of our citi¬ 
zens. It is indisputable that in New 
York City, where a larger number of 
rabbits are sold than in Pittsburgh, 
similar regulations have proven ef¬ 
fective. Dr. Alexander’s contention that 
regulation 4s futile and useless Is 
flatly contradicted by the New York 
experience over a number of years. 

However, this regulating ordinance is 
not going to prove successful unless 
Dr. Alexander gives It his complete 
co-operation. This body respectfully re¬ 
quests that co-operation. 

In a letter addressed to Mayor 
Scully, dated October 29, 1942, Dr. 

Alexander specifically requests the 
Mayor to sign the ordinance we are 
now discussing, and he further states 
that It will result in a 50 per cent, 
reduction in the number of persons con¬ 
tracting tularemia. That Is an en¬ 
couraging opinion, and I am confident 
that we will better It If Dr. Alexander 
will give our ordinance the same co¬ 
operation and support as is given the 
New York ordinance by the New York 
medical authorities. The Medical As-

sociation of the State of New York has 
approved the New York plan. Tularemia 
in New York City is negligible. We are 
proposing the same plan for the City 
of Pittsburgh, and there is no reason 
why it should not work here in Pitts¬ 
burgh. However, as I have said, the 
attitude of our Director of Public 
Health can very well be the deciding 
element. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^We must remember 
that Director Alexander is a doctor 
and his advice should be heeded. I, 
however, agree and feel the same way 
you do, Mr. President. Director Alex¬ 
ander tried to befuddle the Council. 
He is the Director of the Department 
of Public Health and is charged with 
the enforcement of any ordinance this 
body passes. However, he is still putting 
the responsibility for any deaths on 
this body. As long as he does that, 
I am going to agree with him. 

And the bill as read a second time 
was agreed to. 

And the bill was read a third time 
and agreed to. 

And the title of the bill was read 
and agreed to. 

And on the question, “Shall the bill 
pass finally?”

Mr. President:—I arise to a question 
of personal privilege. I would like to 
answer the statement of the Director 
of the Department of Public Works 
which appeared in the public press on 
October 30, 1942, the heading of which 
• is “Spending Halt Brings Protest from 
Roessing”—“City Operations Crippled 
By Council’s ‘Freeze,’ He Tells Scully.’’ 

In this article, written in the Pitts¬ 
burgh Press, the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works is pur¬ 
ported to have declared that “the law 
is crippling many city operations.” But 
previous to that, the article says, “Coun¬ 
cil's action of last Tuesday freezing all 
City spending, except for essential 
services, drew a strong protest from 
Works Director Frank M. Roessing.” 

I think that If this is the truth— 
and I have reason to believe that it is 
—that that is a terrible situation to 
exist in the official family of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

It was not the intention of Council 
to cripple the essential operations and 
essential services that the City has al¬ 
ways rendered to the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

And anyone occupying as high a 
position as Director of Public Works 
certainly ought to have enough in¬ 
telligence to know that that was not 
the intention of this Council. 

It was the Intention of this Council, 
at least one member as far as I am 
concerned, to spend all the available 
free cosh between now end the end of 
the year which remains In the various 
code accounts merely on the recom¬ 
mendations of the several directors, I 
think we are entitled to co-operation 
on the part of the several directors in 
the City of Pittsburgh, when we are 
trying to economize and we are try¬ 
ing to save a dollar where we can; 
and I think that statement is cer¬ 
tainly out of line coming from a public 
official such as Mr. Roessing. 

And further in the article it says, 
“It is foolish to expect to run a big 
city without essential supplies. Further¬ 
more, it costs more money in the end 
to have men and machinery idle and 
to interrupt the regular flow of parts 
and supplies.” Right here today, after 
five months that he had $30,000.00 to

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not want to re¬ 
hash what was previously said on this 
ordinance. I said last week that I 
reluctantly voted against the ordinance. 
The ordinance was prepared by Council, 
and I thoug;ht it was a good ordinance— 
an improvement over the ordinance sub¬ 
mitted by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, which would 
eliminate the sale of rabbits in the 
City of Pittsburgh. The experience of 
the City of New York showed that there 
was only one death in five years from 
tularemia. If Dr. Alexander and the 


Allegheny County Medical Society are 
right, the people of Pittsburgh are in 
danger if they buy rabbits. To my 
mind dt is ridlctdous for this body, if 
this is such a serious question, to pass 
the bill back and forth as we have 
been doing. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As I see the situation, 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health asked us to pass an ordi¬ 
nance prohibiting the sale of rabbits 
in the City of Pittsburgh, and after 
careful consideration and hearings held 
on the subject, at which both sides 
were heard, this Council arrived at 
what they thought was the best possible 
ordinance under the circumstances. Now 
the City of Pittsburgh cannot prohibit, 
nor can this Council prohibit, the peo¬ 
ple of Pittsburgh from buying rabbits 
or going out hunting them. The testi¬ 
mony before Council proved conclusive¬ 
ly that there are over 5,000,000 rabbits 
shot in Pennsylvania in one season. 
They are consumed as food, but not 
sold. We cannot stop people from hunt¬ 
ing rabbits. The only body that can do 
that is the State Legislature. We are 
trying to approach this matter In a 
sane way; trying to protect the peo¬ 
ple in this business; trying to 
protect the poor people who like to 
eat rabbits; those who cannot afford 
some of the choicer meats, especially 
at this time when the whole country 
is faced with a meat shortage. The 
rabbit dealers have agreed to do cer¬ 
tain things, as provided in this ordi¬ 
nance, to protect the public, taut In 
my opinion the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health has failed 
to co-operate with these dealers. New 
York City, which has an ordinance not 
as strong as our ordinance, has no 
cases of tularemia; in fact, as has 
been reported, only one death in five 
years. We might have a lot of cases, 
not by those who purchase rabbits, but 
by those who hunt rabbits. This Is 
a better proposition than no bill at 
all.

Mr. President:—^I have been trying 
to find out here on the side how long 
the season prevails in Pennsylvania for 
hunting rabbits?

That is not a long while. I have 
not heard of any fatalities in the pres¬ 
ent hunting season, and since there has 
been a lot of discussion on this ordi¬ 
nance within the past few months, I 
am going to vote to sustain the Mayor’s 
veto, and see if we cannot get a bill 
which will satisfy more people than 
the present bill. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—was not going to 
say anything at this time on this ordi¬ 
nance, because I had expressed myself 
on the subject in committee. 

I believe every member has expressed 
himself on this ordinance at some time 
or other. 

If this bill does not pass, we will oe 
in a position of having no ordinance at 
all. 

At the last meeting of Council, 
President Kilgallen expressed my 
thoughts on the subject. I am going 
to read them, (because I was going to 
make the same statements. I want to 
read them to you. This is the crux 
of the situation. 

“This bill is admittedly a compromise 
between the present unrestricted sale of 
rabbits in the City of Pittsburgh and 
Dr. Alexander’s position that such sale 
should be entirely prohibited. This bill 
will permit the sale of rabbit meat 
under restrictions which, according to 
the testimony given at our several pub¬ 
lic hearings, will safeguard the health 
of our citizens. It is indisputable that 
in New York City, where a larger num¬ 
ber of rabbits are sold than in Pitts- 
biu-gh, similar regulations have proven 
effective. Dr. Alexander’s contention 
that regulation is futile and useless, is 
flatly contradicted by the New York 
experience over a number of years. 

“However, this regulating ordinance 
is not going to prove successful unless 
Dr. Alexander gives It his complete co¬ 
operation. This body respectfully re¬ 
quests that co-operation..” 

I say we have the right to assume 
and to expect that our Director of Pub¬ 
lic Health, irrespective of what his 
private opinions are, will enforce this 
ordinance, and if he does, there is no 
reason why our experience should be 
any worse than New York’s experience.

Whether or not this 
use justifies an exoneration is, of course, 
for your decision, and we express no 
opinion as to the propriety of the ex¬ 
oneration.

3.2.3. The Superintendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection shall have author¬ 
ity to reduce the requirements of 3.2.1 and 3.2.2 where, in his opinion, the 
design of the mixes and the control secured will produce concrete of adequate 
quality. 

3 . 3 . Concrete Proportions and Consiistency—The proportions of aggregates to ce¬ 
ment for any concrete shall be such as to produce a mixture which will work 
readily into the corners and angles of the forms and around reinforcement 
with the method of placing employed on the work, but without permit¬ 
ting the materials to segrega/te or excess free water to collect on the sur¬ 
face.

3.5. Controlled Concrete. 

3.5.1. Preliminary tests for Class 3 Concrete shall be made in advance of the be¬ 
ginning of operations. Such tests shall include tests of aggregates and cement 
used. Compression cylinder tests shall be made of trial mixes, using the ag¬ 
gregates and the brand of cement to be used on the job and securing the 
consistency suitable for the work. Such tests shall be made for at least 
three different water-cement ratios, and shall consist of at least four test 
cylinders for each water-cement ratio. A curve representing the relation be¬ 
tween the average strength of the concrete at 28 days or at 7 days for High- 
Early Strength cement concrete and the water-cement ratios, shall be estab¬ 
lished for a range of values including all the strengths called for on the 
plans. Any one cylinder varying by more than fifteen per cent from the 
average shall be discarded. If three cylinders cannot be brought within fif¬ 
teen per cent of the average the entire test shall be discarded. The water- 
cement ratio to be used in the structure shall be that corresponding to a 
point on the curve established by these tests representing a strength of con¬ 
crete at least fifteen per cent higher than the minimum strength called for 
on the plans. All tests shall be performed in accordance with the require¬ 
ments of this ordinance and certified reports of the above -tests, together 
with reports of tests of aggregates and cement, shall be furnished to the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection. 

3.5.2. It shall be deemed sufficient if certified reports of tests are fiimished which 
were made within a reasonable time previous to the application for permit 
and in which the same aggregates and the same brand of cement were used. 

3.5.3. No substitutions shall be made in the aggregates or brand of cement used 
unless additional tests as required in 3.5.1 are performed to establish a new 
curve. 

3.6. IMeasureinent of Materials—Aggregates shall be measured by weighing and 
the fine and coarse aggregates shall be measured separately, except that ma¬ 
terials for Average Concrete, Classes 1 and 2 may be measured by volume, 
provided that suitable allowance is made for bulking due to moisture. 

3.7. Mixing. 

3.7.1. Plant at Site—^The equipment shall be capable of producing uniformly mixed 
concrete under conditions of operation. The equipment shall be so con¬ 
structed and arranged that all materials including water entering the drum 
shall be accurately proportioned as required in 3.6 and be under constant 
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control. All mixers shall be provided with la positive means by which the 
mixing time and the quantity of added water can be readily verified by the 
engineer and the inspector. The volume of the mixed materials per batch 
shall not exceed the manufacturers’ rated capacity. The entire batch shall 
be discharged before recharging. 

3.7.2. Central Mi.xing Plant—Concrete mixed in a central plant shall be mixed &s 
required in 3.7.1 before being loaded into a transporting vehicle. 

3.7.3. Truck Mixing—The equipment shall be capable of producing uniformly mixed 
concrete under the conditions of operation. All materials shall be measured 
as required in 3.6. The prescribed amount of water shall he charged either 
into the drum or the water tank of the mixer. All truck mixers shall be 
provided with a positive means by which the mixing time and the quantity 
of added water can be readily verified by the engineer and the inspector, 
The size of the batch shall not. exceed that recommended by the manu¬ 
facturer. 

3.7.4. Time of Mixing, Stationary Plant—^Mixing shall continue afiter all the ingredi¬ 
ents are in the mixer for not less than one minute for mixers of one yard or 
less capacity and for each additional one-half yard of capacity, fifteen sec¬ 
onds shall be added to the mixing time. During the mixing the drum shall 
revolve at the manufacturers’ rated speed. 

3.7.5. Time of Mixing and Ilauiing in Trucks—Truck mixed concrete shall be mixed 
for not less than 50 revolutions at a speed of not less than four r.p.m., nor 
more than the rated maximum mixing speed. Not more than 150 revolutions 
of mixing shall be at a speed in excess of the rated agitating speed. Mixing 
shall begin within thirty minutes and shall be completed and discharged 
within iy 2 hours after the cement has been added. In weather above 90 de¬ 
grees F., or when High-Early Strength Portland cement has been used, or 
when charging the cement into a drum containing water or surface wet 
aggregates, the mixing shall begin within fifteen minutes and discharging 
shall be completed within one hour unless otherwise approved by the Super¬ 
intendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection. 

3.7.6. Hand Mixing—When hand mixing is used it shall be done on a water tight 
platform and shall continue until a homogeneous mixture is obtained. 

3.7.7. Retemperiiig—^Retempering of Concrete or mortar which has partially harden¬ 
ed, that is, mixing with or without additional cement, aggregate or water, 
shall not be permitted. 

3,8. Forms and Placing. 

3.8.1. Forms shall conform to the shape, lines and dimensions of the members as 
called for on the plans and shall be substantial and sufficiently tight to 
prevent leakage of mortar. They shall be properly braced or tied together 
so as to maintain position and shape. 

3.8.2. Forms shall be thoroughly wetted or oiled before depositing concrete. 

3.8.3. Sufficient temporary openings shall be left In the forms in order to permit 
proper inspection and cleaning. 

3.8.4. Removal of Forms—Forms shall be removed in such a manner as to insure 
the complete safety of the structure. Where the structure as a whole sup¬ 
ported on shores, the removable floor forms, beam and girder sides, column 
and similar vertical forms may be removed after 24 hours, provided the con¬ 
crete is sufficiently hard not to be injured thereby. In no case shall the 
supporting forms or shoring be removed until the members have acquired 
sufficient strength to support safely their weight and the load thereon. The 
results of suitable control tests may be used as evidence that the con¬ 
crete has attained such sufficient strength. 

3.8.5. Before placing concrete, forms shall be cleaned of all dii-t, debris and foreign 
material. 
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3 .8.6. Water ahall be removed from the space to be occupied by the concrete un¬ 
less special permission is given by the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection to deposit concrete in water in a manner conforming 
to the requirements of 3.8.11. (a), (b), (c), (d), (e) and (f). 

3 8 . 7 . Handling. 

(a) Concrete shall be handled from the mixer or, in the case of ready 
mixed concrete, from the transporting vehicle to the place of final de¬ 
posit as rapidly as practicable by methods which shall prevent the 
separation or loss of the ingredients. Unless one of the methods out¬ 
lined in 3.8,8, 3.8.9, 3.8.10 and 3.8.11 is used the concrete shall be 
handled in buggys or shall be placed directly from the mixer or trans¬ 
porting vehicle. Under no circumstances shall concrete that has par¬ 
tially hardened be deposited in the work. Concrete shall be deposited 
in the forms as nearly as practicable in its final position to avoid re¬ 
handling. It shall be so deposited as to maintain, until completion 
of the unit, a plastic surface approximately horizontal. Foims for walls 
or thin sections of considerable height shall be provided with openings 
or other devices that will permit the concrete to be placed in a man¬ 
ner that will prevent segregation and accumulation of hardened con¬ 
crete on the forms or metal reinforcement above the level of the con¬ 
crete. 

(b) Concrete, regardless of the type of transporting vehicle, shall have 
when deposited in the forms the quality required. 

3 .8.8. Cliiiting—^When concrete is conveyed by chutes, the equipment shall be of 
such size and design as to insum a continuous flow in the chute. The 
chutes shall be of metal or metal lined and the different portions shall have 
approximately the same slope. The slope shall not be less than one vertical to 
two horizontal and shall be such as to prevent the segregation of the in¬ 
gredients. The discharge end of the chute shall be provided with a baffle 
plate to prevent segregation. If the distance of the discharge end of the 
chute above the surface of the concrete is more than three times the thick¬ 
ness of the layer being deposited, but not more than five feet above the 
surface of the concrete, a spout shall be used, the lower end maintained as 
near the surface of deposit as practicable. When the operation is intermittent 
the chute shall be thoroughly cleaned before and after each run and the 
debris and any water used shall he discharged outside the forms. 

3.8.9. Pneumatic Placing. 

(a) Where concrete is conveyed and placed by pneumatic means, th© 
equipment shall be suitable in kind and adequate in capacity for the 
work. The machine shall be located as close as practicable to the 
place of deposit. The position of the discharge end of the line shall not 
be more than, ten feet from the point of deposit. The discharge lines 
shall be horizontal or inclined upwards from the machine. 

(b) At the conclusion of placement the entire equipment shall be thor¬ 
oughly cleaned. 

3.8.10. Pumping—^Where concrete is conveyed and placed by mechanically applied 
pressure, the equipment shall be suitable in kind and adequate In capacity 
for the work. The operation of the pump shall he such that a continuous 
stream of concrete without air pockets is produced. When pumping is com¬ 
pleted, the concrete remaining In the pipe line, if it is used, shsll be ejected 
in such a manner that there will be no contamination of the concrete or 
separation of the ingredients. After this operation the entire equipment shall 
be thoroughly cleaned. 

3.8.11. Depositing Concrete Under Water. 

(a) When It is necessary to deposit concrete imder water the methods, 
equipment, materials and proportions of the mixture to be used shall be 
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submitted to and approved by the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection before work is started. 

(b) Ck>nCrete shall not be placed in water having a temperature below 35® F. 
The temperature of the concrete when deposited shall not be less than 
60® P. nor more 120® F. 

(c) The concrete shall contain not less than seven sacks or 658 pounds ol 
cement per cubic yard. The volume of the coarse aggregate shall be not 
less than 1nor more than twice that of the fine aggregate. The 
concrete shall be mixed with sufficient water to produce a slump of not 
less than four inches and not more than seven inches. 

(d) Coffer dams or forms shall be sufficiently tight to reduce the flow or 
current to ten feet per minute through the space into which concrete 
is to be deposited. Coffer dams or forms in still water shall be suf¬ 
ficiently tight to prevent the loss of mortar thiough the walls. Pump¬ 
ing shall not be permitted while concrete is being placed nor until 24 
hours thereafter. 

(e) Concrete shall 'be deposited continuously until it is brought to the re¬ 
quired height. While depositing, the top surface shall be kept as nearly 
level as possible and the formation of seams avoided The methods to 
be used for depositing concrete under water shall be one of the follow¬ 
ing 

(1) Tremle—The tremie shall be watertight and large enough to allow 
a free flow of concrete. It shall be kept filled with concrete at all 
times while depositing. The concrete shall be discharged and spread 
by so moving the tremie as to maintain as nearly as practicable 
a imiform flow and avoid dropping the concrete through water. 
If the charge is lost while depositing, the tremie shall be with¬ 
drawn and refilled. The slump of the concrete shall be maintained 
between five and seven inches. 

(2) Drop Bottom Bucket—^The top of the bucket shall be open. The 
bottom doors shall open freely downward and outward when 
tripped. The bucket shall be completely filled and slowly lowered 
to avoid backwash. It shall not be dumped until it rests on the 
surface upon which the concrete is to be deposited and when dis¬ 
charged shall be wlthdirawn slowly until well above the concrete. 
The slump of the concrete shall be maintained between four and 
six inches. 

(3) Bags—^Bags of at least one cubic foot capacity of jute or other 
coarse cloth shall be filled about two-thirds full of concrete and 
securely tied. They shall be placed carefully in header and 
stretcher courses so that the whole mass is interlocked. Bags 
used for this purpose shall be free from deleterious materials. 

(f) To minimize the formation of laitance great care shall be exercised to 
disturb the concrete as little as possible while it is being deposited. 
Upon completion of a section of concrete, all laitance shall be entirely 
removed before work is resumed. 

3.8.12, Concrete, during and after depositing, shall be thoroughly compacted by 
means of suitable tools. The concrete shall be thoroughly worked around the 
reinforcement and around embedded fixtures and into the corners of the 
forms. Vibration may be used provided it is limited to the minimum re¬ 
quired to compact the concrete. 

3.8.13. Where conditions make compaction difficult or where the reinforcement is 
congested, batches of mortar containing the same proportions of cement to 
sand and the same water-cement ratio as the regular mix shall be first 
















































































































deposited in the forms. 

3,8.14. Accumulatiion of water on. the surface due to the water gain, segregation or. 
overworking during placing shall be corrected by adjustments in the mixture. 

3.8.16. Concrete when de^^osited shall have a temperature not less than 50 degrees 
nor more than 100 degrees Fahrenheit. 

3.8.16. Before depositing new concrete on or against concrete which has hardened, 
the forms shall be tightened, the hardened surface roughened, thoroughly 
cleaned of foreign matter and laitance and saturated with water. Such 
hardened surface shall be thinly coated with neat cement gr'^nt, o»* « one 
inch layer of mortar of the same cement and sand proi>ortion and the same 
water-cement ratio used in the concrete shall be applied Immediately before 
additional concrete is poured. 

3.8.17. When concreting has once started it shall be carried on as a continuous 
operation until the placing of the panel or section is completed. Where 
construction joints are necessary they shall be made as herein required. 

3.9. Cold Weather Requirements. 

3.9.1. Adequate equipment shall be provided for heating the concrete materials 
and protecting the concrete during freezing or near freezing weather. No^ 
frozen materials or materials containing ice shall be used. 

3.9.2. All concrete materials and all reinforcement, forms, fillers and ground with 
which the concrete is to come in contact, shall be free from frost. Whenever 
the temperature of the surrounding air is below 40 degrees Fahrenheit, all 
concrete when placed in the forms shall have a temperature of not less 
than 70 degrees Fahrenheit and shall be maintained at a temperature of 
not less than 60 degrees Fahrenheit for at least 72 hours for normal con¬ 
crete or 24 hours for High-Early Strength concrete, or for as much mom 
time as is necessary to Insure proper curing of the concrete. The housing, 
covering or other protection shall remain in place and intact at least 24 
hours after the artificial heating is discontinued. No dependence shall be 
placed on salt or other chemicals for the prevention of freezing. Manure, 
when used for protection, shall not be applied directly to the concrete. 

3.10. Curing of Concrete—^All concrete shall be so protected as to prevent a loss 
of moisture from the surface for a period of not less than seven days where 
standard Portland cement, Portland Puzzolana cement or other approved 
cement is used, and for a period of not less than three days where High- 
Early Strength Portland cement is used. The following shall be considered 
as satisfactory curing methods to prevent the evaporation of moisture: 

3.10.1. Surface remaining in continuous contact with the forms. 

3.10.2. The surface of slabs protected by ponding. 

3.10.3. Covered with burlap, wet sand or sawdust kept continuously wet. 

3.10.4. Continuous wetting of exposed surfaces. 

3.10.5. Any other method approved by the Bureau of Building Inspection as being 
at least the equal of waiter curing under normal working conditions. 

3.11. Field Tests. 

3.11.1. The inspection in the field, the tests of all materials and the making of 
compression cylinders in the field shall be performed for all Controlled 
CJoncrete, Class 3. For Average Concrete, Class 1 and Class 2, such inspec¬ 
tion and tests shall be made when the quantity of concrete in the Job ex¬ 
ceeds 300 cubic yards or on a job of any size where, in the opinion of the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection, such tests are neces^ 
sary. 

3.11.2. Tests of Materials—When tests of materials are required by 3.11.1., all such 
materials shall be tested in accordance with the provisions of Sub-section 2, 
of this Section. 
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3.11.3. 

3.11.4.

Rejected Materials—All materials failing to meet the tests required, hy 3.11,2 
shall be promptly removed from the site of the work. 

Compression Cylinder Tests—When field tests are required tjbere shall be at 
least one specimen for each 100 cubic yards or fraction thereof and there 
shall be at least three specimens for each strength of concrete placed in any 
one day, except that the Bureau of Building Inspection shall have author¬ 
ity to waive this latter requirement when less than ten cubic yards of con¬ 
crete of a given strength are placed in one day. Compression test cylinders 
shall be made and tested in accordance with the Standard Method of Mak¬ 
ing and Storing Compression Test Si>ecimens of Concrete in the Field and 
Standard Method of Test for Compressive Strength of Concrete, adopted by 
the American Society for Testing Materials, serial designation C31-39 and 
C39-39. The standard age of test shall be 28 days, but 7 day tests may be 
used, provided that the relation between 7 and 28 day strengths of the con¬ 
crete is established by test for the materials and propwortions used. 

Tests at Seven Days—^When preliminary tests have established the relation 
between 7 and 28 day strengths, the contractor may make the number of 
cylinders required by 3.11.4 for testing at 7 and 28 days. If the 7 day testa 
show the concrete to have satisfactory strength, the 28 day tests need not 
be made. If the 7 day tests do not show satisfactory strengths, the set of 
cylinders for 28 day tests shall be tested and these results shall control. 
Reports of Tests—Certified copies of reports of all tests required herein 
shall be furnished promptly to the Bureau of Building Inspection. 

Failure to l*ass Requirements. 

(a) Cylinder -tests shall be considered to have failed when the average 
strength for any period of placing is less than the value given in the 
following table; 

Period of Placing in Days* Percent of Design Strength 

1 85 

2 90 

3 95 

5 or more 100 

♦Period of placing means consecutive days of placing but not necessar¬ 
ily consecutive calendar days. Cylinders which, in the opinion of the 
Bureau of Building Inspection, have been obviously improperly made 
shall be discarded from consideration. 

(b) Where the average strength of the laboratory control cylinders for any 
portion of the structure falls below the minimum ultimate compressive 
strengths called for on the plans but complies with requirements of 
3.11.7(a), the Superintendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection 
shall have authority to order a change in the mixture or in the water 
content for the remaining portion of the structure. 

Procedure in Ca.se of Failure—When the cylinder tests fail to meet the re¬ 
quirements of 3.11.7(la) or where the placing or curing onequirements of these 
regulations have not been complied with, the Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Building Inspection shall order one of the following procedures: 

(a) Load Tests—^Load tests shall be performed under the direction of the 
Superintendent and the test loading used shall consist of V/z times 
the superimposed load plus one-half of the dead load. The structure 
shall he considered to Jiave passed the requirements if the permanent 
deformation after removal following an application of the above load¬ 
ing for a period of 24 hours does not exceed ten per cent of tha 
maximum measured deformation. Where the structure fails to pass 
this requirement the owner shall have the option of repeating the 
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test. If the structure does not pass the second, test It shall be con¬ 
sidered to have failed. 

(b) Core Cylinder Tests—Cores removed from the structure and tested in 
accordance with conditions agreed upon by the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Building Inspection shall show an average strength at least 
the equal of that required and no single core shall fall more than 
fifteen percent below the required strength. Cores for this purpose 
shall have a diameter of not less than three times the maximum size 
of aggregate used and shall be secured, capped (and tested in accord¬ 
ance with Standard Methods of Securing Specimens of Hardened Con¬ 
crete from the Structure, adopted by the American Society for Testing 
Materials, serial designation C42-39. Additional curing may be used on 
the structure previous to the securing of specimens, provided the whole 
of the portion affected is so cured and that the curing is done under 
the conditions required by the Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection. 

(c) Removal of Defective Concrete—^The Superintendent of the Bureau cf 
Building Inspection may order any concrete falling to meet the re¬ 
quirements of the original tests and shall in any case order any con¬ 
crete failing to meet the requirements of subsequent tests to be re¬ 
moved. 

3.12. Inspection. 

3.12.1. The Superintendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection, in order to de¬ 
termine whether the pmvisions of this ordinance am being and have been 
strictly complied with, shall have authority to make inspections, or when¬ 
ever the Superintendent deems it necessary and where the provisions of the 
ordinance specifically require, he shall have the authority to require the 
owner or his architect or engineer without expense to the City, to provide 
inspection and reports of inspection of the work involved in the construc¬ 
tion of reinforced concmte and concrete buildings and structures. A quali¬ 
fied registered engineer shall direct the inspections and shall sign the re¬ 
ports of inspection required herein. 

3.12.2. The design of preliminary mixes, the control of mixes and constant water- 
cement ratio, the making, curing and testing of cylinders, the making and 
■testing of any other specimens required, the testing and checking on the 
project of all materials including cement, shall be done by a qualified, regis¬ 
tered engineer competent for this kind of work. The engineer or his repre¬ 
sentative shall be constantly upon the work during the placing of con¬ 
crete mixed or placed without such inspection may be required to be re¬ 
moved. The engineer shall certify periodically that the construction con¬ 
forms in all respects to the requirements of this ordinance and the permit 
drawings and specifications. 

3.12.3. Where in the opinion of the engineer the requirements of this ordinance 
are not being fully complied with, he shall notify the contractor that work 
must be stopped and any concrete not complying with said requirements be 
removed. Whem such notice is not complied with, the engineer shall notify 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection who shall order 
the work stopped until the requirements of the ordinance are complied with. 

3.12.4. Nothing in this section shall be construed to mean that the technical 
work required In 3.12.1 and 3.12.2 cannot be done by any qualified registered 
engineer competent for this kind of work, whether or not he is equipped 
to do the mechanical or chemical testing required. In any case, reports 
submitted by the Bureau of Tests on City-owned construction shall be con¬ 
sidered as fulfilling the i-equirements of this ordinance, provided that such 
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reports shall be signed and sealed by a qualified registered engineer com¬ 
petent for this kind of work. 

3.12.5. Concrete shall not be placed until the foorms and reinforcement have been 
inspected by the architect or engineer responsible for the design or his 
authorized representative. 

4. DETAILS OF CONSTRLCTION. 

4.1. Details of Reinforcement. 

4.1.1. Cleaning—Metal reinforcement at the time concrete is placed shall be free 
from loose mill scale, rust scale or from any other coatings which will de¬ 
stroy or reduce the bond. 

4.1 J2. Fabrication—^Reinforcement shall be accurately formed to the dimensions in¬ 

dicated on the drawings. Stirrups and tie bars shall be bent around a pin 
having a diameter not less than two times the minimum thickness of the 
bar. Bends for other bars shall be made around a pin having a diameter 
not less than six times the minimum thickness except for bars larger than 
one inch, in which case the bends shall be made around a pin of eight 
bar diameters. All bars shall be bent cold. 

4.1.3. Straightening and Rebendlng—^Metal reinforcement shall not be straightened 
or rebent In a manner that will injure the material. Bars with kinks or 
bends not shown on the drawings shall not be used. Heating of reinforce¬ 
ment will not be permitted. 

4.1.4. Placing Reinforcement—^Metal reinforcement shall be accurately placed as 
required by the drawings and shall be maintained in its proper position 
during placing of the concrete by using annealed iron wire ties or suitable 
clips at intersections and shall be supported by concrete or metal supports, 
spacers or metal hangers. From ties, bar supports, hangers, etc., where ex¬ 
posed to weather or ground shall be of such a type as to leave no metal 
exposed. 

4.1.5. Splices in Reinforcement; Slab, Beams and Girders—In slabs, beams and 
girders, splices of reinforcement at points of maximum stress shall generally 
be avoided. Splices shall provide sufficient lap to transfer the stress between 
bars by bond but in no case shall the lap be less than 27 bar diameters for 
deformed bars and 33 bar diameters for plain bars. The minimum clear dis¬ 
tance between a pair of bars so spliced and an adjacent splice or bar shall 
be as specified in 4.1.8. Wherever possible splices of adjacent bars shall be 
staggered. 

4.1.6. Splices in Vertical Column Reinforcement—Lapped splices in vertical column 
reinforcement shall have sufficient length of lap to transfer the stress be¬ 
tween bars by bond, but in no case shall the lap be less than 27 bar 
diameters for deformed bars and 33 bar diameters for plain bars. In such 
splices the minimum spacing between adjacent lapped bars shall be as 
specified in 5.18.4(b). Welded splices may be used provided the welding js 
done In accordance with the provisions of the City ordinance regulating 
welding and provided that the weld be designed and made to develop the 
full stress in the bar. 

4.1.7. Changes in Column Section—^Where changes in. the cross-section of a column 
occur, the longitudinal bars shall be offset in a region where lateral sup¬ 
port is afforded by a concrete capital or floor slab. Where bars are offset, 
the slope of the Inclined portion from the axis of the column shall not ex¬ 
ceed one in six and the bars above and below the offset shall be parallel 
to the axis of the column. In the case of tied columns, the ties shall be 
spaced not over three inches on centers for a distance of one foot below the 
actual point of offset. 

4.1.8. Clearance—The minimum spacing center to center between parallel bars 
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shall be 2^^ times the hiameter lor rounci bars and three times the side 
dimension of square bars. If special anchorage as defined in this ordinance 
is provided the minimum distance center to center of bars shall be two 
times the diameter for round bars and times the side dimension of 
square bars. In no case shall the clear distance between bars be less than 
1-1/3 times the maximum size of the coarse aggregate nor less than one 
inch in beams and girders and IV^ inches in columns. 

4.1.9. Embedment of Reinforcement. 

(a) Fire Protection—^Metal reinforcement shall be protected from the ef¬ 
fects of fire by at least the minimum thickness of concrete shown in 
the following table:

(b) Weather Protection. 

Footings and members deposited in contact with ground or ex¬ 
posed to water 3-in. 

Surfaces exposed to ground or weather 2-in. 

Slabs exposed to weather 1-in. 

NOTE: The cover required In (a) and (b) shall be considered to be the 
distance outside of spirals for column reinforcement and to be outside of 
principal reinforcement for slabs, beams and girders provided the cover is 
not less than one inch outside secondary reinforcement for beams and 
girders. 

(c) Exposed reinforcement bars intended for bonding with future extensions 
shall be protected from corrosion by concrete or other adequate covering. 

4.1.10 Pipe.s Conclult.s, etc. Embedded in Concrete—'Pipes which will contain liquid 
gas or vapor at other than room temperature shall not be embedded in con¬ 
crete necessary for structural stability or fire protection. Drain pipes and 
pipes whose contents will be under pressure greater than atmospheric pres¬ 
sure by more than one pound per square inch shall not be embedded in 
structural concrete except when passing through from one side to the other 
of a floor, wall or beam. Electric conduits and other pipes whose embed¬ 
ment is allowed shall not with their fittings displace that concrete of a 
column on which stress is calculated or which is required for fire protec¬ 
tion to a greater extent than four percent of the area of the cross-section. 
Sleeves or other pipes passing through floors, walls or beams shall not be 
of such size or in such a location as unduly to impair the strength of the 
construction. Embedded pipes or conduits other than those merely passing 
through shall not be larger in outside diameter than one-third the thick¬ 
ness of the slab, wall or beam in which they are embedded, shall not be 
spaced closer than three diameters on centers, nor so located as imduly to 
impair the strength of construction. Circular uncoated or galvanized electric 
conduit of iron or steel may be considered as replacing the displaced con¬ 
crete. 

4.2. Provision for Expansion ajid Contraction and for Construction Joints. 

4-2.1. Consideration shall be given in the design to temperature and secondary 
stresses to distribute the effects of such stresses insofar as possible.

All reinforced concrete retaining walls shall have expansion joints spaced 
not more than 90 feet on centers and plain concrete retaining walls shall 
have expansion joints not more than 30 feet on centers. Expansion joints 
shall provide for an expansion of at least one-half inch. All reinforced con¬ 
crete walls shall have contraction joints spaced not over 30 feet on center. 
Where expansion joints are used, they shall he so constructed as to pre¬ 
vent dirt or other foreign material from filling the joint. 

Construction joints not indicated on the plans shall be so made and lo¬ 
cated as to least impair the strength of the structure. When concrete is to 
be placed against previously placed concrete in such a joint the surface of 
the original pour shall be thoroughly cleaned and all laitance removed, and 
shall be thoroughly wetted but not saturated and slushed with a coat of 
neat cement grout immediately before the placing of new concrete. 

Construction joints in floors shall be located near the middle of the spans 
of slabs, beams or girders unless a beam intersects a girder at this point, 
in which case the joints in the girder shall be offset a distance equal to 
twice the width of the beam. In this case provision shall be made for shear 
by the use of inclined reinforcement. 

At least two hours must elapse after depositing concrete in columns or 
walls before depositing in beams, girders or slabs supported thereon. Beams, 
girders, brackets, column capitals and haunches shall be considered as part 
of the floor system and shall be placed monolithically therewith. 

Finishes and Wearing Surfaces—^No fill, wearing surface or finish course shall 
be considered as part of the structural slab except when approved by the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Building Inspection under conditions pre¬ 
scribed by him. 

DESIGN. 

General Assumptions. 

Notations. 

f’c=Ultimate compressive strength of concrete at 28 days, unless otherwise 
specified. 

n —Ratio of modulus of elasticity of steel to that of concrete^ 

Es/Ec; assumed as equal to 30,000/f’c. 

The design of reinforced concrete members shall be made in conformity with 
allowable working stresses as required herein. The accepted theory of 
flexure as applied to reinforced concrete shall be applied to all members 
resisting bending. The following assumptions shall be made: 

(a) The steel takes all tensile stress. 

(b) In determining the ratio “n” for design purposes, tjie modulus of 
elasticity for concrete shall be assumed as 1000 f’c, and that for steel as 
30,000,000-lbs. per square inch. 

Design Loads—The provisions for designs herein specified shall be used, 
taking into consideration all dead loads and the live loads required by 
ordinance for the proposed occupancy. A reduction in live loads on girders 
and columns shall be permitted as specified in the City ordinance relating 
thereto. 

Wind Forces. 

All buildings over 150 feet in height and all buildings or parts of buildings 
in which the height is more than times the minimum horizontal di¬ 
mension shall be designed to resist a horizontal wind pressure of twenty 
pounds per square foot of exposed surface measured from the ground to 
the top of the structure, including the roof, allowing for wind in any di¬ 
rection. 


























































































































5.3.2. The resisting elements in structures require<i to resist wind forces shall be 
limited to the integral structural parts. 

6.3.3. The moments, shears and direct stresses resulting from wind forces de¬ 
termined in accordance with recognized methods shall be added to tjhe 
maximum stresses obtained at any section for dead and live loads, 

5.3.4, In proportioning the component parts of the structure for the maximum 
combined stresses, including wind stresses, the unit stress shall not exceed 
the allowable stresses for combined dead and live load by more than one- 
third. 

5.4, Allowable Unit Stresses, 

6.4,1. Allowable Unit Stress in Concrete—^The unit stresses in pounds per square 
inch in concrete to be used in design shall not exceed the values in the 
following table where f’c equals the minimum specified ultimate compres¬ 
sive strength at 28 days or at specified age:

5.6. Conditions of Design for Floor Members. 

6.6.1. Arrangement of Live Load. 

(a) The live load may be considered to be applied only to the floor uncier 
consideration and the far ends of the columns may be assumed as 
fixed. 

(b) Consideration may be limited to combinations of dead load on ail 
spans with full live load on two adjacent spans and with full live load 
on alternate spans. 

5.6.2. Span Length. 

(a) The span length “1" of members not built integrally with their sup¬ 
ports shall be the clear span plus the depth of the slab or beam but 
need not exceed the distance center to center of supports. 

(b) In analysis of continuous frames, center to center distances for “1" 
and “h” may be used in the determination of moments. The moment 
at the face of a support shall be used for proportioning the member. 
This moment shall be obtained from the moment at the center line 
by substracting a quantity Va/3 where *‘V*’ is the shear at the face of 
the support and ‘"a" is the width of the support. 

(c) Solid or ribbed slabs with clear spans of not more than ten feet built 
integrally with their supports may be designed as continuous slabs on 
knife edge supports with spans equal to the clear spans of the slab 
and the width of beams otherwise neglected. 

5.63, Stiffness, 

(a) The stiffness, K, of a member is defined as El divided by 1 or h. 

(b) In computing the value of I of slabs, beams and girders and columns, 
the i-einforcement may be neglected. In T-shaped sections allowance 
shall be made for the effect of flange.

6.6.4. Haunched Floor Members.

(b) When members are deepened near the supports they may be analyzed 
as members of constant depth, provided the minimum depth only is 
considered as resisting the resulting moments; otherwise an analysis 
taking into account the variation in depth is required.

56.5. Limitations. 

(a) Wherever at any section positive reinforcement is indicated by analysis 
the amount shall be not less than 0.005 b’d except in slabs of uni¬ 
form thickness. 

(b) Not less than 0.005 b’d of negative reinforcement shall be provided at 
the outer end of all members built integrally with their supports. 

(c) Where analysis indicates negative reinforcement along the full length 
of a span, the reinforcement need not be extended beyond the point 
where the required amount is 0.0025 b’d or less.

5.7. Deptli of Beam or Slab—^The effective depth of the beam or slab shall be 
taken as the distance from the centroid of the tensile reinforcement to the 
compression face of the structural members. Any floor finish not placed 
monolithically with the floor slab shall not be included as a part of the 
structural member. When the finish Is placed monolithically with the 
structural slab under conditions prescribed in 4.3 or where no finish is 
used there shall be placed an additional one-half inch over that required 
by the design of the member if the building is a warehouse, garage, mill, 
factory or loft building, as defined by ordinance, or if the conditions of 
use make the structural concrete particularly subject to wear, such as on 
sidewalks, corridors, building entrances, etc. 

5.8. Distance Between Lateral Supports—^The distance between lateral supports 
of a beam shall not exceed 32 times the least width of compression flange. 

5.9. Requirements for T-beams. 

5.9.1. In T-beam construction the slab and beam shall be built integrally or 
otherwise effectively bonded together. The effective flange width to be used 
in the design of symmetrical T-beams shall not exceed one-fourth of tho 
span length of the beam and its overhanging width on cither side of tho 
web shall not exceed eight times the thickness of the slab nor one-half the 
clear distance to the next beam. 

5.9.2. For beams having a flange on one side only, the effective overhanging 

flange width shall not exceed one-twelfth of the span length of the beam 
nor six times the thickness of the slab, nor one-half the clear distance to 
the next beam. 

6.9.3. Where the principal reinforcement in a slab which is considered as the 

flange of a T-beam (not a rib in a ribbed floor) is parallel to the beam, 
transverse reinforcement shall be provided at the top of the slab. This re¬ 
inforcement shall be designed to carry the load on the portion of the slab 
assumed as the flange of the T-beam. The spacing of the bars shall not 

exceed five times the thickness of the flange nor in any case eighteen 

inches. 

5.9.4. Provision shall be made for the compressive stress at the support in con¬ 
tinuous T-beam construction, care being taken that the provisions of 4.1.8 
relating to the spacing of bars and 3.8.13 relating to the placing of con¬ 
crete shall be fully met.

Compression Steel In Flexural Members. 

Compression steel in beams, girders or slabs shall be anchored by ties or 
stirrups not less than one-fourth inch in diameter spaced not farther apart 
than sixteen bar diameters or 48 tie diameters. Such stirrups or ties shall 
be used throughout the distance where the compression steel is required. 
The effectiveness of compression reinforcement in resisting bending may be 
taken at twice the value indicated from the calculations assuming a straight- 
line relation between stress and strain and the modular ratio given in 
5.1.2.(b) but not of greater value than the allowable stress in tension. 
Shrinkage and Temperature Reinforcement. Reinforcement for shrinkage 
and temperature stresses normal to the principal reinforcement shall be 
provided in floor and roof slabs where the principal reinforcement extends 
in one direction only. Such reinforcement shall provide for the following 
minimum ratios of reinforcement area to concre^te area (bd) but in no 
case shall such reinforcing bars be placed farther apart than five times the 
slab thickness nor more than eighteen inches:

Roof slabs - 0.003 

Floor slabs on the ground, having a length in either diirection not 
over 25 feet, need not have temperature and shrinkage reinforcement. 
Concrete Joist Floor Construction. 

Concre-te joist floor construction consists of concrete Joists and slabs placed 
monolithically with or without burned clay or concrete tile fillers. The 
joists shall not be farther apart than 30 inches face to face. The joists shah 
be straight, not less than four inches wide, nor of a depth more than three 
times the width. 

When burned clay or concrete tile fillers of material having a unit com 
pressive strength at least equal to that of the designed strength of the 
concrete in the joists are used and the fillers are so placed that the joints 
in alternate rows are staggered, the vertical shells of the fillers in contact 
with the joists may be included in the calculations involving shear or 
negative bending moment. No other portion of the fillers may be Included In 
the design calculations. 

The concrete slab over the fillers shall not bfe less than two inches In 
thickness nor less in thickness than one-twelfth of the clear distance be¬ 
tween joists. Shrinkage reinforcement in the slab shall be provided as re¬ 
quired in 5.11. 

Where removable forms or fillers not complying with 6.12.2 are used, the 
thickness of the concrete slab shall not be less than one-twelfth of the 
clear distance between joists and in no case less than two Inches. Such slabs 
shall be reinforced at right angles to the joists with a minimum of .049 
square inches of reinforcing steel per foot of width and in slabs on which 
the prescribed live load does not exceed 50 pounds per square foot, no 
additional reinforcement shall be required. 

When no wearing surface or fill is provided the requirements of 5.7 shall be 
complied with. 

Floors with Supports on Four Sides. 

This constaniotion, consisting of floors reinforced in two directions and sup¬ 
ported on four sides, includes solid reinforced concrete slabs, concrete 
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Joists wlith burned clay or concrete tile fillers, with or without concrete 
top slabs, and concrete Joists with top slabs placed monolithicaJly with the 
Joists. The supports for the floor slabs may be walls, reinforced concrete 
beams or steel beams fully encased in concrete.

(b) The positive moment reinforcement adjacent to a continuous edge only 
and for a width not exceeding one-fourth of the shorter dimension of 
the panel may be reduced 25 percent. 

(c) At a non-continuous edge negative moment reinforcement per unit 
width in amount at least as great as one-half of that required for 
maximum positive moment for the center one half of the panel shall 
be provided across the entire width of the exterior support. 

(d) The spacing of the reinforcement shall be not more than three times 
the slab thickness and the ratio of reinforcement shall be at least 
0,0025. 

5.14. Maximum Spacing of Principal Slab Reinforcement—In slabs other than 
concrete joist floor construction or flat slabs, the principal reinforcement 
shall not be spaced farther apart than three times the slab thickness, nor 
shall the ratio of reinforcement be less than specified in 5,11.

5.15.2. Shearing Unit Stress. 

(a) The shearing unit stress (v), as a measure of diagonal tension in re¬ 
inforced concrete flexural members shall be computed by the follow¬ 
ing formula;

(b) For beams of I or T section, b’ shall be substituted for b in the above 
formula. 

(c) In concrete joist floor construction, where burned clay or concrete tile 
are u.sed, b’ may be taken as a width equal to the thickness of the 
concrete web plus the thicknesses of the vertical shells of the con¬ 
crete or burned clay tile in contact with the joist as required in 5.12.2. 

(d) When the value of the shearing unit stress computed by the formula 
of 5.15.2(a), exceeds the shearing unit stress (vc) permitted on the 
concrete of an unreinforced web (see 5.4.1), web reinforcement shall 
be provided to carry the excess. 

5.15.3. Types of Web Reinforcement. 

(a) Web reinforcement may consist of: 

(1) Stirrups or web reinforcement bars perpendicular to the longi¬ 
tudinal steel. 

*(2) Stirrups or web reinforcement bars welded or otherwise rigidly at¬ 
tached to rthe longitudinal steel and making an angle of 30 de¬ 
grees or more thereto. 

(3) Longitudinal bars bent so that the axis of the inclined portion of 
the bar makes an angle of 15 degrees or more with the axis of 
longitudinal portion of the bar. 

(4) Special arrangements of bars with adequate provisions to 
vent slip of bars or splitting of the concrete by the reinforcement. 
(See 5.15.5(f). 

(b) Stirrups or other bars to be considered effective as web reinforcement 
shall be anchored at both ends, according to the provisions of 5.16.5. 

5.15.4. Stirrups.

(e) When bent bars, having a radius of bend of not more than two times 
the diameter of the bar are used alone as web reinforcement, the allow¬ 
able shearing unit stress shall not exceed 0.060 f’c. This shearing stress 
may be increased at the rate of 0.01 f’c for each increa^ of four bai* 
diameters in the radius of bend until the maximum allowable shearing 
luiit stress is reached.

(f) The shearing unit stress permitted when special arrangements of bars 
■are employed shall he that determined by making comparative tests, to 
destruction, of specimens of the proposed system and of similar speci¬ 
mens reinforced in conformity with the provisions of this code, the same 
factor of safety being applied in both cases. 

5.15.6. Combined Web Reinforcement—Where more than one type of reinforcement 
is used to reinforce the same portion of the web, the total shearing resistance 
of this portion of the web shall be assumed as the sum of the shearing 
resistances computed for the various types separately. In such computations 
the shearing resistance of the concrete shall be included only once and no 
one type of reinforcement shall be assumed to resist more than 2V’.

5.15.7. Spacing of Web Reinforcement—Where web reinforcement is required it shall 
be so spaced that every 45 degree line (representing a potential crack) ex¬ 
tending from the mid-depth of the beam to the longitudinal tension bars 
shall be crossed by at least one line of web reinforcement.

5.15.8. Shearing Stress in Flat Slabs. 

(a) In flat slabs, the shearing unit stress on a vertical section which lies 
at a distance t2—beyond the edge of the column capital and 
parallel with it, shall not exceed the following values when computed

Computation of Bond Stress in Beams. 

(a) In flexural members in which the tensile reinforcement is parallel to 
the compression face, the bond stress at any cross-section shall be 
computed by the following formula:

(b) Adequate end anchorage shall be provided for the tensile reinforce¬ 
ment in all flexural members to which the above formula does not 
apply, such as footings, brackets and other tapered or stepped beams 
in which the tensile reinforcement is not parallel to the compression 
face. 

Ordinary Anchorage Requirements. 

(a) Tensile negative reinforcement in any span of a continuous, I'estrained 
or cantilever beam or in any member of a rigid frame shall be ade¬ 
quately anchored by bond, hooks or mechanical anchors in or through 
the supporting member. Within any such span every reinforcing bar 
shall be extended at least twelve diameiters beyond the point at which 
it is no longer needed to resist stress. In cases where the length from 
the point of maximum tensile stress in the bar to the end of the 
bar is not sufficient to develop this maximum stress by bond, the bar 
shall extend into a region of compression and be anchored by means 
of a standard hook or it shall be bent across the web at an angle of 
not less than fifteen degrees with the longitudinal portion of the bar 
and either made continuous with the positive reinforcement or anchored 
in a region of compression. 

(b) Of the positive i-elnforcement in continuous beams not less than one- 

fourth the area shall extend along the same face of the beam into the 

support a distance of not less than four inches except that where the 
bars carry a calculated stress they shall be extended a distance into the 
support sufficient to develop that stress by bond. 

(c) In simple beams, or at the outer ends of sfreely supported end spans 

of continuous beams, at least one-half the i)ositive reinforcement shall 
extend along the same face of the beam into the support a distance 
of twelve or more bar diameters, or shall be extended as far as 
possible into the suppnDrt and terminated in standard hooks. 

Special Anchorage Requirements—Where increased shearing or bond stresses 
are permitted because of the use of special anchorage (See 5.4.1), every bar 
shall be terminated in a standard hook in a region of compression, or it 
shall be bent across the web at an angle of not less than fifteen degrees 
with the longitudinal portion of the bar and made continuous with the 
negative or positive reinforcement. 
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5.16.5. Anchorage of Web Reinforcement, 

(a) Single separate bars used as web reinforcement shall be anchored at 
each end by one of the following methods: 

(1) Welding to the longitudinal reinforcement. 

(2) Hooking tightly around the longitudinal reinforcement through 180 
degrees. 

(3) Embedment above or below the mid-depth of the beam on the 
compression side a distance sufficient to develop the stress to 
which the bar will be subjected at a bond stress of not to exceed 
.04f’c on plain bars nor .05f’c on deformed bars. 

(4) Standard hook (See 6.16.7(a) considered as developing 10,000 p.s.i,, 
plus embedments sufficient to develop by bond the remainder of 
the stress to which the bar is subjected. The unit bond stress shall 
not exceed that specified elsewhere in 5.4.1. The effective embed¬ 
ded length shall not be assumed to exceed the distance between 
the mid-depth of the beam and the tangent point of the hook. 

(b) The extreme ends of bars forming simple U or multiple stirrups shall 
be anchored by one of the methods of 5.16.5(a) or shall be bent 
through an angle of at least 90 degrees tightly around a longitudinal 
reinforcing bar not less in diameter than the stirrup bar, and shall 
project beyond the bend at least twelve diameters of the stirrup bar. 

(c) The loops or closed ends of such stirrups shall be anchored by bend¬ 
ing around the longitudinal reinforcement through an angle of at 
least 90 degrees, or by being welded or otherwise rigidly attached 
thereto. 

(d) Hooking or bending stirrups or separate web reinforcement bars around 
the longitudinal reinforcement shall be considered effective only when 
these bars are perpendicular to the longitudinal reinforcement. 

(e) Longitudinal bars bent to act as web reinforcement shall, in a region 
of tension, be continuous with the longitudinal reinforcement. The 
tensile stress in each bar shall be fully developed in both the upper 
and the lower half of the beam by one of the following methods; 

(1) As specified in 5.16.5(a)—'(3). 

(2) As specified in 5.16.5(a)—(4). 

(3) By bond, at a unit bond stress not exceeding .04f’c on plain bam 
nor .05f’c on deformed bars, plus a bend of radius not less than 
two times the diameter of the bar, parallel to the upper or lower 
surface of the beam, plus an extension of the bar of not less than 
twelve diameters of the bar terminating in a standard hook. This 
short radius bend extension and hook shall together not be count¬ 
ed upon to develop a tensile unit stress in the bar of more than 
10,000 lbs. per sq. in. 

(4) By bond, at a unit bond stress not exceeding .04f’c on plain bars 
nor .05f’c on deformed bars, plus a bend, of radius not less than 
two times the diameter of the bar parallel to the upper or lower 
surface of the beam and continuous with the longitudinal rednforce- 
ment. The short radius bend and continuity shall together not be 
counted upon to develop a tensile unit stress in the bar of more 
than 10,000 lbs. per sq. in. 

(5) The tensile unit stress at the beginning of a bend may be la- 
creased from 10,000 lbs, per sq. in. when the radius of bend is two 
bar diameters, at the rate of 1,000 lbs. per sq. in, tension for each 
increase of IV^ bar diamc'ters in the radius of bend, provided that 
the length of the bar in the bend and extension is sufficient to 





































develop this increased tensile stress by bond at the unit stress given 
in 5.16.5(e)—(3). 

(f) In all cases web reinforcement shall be carried as close to the compres¬ 
sion surface of the beam as fireproofing regulations and the proximity 
of other steel will permit. 

5.16.6. Anchorage of Bars in Footing Slabs—^All bars in footing slabs shall be 
anchored by means of standard hooks. The outer faces of these hooks shall 
be not less than three inches nor more than six inches from the face of the 
footing. 

5.16.7. Hooks. 

(a) The terms hook or standard hook as used herein shall mean either. 

(1) A complete semicircular turn with a radius of bend on the axis 
of the bar of not less than three and not more than six bar 
diameters, plus an extension of at least four bar diameters at the 
free end of the bar, or 

(2) A 90® bend having a radius of not less than four bar diameters 
plus an extension of twelve bar diameters. 

Hooks having a radius of bend of more than six bar diameters shall be 
considered merely as extensions to the bar and shall be treated as in 
5.16.5(e)—(5). 

(b) In general, hooks shall not be permitted in the tension portion of any 
beam except at the ends of simple or cantilever beams or at the free¬ 
ly supported ends of continuous or restrained beams. 

(c) No hook shall be assumed to oarry a load which would produce a ten¬ 
sile stress in the bar greater than 10,000 p.s.i. 

(d) Hooks shall not be considered effective in adding to the compressive 
resistance of bars. 

(e) Any mechanical device capable of developing the strength of the bar 
without damage to the concrete may be used in lieu of a hook. Tests 
must be presented to show the adequacy of such devices. 

5.17. Flat Slabs—with Square or Rectangular Panels. 

6.17.1. Notation. 

A — The distance from the center line of the column in the direction of 
any span to the intersection of a 45 degree diagjonal line from the 
center of the column to the bottom of the flat slab or drop panel, 
where such line lies wholly within the column, capital or bracket, pro¬ 
vided such capital or bracket is structurally capable of resisting 
shears and moments without excessive unit stress.

5.17.2, Scope. 

(a) The term flat slab shall mean a reinforced concrete slab supported by 
columns with or without flaring heads or column capitals with or with¬ 
out depressed or drop panels and generally without beams or girders. 

(b) Recesses or pockets in flat slab ceilings, located between reinforcing 
bars and forming cellular or two-way ribbed ceilings, whether left open 
or filled with permanent fillers, shall not prevent a slab from being 
considered a flat slab; but allowable unit stresses shall not be ex¬ 
ceeded. 

(c) Two methods are provided herein for the design of flat slab structures: 

(1) Any type of flat construction may be designed by application of 
the principles of continuity, using the method outlined in 5.17.3 
or using other recognized methods of elastic analysis. In either 
case, the design must be subject to the provisions of 5.17.7, 5.17.9 
and 5.17.10. 

(2) The common cases of flat slab construction described in 5.17.4 

• may be designed by the use of moment coefficients given in 

5.17.4 and 5,17.5 and subject to the provisions off 5.17.6, 5.17.7, 
5.17.8, 5.17.9 and 5.17.10, 

Design of Flat Slabs as Continuous Frames. 

(a) Except in the cases of flat slab construction where specified coefficients 
for bending may be used, as provided dn 5.17.4, bending and shear in 
flat slabs and their supports shall be determined by an analysis of 
the structure as a continuous frame, and all sections shall be pro¬ 
portioned to resist the moments and shears thus obtained. In the 
analysis, the following 'assumptions may be made: 

(1) The structure may be considered divided into a number of bents, 
each consisting of a row of columns and strips of supported slabs, 
each strip bounded laterally by the center lines of the panel on 
either side of the row of columns. The bents shall be taken longi¬ 
tudinally and transversely off the building. 

(2) Each such bent may be analyzed in its entirety; or each floor 
thereof and the roof may be analyzed separately with its adjacent 
columns above and below, the columns being assumed fixed at 
their remote ends. Where slabs are thus analyzed separately in 
bents more than four panels long it may be assumed in determin¬ 
ing the bending at a given support that the slab is fixed at any 
support two panels distant therefrom beyond which the slab con¬ 
tinues. 

(3) The joiH'ts between columns and slabs may be considered rigid 
and this rigidity may be assumed to extend in the slabs a distance 
A from the center of the columns, and in the column to the in¬ 
tersection of the sides of the column and the 45 degree line de¬ 
fining A, The change in length of columns and slabs due to di¬ 
rect stress and deflections due to shear may be neglected. Where 
metal column capitals are used, account may be taken off their 
contributions to stiffness and resistance to bending and shear. 

(4) The supporting columns may be assumed free from settlement or 
lateral movement unless the amount thereof can be reasonably 
determined. 
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(5) The moment of inertia of slab or column at any cross-section may 
be assumed to be that of the gross section of the concrete. Varia¬ 
tions in the moments of inertia of the slabs and columns along 
their axes shall be taken into account. 

(6) Where the load to be supported is definitely known, the structure 
shall be analyzed for that load. Where the live load is variable but 
does not exceed three-quarters of the dead, load or the nature of 
the live load is such that all panels will be loaded simultaneously, 
the maximum bending may be assumed to obtain at all sections 
under full live load. Elsewhere, maximum positive bending near 
mid-span of a panel may be assumed to obtain under full live 
load in the panel and in alternate panels; and maximum negative 
bending at a support may be assumed to obtain under full live 
load in the adjacent panels only. 

(7) Where neither beams nor girders help to transfer the slab load to 
the supporting column, the critical section for negative bending 
may be assumed as not more than the distance xL from the column 
center, where

In slabs supported by beams, girders or walls, the critical section 
for negative bending shall be assumed at the face of such support. 

(8) The numerical sum of the maximum positive and the average 
maximum negative moments for which provision is made in the

(9) The bending at critical sections across the slabs of each bent may 
be apportioned between the column strip and middle strip, as de¬ 
fined in 5.17.6, in the ratio of the specified coefficients which affect 
such apportionment in the special cases of flat slabs provided for 
in 5.17.4. 

(10) The maximum bending in columns may be assumed to obtain under 
full live load in alternate panels. Columns shall be proportioned 
to resist the maximum bending combined with the maximum 
direct load consistent therewith; and for maximum direct load 
combined with the bending under fullload, the direct load sub¬ 
ject to allowable reductions, in the manner provided in 5.2. 

(b) The foregoing provisions outline the method to be followed in analyz- 
j,/ ing and designing flat slabs in the general case. In all instances the 

design must conform to the requirements for panel strips and critical 
design sections, slab thickness and drop panels, capitals and brackets, 
•arrangement of reinforcement and openings in flat slabs, as provided 
in 5.17.7 to 5.17.10, Inclusive. 

5.17.4. Design of Flat Slabs by Moment Coefficients. 

(a) In those oases of flat slab construction which fall within the follow¬ 
ing limitations as to continuity and dimensions, the bending mo¬ 
ments at critical sections may be determined by the use of specified 
coefficients as provided, in 6.17.5. 

(1) The ratio of length to width of panel does not exceed 1.33. 





































































































(2) The slab is continuous for at least three panels in each direction. 

(3) The successive span lengths in each direction differ by not more 
than 20 percent of the shorter span. 

(b) In such slabs, the numerical sum of the positive and negative bending

(c) Three-fourths of the width of the strip shall be taken as the width 
of the section in computing compression due to bending, except that 
on a section through a drop panel, three-fourths of the width of the 
drop panel shall be taken. Account shall be taken of any recesses 
which reduce the compressive area. 

(d) The design of slabs under the procedure given in 5.17.4 is subject to 
the provisions of 5.17,5 to 5.17.11, inclusive. 

5.17.6. Bending Moment Coefficients. 

(a) The bending moments at the critical sect4ons of the middle and column 
strips of an interior panel shall be assumed as given in Table IV. 
(See 5.17.11). 

(b) The bending moments at critical sections of strips in an exterior panel 
at right angles to the discontinuous edge where the exterior supports 
consist of reinforced concrete columns or reinforced concrete bearing 
walls integral with the slab, the ratio of stiffness of the suppoort to 
that of the slab being at least as great as the ratio of the live load 
to the dead load and not less than one, shall be assumed os given 
in Table V. (See 5.17.11). Where a flat slab is so supported by e wall 
provid!ing restraint at the discontinuous edge, the coefficient for nega¬ 
tive bending at the edge shall be assumed more nearly equal in the 
column and middle strips, the sum remaining as given in Table V, 
but that for the column strip shall not be less than 0.03 Mo, Bending 
in middle strips parallel to a discontinuous edge, except in corner 
panel, shall be assumed the same as in an interior panel. Mo shall 
be determined as provided in 5.17.4(b) for an interior panel. 

(c) The bending moments at critical sections of strips in an exterior panel 
at right angles to the discontinuous edge where the exterior supports 
are masonry bearing walls or other construction which provide only 
negligible restraint to the slab, shall be assumed as given in Table 
V with the following modifications: 

(1) On critical sections at the face of the exterior support, negative 
bending in each strip shall be assumed as 0,05 Mo. 

(2) The coefficients for positive bending shall be increased by 40 per¬ 
cent. 

(3) The coefficients for negative bending at the first interior columns 
shall be increased 30 percent. 

(cl) The bending moments in panels with marginal beams or walls in the 
strips parallel and close thereto and in the beams shall be determined 
upon the basis of assumptions presented in Table VI. (See 5.17.11). 

(e) For design puiposes any of the moment coefficients of Tables IV, V 
and VI may be varied by not more than six percent, but the numercal 
sum of the positive and negative moments in a panel shall not be 
taken as less than the amount specified. 
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(f) Panels (supported by marginal beams on opposite edges shall be de¬ 
signed as solid one or two-way slabs to carry the entire panel load. 

(g) The ratio of reinforcement in any strip shall not be less than .0025. 

(h) The exterior columns shall be designed to carry the negative column 
strip moment given In Table V. Such moment shall be distributed in 
the column above and the column below in proportion to their re¬ 
spective stiffnesses. Where there is no column above the slab, the 
column below shall be designed for the full required moment. 

General Requirements. 

5.17.6. Panel Strlp.s and Critical Design Section.s. 

(a) A flat slab panel shall be considered as consisting of strips in each di¬ 
rection as follows: 

(1) A middle strip one-half panel in width symmetrical about panel 
center line and extending through the panel in the direction of the 
span for bending. 

(2) A column strip consisting of the two adjacent quarter panels either 
side of the column center lines. 

(b) The critical sections for bending are located as follows: 

(1) Sections for negative bending shall be taken along the edges of 
the panel on column center lines between capitals and around the 
perimeters of column capitals. 

(2) Sections for positive bending shall be taken at mid-span of the 
strips. 

(c) Only the reinforcement which crosses a critical section within a strip 
may be considered effective to resist bending m the strip at that sec¬ 
tion.

Structural metal em¬ 
bedded in the slab or drop panel may be regarded as contributing to 
resistance in bending and shear. 
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(to) Where a reinforced concrete beam frames Into a column without capi¬ 
tal or bracket on the same side with the beam, the value of c may 
be taken as the width of the column plus twice the projection of the 
beam above or below the slab or drop panel for computing bending 
in strips parallel to the beam. 

(c) Brackets capable of transmitting the negative bending and the shear 
in the column strips to the columns without excessive unit stress may 
be substituted for column capitals at exterior columns. The value of c 
where brackets are used shall be taken as twice the distance from the 
center of the column to a point where the bracket Is 1^4 Inches thick, 
but not more than the thickness of the column plus twice the depth 
of the bracket. 

(d) The average of the diameters c of the column capitals at the four 
comers of a panel shall be used in determining the bending in the 
middle strips of the panel. The average of the diameters c of the two 
column capitals at the ends of a column strip shall be used in de¬ 
termining bending in the strip. 

6.17.9. Arrangement of Keiiiforcenient. 

(a) Slab reinforcement shall be provided to resist the bending and bond 
stresses not only at critical sections but also at intermediate sections. 

(b) Bars shall be spaced evenly across strips or bands and the spacing 
shall not exceed three times the slab thickness. 

(c) In exterior panels the relnforcemenjt perpendicular to the discontinuous 
edge for positive bending shall extend to the edge and have embedment 
of at least six Inches in spandrel beams, walls or columns. All such 
reinforcement for negative bending shall be bent, hooked or otherwise 
anchored in spandrel beams, walls or columns. 

5.17.10. Openings in Flat Slabs—Openings of any size may be cut through a flat 
slab if provision is made for the total positive and negative resisting mo¬ 
ments, as required in 6.17.3 and 5.17.4 without exceeding the allowable 
stresses as given in 5.4.1 and 6.4.2.

Limiting Dimensions—The following provisions on reinforced concrete and 
composite columns, except 5.18.8, apply to a short column for which th3 
unsupported length is not greater than ten times the least dimension. 
When the unsupported length exceeds this value, the design shall be mcxii- 
fied as shown in 5.18.8. Principal columns in buildings shall have a mini¬ 
mum diameter of twelve inches, or in the case of rectangular* columns, a 
minimum thickness of ten inches and a minimum gross area of 120 square 
inches. Posts that are not continuous from story to story shall have a mini¬ 
mum diameter or thickness of six inches. 

Unsupported Length of Columns. 

(a) For purposes of determining the limiting dimensions of columns, the 
unsupported length of reinforced concrete columns shall be taken as 
the clear distance between floor slabs, except that 

(1) In flat slab construction it shall be the clear distance between the 
floor and the lower extremity of the capital. 

(2) In beam and slab construction, it shall be the clear distance be¬ 
tween the floor and the underside of the deeper beam framing 
into the column in each direction at the next higher floor level. 

(3) In columns I’estrained laterally by struts, it shall be the clear 
distance between consecutive struts in each vertical plane; pro¬ 
vided that to be an adequate support two such struts shall meet 
the column at approximately the same level, and the angle be¬ 
tween vertical planes through the struts shall not vary more than 
fifteen degrees from a right angle. Such struts shall be of adequate 
dimensions and anchorage to restrain the column against lateral 
deflection. 

(4) In columns restrained laterally by struts or beams with brackets 
used at the junction, it shall be the clear distance between the

floor and the lower edge of the bracket, provided that the bracket 
widith equals that of the beam or strut and is at least half that 
of the column. 

(b) For rectangular columns, that length shall be considered which pro¬ 
duces the greatest ratio of length to depth of section. 

Spirally Reinforced CoUimns. 

(a) Allowable Load—The maximum allowable axial load, P, on columns with 
closely spaced sph’als enclosing a circular concrete core reinforced with 
longitudinal bars shall be that given by the following formula ■

(b) Vertical Reinforcement—The ratio, Pg, shall not be less than 0.01 nor 
more than 0.08. The minimum number of bars shall be six and the 
minimum diameter shall be 5/8 in. The center to center spacing of bars 
within the periphery of the column core shall not be less than 2^2 
times .the diameter for round bars or three times the side dimension for 
square bars. The clear spacing between bars shall not be less than Jt/j 
inches or 1 times the maximum size of the coarse aggregate used. 
Ihese spacing rules also apply to adjacent pairs of bars at a lapped 
splice; each pair of lapped bars forming a splice may be in contact, 
but the minimum clear spacing between one splice and the adjacent 
splice shall be that specified for adjacemt single bars. 

(c) Splices in Vertical Reinforcement. (See 4.1.6). 

(d) Spiral Reinforcement—The ratio of spiral reinforcement, p’, shall not 
be le;^ than the value given by the following formula:

The spiral reinforcement shall consist of evenly spaced spirals held 
firmly in place and true to line by at least three vertical spacer bar.s. 
The spiral shall be of such size and so assembled as to permit handling 
and placing without being distorted from the designed dimensions. 
The material used in spirals s.hall have a minimum diameter of 1/4 
inch for rolled bar or No. 4 W. & M. gage for drawn wire. Anchorage 
of spiral reinforcement shall be provided by I 1/2 extra turns of spiral 
rod or wire at each end of the spiral unit. Splices, when necessary 
shall be made in spiral rod or wire by welding or by a lap of 1!4 
turns. The center to center spacing of the spirals shall not exceed one- 
sixth of the core diameter. The clear spacing between spirals shall not 
exceed three inches nor be less than 1-3/8 inch or 11/2 times the max¬ 
imum size of coarse aggregate used. T.he reinforcing spiral shall ex¬ 
tend from the floor level in any story or from the top of the footing 
in the basement to the level of the lowest horizontal reinforcement in 
the slab, dropped panel or beam above. In a column with a ' 

it shall extend to a plane at which the diameter or width of the capital 
is twice that of the column. 

(e) Protection of Reinforcement—^The column reinforcement shall be 
tected everywhere by a covering of concrete cast monollthically 
the core, for which the thickness shall be not less than IV 2 
less than li^ times the maximum size of the coarse aggrega^' 
shall it be less than required by the fire protection and weathe 
provisions of 4.1.9, 
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(f) Isolated Coluinii with Multiple Spirals—In. case two or more interlock¬ 
ing spirals are iised in a column, the outer boundary of the column 
shall toe taken as a rectangle of which the sides are outside the ex¬ 
treme limits of the spiral at a distance equal to the requirements for 
protective covering, as listed in 4.1.9. 

(g) Limits of Section of Column Built Monollthlcally with Wall—^For a 
spiral column built monolithically with a concrete wall or pier, the 
outer bounda.ry of the. column section shall be taken either as a circle 
at least 1^/^ inches outside the column sph*al or as a. square or rec¬ 
tangle of which the sides are at least IV 2 Inches outside the spiral, 
or spirals. 

(h) Equivalent Circular Coliinuis— As an exception to the general pro¬ 
cedure of utilizing the full gross area of the column section, It shall 
be permissible to design a circular column and to build it with a 
square, octagonal or other shaped section of the same least lateral di¬ 
mension. In such case, the allowable load, the gross area considered 
and the required percentages of reinforcement shall be taken as those 
of the circular column. 

5.18.5. Tied Columns. 

(a) Allowable Load—The maximum allowable axial load on columns rein¬ 
forced with longitudinal bars and separate lateral ties shall be 80 
percent of that given by the formula of 5.18.4(a). The ratio, pg’ to be 
considered in tied columns shall not be less than 0.01 nor more than 
0.04. The longitudinal reinforcement shall consist of at least four bars 

^ of minimum diameter of 5/8 inch. Splices in reinforcing bars shall be 
made as described in 4.1.6 and 5.18.4(b). 

(b) Lateral Ties—Lateral ties shall be at least inch in diameter and 
shall be spaced a.part not over sixteen bar diameters, 48 tie ditametei-s 
or the least dimension of the column. When there are more than four 
vertical bars, additional ties shall be provided so that every longitudinal 
bar is held firmly in its designed position and has lateral support 
equivalent to that provided by a 90 degree comer of a tie. 

(c) Limits of Column Section—^In a tied column which for architectural 
reasons has a larger cross-section than required by considerations of 
loading, a reduced effective area, Ag, not less than one-half of the 
total area may be used In applying the provisions of 5.18.6(a). 

6.18.6. Composite Columns. 

(a) Allowable Load—^The allowable load oai a composite column consisting 
of a structural steel or cast-iron column thoroughly encased in con¬ 
crete reinforced with both longitudinal and spiral reinforcement, 
shall not exceed that given by the following formula:

(b) Details of Metal Core and Reinforcement—^The cross-sectional area of 
the metal core shall not exceed twenty percent of the gross area of the 
column. If a hollow metal core is used it shall be filled with con¬ 
crete. The amounts of longitudinal and spiral reinforcement and the 
requirements as to spacing of bars, details of splices and thickness of 
protective shell outside the spiral shall conform to the limiting values 
specified in 5.18.4 (b), (c), (d) and (e). A clearance of at least three 
inches shall be maintained between the spiral and the metal core at 
all points except that when the core consists of a structural steel H- 
oolumn, the minimum clearance may be reduced to two inches, 

(c) Splices and Connections of Metal Cores—^MetaJ cores in composite 
columns shall be accurately milled at splices and positive provisions 
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shall be made for alignmeriit of one core above another. At the column 
base, provision shall be made to transfer the load to the footing at 
safe unit stresses in accordance with 5.4.1. The base of the metal 
section shall be designed to transfer the load from the entire com¬ 
posite column to the footing, or it may be designed to transfer the 
load from the metal section only, provided it is so placed in the pier 
or pedestal as to leave ample section of concrete above the base for the 
transfer of load from the reinforced concrete section of the column 
by means of bond on the vertical reinforcement and by direct com¬ 
pression on the concrete. Transfer of loads to the metal core shall be 
provided for by the use of bearing members such as billets, brackets or 
other positive connections; these shall be provided at the top of the 
metal core and at intermediaite floor levels where required. The column 
as a whole shall satisfy the requirements of formula of 5.18.6(a) at 
any point; in addition to this, the reinforced concrete portion shall 
be designed to carry, in accordance with the formula of 5.18.4(a), 
all floor loads brought onto the column at the levels between the 
metal brackets or connections. In applying the formula of 5.18.4(a) 
the value of Ag shall be interpreted as the area of the concrete sec¬ 
tion outside the metal core, and the allowable load on the reinforced 
concrete section shall be further limited to 0.35f’cAg. Ample section of 
concrete and continuity of reinforcement shall be provided at the 
junction with beams or girders. 

(d) Allowable Load on Metal Core Only—^The metal cores of composite 
columns shall be designed to carry safely any construction or other 
loads to be placed upon them prior ito their encasement 4n concrete. 

5.18.7. Combination Columns. 

(a) Steel Columns Encased in Concrete—The allowable load on a structural 
steel column which is encased in concrete at least Inches thick 
over all metal (except rivet heads) reinforced as hereinafter specified, 
shall be computed by the following formula:

5.18.9. Beiiding Moments in Columns—The bending moments in the columns of all 
reinforced concrete structures shall be determined on the basis of loading 
conditions and restraint and shall be provided for in the design. When 
the stiffness and strength of the columns are utilized to reduce moments 
in beams, girders or slabs, as in the case of rigid frames or in other forms 
of continuous construction wherein column moments are unavoidable, they 
shall be provided for in the design. In building frames, particular attention 
shall be given to effect of unbalanced floor loads on both exterior and 
interior columns and of eccentric loading due to other causes. Wall columns 
shall be designed to resist moments produced by: 

(a) Loads on all floors of the building, 

(b) Loads on a single exterior bay at two adjacent floor levels, or 

(c) Loads on a single exterior bay at one floor level. 

Resistance to bending moments at any floor level shall be provided by dis¬ 
tributing the moment between the columns immediately above and below the 
given floor in proportion to their relative stiffnesses and conditions of 
restraint. 

5.18.10. Determination of Combined Axial and Bending Stresses. 

(a) In a reinforced concrete column, designed by the methods prescribed 
herein which is (1) symmetrical about two perpendicular planes through 
its axis and (2) is subject to an axial load, N, combined with bending 
in one or both of the planes of symmetry, but with the ratio of ec¬ 
centricity to depth, e/t, no greater than 1.0 in either plane, the com¬ 
bined fiber stress in compression may be computed on the basis of 
recognized theory applying to uncracked sections, using, the following 
formula:

5.18.12 Wind Stressei*—When the allowable unit stress in columns is modified to 
provide for combined axial load and bending and the stress due to wind 
loads is also added, the total shall still come within the allowable values 
specified for wind loads in 5.3. 

5.18.13 Monoirthic Walls. 

(a) The working stresses in reinforced concrete bearing walls with mini¬ 
mum reinforcement as required by 5.18,13(1) shall be 0.25f’c for walls 
having a ratio of height to thickness of ten or less, and shall be 
reduced proportionately to O.lSf’c for walls having a ratio of height 
to thickness of 25. When the reinforcement in bearing walls is de¬ 
signed, placed and anchored in position as for tied columns, the work¬ 
ing stresses shall be on the basis of the formulas of 5.18.5 as for 
columns.

(c) Panel and enclosure walls of reinforced concrete shall have a thick¬ 
ness of not less than five inches and not less than 1/30 the distance 
between the supporting or enclosing members. 

(d) Bearing walls of reinforced concrete in buidings of fire resistive con¬ 
struction shall be not less than six inches in thickness for the upper¬ 
most fifteen feet of their height; and for each successive 26 feet down¬ 
ward, or fraction thereof, the minimum thickness shall be Increased 
one inch. 

(e) In buildings of non-fire resistive construction bearing walls of rein¬ 
forced concrete shall not be less than 1—1/3 times the thickness re¬ 
quired for buildings of fire resistive construction, except that for 
dwellings of two stories or less in height the thickness of walls may be 
six inches in thickness throughout. 

(f) Exterior basement walls, foundation walls, fire walls and party walls 
shall not be less than eight inches thick whether reinforced or not, nor 
shall they be less In thickness than the walls immediately above. 

(g) Reinforced concrete bearing walls shall have a thickness of at least 
1/25 of the unsupported height or width whichever is the shorter; 
provided, however, that approved buttresses, built in columns or piers 
designed to carry all the vertical loads miay be vised in lieu of in¬ 
creased thickness. 

(h) Monolithic walls shall be 'anchored to the floors, columns, pilasters, 
buttresses and intersecting walls with reinforcement at least equiva¬ 
lent to 3/8 inch round bars twelve inches on centers, for each layer 
of wall reinforcement. 

(i) Monolithic walls shall be reinforced with an area of steel in each 
direction, both vertical and horizontal, at least equal to 0.0025 times 
the cross-sectional area of the wall, if of bars, and 0.0018 times the 
area if of electrically welded wire fabric. The wire of the welded 
fabric shall be of not less than No. 10 W. & M. gage. Walls more 
than ten inches in thickness shall have the reinforcement for each 
direction placed in two layers parallel with the faces of the wall. 
One layer consisting of not less than one-half and not more than 
two-thirds the total required shall be placed not less than two Inches 
nor more than one-third the thickness of the wall from the exterior 
surface. The other layer, comprising the balance of the required rein¬ 
forcement, shall be placed not less than 3/4 inches and not more than 
1/3 the thickness of the wall from the interior surface. Bars, if used, 
shall not be less than the equivalent of 3/8 inch round bars, nor 
shall they be spaced more than eighteen inches on centers. Welded 
wire reinforcement for walls shall be in flat sheet form. 

(j) In addition to the minimum as prescribed in 5.18.13(1) there shall be 
not less than two 5/8 inch diameter bars around all window or door 
openings. Such bars shall extend at least 24 inches beyond the corner 
of the openings. 

(k) Where reinforced concrete bearing walls consist of studs of ribs tied 
together by reinforced concrete members at each floor level, the studs 
may be considered as columns but the restrictions as to minimum dia¬ 
meter or thickness of columns shall not apply. 









































5.19. Footings. 

5.19.1. Scope—The requirement® prescribed In 5.19.2 to 5.19.9 apply only to isolated 

footings. 

5.19.2. Load.s and Reactions. 

(a) Footings shall be proportioned to sustain the applied loads and in¬ 
duced reactions without exceeding the allowable stresses as prescribed 
in 5.4.1 and 5.4.2, and as further provided in 5.19.5, 5.19.6 and 5.19.7. 

(b) In cases where the footing is concentrically loaded and the member 
l^eing supported does not transmit any moment to the footing, com¬ 
putations for moments and shears shall be based on an upward re¬ 
action assumed to be uniformly distributed'per unit area or per pile 
and a downward applied load assumed to be uniformly distributed 
over the area of the footing covered by the column, pedestal, wall or 
metallic column base. 

(c) In cases where the footing is eccentrically loaded and/or the member 
being- supported transmits a moment to the footing, proper allowance 
shall be made for any variation that may exist in the intensities ol 
i*eaction and applied load consistent with the magnitude of the ap- 

' plied load and the amount of its actual or virtual eccentricity. 

(d) In the case of footings on piles, computations for moments and shears 
may be based on the assumption that the reaction from any pile is 
concentrated at the center of the pile. 

5.19.3. Sloped or Stepped Footings. 

(a) In sloped or stepped footings, the angle of slope or depth and loca¬ 
tion of steps shall be such that the allowable stresses are not ex¬ 
ceeded at any section. 

(b) In sloped or stepped footingis, the effective cross-section in com¬ 
pression shall be limited by the area above the neutral plane. 

(c) Slope or stepped footings shall be cast as a unit. 

5.19.4. Bending Moment. 

(a) The external moment on any section shall be determined by passing 
through the section a vertical plane which extends completely across 
the footing and computing the moment of the forces acting over the 
entire area of the footing on one side of said plane. 

(b) The greatest bending moment to be used in the design of an isolated 
footing shall be the moment computed in the manner prescribed in 
5.19.4(a) at sections located as follows: 

(1) At the face of the column, pedestal or wall for footings support¬ 
ing a conciete column, pedestal or wall. 

(2) Halfway between the middle and the edge of the wall for footings 
under masonry walls. 

(3) Halfway between the face of the column or pedestal and the edge 
of the metallic base for footings under metallic bases, 

(c) The width resisting compression at any section shall be assumed as the 
entire width of the top of the footing at the section under consider¬ 
ation. 

(d) In one-way reinforced footings, the total tensile reinforcement at any 
section shall provide a moment of resistance at least equal to the 
moment computed in the manner prescribed in 5.19.4(a); and the re¬ 
inforcement thus determiined shall be distributed uniformly across 
■the full width of the section. 

(e) In two-way reinforced footings, the total tensile reinforcement at any 
section shall provide a moment of resistance at least equal to 85 per- 


































































































cent of the moment computed in the manner prescribed in 5.19.4(a): 
and the total reinforcement thus detennined shall be distributed 
across the corresponding resisting section in the manner prescribed 
for square footings in 5.19.4(f), aiid for rectangular footings in 5.19.4(g). 

(f) In two-way square footings the reinforcement extending in each di¬ 
rection shall be distributed uniformly across the full width of the 
footing. 

(g) In two-way rectangular footings, the reinforcement in the long direction 
shall be distributed uniformly across the full width of the footing. 
In the case of the reinforcement in the short direction that portion 
determined by ithe following formula shall be uniformly distributed 
across a band width (B) centered with respect to the center line of 
the column or pedestal and having a width equal to the length of the 
short side of the footing. The remainder of the reinforcement shall be 
uniformly distributed in the outer portions of the footing. 

2 

Reinforcement in band-width (B) = - 

(S + 1) 

Total reinforcement in 
short direction 

In the above formula S, is the ratio of the long side to the short side 
of the footing. 

5.19.5. Shear and Bond. 

(a) The critical section for shear to -be used as a measure of diagonal 
tension shall be assumed as a vertical section obtained by passing a 
series of vertical planes through the footing, each of which is parallel 
to a corresponding face of the column, pedestal or wall and located a 
distance ttherefrom equal to the depth, d, for footings on soil, and 
one-half the depth, d, for footings on piles. 

(b) Bach face of the critical section as defined in 5.19.5(a) shall be con¬ 
sidered as resisting an external shear equal to the load on an area 
bounded by said face of the critical section for shear, two diagonal 
lines drawn from the column or pedestal comers and making 
angles with the principal axes of the footing and that portion of the 
corresponding edge or edges of the footing, intercepted between the two 
diagonals. 

(c) Critical sections for bond shall be assumed at the same planes as 
those prescribed for bending moment in 5.19.4(b) and also at all other 
vertical planes where changes of section or of reinforcement occur. 

(d) Computations for shear to be used as a measure of bond shall be 
based on the same section and loading as prescribed for bending mo¬ 
ment in 5.19.4(a). 

(e) The total tensile reinforcement at any section shall provide a bond re¬ 

sistance at least equal to the bond requirement as computed from the 
following percentages of the external shear at the section: ^ 

(1) In one-way reinforced footings, 100%. 

(2) In two-way reinforced footings, 85%. 

(f) In computing the external shear on any section through a footing 
supported on piles, the entire reaction from any pile whose center is 
located six inches or more outside the section shall be assumed as 
producing shear on the section; the reaction from any pile whose 
center is located six inches or more inside the section shall be as¬ 
sumed as producing no shear on the section. For intermediate posi¬ 
tions of the pile center, the portion of the pile reaction to be assumed 
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as producing shear on the section shall he based on straight-line inter¬ 
polation between full value at six inches outside the section and zero 
value at six Inches insdde the section. 

(g) For allowable shearing stresses, see 5.4.1 and 5.15.9. 

(h) For allowiable bond stresses, see 5.4.1 and 5.16.2 and 5.16.6, inclusive. 

5.19.6. Transfer of Stres.s at Base of Column. 

(a) The stress in the longitudinal i^inforcement of a column or pedestal 
shall be transferred to its supporting pedestal or footing eitlier by ex¬ 
tending the longitudinal bars into the supporting member or by 
dowels. 

(b) In case the transfer of stress in the reinforcement is accomplished by 
extension of the longitudianal bars, they shall extend into the sup¬ 
porting membei- the distance required to transfer to the concrete, by 
allowable bond stress, their full working value. 

(c) In cases where dowels are used, their total sectional area shall be not 
less tlian the sectional area of the longitudinal reinforcement in tbe 
member from which the stress is being transferred. In no case shall 
the number of dowels per member be less than four and the diameter 
of the dowels shall not exceed the diameter of the column baia by 
more than % inch. 

(d) Dowels shall extend up into the column or pedestal a distance at 
least equal to that required for lap of longitudinal column bars (see 
4.1.6) and down into the supporting pedestal or footing the distance 
required to transfer to the concrete by allowable bond stress the full 
working value of the dowel. 

(e) The compressive stress in the concrete at the base of a column or 
pedestal shall be considered as being transferred by bearing to the 
'top of the suppoiTting pedestal or footing. The unit compressive stress 
on the loaded area shall not exceed the bearing stress allowable for 
the quality of concrete in the supporting member as limited by the 
ratio of the loaded area to the BupFK>rtlng area. 

(f) For allowable bearing stresses see Table I, 6.4.1. 

(g) In sloped or stepped footings, rthe supporting area for bearing may be 
taken as the top horizontal surface of the footing or assumed as the 
area of the lower base of the largest frustrum of a pyramid or cone 
contained wholly within the footing and having for its upper base the 
area actually loaded and having side slopes of one vertical to two 
horizontal. 

5.19.7. Pedestals and Footings (Plain Concrete). 

(a) The allowable compressive unit stress on the gross area of a con¬ 
centrically loaded pedestal shall not exceed 0.25f’c. Where this stress is 
exceeded, reinforcement shall be provided and the member designed 
as a reinforced concrete column. 

(b) The depth and width of a pedestal or footing of plain concrete shall 
be such that the tension in the concmte shall not exceed .03f'c, and 
the average shearing stress shall not exceed .02f'c taken on sections 
as prescribed in 5.19.4 and 5.19.6 for reinforced concrete footings. 

5.19.8. Footings Supporting Round Columns—In computing the stresses in foot¬ 

ings which support a round or octagonal concrete column or pedestal, 
the “face” of the column or pedestal shall be taken as the side of a 
square having an area equal to the area enclosed within the peri¬ 
meter of the column or pedestal. 

5.19.9. Minimum Edge-Thickness. 

(a) In reinforced concrete footings, the thickness above the reinforcement 
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at the edge shall foe not less than six inches for footings on soil, nor 
less than twelve inches for footings on piles. 

(h) In plain concrete footings, the thickness at the edge shall foe not less 
than eight inches for footings on soil, nor less than fotirteen inches 
above the tops of the piles for footings on plies.

authority, at its own cost and expense, 
to construct, maintain and use an 8- 
inch gas line below grade and along 
PREBLE AVENUE, from its existing gas 
line near Juniata street to its property 
north of Columbus avenue; also a four- 
duct power line below grade, across 
and along PREBLE AVENUE, from a 
point about 134.0 feet north of Juniata 
street to a point about 110.0 feet north 
of Columbus avenue, and specifically 
located as follows; 

PROPOSED EIGHT-INCH GAS LINE 

The center line of the 8-inch gas 
line shall extend from an existing gas

subject to the approval and supervision 
of the said Director. 

Section 3. The rights and privileges 
herein granted shall be subject and 
subordinate to the right of the City 
of Pittsburgh and its power over City 
streets, and to the ordinances of the 
City of Pittsburgh relating thereto, and 
to 'the provisions of any general ordi¬ 
nance which may hereafter be passed 
relating to the construction, mainten¬ 
ance and use of gas lines or conduits 
on City streets and compensation for 
the same.

BY AND AMONG 

the Township of RESERVE, a township 
of the First Class in Allegheny County, 
Pennsylvania, hereinafter sometimes 
called the “Township,” 

AND 

CITY OF PITTSBURGH, a municipal 
corporation, acting through its proper 
officers, hereinafter called the “City,” 
AND 

ROSS TOWNSHIP AUTHORITY, a mun¬ 
icipal authority incorporated under the 
Municipal Authorities Act of Pennsyl- 
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vania of 1935> as amended, hereinafter 
called the "Authority/' 

WHE3?JEAS, The Township, pursuant 
to an agreement between it and the 
Township of Ross, made and concluded 
November 7, 1932, has made a con¬ 

nection to a water line or main owned 
by it from a water line or main owned 
by the Township of Ross, located along 
Troy Hill road, said connection being 
within the boundaries of Ross Town¬ 
ship; and, 

WHEREAS, The Township of Ross has 
agreed with Ross Township Authority, 
a municipal authority created by the 
Township of Ross under the Municipal 
Authorities Act of 1935, as amended, to 
grant, convey and transfer to Ross 
Township Authority the said water line 
or main owned by the Township of 
Ross, and to which the Township of 
Reserve has a connection, which said 
line or main Ross Township Authority 
proposes to supply with water furnished 
by it; and, 

WHEREAS, After Ross Township 
Authority undertakes the supply of 
water for such water line or main, the 
water lines of the City of Pittsburgh 
will have no direct connection with the 
said, line or miatn owned by the Town¬ 
ship of Reserve. 

NOW, THEREFORE, The parties here¬ 
to, in consideration of the mutual 
covenants and agreements hereinafter 
entered into, covenant and agree as 
follows: 

(1) The Authority agrees that when 
it undertakes the supply of water to 
those lines acquired by it from the 
Township of Ross which connect the 
City’s mains to the lines owned by 
the Township of Reserve, it will also 
undertake the supply of water, at its 
regular and lawful tariff rates, to such 
lines of the Township of Reserve as are 
connected to the lines acquired by the 
Authority from the Township of Ross. 

(2) The City of Pittsburgh agrees 
that the Township of Reserve may 
purchase water from Ross Township 
Authority, and further agrees that it 
releases the Township of Reserve from 
any liability to continue the purchase 
of water from the City of Pittsburgh, 


after Ross Township Authority un<ler- 
takes the supply of water rto such lines 
of Ross Township as are connected to 
the lines of the Township of Resene. 

(3) The Townsliip of Reserve re¬ 
leases the City of Pittsburgh from any 
liability or obligation to continue water 
service to the said water lines or mains 
belonging to the Township of Reserve, 
after Ross Township Authority shall 
have undertaken the supply of water 
to those lines or mains of the Town¬ 
ship of Ross which connect the mains 
of the City to the lines of the Town¬ 
ship of Reserve. 

(4) Nothing in this agreement shall 
release the Township of Reserve from 
any obligation to pay for water pur¬ 
chased from the City of Pittsburgh 
prior to Ross Township Authority's 
undertaking the supply of said water 
lines.

WHEREAS, The Authority proposes to 
install a water transmission main along 
Farragut street, a public thoroughfare, 
part of which lies in the Twenty- 
seventh ward, Pittsburgh, and part of 
which lies in the Borough of Bellevue, 
Allegheny County, Pennsylvania; 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREE¬ 
MENT WITNESSETH that the parties 
hereto, intending to be legally bound 
hereby, and in consideration of the 
covenants and agreements herein con¬ 
tained, covenant and agree as follows: 

1. The City agrees that the Author¬ 
ity, its successors and assigns, be and 
it is hereby given the right and au¬ 
thority at its own cost and expense, to 
construct, maintain and use one 12- 
inch pipe line under and along Farragut 
street within the City of Pittsburgh at 
the location shown on the plans re¬ 
ferred to in Paragraph 2 hereof, for the 
purpose of transporting water from a 
transmission line crossing the Ohio 
River to a point near Brighton road, 
the terminal points of the said pipe 
line or transmission line being shown 
in a plan identified by the number 
2151-6. Said line shall be constructed 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this agreement and in accordance with 
a. plan attached hereto and on file in 
the office of the Department of Public 
Works, Bureau of Highways and Sewers. 

2 . The Authority, prior to beginning 
of the construction of the said pipe 
line, shall submit to the Director of 
the Department of Public Works of the 
City, two complete sets of plans show¬ 
ing the location and all details for 
the construction of said pipe line and 
the said plans and the construction of 
the said pipe line shall be subject to 
the approval and supervision of the 
Director. 

3. The righ'ts and privileges herein 
granted shall be subject and subordin¬ 
ate to the rights of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and its powers over City streets, 
and to the ordinances of the City of 
Pittsburgh relating thereto, and to the 
provisions of any general ordinance 
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which may hereafter he passed relating 
to the construction, maintenance land 
use of pipe lines in City streets and 
compensation for same; but nothing in 
this paragraph shall have the effect 
of imposing upon the City any liability 
to anyone for damages arising out of 
the construction, maintenance and use 
of the siaid pipe line. 

4. The Authority shall bear the full 
cost and expense of repairing sewers, 
paving and other surface and subsur¬ 
face structures which may in any way 
be damaged or destroyed by reason of 
the construction, maintenance and use 
of the pipe line. All of said work shall 
be done in the manner and at such 
times as the Director may order and 
shall be subject to his approval and 
supervision. 

5. The Authority assumes any and 
all lability of the City for damages to 
persons or property including the street 
and subsurflace structures therein, by 
reason of the construction, maintenance 
and use of the said pipe line, and it 
is a condition of the privileges granted 
by this agreement that the City assumes 
no liability either to persons or prop¬ 
erty on account of this grant or agree¬ 
ment, and the Authority covenants and 
agrees to defend at its own proper 
costs any suit or suits for damages 
arising out of the construction, main¬ 
tenance and use of the said pipe line. 

6 . The Authority agrees that it will, 
so far as it is legally authorized so to 
do, supply water to any consumers 
along said portion of said Farragut 
street occupied by the said pipe line 
at the same terms and conditions as 
the terms and conditions applied to its 
own consumers in Ross Township, and 
further agrees that it will install on 
said street a City standard fire hydrant 
and control gate with gate-box on the 
hydrant branch in order to provide fire. 
protection to property located on said 
Farragut street.

AN ORDINANCE — Providing for an 
Agreement between t.he City of 
Pittsburgh and the United States of 
America, for supplying water to the 
Glen-Hazel Housing Pi*oJect, in the 
Fifteenth ward of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, 

.Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
hy the City of Pittsburgh^ in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
the Mayor and the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works of the City 
of Pittsburgh be and they are hereby 
authorized and directed to enter into 
an Agreement with the United States 
of America, to be approved by the City 
Solicitor, for supplying water to the 
Glen-Hazel Housing Project, in the 
Fifteenth ward of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, in manner and form as follows: 

THIS CONTRACT 

MADE and entered Into this- 

day of__ 1942, 

BETWEEN the UNITED STATES OP 
AMERICA, hereinafter called the “Gov¬ 
ernment,” and CITY OP PITTSBURGH, 
a corporation organi25ed and existing 
imder and by virtue of the laws of 
the State of Pennsylvania, hereinafter 
called the “Utility,” 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, The Utility is now author • 
ized to supply and is engaged in the 
process of supplying water to customers 
within the State of Pennsylvania and, 
inter alia, to consumers within the 
City of Pittsburgh; and, 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to the Act of 
October 14, 1940, (Public No. 849, 76th 
Congress, the Lanham Act), hereinafter 
referred to as the “Act,” the Federal 
Works Administrator, hereinafter called 
the “Administrator," is authorized to 
develop, maintain and operate housing 
for persoiis engaged in national defense 
activities and their ffamilies; and, 
WHEREAS, The Government has ac¬ 
quired a housing development consist¬ 
ing of approximately 1001 units to be 
located in the Fifteenth ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh, (Identification No, 

PA-36, lOlX), known as the Glen- 
Hazel Housing Project, hereinafter re¬ 


ferred to as the “Development;” and, 

WHEREAS, The Development, includ¬ 
ing the land acquired and to be ac¬ 
quired in connection therewith aud the 
improvements thereon, will be owned 
and operated by the Government for 
the purposes set forth in the Act; and, 

WHEREAS, The Government desires 
to purchase water to supply the re¬ 
quirements of the Development: and, 

WHEREAS, The Government pursuant 
to the provisions of the Act is author¬ 
ized to enter into contracts for the 
supply of utility services to the De¬ 
velopment; and, 

WHEREAS, The Utility desires to sup¬ 
ply the Development with water to be 
used by the Government and tjie 
tenants of the Development: and, 

WHEREAS, The parties to this con¬ 
tract have duly authorized its execution; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration 
of the mutual covenants herein con¬ 
tained and for other good and valuable 
considerations, the parties hereto agree 
as follows: 

1. SUPPLY OF WATER: The Utility 
shall, from the date of initial delivery 
to the expiration of this contract, sup¬ 
ply the water requirements of the De¬ 
velopment and of the tenants of the 
Development, 

2. DETERMINATION OP DATE OF 
INITIAL DELIVERY: The date of 
initial delivery hereunder shall be the 
date on which the Utility is first re¬ 
quired to furnish water to the De¬ 
velopment under the terms of this 
contract. 

3. NOTICE TO UTILITY TO COM¬ 
MENCE DELIVERY: The Utility shall 
commence delivery of water to the De¬ 
velopment on the date specified in a 
written notice from the Administra¬ 
tor, such notice to be delivered to 
the Utility not less than ten days 
prior to the date specified for the 
commencement of delivery. 

4. TERM OP THE CONTRACT: This 
contract shall become effective upon 
the execution thereof and shall con¬ 
tinue in effect for one year; provided, 
however, that in the absence of notice 
of intention to terminate served on the 
Utility by the Administrator or on the 
Administrator by the Utility at least 
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thirty days prior to the expira-tion of 
the contract, this contract shall con¬ 
tinue for another year and from year 
to year thereafter until terminated by 
notice as outlined in this section. This 
contract may also be terminated by the 
Government, if the Government shall 
sell or otherwise dispose of the Develop¬ 
ment in accordance with the provisions 
of the Act. In the case of such dis¬ 
posal, the Government will advise the 
Utility of the date on which title will 
pass from the Government, at least ten 
days prior to such passage of title and 
the Grovernment’s obligations under this 
contract shall cease on the date on 
which title passes. All obligations of 
the parties with regard to the rendition 
of service and payment therefor and 
with regard to the payment period 
herein provided for shall commence 
with date of delivery as defined in 
section 2.

All charges to metered water con¬ 
sumers shall toe subject to a discount 
of two (2%) per centum on the face 
thereof if paid within ten days follow¬ 
ing the date of the rendition of a state¬ 
ment, and thereafter shall be payable at 
face. 


It is understood that if more than 
one master meter is deemed necessary 
to register the consumption of water 
for said Development the readings of 
all such master meters will be totali25ed 
BJid considered as one for the purpose 
of rates and billing as agreed to herein. 


5. MAINS AND METERS. The Utili¬ 
ty agrees to furnish, install and main¬ 
tain in proper working order wuter 
mains of ample and sufficient size to 
the metering point or points of the 
Development. All meters are to be 
furnished by the Government. No 
lines within the Development shall be 
maintained by the Utility. 

6 . RATES: The Utility agrees to 
charge the Government and the Govern¬ 
ment agrees to pay the Utility for water 
services furnished to the Development 
under the terms hereof at the following 
rate: 

1st 250,000 gals, or less, 20c per 1,000 gals. 
2nd 250,000 gals, or less, 18c per 1,000 gals. 
3rd 250,000 gals, or less, 16c per 1,000 gals. 
4th 250 000 gals, or more, 14c per 1,000 gals. 

The meter or meters shall at all times 
be accessible to the Board of Water 
Assessors and the Managing Engineer 
of the Bureau of Water, their agents 
or assistants. Metered rates charged to 
any premises cannot be changed to 
flat rates. Meters will be tested, re¬ 
paired and replaced by the Department 
of Public Works, in accordance with 
section 12 hereof. Por this service there 
will be levied on each metered service 
the following quarterly charge:

7. AMENDMENT OF CONTRACT: 
Nothing in this contract shall be 
deemed or construed to preclude the 
Government and the Utility from 
changing, amending or revising the 
rates agreed to herein, provided the 
parties hereto shall mutually agree 
upon said change, amendment or re¬ 
vision. If the Utility shall reduce the 
general rates for water service in the 
City of Pittsburgh, the rates herein 
named shall be reduced in proportion 
to such reduction. 

8 . READING OP METERS; The 
meters and metering equipment and 
instruments shall be read quarterly by 
a representative of the Utility and a 
representative of the Administrator. 
The Utility and the Administrator shall 
agree upon a date or dates upon which 
the meters shall be read for billing 
purposes. This date shall be the same 
for each quarter of the year unless 
said date falls on Sunday or a legal 
holiday, in which case the reading 
shfaJZ be made on the next business day 
following the Sunday or legal holiday. 

9. BILLING AND PAYMENT; Tlie 
period of time elapsing between quart¬ 
erly readings shall constitute the 
quarterly billing period. On or about 
the tenth day following meter readings 
for water service the Utility shall 
render a bill to the Administrator or 
his duly authorized representative. 
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Payment of said bill shiall be made on 
or before the tenth day following; the 
date of rendition, tinless said date falls 
on Sunday or a legal holiday, in which 
case payment may be made on the 
next business day following the Sunday 
or legal holiday. 

10. PENALTY FOR NONPAYMENT: 
When any bill is not paid within 
thirty days after the ten days follow¬ 
ing the date of rendition, it shall be 
considered in default. The Utility shall 
not suspend service to the Develop¬ 
ment becatise of nonpayment of any 
quarterly bill. The Utility shall have 
the right to cancel this contract if 
two successive quarterly bills remain 
unpvaid for a period of thirty days after 
the tenth day following the date of 
rendition. Such cancellation shall be¬ 
come effective only after fifteen days’ 
written notice to the Administrator. 

11. POINT OP DELIVERY: The point 
of delivery of water hereunder shall 
be at the outgoing side of the meter¬ 
ing equipment of the Utility located on 
or near the Development site at two 
meter pits, one located near the City 
water tank on the northwest corner 
of Tesla and Blackstone streets, and 
the other located on the north side of 
Johnston avenue east of the project 
boundary line. 

12. ACCURACY OF METERS: The 
meters used in determining the amount 
of water supplied hereunder shall, by 
comparison with accurate standards, be 
tested and calibrated by the Utility at 
intervals of not to exceed twelve months. 
If any meter shall be found inaccurate 
or incorrect, it shall be restored to an 
accurate condition or a new meter 
shall be substituted by Utility. The 
Administrator or his representative 
shall have the right to request that a 
special meter test be made at any time. 
The results of all such tests and cali¬ 
brations shall be open to examination 
by the Administrator or his represen-, 
tative and a report of every test shall 
be furnished immediately to the Ad¬ 
ministrator. If the meter is tested and 
found to be not more than 2% above 
or below normal, it shall be considered 
to be correct and accurate insofar as 
correction of billing is concerned. If as 
a result of any such test, said meter is 


found ’to register a variation in excess 
of 2% from normal, correction shall be 
made in the billing, but no such cor¬ 
rection shall extend beyond ninety (90) 
days previous to the day on which in¬ 
accuracy is discovered by test. The cor¬ 
rection shall be based on the assump¬ 
tion that the consumption wias the 
same as for the most nearly comparable 
periods of like operation (to be agreed 
upon by the parties hereto) during 
which service was correctly metered. 

13. STANDARD OP SERVICE: The 
water to be furnished under the terms 
of this contract shall be of good, cleev 
and wholesome quality and shall be the 
same as furnished in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. It shall be supplied in quantities 
sufficient for all the purposes and needs 
of the Development and the tenants 
thereof. The Utility will maintain suf¬ 
ficient residual pressure at the dis¬ 
charge side of the metei*s of the Utility 
on the development in order to assuie 
adequate fire protection and other 
necessary service. 

14. DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM: The 
Government shall furnish, construct, 
own and operate the complete and en¬ 
tire secondary water distribution sys¬ 
tem of the Development from the point 
of delivery. 

15. RESALE: No portion of the 
water supplied herevmder shall be re¬ 
sold, except that the Government may 
sell or otherwise distribute water to 
the tenants of the Development as an 
incident of tenancy. 

16. RIGHTS OP UTILITY: 

(a) The Government hereby grants 
to the Utility at all reasonable hours 
by its duly authorized agents and em¬ 
ployes the free right to ingress to and 
egress from the premises of the De¬ 
velopment for the purpose of inspecting, 
repairing, replacing or removing the 
property of the Utility, of reading 
meters, or of performing any work 
incidental to the supplying of all 
service hereby contracted for. 

(b) The Utility shall have the right 
to contract with and render water 
service to individual commercial con¬ 
sumers on the Development, but no 
such contract shall be entered into 
without the written approval of the 
Administrator or his representative. 
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(c) The Utility shall have the right 
to shut off the supply of water to the 
Development, without notice, only in 
cases of emergency. If the Utility Sihall 
find it necessary to shut off the sup¬ 
ply of water to the Development to 
make replacements or repairs, or for 
other reason, and no emergency exists, 
the Utility shall give the Administrator 
reasonable notice of its intentions, in¬ 
cluding the approximate time and dur¬ 
ation of such interruption of service. 

17. ANNEXATION OF PROPERTY OF 
UTILITY: Any and all equipment, ap¬ 
paratus and devices necessary to ful¬ 
fill Utility’s obligation hereunder placed 
or erected by the Utility on or in 
property of the Development shall be 
and remain the property of the Utility 
regardless of the mode or manner of 
its annexation or attachment to real 
property of the De^^elopment. 

18. LIABILITY: The water supplied 
under this contract is supplied upon 
the express condition that after it 
passes the meter equipment of the 
Utility, it becomes the property of the 
Government. The Utility shall not be 
liable for loss or damage to any per¬ 
son or property whatsoever resulting 
directly or indirectly from the use or 
misuse or presence of water on the 
Development premises after it passes 
said meter equipment except where 
such loss or damage shall be shown 
to have been occasioned by negligence 
of the Utility, its agents, servants or 
employes. 

19. IMPOSSIBILITY OF PERFORM¬ 
ANCE: The Utility shall use all rea¬ 
sonable diligence in providing a con¬ 
stant and uninterrupted supply of 
water, but the Utility shall not be li¬ 
able to the Government hereunder, nor 
shall the Government be liable to the 
Utility hereunder by reason of failure 
of the Utility to deliver or the De¬ 
velopment to receive water as the I’e- 
sult of fire, strike, riot, explosion, 
flood, accident, breakdown, acts of God, 
or the public enemy, or other acts be¬ 
yond the control of the party affected; 
it being the intention of each party to 
relieve the other of the obligation to 
supply water or to receive and pay 
for water when as a result of any of 
the above mentioned causes, either 
party may be unable to deliver or use 


in whole or in part the water herein 
contracted to be delivered and re¬ 
ceived. Both parties shall be prompt 
and diligent in removing and overcom¬ 
ing the cause or causes of said inter¬ 
ruption, but nothing herein contained 
shall toe construed as permitting the 
Utility to refuse to deliver and the 
Government to refuse to receive water 
after the cause of interruption has been 
removed. In case of impaired or de¬ 
fective service, the Administrator or 
his representative shall immediately 
give notice to the nearest office of the 
Utility by telephone or otherwise, con¬ 
firming such notice in writing as soon 
thereafter as practicable. 

20. PREVIOUS CONTRACTS SUPER¬ 
SEDED: This Contract supersedes all 
previous contracts or representations, 
either written or verbal, heretofore in 
effect by the Utility and the Govern¬ 
ment with respect to matters herein 
contained, and constitutes the sole con¬ 
tract by the parties hereto concerning 
these matters. 

21. DESIGNEES OP CONTRACTING 
PARTTEJS: The Adminlstmtor has des¬ 
ignated The Housing Authority of the 
City of Pittsburgh, whose address is 
Glen-Hazel Housing Development, Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pa., as the duly authorized 
representative responsible for the oper¬ 
ation and supervision of said Develop¬ 
ment with whom the Utility may deal. 

22. REQUIRED NOTICES TO BE IN 

WRITING: Any notice required or 

authorized to toe given hereunder ex¬ 
cept the notice set out in Section 19 
shall toe given in writing toy either 
party, addressed to the authorized 
representative of the other and mailed 
in the ordinary course of business to 
the last known address of said other 
party. 

23. INTEREST OF MEMBER OF 
CONGRESS: No member of or delegate 
to the Congress of the United States 
of America or Resident Comlnlssloner 
shall participate in the funds made 

I available \xnder this contract. Nothing, 
however, herein contained shall toe con¬ 
strued to extend to any incorporated 
comx>any, If the Agreement be for the 
general benefit of such corporation or 
company. 

24. This contract shall be binding

counties, cities and institution districts, 
for the care, maintenance, and treat¬ 
ment of mental patients, provides for 
the transfer of such institutions to the 
Commonwe^th; and 

WHEREAS, by the terms of said Act, 
all buildings acquired or erected by any 
county, city, or institution district, for 
mental patients, together with certain 
personal proi)erty and grounds and 
lands, were transferred to the Common¬ 
wealth, except certain lands and build¬ 
ings dedicated to the care of non- 
mental indigent persons which remain 
vested In the county, city or institution 
district; and 

WHEREAS, said Act provides that 
where lands and property so transferred 
are used for the maintenance and care 
of non-mental indigent persons, so 
much of such ground as the ratio of 
non-mental indigent persons bears to 
the total patient population of the in¬ 
stitution shall be reconveyed to the 
institution district; and 


WHEREAS, said Act provides that 
where auxiliary structures and facilities 
furnishing light, heat, power, water, 
laundry, kitchen, sewage treatment 
services and coal supply are so trans¬ 
ferred to the Commonwealth which 
were theretofore used in common for 
the buildings devoted to mental patients 
and also for the buildings devoted to 
non-mental indigent persons, the Com¬ 
monwealth shall thereafter continue to 
furnish the proper institution district 
with such services, at the actual cost 
thereof, to the extent requested by the 
institution district; and 

WHEREAS, said Act makes further 
provisions for the management and 
operation or dosing and abandonment 
of such institutions, and the care and 
treatment of mental patients, etc., 
under the terms and conditions of said 
Act which is hereby incorporated herein 
by reference as part of this Agreement: 
and 

WHEREAS, the parties hereto desire 
to arrive at a division of the property 
of the Pittsburgh City Home and Hos¬ 
pitals at Mayview, Pennsylvania, in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of said 
Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREE¬ 
MENT WITNESSETH: 

THAT, for and in consideration of 
the mutual covenants herein contained, 
it is hereby understood and agreed: 

1. The Commonwealth shall provide 
the City of Pittsburgh, to the extent 
hereafter requested, for the use of its 
institution for the care of non-mental 
indigent persons, with central services 
at cost as produced, to-wit: light, heat, 
power, water, laundry, kitchen, sewage 
treatment services, and coal supply. 

“Central services at cost” shall include 
main lines for light, heat, power, water, 
sewage, whether on Commonwealth or 
City property, with the right granted 
or reserved to the Commonwealth to 
enter the grounds or buildings owned 
by the City to carry out these pro¬ 
visions. It shall be the duty of each 
party hereto to maintain service lines 
from the main lines for their respective 
buildings and uses, and the right shall 
be granted or reserved to each party 
to enter the groimds and buildings of 
the other to carry out these provisions. 

The term “laundry” as used In this 
Agreement shall include the collection 
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of soiled goods, processing in the laun¬ 
dry, and return of clean goods to the 
several City buildings. 

The term “kitchen” as used in this 
Agreement shall include the furnishing, 
storing, preparation, processing and de¬ 
livery of food to City buildings. It 
shall also include the operation of the 
ice plant and delivery of Ice to City 
buildings. 

2. The Commonwealth shall assume 
the responsibility for the collection and 
disposal of garbage of the City insti¬ 
tution. 

3. The Commonwealth shall provide 
for the care of the lawns and grounds 
surrounding the City buildings at cost, 
to the extent hereafter requested by 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

4. The Commonwealth shall provide 
and maintain all main highways and 

» sidewalks, but it shall be the duty of 
each party hereto to provide and main¬ 
tain its own driveways and sidewalks 
leading thereto or therefrom. The Com¬ 
monwealth shall provide police protec¬ 
tion. 

5. The group of buildings known as 
“The Home,” including the Main, Ad¬ 
mission and Home Building, Male Home, 
Female Home and Infirmary, Male In¬ 
firmary, General Hospital, Nurses’Homes 
“D” and “E,” former Nursery Building, 
now used for apartments. Laboratory 
Building, Service Building housing fire 
company and employes’ cars, and six 
residences in a row located near the 
“Little Store,” and the lawns and 
grounds adjacent to these buildings, 
shall remain vested in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and shall not be deemed to be 
trar^sferred to the Commonwealth but 
shall continue to be used for the care 
of non-mental indigent persons. 

6. The City of Pittsburgh shall have 
the right to the use of three frame 
residences near the Warehouse, with in¬ 
gress and egress thereto and there¬ 
from. Nothing herein stated shall be 
construed so as to permit replacement 
of these residences at their present lo¬ 
cation. 

7. A deed of reconveyance shall be 
given by the Commonwealth to tlie 
City of Pittsburgh for approximately 201 
acres, being twenty-four per cent of 
the total acreage, less that occupied by 
buildings, grounds and drives. This 


acreage shall be in one contiguous 
area located in approximately the south¬ 
eastern portion of the total acreage 
with the present boundary lines to the 
southwest, south and southeast, the re¬ 
maining boundary line to be determined 
by actual survey beginning at a point 
on the present boundary line beyond 
the present recreation field and base¬ 
ball diamond, and extending in a north¬ 
easterly direction to bisect the present 
eastern boundary line on the public 
road. All other land and buildings shall 
remain the property of the Common¬ 
wealth. The deed of reconveyance shall 
contain the grant of an easement to 
the City of Pittsburgh for the right to 
the use of roadways existing or to be 
constructed, as a means of Ingress and 
egrees to the City institution. 

8. Office furniture and equipment in 
use as of June 1, 1941, shall be divided 
in the following manner: 

All office furniture and equipment 
located in buildings retained by the 
Commonwealth shall remain the prop¬ 
erty of the Commonwealth. All office 
furniture and equipment located In 
build ingjs, except the Administration 
Building, remaining the property of 
the City of Pittsburgh, shall remain 
the property of the City of Pittsburgh. 
All office furniture and equipment in 
the Administration Building shall be 
divided equally, the said division to be 
accomplished by the Superintendents of 
the State Hospital and the City Home. 

Said division further not to be bind¬ 
ing on the parties hereto \mtil ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary of Welfare on 
behalf of the Commonwealth and the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Welfare on behalf of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, 

9. All movable household furniture, 
excluding ranges and refrigerators, pre¬ 
sently located in residences and apart¬ 
ments allocated to resident physicians 
and members of the executive staff, 
whether owned by the Commonwealth 
or by the City, shall be appraised at 
their fair value as of June 1, 1941. The 
City of Pittsburgh shall then be com¬ 
pensated by the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to the extent of twenty- 
five per cent of the value thereof. 

Said approval not to be binding on 
the parties hereto until approved by 
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the Secretary of Welfare on behalf of 
the Commonwealth and the Director of 
the Department of Public Welfare on 
behalf of the City of Pittsburgh.

AN ORDINANCE—^Authorizing and di¬ 
recting the Mayor and the Di¬ 


rector of the Department of Public

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
hy the City of Pittsburpht in Council 
asseinbled, and it hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
the Mayor and the Director of t.he De¬ 
partment of Public Works of the City 
of Pittsburgh be, and they are hereby, 
authorized and directed to enter into 
a contract with the South Pittsburgh 
Water Company, in the following terms: 

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 

MADE and entered into this.. 

day of April, 1942, by and between 
CITY OP PITTSBURGH, a municipal 
corporation of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, party of the first part, 
hereinafter sometimes referred to as 
the ‘'City,” and SOUTH PITTSBURGH 
WATER COMPANY, a corporation of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, party 
of the second part, herlnafter some¬ 
times referred to os “Water Company:” 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh is 
the owner of a water works plant, dis¬ 
tribution system and facilities used in 
supplying service in a large portion of 
the City of Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS. South Pittsburgh Water 
Company is the owner of a water works 
plant, distribution system and facili¬ 
ties used in supplying water to cer¬ 
tain parts of the City of Pittsburgh 
lying south of the Ohio and Mononga- 
hela Rivers, and in approximately fifteen 
boroughs and eleven townships ad¬ 
jacent thereto; and 
WHEREAS, both the City and the 
I Water Company are engaged In supply¬ 
ing water to a number of industries 
* engaged in the production of materials 
and implements for the armed forces 
of the United States; and 
WHEREAS. It is urgent, necessary 
I and desirable as a matter of national 

( defense that proper steps be taken by 
the City and the Water Company 
through interconnections between their 
respective systems that water service 
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be not impaired, curtailed or inter¬ 
rupted; and 

WHEREAS, to accomplish this end, 
the parties have agreed on a plan for 
the rearrangement of their facilities 
so that water may be supplied by 
either party to the other when necessity 
requires; 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AOREE- 
MENT WITNESSETH: 

That in consideration of the premises 
and in further consideration of the 
covenants and agreements herein con¬ 
tained, it is hereby agreed as follows: 

Section 1: Water CJompany shall, con¬ 
struct, maintain and erect, at its 
sole cost and expense, a booster pump¬ 
ing station with the necessary pumps, 
pipe connections, meters and other ap¬ 
purtenances required for the taking of 
water through existing pipe lines on 
Amanda avenue, which pipe lines are 
connected to the distribution pipe lines 
of the City on Arlington avenue in 
the City of Pittsburgh; the water to 
be delivered from the said pumping 
station through a pipe line to be con¬ 
structed to connect the existing pipe 
lines on Amanda avenue, said pipe 
lines now being part of the xiistribu- 
tion system of Water Company. The 
suction pipe lines to the booster pumps 
are shown in yellow on the attached 
plan marked “Exhibit A.” The dis¬ 
charge connection to be constructed by 
the Water Company is likewise shown 
in yellow on Exhibit A. The approx¬ 
imate location of the booster station is 
shown in yellow on Exhibit A. In ad¬ 
dition to this, the Water Company 
shall construct, at its cost and ex¬ 
pense, a cross connection between an 
existing 8-inch pipe line and an exist¬ 
ing 18-lnch pipe line near the inter¬ 
section of Amanda avenue and Rentz 
alley, also shown on Exhibit A And 
marked in yellow. 

Section 2: The City shall install and 
maintain, at its sole cost and expense, 
gate valves, meters and connection be¬ 
tween existing 8-inch lines in Amanda 
avenue at a point west of and adjacent 
to the proposed booster pumping sta¬ 
tion hereinbefore referred to, and 
shown on Exhibit A in red. 

Section 3: Either party shall have 
the right to take water from the other 
party when the needs require it, limited 


to a rate which shall not exceed five 
million gallons per day and further 
limited as provided in Section 4 hereof. 

When water is to be taken by either 
party from the other party, the party 
who desires to take the water shall 
notify the other party as far in ad¬ 
vance as reasonably possible. When the 
Water Company desires to take water 
from City, it shall orally notify some 
person in responsible charge at the time 
of City’s Mission street pumping sta¬ 
tion. When City desires to take water 
from Water Company, it shall notify 
some person or persons in the em¬ 
ploy of Water Company who may be 
designated for this purpose by the 
latter. 

Section 4: The amount of water 
which either party to this agreement 
may take from the other party shall 
be subject to the control of the party 
from whom water is being taken to the 
end that neither party shall benefit 
to the disadvantage of th^ other party 
in furnishing service to consumers In 
its territory. 

Section 5: Water supplied by either 
party to the other shall be paid for at 
the regular schedule of meter rates of 
Water Company legally in effect from 
time to time, without any demand, 
service or minimum charge. Bills shall 
be rendered on this basis by each 
party to the other party on or be¬ 
fore the tenth day of the month fol¬ 
lowing the month in which service Is 
taken and shall be due and payable 
without discount for prompt payment, 
on or before the twentieth day of the 
month following the month in which 
service is taken. 

Section 6: This contract shall be in 
full force and effect thirty days after 
it .has been filed with the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission, and shall 
continue in full force and effect for a 
period of five years and thereafter 
until terminated by either party upon 
sixty days’ notice in writing to the 
other party. 

Section 7: This agreement is entered 
into by South Pittsburgh Water Com¬ 
pany pursuant to a resolution of its 
Board of Directors duly adopted on the

and by the City of Pittsburgh by

ORDINANCE—^Providing for the 
extension of the time of payment 
of the balance of a loan of $40,000.00 
made to the Housing Authority of the 
City of Pittsburgh, as authorized by 
Ordinance No. 108, Series of 1938.

108, Series of 1938, the City of Pitts¬ 


burgh (herein called the “City”) made 
a loan of $40,000.00 to the Housing 
Authortiy of the City of Pittsburgh 
(herein called the “Authority”) for 
necessary and proper administrative and 
overhead expenses of the Authority and

“Milk” means milk, skim¬ 
med milk, cream, sour cream, butter¬ 
milk, and all other milks; and all 
other fluid derivatives of milk, for the 
human consumption except condensed 
and evaporated milk. i 

Section 4. “To Sell,” “for sale,” or 
"sold,” and similar terms, mean the 
seling, exchanging, delivering, or having 
In possession, care, control or custody, 
with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, 
or to offer or expose for sale. 

Section 6. “Milk Plant” is any place 
or premise or establishment where milk 
is collected, separated, processed, stored, 
bottled, pasteurized, ox prepared in any 
manner for sale as milk or milk pro¬ 
ducts. 


Section 6. “Pasteurized Milk” is milk 
heated to such a temperature and for 
such length of time that all hannful 
organisms are destroyed, and contains 
not more than 50,000 bacteria (colonies) 
per cc, by the Standard Plate Method, 
said milk to contain not less than 3^4% 
butterfat. Milk to be sold In the City 
of Pittsburgh tmder the designation of 
“Pasteurized Milk” shall be milk which 
has been subjected to a temperature 
of not less than 143 degrees Fahrenheit 
for a period of not less than thirty 
(30) minutes, or subjected to a temper¬ 
ature of not less than 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit for a period of not less 
than fifteen (15) seconds, or milk which 
has been treated by a process approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Health. Apparatus for the 
pasteurization of milk shall be equipped 
with an indicating thermometer and a 
recording thermometer approved by the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Health. A true record of pasteurization 
as given by the recordingi thermometer 
shall be on file at the place where the 
milk is pasteurized. 

Section 7. The Bureau of Inspection 
of the Department of Public Health of 
the City of Pittsburgh is hereby 
charged with the enforcement of the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 8. Any person, persons, cor¬ 
poration or partnership, violating any 
of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall, upon conviction thereof In a 
summary proceeding before any Aider- 
man or Police Magistrate of the City of 
Pittsburgh, be sentenced to pay a fine 
of not less than ten dollars ($10.00), nor 
more than fifty dollars ($50.00), to be 
paid into said City Treasury and the 
cost of prosecution.

to abate the same upon expiration of 
notice; directing the Department of 
Public Works to abate the same after 
posting notice, when the agent, owner 
or owners, tenant or occupants are un¬ 
known or cannot be found; providing 
for filing by Department of Law of 
municipal claim in favor* of the City 
of Pittsburgh against the land from 
which nuisance is removed or by 
which it is caused; providing a penalty 
or imprisonment for failure or neglect 
to remove after notice; and repealing 
Ordinance No. 282, approved July 13, 
1917. 

WHEREAS, Permissive growth of rag¬ 
weed or other species of noxious weeds, 
plant or growth is detrimental to the 
health and comfort of the citizens of 
Pittsburgh; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
hy the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
from and after the passage and approval 
of this ordinance the growth in ex¬ 
cess of one foot on any land in the 
City of Pittsburgh, between July 1st 


and August 15th of any ragweed or 
other species of noxious weed, plant or 
growth is herewith declared to be a 
nuisance and dangerous to the public 
health. The Department of Public 
Works shall cause to be published in 
two newspapers of general circulation 
and in a legal newspaper once a week 
during the month of June of each year, 
a notice declaring such growth to be a 
nuisance and dangerous to the public 
health, and ordering the same to be 
removed, destroyed or otherwise abated 
on any land w^herever found within the 
City of Pittsburgh, 

Section 2, The Department of Public 
Health may at any time file among its 
records a declaration that there exists a 
particular and imminent danger to the 
public health by reason of the ap¬ 
proaching period of pollenation of rag¬ 
weed or other species of noxious weed, 
plant or growth, which constitutes a 
nuisance, together with an order that 
within a specified period of time such 
grow^th shall be removed, destroyed or 
otherwise abated on any land wherever 
found in the City of Pittsburgh. The 
Department of Public Health shall noti¬ 
fy the Department of Public Works ac¬ 
cordingly and the Department of Public 
Works shall cause notice to be publish¬ 
ed in two newspapers of general circula¬ 
tion and in a legal newspaper once a 
week for two consecutive weeks, the last 
notice to appear at least fifteen calendar 
days before the beginning of the period 
of pollenation as determined by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, setting forth 
the declaration of a nuisance filed 
among the records of the Department 
of Public Health and the order that 
such growth be removed, destroyed or 
otherwise abated. 

Section 3. The Department of Public 
Works shall give notice in writing to 
the agent, owner or owners, tenant or 
occupants of any land on which rag¬ 
weed or other species of noxious weed, 
plant or growth, declared as herein pro¬ 
vided to be a nuisance, is found to 
destroy such weeds, plants or growths 
and abate the same within five days. 
If such agent, owner or owners, tenant 
or occupants, neglect or refuse to com¬ 
ply with the requirements of such a 
notice within the time specified, the 
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Department of Public Works shall pro¬ 
ceed at once, upon the expiration of 
the time specified in such notice, to 
destroy such weeds, plants or growths 
and to abate the nuisance. 

Section 4. Whenever the agent, 
owner or owners, tenant or occupants 
of any land on which .such ragweed or 
other species of noxious weed, plant or 
growth, declared to be a nuisance as 
herein provided, exists, is unknown or 
cannot be found, the said Department 
shall give notice of the order to de¬ 
stroy and dispose of such weeds, plants 
or growths and to abate the same, by 
posting a copy of such order con¬ 
spicuously on the property where such 
nuisance exists. If any such order is 
not complied with within five days 
after posting, the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works shall enter upon such prop¬ 
erty and destroy and dispose of such 
weeds, plants and growths and abate 
the nuisance. 

Section 5. Within fifteen days after 
abating the nuisance as herein provided, 
the Department of Public Works shall 
prepare and submit to the Law Ete- 
partment of the City of Pittsburgh a 
statement including the following: 

(a) The name of the registered owner 
of the land on which the nuisance 
existed; 

(b) A description of the property; 

(c) When and how notice provided for 
herein was given, together with 
proof of published notice; 

(d) Date of commencement and com¬ 
pletion of work by the Department 
of Publis Works to abate the nuis¬ 
ance; 

(e) Kind and character of work done 
and expense incurred thereby. 

Section 6. Based upon the statement 
furnished by the Department of Public 
Works, as herein provided, the Law De¬ 
partment shall prepare and file In the 
name of the City of Pittsburgh a mun¬ 
icipal claim, as provided by law, against 
the land from which the noxious weeds, 
plants or growths were destroyed and 
the nuisance abated.

ARTICLES OP AGREEMENT

by and between SHALER TOWNSHIP 
in the County of Allegheny, Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, represented by 
the Township Commissioners, herein¬ 
after called the "'Township,” and the 
CITY OF PITTSBURGH, a municipal 
corporation of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, hereinafter called the

MENT WITNESSETH: That the City and 
the Township hereby covenant and 
agree with each other as follows:

(2) Walter shall be supplied through 
existing, connection to the City’s water 
mains on the Lanpher Reservoir prop¬ 
erty of the City, which now has owner¬ 
ship of such connection from Its mains 
to and Including a control valve. The 
water taken by the Township shall be 
measured by a battery of two three- 
inch meters to be furnished, installed 
and maintained by the City. 

(3) It shall be the duty of the 
Township to promptly notify the City 
when water is desired, and no water 
connection of any kind shall be made 
between the systems of the Township 
and the City without the presence of a 
representative of the City. Either party 
to this agreement shall have the right 
to have the meters tested at any time 
at its own expense, and the other 
party to the agreement shall have the 
right to have its representative present 
during such test. 

(4) Promptly upon notice by the 
Township that it desires to purchase 
water, the City will connect the meteit: 
and furnish water until notified to dis¬ 
continue; subject, however, to the 
City’s right to refuse to furnish water 
by reason of unusual or emergency 
demands of any kind upon the City’s 
water system. 

(5) Until the City begins to furnish 
water under this agreement, there shall

(8) The Township shall maintain all 
pipe lines in good condition and free 
from leakage for the purpose of pre¬ 
venting excessive use of City water. 

(9) The Township shall regulate the 
charges, terms and conditions of use 
by its consumers on all lines included 
in this agreement. 

(10) The Township shall pay an an¬ 
nual meter charge of Sixty Dollars 
($60.00) as a ready to serve charge 
which shall include the maintenance of 
the two three-inch meters to be con¬ 
nected during the period of water sup¬ 
ply. In addition thereto, when the Town¬ 
ship desires to purchase water from the 
City It shall pay a charge of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) for the connection and 
removal of the meters, and shall pay 
for the water consumed 125% of the 
rate charged to consumers of water 
within the City as established by City 
ordinances. Bills shall be rendered 
quarterly, or at the -termination of the 
supply, based on meter readings; and 
service under this agreement shall be 
subject to the same rules and regula¬ 
tions as are applied to consumers of 
water within the City, unless otherwise 
provided in this agreement.

WHEREAS, on May 10, 1938, Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company filed a peti¬ 
tion under Section 77B of the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Act, and on June 14, 1938, W. 
D. George, ITiomas M. Benner and 
Thomas Fitzgerald were appointed 
Trustees of said Pittsburgh Railways 
Company, Debtor, and are In possession 
of and operating all of the property, 
Including the tracks aforesaid, formerly 
owned, leased or operated by said Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company; and 

WHEREAS, the temporary abandon¬ 
ment agreements hereinafter referred to 
place the cost of removal of the tracks 
and ties covered thereby upon the 
street railway companies which are par¬ 
ties thereto, as is more specifically set 
forth therein, said street railway com¬ 
panies to retain title to the tracks and 
ties so removed; and the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh under the said temporary aban¬ 
donment agreements is obligated to re¬

WHEREAS, no agreement exists with 
respect to the removal of the tracks 
and ties and for the repaving of the

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREE¬ 
MENT WITNESSETH, that the parties 





hereto, their successors and assigns, in 
consideration of the mutual covenants 
and conditions herein recited, do agree 
as follows:

to their status existing prior to the 
execution hereof, upon giving written 
notice to the Trustees. If no such written 
notice is given within six (6) months

This agreement shall not become ef¬ 
fective until the thirty-first day after 
it has been filed with the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Public Utility Commission under 
Section 911 of the Public Utility Law, 
provided that the Commission has not,

EXONERATIONS (FLAT RATE ONLY) 

FOR VACANCIES—Where the premises is vacant and the entire supply of water 
shall, at the owner’s written notice served on the Board of Water Assessors, be 
turned off by their direction by the Bureau of Water, and such water shall be 
turned on only by the Bureau of Water, at the owner’s written notice to the 
Board of Water Assessors, exonerations of ninety (90%) per cent, for the flat 
assessment for the period during which the water is shut off shall be Issued; 
provided that the period during which the water is shut off is greater than sixty 
(60) days consecutively. 

All requests for exonerations for excessive a.ssessments must be made during 
the current year in which the assessments are made, or during twelve (12) 
months after the termination of said year, and no exonerations shall be granted 
after said period has expired. 


FOR CHANGES IN WATER USES—Where fixtures are removed and water usees 
discontinued, exonerations will be issued covering the discontinued use from the 
date of approval of contract covering the revised water use. In case any owner 
of any premises shall cause or allow water to be used for any purpose or In 
any fixtures for which there is no approved water contract on file In the office 
of the Bureau of Water, the rate for such usage or fixtures shall be at rate 
specified in the foregoing schedule and shall date from the preceding January 
1st, and the water for the entire premises shall be shut off until an approved 
contract for such additional water uses or fixtures has been signed and placed on 
file in the office of the Bureau of Water. 

All fixtures on any premises, v/hether used or not, will be assessed as long 
as they remain In position. 


WATER FOR FIRE PURPOSES 

No charge shall be made for water used during fires. All water used through 
fire systems except during fires, shall be charged for at metered rates. All fire sys¬ 
tems shall be metered, excepting sprinkler head systems, end the minimum charge 
for each quarter year shall be as follows:

EXPLANATION OF THE FOREGOING SCHEDULE 
In the foregoing schedule of rates, in cases where both flat and metered rates 
are specified, such flat rates shall govern until a meter or meters, controlling the en¬ 
tire supply of water, shall have been installed, when the metered water'rates, rules 
and regulations shall govern. In the foregoing schedule of rates, in cases where 
metered rates, only, are specified, and the meter or meters are not in service or ap¬ 
proved service during any portion of the water rent period, the registration for the 
portion of the water rent period during which the meter or meters are in approved 
service, or the registration during the preceding water rent period, shall be applied 
pro rata to the period during which the meter or meters are not in approved service. 
All water supplied at metered rates shall be at the following rate per quarter year: 


METERED WATER RATES 

First 250,000 gallons or less -__20c per 1000 gallons 

Second 250,000 gallons or less_18c per 1000 gallons

Hospitals, dispensaries and such other charities as are supported by public and 
private contributions, shall be charged at the rate of seven (7) cents per thousand 
gallons; provided, however, that hospitals supported by public charity shall receive 
free of all charge two hundred fifty (250) gallons of water per person per day, and 
schools supported by private charity shall receive free of all charge twenty-five 
hundred (2500) gallons of water per pupil per annum 

All hospitals and charitable institutions operating and maintaining laundries 
for commercial purposes, or maintaining -and operating hydraulic power producing 
machinery, shall pay the usual and fixed rate for all water used for such purposes. 

All hospitals and charitable institutions within the City of Pittsburgh which 
operate and maintain laundries for commercial purposes, or operate hydraulic power 
producing machinery, shall maintain separate water lines for such laundries or hy¬ 
draulic power producing machinery. All water used for such purposes shall be 
separately and specially metered. 

For all water taken, the rate for which Is not specifically provided and which 
is not measured by meter, the quantities shall be estimated and charged for at the 
above metered rates; and provided, further, that in no case where metered water 
rates are in force shall the charge for such premise for eacjh quarter be less than 
the amount specified in the following schedule. 

25 cents per quarter for 1 and 2 roomed dwelling house premises 

50 cents per quarter for 3 and 4 roomed dwelling house premises 

$1.00 per quarter for 5 and 6 roomed dwelling house premises

including all loads called for in Sec¬ 
tion 5 of said Directive No. 8, whether 
or not said design requirements are 
stipulated in any ordinance of the City 
of Pittsburgh- 

(3) The provisions of Sub-sections 

(c) Live Loading, and (d) Posting of 
Live Loads, of Section 5, “Loads and 
Forces,” of Directive No. 8 shall be so 
constructed that compliance shall not 
be considered in good faith unless load¬ 
ing's used are not less than those re¬ 
quired in the ordinances of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

(4) Welding as outlined in Directive 
No. 8 shall be subject to the following 
restrictions: 

(a) The operator shall have qualified 
as a welder and shall be the 
holder of a Certificate of Qualifi¬ 
cation issued by the Bureau of 
Building Inspection as required 
by Ordinance No. 28. Series of 
1939. 

(b) The electrodes used shall be on 
the approved list of the Bureau 


of Buiding Inspection and the 
equipment shall comply with the 
provisions of Ordinance No. 28, 
Series of 1939, and the Rules 
adopted under said ordinance. 

(c) Sub-section (c) Unrestrained 
Members in Welding Construc¬ 
tion, of Section 17 of Directive 
No. 8 shall not be so interpreted 
as to permit indiscriminate sub¬ 
stitution of welding for riviting 
without due consideration of the 
rigidity inherent in welding.

accepted by the Bureau of Building 
Inspection in lieu of the otherwise

ceeding thirty days if the amount of 
said Judgment and said costs shall not 
be paid.

the books of the City Controller at the 
close of the fiscal year 1942, shall be 
and the same are hereby ordered to be 
cancelled, except such amounts as shall 
be required for payment for services 
actually rendered, or supplies, materials 
or equipment actually delivered prior 
to December 31, 1942, and so reported 
to the City Controller, or such amoimts 
as shall be directed to be carried over 
to the fiscal year 1943, by resolution or 
ordinance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be in¬ 
curred against any appropriation Item 
in excess of t.he unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation items 
shall be administered subject to and In 
conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of 
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payrolls shall be submitted to the 
City Controller in such form, and 
at such times, as he may pre¬ 
scribe, this data to include rec¬ 
ords of employment, time worked, 
whether compensation is based 
upon hours or days worked, 
quantity of work performed, or 
upon a monthly or annual salary 
basis, and such other records or 
reports with reference to personal 
service as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the 
City Controller upon the basis of 
such records or reports, and sub¬ 
mitted by him to the respective 
directors or heads of departments 
or oifices for approval and certifi¬ 
cation in such form as he may 
prescribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from 
one appropriation item to another 
except by resolution or ordinance 
of council, and such resolution or 
ordinance shall in each case set 
forth the reasons for such re¬ 
quest, and be accompanied by a 
certification from the Controller 
stating that there is a sufficient 
balance unencumbered and avail¬ 
able in the appropriation item 
from which the transfer is to be 
made. 

Section 3. No obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon City busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an 
order, stating the service to be rendered, 
work performed, or supplies, materials 
or equipment to be furnished together 
with the estimated cost of the same. 
The Director of the Department of Sup¬ 


plies is hereby authorized and directed 
to provide upon requisition by the head 
of any department all necessary sup¬ 
plies, materials, equipment and machin¬ 
ery for such department, provided, how¬ 
ever, that no requisition of any depart¬ 
ment shall be filled by the Director of 
the Department of Supplies in excess of 
the unencumbered balance of the ap¬ 
propriation properly chargeable, and 
that no order shall be issued by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies, 
or by the head of any other department 
of the City government, until it has 
been approved by the City Controller. 
Payments on account of direct purchase 
s.hall be made from the amounts here¬ 
inafter appropriated therefor respec¬ 
tively. Purchases made by the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Supplies to go 
into stores shall be paid for from the 
fund provided for such purposes, and 
when and as directed by the City Con¬ 
troller; said fund shall be reimbursed 
from other appropriations to the extent 
of deliveries made from stores. 

Section 4. Council may, by resolution 
of the Finance Committee from time to 
time, restrict expenditures from the ap¬ 
propriations made hereby, both as to 
amounts of expenditure and the peri¬ 
ods within which such expenditures 
may be made, and may also, by resolu¬ 
tion of the Finance Committee at any 
time cancel in whole or in part any 
unencumbered balance of any of said 
appropriations. 

Section 5. For purposes of adminis¬ 
tration and accounting control, the code 
symbols indicated herein shall be con¬ 
sidered as part of the appropriation 
titles.
